Report  From  fhe 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


At  various  times  I  have  wondered  whether  the  membership 
really  read  the  Journal  because  on  a  number  of  occasions 
I  have  written  interpretations  of  the  Constitution  and  im- 
mediately following  would  receive  letters  requesting  interpre- 
tations of  the  same  sections  which  had  been  previously  set 
forth  in  my  Report  in  the  Journal.  However,  I  am  fully 
convinced  that  the  25-year  and  50-year  cardholders  do  read 
the  Journal. 

The  action  of  the  Executive  Council  on  the  Resolution 
presented  to  the  Convention  on  the  25-year  silver  cards  and 
the  50-year  gold  cards  was  concurred  in  by  the  Executive 
Council  at  their  last  meeting  and  was  printed  in  the  Minutes 
of  the  Council  in  the  dedication  Journal.  There  have  been 
a  number  of  inquiries  regarding  this  matter  since  that  time. 
This  is  to  advise  you  that  the  records  here  at  Headquarters 
have  already  been  searched  and  all  of  the  names  of  the 
members  entitled  to  these  cards,  according  to  our  records 
here,  are  now  being  printed  and  all  members  entitled  to 
cards  should  receive  them  within  the  next  thirty  days.  It  is 
our  intention  to  send  out  these  cards  as  soon  as  we  can. 
All  cards,  to  members  having  become  members  in  good 
standing  for  twenty-five  and  fifty  years  hereafter,  will  be 
mailed  quarterly  so  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  a  request 
individually  for  the  card. 

I  will  be  absent  from  the  office  for  approximately  three 
weeks  attending  the  Conventions  of  the  Building  and  Con- 
struction Trades  Department,  the  Metal  Trades  Department, 
and  the  AFL-CIO  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Secretary 
Mills  will  be  in  the  office  to  answer  letters  or  telephone 
calls. 

The  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Convention  will 
start  on  Wednesday,  September  9;  the  Metal  Trades  on  Sep- 
tember 14;  and  the  AFL-CIO  on  September  17.  The  latter 
running  until  the  business  is  completed.  I  assume  there  will 
be  heavy  agendas  at  all  of  these  Conventions  because  of 
the  Labor  Bill  whether  it  is  passed  or  whether  it  isn't,  or  in 
what  form  it  may  be  passed. 

I  would  like  to  use  the  rest  of  the  space  to  plead  with 
all  of  the  local  unions  who  are  not  presently  training  ap- 
prentices to  take  their  full  quota  at  least  as  set  forth  in 
the  L.I.U.  Constitution. 

For  the  past  three  or  four  summers  we  have  been  plagued 
with  a  shortage  of  skilled  and  competent  mechanics  and 


while  some  locals  are  doing  a  good  job  of  training  appren- 
tices a  search  of  our  records  here  show  that  some  local 
unions  do  not  have  any  apprentices  at  all.  We  must,  if  we 
are  to  continue  to  sell  the  use  of  lath  and  plaster  through 
the  Promotional  Program,  train  sufficient  mechanics  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  industry.  Unless  we  do  this  the  time,  effort, 
and  money  used  in  the  Promotional  Program  is  useless. 

The  shortage  of  mechanics  in  our  industry  has  also  been 
a  handicap  in  having  favorable  decisions  rendered  to  us 
by  the  National  Joint  Board.  On  occasions  I  have  received 
a  favorable  decision  and  have  not  been  able  to  man  the 
work  which  makes  it  very  difficult  to  go  before  the  Board 
and  argue  these  cases.  I  would  recommend  that  each  and 
every  local  union  meet  with  their  contractors  and  analyze 
the  amount  of  work  that  your  contractors  have  and  also 
the  amount  of  work  anticipated  so  that  we  can  train  me- 
chanics in  accordance  with  the  need. 

A  'long'  labor  market  is  bad  for  us.  A  'short'  labor  market 
is  bad  for  the  contractor  and  the  industry  and  unless  we 
train  sufficient  mechanics  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  industry 
we  will  be  defeating  the  very  purpose  for  which  the  Pro- 
motional Program  was  instituted.  We  know  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  have  an  exact  balance  in  the  labor  market  in 
an  industry  such  as  ours  but  we  must  try  to  do  so  insofar 
as  possible  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  industry.  It  has  been 
proven  in  the  last  several  years  that  the  building  industry 
can  get  along  without  lath  and  plaster  and  at  present  we 
are  getting  a  much  less  dollar  volume  of  the  construction 
industry  than  we  did  ten  years  ago.  There  is  no  product 
used  in  lieu  of  lath  and  plaster  that  is  as  good  as  lath  and 
plaster  and  our  dollar  volume  in  the  construction  industry 
can  be  increased  three  times  what  it  is  now  if  we  follow 
the  three  basic  principles  on  which  the  Promotional  Pro- 
gram was  established — quality,  delivery,  and  price.  None  of 
these  can  be  accomplished  unless  we  have  sufficient  mechan- 
ics to  do  so. 

We  ask  that  you  do  your  utmost  to  train  sufficient  me- 
chanics to  meet  the  needs  of  the  industry.

From  Labor  Day  To  Election  Day 

Labor  Day  1959  is  a  good  time  to  begin  thinking  about 
Flection  Day  1960. 

The  14  months  between  September  7  of  this  year  and 
November  8  of  next  will  be  filled  with  exciting  political  activi- 
ties that  can  end  either  in  a  victory  for  the  working  people  of 
America  or  in  defeat  for  them. 

By  victory,  I  mean  the  election  of  highly-qualified,  liberal, 
public-spirited  candidates  for  office  who  will  work  for  fair 
labor-management  laws,  better  public  school  buildings  and 
better-paid  teachers,  higher  and  broader  minimum  wages, 
adequate  Social  Security — particularly  for  our  senior  citizens 
— stronger  national  defense,  effective  workmen's  and  unem- 
ployment compensation,  civic  improvement,  improved  high- 
ways, public  housing  for  all  who  need  decent  living  quarters, 
and  other  measures  that  would  benefit  all  of  America. 

By  defeat,  I  mean  the  election  of  candidates  who  think 
profits  are  more  important  than  people.  (And  even  in  this  age, 
don't  believe  there  are  not  plenty  of  office-holders  and  office- 
seekers  who  think  just  that.  Witness  the  drive  for  high  interest 
rates  which  will  help  the  bankers  and  other  money-lenders 
and  hurt  the  veteran  and  the  home-buyer.)  I  mean  victorious 
candidates  who  are  willing  to  cripple  all  unions  under  the 
guise  of  trying  to  protect  the  union  member. 

Now  many  trade  unionists  are  disappointed  by  the  fact  that 
Congress  has  passed  little  liberal  legislation  this  year.  They 
had  expected  a  better  record  following  the  1958  elections 
which  saw  a  sharp  increase  in  liberal  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives. Some  of  these  unionists  are  ready  to  withdraw  from 
the  political  field. 

But  everyone  knows  that  you  cannot  win  a  fight  by  with- 
drawing from  it.  You  can't  expect  your  Congress,  or  your 
state  legislature,  or  your  county  board  or  your  city  council  to 
levy  taxes,  for  instance,  according  to  your  ability  to  pay  if 
you  don't  support  candidates  for  those  law-making  bodies 
who  will  vote  for  taxes  that  are  not  burdensome  to  the  vast 
majority  of  men  and  women  in  this  country  and  who  will  not 
allow  Big  Business  and  Big  Finance  to  escape  paying  their 
fair  share. 

The  simplest  way  to  support  good  candidates  and  defeat 
the  bad  is  to  contribute  voluntarily  one  dollar  to  COPE, 
register  to  vote,  keep  informed  about  where  candidates  stand 
on  the  important  issues,  and  then  vote  on  Election  Day. 

Remember:  Next  year,  the  people  will  elect  a  President  of 
the  United  States,  a  Vice  President,  33  or  34  U.  S.  Senators 
(depending  upon  whether  one  of  the  new  Hawaiian  Senators 
will  have  to  stand  for  reelection),  437  Members  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives,  26  state  governors  and  innumerable 
state  legislators,  judges,  district  attorneys,  mayors,  councilmen, 
school  officials,  assessors,  tax  collectors  and  many  other  offices 
of  your  government. 

Yes,  Labor  Day— right  now — is  an  excellent  time  to  begin 
planning  and  working  for  victory  in  '60. 


Take  Care  of  Your  Union 

and  it  will  take  care  of  you 

AHEND  YOUR  MEETINGS  REGULARLY 
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Congress  put  the  fate  of  housing  legislation  in  1959  up 
to  President  Eisenhower,  sending  him  the  revised  bill  with 
enough  votes  to  indicate  a  veto  could  be  overridden.  The 
House  vote  was  283  to  105,  24  more  than  necessary  to 
override.  Earlier,  the  Senate  passed  the  bill  71  to  24.  At 
press  Ike  had  not  yet  acted  on  the  measure  which  provides 
$8  billions  for  FHA  insurance;  $650  millions  for  urban  re- 
newal; 37,000  additional  public  housing  units;  funds  for 
college  classrooms,  dormitories  and  homes  for  the  elderly. 
It  also  raises  FHA  limits  on  mortgages  from  $20,000  to 
$22,000  and  lowers  down  payments. 

If  a  civil  rights  bill  is  not  passed  in  the  present  session 
of  Congress,  one  will  certainly  pass  in  the  next  session. 

That  is  the  consensus  of  a  Democratic  civil  rights  legis- 
lation advocate.  Sen.  Paul  Douglas  (111.),  who  has  introduced 
a  bill,  and  of  a  Republican  member  of  the  Civil  Rights 
Subcommittee,  Sen.  Kenneth  Keating  (N.Y. ). 

While  employment  rose  by  a  quarter  of  a  million  to  a 
record  of  67.7  million  in  July,  the  drop  in  unemployment 
of  about  the  same  number  to  3.7  million  was  less  than 
normal.  Because  of  this,  joblessness  rose  from  4.9  to  5.1 
per  cent  of  the  labor  force.  Factory  employment  declined 
slightly  but  the  drop  was  less  than  seasonal.  While  factory 
jobs  were  up  1.2  million  from  July  of  last  year,  they  were 
still  300,000  below  July  1957,  although  production  is  sig- 
nificantly higher.  The  factory  workweek  also  dropped  by 
0.3  hours,  causing  average  wages  to  decline  by  $1.08  to 
$90.09  per  week.  Employment  figures  did  not  reflect  the 
effects  of  the  steel  strike  which  began  in  mid-July. 


At  the  same  time,  a  seasonal  drop  in  the  hours  worked 
cut  average  spendable  earnings  of  factory  workers  by  about 
85  cents  a  week.  Combined  with  the  rise  in  living  costs, 
this  dropped  the  buying  power  of  the  average  factory  work- 
er's take-home  pay  by  1.5  per  cent. 

Approximately  1  million  workers — mostly  in  auto  and 
farm  equipment  plants — will  recoup  part  of  the  loss  through 
2-cent  hourly  raises  under  union-negotiated  cost-of-living 
escalator  agreements.  The  previous  month,  when  living  costs 
jumped  four-tenths  of  1  per  cent,  an  estimated  600,000  air- 
craft, trucking  and  electrical  workers  received  cost-of-living 
pay  hikes. 

The  AFL-CIO  has  thrown  its  support  behind  the  Javits- 
Halpern  bills  to  ban  age  discrimination  in  employment  in 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

Such  a  law  is  needed  "to  keep  open  the  door  of  equal 
opportunity"  and  eliminate  waste  and  friction  in  the  labor 
market,  Assistant  Dir.  Raymond  Munts  of  the  AFL-CIO 
Dept.  of  Social  Security  told  a  Senate  District  subcommittee.

Tight  money  fails  to  cut  back  housing  starts  substantially. 
Private  starts  in  July  were  124,500,  down  20,000  from  June 
and  at  an  adjusted  annual  rate  of  1,350,000.  Private  starts 
were  up  14.6%  over  July,  1958,  and  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  1959  totaled  822,300,  exceeded  only  in  record 
1950. 


Living  costs  climbed  to  an  all-time  record  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  month,  in  mid-July,  the  Labor  Dept.  reported, 
with  an  increase  of  three-tenths  of  1  per  cent  bringing  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  to  124.9  per  cent  of  the  1947-49 
average. 


Money  markets  show  no  signs  of  easing  with  medium 
grade  bonds  yielding  over  5%.  FN  MA  announced  it  would 
no  longer  accept  mortgage  offerings  on  AVi  %  FHA  and 
VA  mortgages,  revised  purchase  prices  downward  Vi  point 
on  over-the-counter  prices  and  1  point  in  standby  prices  in 
secondary  market  operations.  FNMA  purchases  for  the  first 
six  months  were  $1,025,385,000,  largest  in  history.

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Serious  Public  Health  Problem 


Medical  and  Nutrition  Quackery 


Medical  and  nutrition  quackery  is  one  of  the  biggest  public 
health  problems  in  the  United  States;  yet  it  is  one  that  is 
receiving  comparatively  little  attention. 

Every  day  thousands  of  people  risk  their  lives,  and  some 
lose  their  lives  because,  through  ignorance,  fear  or  bad 
advice,  they  seek  medical  care  from  those  who  are  in- 
competent to  treat  them  properly.  This  warning  comes  from 
George  P.  Larrick,  commissioner  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration — the  agency  charged  with  watching  over  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  nation. 

Unscrupulous  operations  involving  false  and  misleading 
claims  for  a  great  variety  of  vitamins,  minerals  and  other 
food  supplements  has  become  today  the  most  widespread 
and  expensive  form  of  medical  quackery  in  the  United 
States.  The  American  Medical  Association  estimates  that 
this  racket  is  now  costing  10  million  Americans  over  $500 
million  a  year. 

Nutritional  quacks  and  health  food  peddlers  induce  the 
public  to  buy  so-called  health  foods  and  vitamin  and  min- 
eral products  at  fancy  prices  by  spreading  fallacious  ideas 
about  nutrition,  the  condition  of  our  soil,  the  affect  on  our 
food  supply  of  food  processing  and  imaginary  hazards  in 
the  use  of  aluminum  cooking  utensils.  The  effect  of  this 
propaganda  upon  the  unwary  public  is  to  create  the  belief 
that  the  nation's  food  supply  is  inferior  and  good  health  im- 
possible in  these  days  unless  the  wares  of  the  nutrition  quack 
are  purchased.  Some  offer  their  products  as  a  cure  for 
serious  health  conditions  which  should  only  be  treated  by 
a  physician. 

Last  year,  the  Postmaster  General  reported  that  mail  order 
promotion  of  medical  frauds  was  at  the  highest  level  in 
history.  He  estimated  that  cases  prepared  by  the  depart- 
ment's general  counsel  during  the  first  five  months  of  1958 
involved  products  that  could  cause  an  annual  loss  to  the 
public  of  $50  million. 

The  National  Better  Business  Bureau  reported  in  Septem- 
ber, 1958  that  it  was  receiving  four  times  as  many  inquiries 
about  food,  drug  and  cosmetic  promotions,  and  ten  times 
as  many  complaints,  as  it  did  two  years  previously. 

Dr.  Charles  Cameron,  former  medical  director  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society,  has  estimated  that  at  least  $10 
million  a  year  is  being  spent  on  worthless  cancer  treat- 
ments. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  states  that  nobody 


knows  the  real  extent  of  medical  quackery  in  the  United 
States.  TTiey  described  the  problem  as  being  like  an  iceberg 
which  is  underestimated  because  there  is  so  much  that  lies 
beneath  the  surface. 

The  FDA  warns  that  "we  have  indeed  been  too  kind  to 
quackery  and  have  thereby  contributed  to  the  problem.  The 
day  must  come  when  the  force  of  public  opinion  will  be  ef- 
fectively aroused  against  this  evil." 

Medical  quacks  are  guilty  of  a  gamut  of  crimes  from  petty 
swindling  through  robbery  to  manslaughter  or  murder. 

For  example,  recently  the  Food  aqd  Drug  Administration 
announced  the  seizure  of  copper  colored  metal  bracelets 
offered  for  the  cure  of  rheumatism  and  arthritis.  The  mail 
order  promoter  of  the  "Magic  Copper  Band"  said  it  came 
from  India  and  should  be  worn  around  the  wrist,  knee,  ankle 
or  elbow.  He  had  actually  purchased  them  for  eight  cents 
apiece  from  a  legitimate  New  England  novelty  manufacturer. 
They  had  been  promoted  through  newspaper  advertising 
for  $2.00  apiece  until  one  of  the  ads  caught  the  eye  of  an 
FDA  inspector. 

In  recent  years,  in  addition  to  the  nutrition  quacks,  two 
other  types  of  medical  quackery  have  emerged  as  a  problem 
of  major  importance.  These  are  worthless  cancer  remedies 
and  worthless  therapeutic  devices  purported  to  prevent  or 
cure  serious  diseases. 

The  control  of  fake  cancer  remedies  is  one  of  the  greatest 
challenges  facing  the  law  enforcement  agencies.  The  worst 
offender  is  the  Hoxsey  treatment  for  internal  cancer.  Recent 
successful  court  actions  and  public  warnings  have  greatly 
reduced  the  patronage  of  the  Hoxsey  clinics  but  this  remedy 
is  still  being  distributed  and  used  fof  the  treatment  of  can- 
cer. Many  thousands  of  cancer  victims  have  been  taken  in 
by  the  false  claim  that  the  Hoxsey  medicines  will  cure  in- 
ternal cancer.  The  estimated  income  from  the  worthless 
treatment  for  a  number  of  years  has  exceeded  a  million 
dollars  a  year.  However,  the  cruel  hoax  has  not  been  stamped 
out  and  the  American  Cancer  Society,  the  American  Medical 
Association  and  the  Better  Business  Bureaus,  as  well  as  many 
other  health  organizations,  are  helping  to  educate  the  pub- 
lic about  the  menace  of  cancer  quackery. 

A  great  deal  of  "grass  roots"  interest  is  needed  if  we  are 
ever  to  control  quackery.  The  campaign  that  is  needed  has 
two  major  aspects:  Education  of  the  public,  and  more  and 
better  law  enforcement.

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During  the  summer  months  most  workmen's  thoughts  turn  to  vacations.  Many 
of  us  start  making  plans  to  get  out  the  road  map  and  as  soon  as  school  is  out 
load  up  the  family  car  and  with  the  wife  and  kids  hit  the  open  road.  Many  prefer 
to  head  for  the  mountains  or  the  seashore.  Wherever  our  fancy  leads  us,  America 
is  blessed  with  many  fine  vacation  spots. 

But,  there  is  one  job  which  union  members  should  keep  in  mind  that  must 
never  have  a  vacation.  That's  the  job  of  organizing.  The  business  of  organizing 
and  helping  to  keep  up  the  rolls  of  union  organizations  is  a  365-day  a  year 
project.  We  can  be  sure  that  those  interests  who  do  not  like  unions  never  rest,  as 
witness  the  passage  of  the  Grifiin-Landrum  labor  bill;  they  take  no  time  off  from 
their  attacks,  direct  or  indirect  on  the  union  movement.  As  AFL-CIO  President 
George  Meany  declared  the  House  action  "was  not  a  vote  on  the  issue  of  cor- 
ruption. It  was  a  vote  to  punish  honest  labor."  He  asserted  that  "twelve  years 
of  anti-labor  propaganda  and  politicking  have  paid  off  for  the  anti  -  union 
forces.  .  .  ."So  unions  must  be  ever  vigilant  and  cannot  afford  to  take  a  holiday. 

This  does  not  mean  that  union  people  as  individuals  should  not  take  vaca- 
tions. It  means  that  unions — local,  national  and  international — should  not  let 
the  vacation  psychology  so  influence  the  organization  that  there  is  danger  of  a 
complete  let  down.  We  must  keep  our  guard  up  against  attacks;  we  must  be 
aggressive  in  our  drive  to  organize  the  unorganized.  We  must  see  that  our  people 
are  protected;  so  that  wages,  hours  and  fringe  benefits  keep  pace  with  rising 
living  costs.  With  so  much  of  the  working  force  still  unorganized;  with  inimical 
legislation  threatening  us;  with  widespread  ignorance,  indifference  or  even  hostility 
to  us;  this  is  no  time  for  mutual  admiration  or  a  vacation  from  organizing. 

Let  us  be  prepared  to  fight  a  good  fight  for  the  things  we  believe  in.  There 
can  be  no  better  decision  than  vacations  for  individuals — yes;  for  organizations 
with  the  responsibilities  of  organizing — very  definitely  NO!

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


This  Report  will  necessarily  be  confined  to  problems  con- 
fronting us  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  the  Labor-Manage- 
ment Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959,  signed  into  law 
by  the  President  on  September  14,  1959.  Because  some  of 
the  provisions  are  effective  immediately,  some  in  thirty  (30) 
days,  some  in  sixty  (60)  days,  and  some  in  ninety  (90)  days, 
in  this  issue  we  will  deal  only  with  those  problems  which  are 
immediately  effective  or  for  which  groundwork  must  be  laid 
for  future  compliance. 

In  respect  to  future  bonding,  you  have  already  received 
your  application  to  be  filled  out  and  sent  to  Headquarters  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  this  should  be  filled  out  and  sent  in,  but 
because  the  law  is  not  clear  in  respect  to  what  type  of  bond- 
ing, position  or  otherwise,  we  will  send  you  more  specific 
information  regarding  this  when  the  law  has  been  analyzed. 
However,  we  do  know  that  you  should  send  in  the  name  of  the 
officer  who  will  be  bonded  and  only  one  officer  in  each  local 
union  should  be  the  bonded  officer  and  should  be  made 
responsible  for  the  handling  of  all  finances. 

The  new  law  provides  that  each  and  every  local  union  must 
have  By-Laws,  which  By-Laws  are  in  compliance  with  the 
law  and  will  have  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor.  How- 
ever, since  the  analysis  of  the  law  has  not  been  completed  we 
do  not  know  exactly  what  these  By-Laws  should  contain  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  new  law.  It  is  our  intention  to  write 
a  sample  set  of  By-Laws  which  will  be  in  compliance  with  the 
new  law  and  which  will  be  sent  to  all  local  unions  as  promptly 
as  possible.  In  the  meantime  we  suggest  that  any  local  union 
now  having  under  consideration  changes  in  its  By-Laws  will 
hold  in  abeyance  any  such  changes  pending  receipt  of  our 
sample  By-Laws. 

Sec.  504  (a)  No  person  who  is  or  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Communist  Party  or  who  has  been  convicted  of,  or 
served  any  part  of  a  prison  term  resulting  from  his  convic- 
tion of,  robbery,  bribery,  extortion,  embezzlement,  grand 
larceny,  burglary,  arson,  violation  of  narcotics  laws,  murder, 
rape,  assault  with  intent  to  kill,  assault  which  inflicts  grevious 
bodily  injury,  or  a  violation  of  title  II  or  HI  of  this  Act,  or 
conspiracy  to  commit  any  such  crimes,  shall  serve — 


( 1 )  as  an  officer,  director,  trustee,  member  of  any  executive 
board  or  similar  governing  body,  business  agent,  manager, 
organizer,  or  other  employe  (other  than  as  an  employe  per- 
forming exclusively  clerical  or  custodial  duties)  of  any  labor 
organization,  or 

(2)  as  a  labor  relations  consultant  to  a  person  engaged  in 
an  industry  or  activity  affecting  commerce,  or  as  an  officer, 
director,  agent,  or  employe  (other  than  as  an  employe  per- 
forming exclusively  clerical  or  custodial  duties)  of  any  group 
or  association  of  employers  dealing  with  any  labor  organiza- 
tion, during  or  for  five  years  after  the  termination  of  his 
membership  in  the  Communist  Party,  or  for  five  years  after 
such  conviction  or  after  the  end  of  such  imprisonment,  unless 
prior  to  the  end  of  such  five-year  period,  in  the  case  of  a 
person  so  convicted  or  imprisoned,  (A)  his  citizenship  rights, 
having  been  revoked  as  a  result  of  such  conviction,  have  been 
fully  restored,  or  (B)  the  Board  of  Parole  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice  determines  that  such  person's  service 
in  any  capacity  referred  to  in  clause  (1)  or  (2)  would  not  be 
contrary  to  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  Prior  to  making  any 
such  determination  the  Board  shall  hold  an  administrative 
hearing  and  shall  give  notice  of  such  proceeding  by  certified 
mail  to  the  State,  county,  and  Federal  prosecuting  officials  in 
the  jurisdiction  or  jurisdictions  in  which  such  person  was 
convicted.  The  Board's  determination  in  any  such  proceeding 
shall  be  final.  No  labor  organization  or  officer  thereof  shall 
knowingly  permit  any  person  to  assume  or  hold  any  office  or 
paid  position  in  violation  of  this  subsection. 

The  following  is  a  true  copy  of  the  Labor-Management 
Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959,  which  is  being  fur- 
nished you,  the  member,  on  behalf  of  the  Lathers  Inter- 
national Union  and  the  Local  Union.  The  Secretaries  of  all 
local  unions  are  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  issue  of  the 
JOURNAL,  which  contains  the  law,  to  each  and  every 
member  and  apprentice,  in  good  standing  with  their  local 
union,  to  the  last  known  address  of  the  member  so  that  he 
will  have  an  exact  copy  of  the  ACT.  This  is  a  requirement  of 
the  ACT  and  must  be  complied  with.  Any  local  unions  need- 
ing additional  copies  of  the  law  will  receive  them  promptly 
upon  request  to  the  International  Union.

Disclosure  Act  of  1959 


Short  Title 

Section  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as 
the  "Labor-Management  Reporting  and 
Disclosure  Act  of  1959." 

Declaration  of  Findings,  Purposes,  and 
I'olicy 

Sec.  2.  (a)  The  Congress  finds  that, 
in  the  public  interest,  it  continues  to 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  Federal 
Government  to  protect  employees' 
rights  to  organize,  choose  their  own 
representatives,  bargain  collectively, 
and  otherwise  engage  in  concerted  ac- 
tivities for  their  mutual  aid  or  protec- 
tion; that  the  relations  between  em- 
ployers and  labor  organizations  and 
the  millions  of  workers  they  represent 
have  a  substantial  impact  on  the  com- 
merce of  the  Nation;  and  that  in  order 
to  accomplish  the  objective  of  a  free 
flow  of  commerce  it  is  essential  that 
labor  organizations,  employers,  and 
their  officials  adhere  to  the  highest 
standards  of  i-esponsibility  and  ethical 
conduct  in  administering  the  affairs 
of  their  organizations,  particularly  as 
they  affect  labor-management  relations. 

(b)  The  Congress  further  finds, 
from  i-ecent  investigations  in  the  labor 
and  management  fields,  that  there  have 
been  a  number  of  instances  of  breach 
of  trust,  corruption,  disregard  of  the 
rights  of  individual  employees,  and 
other  failures  to  observe  high  standards 
of  responsibility  and  ethical  conduct 
which  require  further  and  supplemen- 
tary legislation  that  will  afford  neces- 
sary protection  of  the  rights  and  inter- 
ests of  employees  and  the  public  gen- 
erally as  they  relate  to  the  activities 
of  labor  organizations,  employers,  labor 
relations  consultants,  and  their  officers 
and  representatives. 

(c)  The  Congress,  therefore,  further 
finds  and  declares  that  the  enactment 
of  this  Act  is  necessary  to  eliminate  or 
prevent  improper  practices  on  the  part 
of  labor  organizations,  employers,  labor 


relations  consultants,  and  their  officers 
and  representatives  which  distort  and 
defeat  the  policies  of  the  Labor  Man- 
agement Relations  Act,  1947,  as  amend- 
ed, and  the  Railway  Labor  Act,  as 
amended,  and  have  the  tendency  or 
necessary  effect  of  burdening  or  ob- 
structing commerce  by  (1)  impairing 
the  efficiency,  safety,  or  operation  of 
the  instrumentalities  of  commerce;  (2) 
occurring  in  the  current  of  commerce; 
(3)  materially  affecting,  restraining, 
or  controlling  the  flow  of  raw  materials 
or  manufactured  or  processed  goods 
into  or  from  the  channels  of  commerce, 
or  the  prices  of  such  materials  or  goods 
in  commerce;  or  (4)  causing  diminu- 
tion of  employment  and  wages  in  such 
volume  as  substantially  to  impair  or 
disrupt  the  market  for  goods  flowing 
into  or  from  the  channels  of  commerce. 

Definitions 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  titles  I,  II, 
III,  IV,  V  (except  section  505),  and  VI 
of  this  Act — 

(a)  "Commerce"  means  trade,  traf- 
fic, commerce,  transportation,  trans- 
mission, or  communication  among  the 
several  States  or  between  any  State 
and  any  place  outside  thereof. 

(b)  "State"  includes  any  State  of  the 
United  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  Ameri- 
can Samoa,  Guam,  Wake  Island,  the 
Canal  Zone,  and  Outer  Continental 
Shelf  lands  defined  in  the  Outer  Conti- 
nental Shelf  Lands  Act  (43  U.S.C. 
1331-1343). 

(c)  "Industry  affecting  commerce" 
means  any  activity,  business,  or  indus- 
try in  commerce  or  in  w-hich  a  labor 
dispute  would  hinder  or  obstruct  com- 
merce or  the  free  flow  of  commerce  and 
includes  any  activity  or  industry  "af- 
fecting commerce"  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Labor  Management  Relations 
Act,  1947,  as  amended,  or  the  Raihvay 
Labor  Act,  as  amended. 


(d)  "Person"  includes  one  or  more 
individuals,  labor  organizations,  part- 
nerships, associations,  corporations, 
legal  representatives,  mutual  compa- 
nies, joint-stock  companies,  trusts,  un- 
incorporated organizations,  trustees, 
trustees  in  bankruptcy,  or  receivers. 

(e)  "Employer"  means  any  employer 
or  any  group  or  association  of  em- 
ployers engaged  in  an  industry  affect- 
ing commerce  (1)  which  is,  with  re- 
spect to  employees  engaged  in  an  in- 
dustry affecting  commerce,  an  em- 
ployer within  the  meaning  of  any  law 
of  the  United  States  relating  to  the 
employment  of  any  employees  or  (2) 
which  may  deal  with  any  labor  organi- 
zation concerning  grievances,  labor  dis- 
putes, wages,  rates  of  pay,  hours  of 
employment,  or  conditions  of  work,  and 
includes  any  person  acting  directly  or 
indirectly  as  an  employer  or  as  an 
agent  of  an  employer  in  relation  to  an 
employee  but  does  not  include  the 
United  States  or  any  corporation  whol- 
ly owned  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  or  any  State  or  political 
subdivision  thereof. 

(f)  "Employee"  means  any  individ- 
ual employed  by  an  employer,  and  in- 
cludes any  individual  whose  work  has 
ceased  as  a  consequence  of,  or  in  con- 
nection with,  any  current  labor  dispute 
or  because  of  any  unfair  labor  practice 
or  because  of  exclusion  or  expulsion 
from  a  labor  organization  in  any  man- 
ner or  for  any  reason  inconsistent  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Act. 

(g)  "Labor  dispute"  includes  any 
controversy  concerning  terms,  tenure, 
or  conditions  of  employment,  or  con- 
cerning the  association  or  representa- 
tion of  persons  in  negotiating,  fixing, 
maintaining,  changing,  or  seeking  to 
arrange  terms  or  conditions  of  employ- 
ment, regardless  of  whether  the  dis- 
putants stand  in  the  proximate  rela- 
tion of  employer  and  employee. 

(h)  "Trusteeship"  means  any  re- 
ceivership, trusteeship,  or  other  method 
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of  supervision  or  control  whereby  a 
labor  organization  suspends  the  auton- 
omy otherwise  avaih\ble  to  a  subordi- 
nate body  under  its  constitution  or  by- 
laws. 

(i)  "Labor  orfranization"  means  a 
labor  orjjanization  enfjajied  in  an  in- 
dustry affecting:  commerce  and  includes 
any  organization  of  any  kind,  any 
agency,  or  employee  representation 
committee,  group,  association,  or  plan 
so  engaged  in  which  employees  partici- 
pate and  which  exists  for  the  purpose, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  of  dealing  with 
employers  concerning  grievances,  labor 
disputes,  wages,  rates  of  pay,  hours,  or 
other  terms  or  conditions  of  employ- 
ment, and  any  conference,  general  com- 
mittee, joint  or  system  board,  or  joint 
council  so  engaged  which  is  subordinate 
to  a  national  or  international  labor 
organization,  other  than  a  State  or 
local  central  body. 

(j)  A  labor  organization  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  engaged  in  an  industry 
affecting  commerce  if  it — 

(1)  is  the  certified  representative  of 
employees  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Act,  as 
amended,  or  the  Raihvay  Labor  Act, 
as  amended;  or 

(2)  although  not  certified,  is  a  na- 
tional or  international  labor  organiza- 
tion or  a  local  labor  organization  rec- 
ognized or  acting  as  the  representative 
of  employees  of  an  employer  or  em- 
ployers engaged  in  an  industry  affect- 
ing commerce;  or 

(3)  has  chartered  a  local  labor  or- 
ganization or  subsidiary  body  which  is 
representing  or  actively  seeking  to 
represent  employees  of  employers  with- 
in the  meaning  of  paragraph  (1)  or 
(2)  ;  or 

(4)  has  been  chartered  by  a  labor 
organization  representing  or  actively 
seeking  to  represent  employees  within 
the  meaning  of  paragraph  (1)  or  (2) 
as  the  local  or  subordinate  body 
through  which  such  employees  may  en- 
joy membership  or  become  affiliated 
with  such  labor  organization;  or 

(5)  is  a  conference,  general  com- 
mittee, joint  or  system  board,  or  joint 
council,  subordinate  to  a  national  or 
international  labor  organization,  which 
includes  a  labor  organization  engaged 
in  an  industry  affecting  commerce  with- 
in the  meaning  of  any  of  the  preceding 
paragraphs  of  this  subsection,  other 
than  a  State  or  local  central  body. 

(k)  "Secret  ballot"  means  the  ex- 
pression by  ballot,  voting  machine,  or 
otherwise,  but  in  no  event  by  proxy,  of 
a  choice  with  respect  to  any  election 
or  vote  taken  upon  any  matter,  which 
is  cast  in  such  a  manner  that  the  per- 
son expressing  such  choice  cannot  be 
identified  with  the  choice  expressed. 

(1)  "Trust  in  which  a  labor  organi- 
zation is  interested"  means  a  trust  or 
other  fund  or  organization  (1)  which 
was  created  or  established  by  a  labor 
organization,  or  one  or  more  of  the 
trustees  or  one  or  more  members  of  the 


governing  body  of  which  is  selected  or 
appointed  b.v  a  labor  organization,  and 
(2)  a  primary  purpose  of  which  is  to 
provide  benefits  for  the  members  of 
such  labor  organization  or  their  bene- 
ficiaries. 

(m)  "Labor  relations  consultant" 
means  any  person  who,  for  compensa- 
tion, advises  or  represents  an  employer, 
employer  organization,  or  labor  organi- 
zation concerning  employee  organizing, 
concerted  activities,  or  collective  bar- 
gaining activities. 

(n)  "Officer"  means  any  constitu- 
tional officer,  any  person  authorized  to 
perform  the  functions  of  president, 
vice  piesident,  secretary,  treasurer;  or 
other  executive  functions  of  a  labor 
organization,  and  any  member  of  its 
executive  board  or  similar  governing- 
body. 

(o)  "Member"  or  "member  in  good 
standing",  when  used  in  reference  to  a 
labor  organization,  includes  any  person 
who  has  fulfilled  the  requirements  for 
membership  in  such  organization,  and 
who  neither  has  voluntarily  withdrawn 
from  membership  nor  has  been  expelled 
or  suspended  from  membership  after 
appropriate  proceedings  consistent 
with  lawful  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution and  bylaws  of  such  organization. 

(p)  "Secretary"  means  the  Secre- 
tary of  Labor. 

(q)  "Officer,  agent,  shop  steward,  or 
other  representative",  when  used  with 
respect  to  a  labor  organization,  includes 
elected  officials  and  key  administrative 
personnel,  whether  elected  or  appointed 
(such  as  business  agents,  heads  of  de- 
partments or  major  units,  and  orga- 
nizers who  exercise  substantial  inde- 
pendent authority),  but  does  not  in- 
clude salaried  non-supervisory  profes- 
sional staff,  stenographic,  and  service 
personnel. 

(r)  "District  court  of  the  United 
States"  means  a  United  States  district 
court  and  a  United  States  court  of  any 
place  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States. 

TITLE  I— BILL  OF  RIGHTS  OF 
MEMBERS  OF  LABOR 
ORGANIZATIONS 
Bill  of  Rights 

Sec.    101.    (a)  (1)    Equal  Rights.— 

Every  member  of  a  labor  organization 
shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges 
within  such  organization  to  nominate 
candidates,  to  vote  in  elections  or  ref- 
erendums  of  the  labor  organization,  to 
attend  membership  meetings,  and  to 
participate  in  the  deliberations  and 
voting  upon  the  business  of  such  meet- 
ings, subject  to  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  in  such  organization's  con- 
stitution and  bylaws. 

(2)  Freedom  of  Speech  and  Assemb- 
ly.— Every  member  of  any  labor  or- 
ganization shall  have  the  right  to  meet 
and  assemble  freely  with  other  mem- 
bers; and  to  express  any  views,  argu- 
ments, or  opinions;  and  to  express  at 


meetings  of  the  labor  organization  his 
views,  upon  candidates  in  an  election 
of  the  labor  organization  or  upon  any 
business  properly  before  the  meeting, 
subject  to  the  organization's  establish- 
ed and  reasonable  rules  pertaining  tu 
the  conduct  of  meetings:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
impair  the  right  of  a  labor  organiza- 
tion to  adopt  and  enforce  reasonable 
rules  as  to  the  responsibility  of  every 
member  toward  the  organization  as  an 
institution  and  to  his  refraining  from 
conduct  that  would  interfere  with  its 
performance  of  its  legal  or  contract- 
ual obligations. 

(o)  Dues,  Initiation  Fees,  and  As- 
sessments.— Except  in  the  case  of  a 
federation  of  national  or  international 
labor  organizations,  the  rates  of  dues 
and  initiation  fees  payable  by  members 
of  any  labor  organization  in  effect  on 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  shall 
not  be  increased,  and  no  general  or 
special  assessment  shall  be  levied  upon 
such  members,  except — - 

(A)  in  the  case  of  a  local  labor  or- 
ganization, (i)  by  majority  vote  by  sec- 
ret ballot  of  the  members  in  good  stand- 
ing voting  at  a  general  or  special  mem- 
bership meeting,  after  reasonable  no- 
tice of  the  intention  to  vote  upon  such 
question,  or  (ii)  by  majority  vote  of 
the  members  in  good  standing  voting 
in  a  membership  leferendum  conducted 
by  secret  ballot;  or 

(B)  in  the  case  of  a  labor  organiza- 
tion, other  than  a  local  labor  organiza- 
tion or  a  federation  of  national  or  in- 
ternational labor  organizations,  (i)  by 
majority  vote  of  the  delegates  voting 
at  a  regular  convention,  or  at  a  special 
convention  of  such  labor  organization 
held  upon  not  less  than  thirty  days' 
written  notice  to  the  principal  office  of 
each  local  or  constituent  labor  organiza- 
tion entitled  to  such  notice,  or  (ii)  by 
majority  vote  of  the  members  in  good 
standing  of  such  labor  organization 
voting  in  a  membership  referendum 
conducted  by  secret  ballot,  or  (iii)  by 
majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive board  or  similar  governing 
body  of  such  labor  organization,  pur- 
suant to  express  authority  contained 
in  the  constitution  and  bylaws  of  such 
labor  organization:  Provided,  That 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  executive 
board  or  similar  governing  body  shall 
be  effective  only  until  the  next  regular 
convention  of  such  labor  organization. 

(4)  Protection  of  the  Right  to  Sue. — 
No  labor  organization  shall  limit  the 
right  of  any  member  thereof  to  insti- 
tute an  action  in  any  court  or  in  a  pro- 
ceeding before  any  administrative 
agency,  irrespective  of  whether  or  not 
the  labor  organization  or  its  officers 
are  named  as  defendants  or  respond- 
ents in  such  action  or  proceeding,  or 
the  right  of  any  member  of  a  labor  or- 
ganization to  appear  as  a  witness  in 
any  judicial,  administrative,  or  legis- 
lative proceeding,  or  to  petition  any 
legislature    or    to    communicate  with 
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any  legislator:  Provided,  Tiial  any  sueh 
member  may  be  required  to  exhaust 
reasonable  hea 'inn'  procedures  (but  not 
to  exceed  a  four-month  lapse  of  time) 
within  such  organization,  before  in- 
stitutinfi'  legal  or  administrative  pro- 
ceedings against  such  organizations  or 
any  officer  thereof:  And  provided  fur- 
ther, That  no  interested  employer  or 
employer  association  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  finance,  encourage,  or  par- 
ticipate in,  except  as  a  party,  any  such 
action,  proceeding:,  appearance,  or  peti- 
tion. 

(5)  Safeguards  Against  Improper 
Disciplinary  Action. — No  member  of  any 
labor  organization  may  be  fined,  sus- 
pended, expelled,  or  otherwise  disciplin- 
ed except  for  nonpayment  of  dues  by 
such  organization  or  by  any  officer 
thereof  unless  such  member  has  been 
(A)  served  with  written  specific 
charges;  (B)  given  a  reasonable  time 
to  prepare  his  defense;  (C)  afforded 
a  full  and  fair  hearing. 

(b)  Any  provision  of  the  constitu- 
tion and  bylaws  of  any  labor  organi- 
zation which  is  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  of  no 
force  or  eft"ect. 

Civil  Enforcement 

Sec.  102.  Any  person  whose  rights 
secured  by  the  provisions  of  this  title 
have  been  infringed  by  any  violation  of 
this  title  may  bring  a  civil  action  in  a 
district  court  of  the  United  States  for 
such  relief  (including  injunctions)  as 
may  be  appropriate.  Any  such  action 
against  a  labor  organization  shall  be 
brought  in  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  where  the 
allaged  violation  occured,  or  where  the 
principal  office  of  such  labor  organiza- 
tion is  located. 

Retention  of  Existing  Rights 

Sec.  103.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
title  shall  limit  the  rights  and  remedies 
of  any  member  of  a  labor  organization 
under  any  State  or  Federal  law  or  be- 
fore any  court  or  other  tribunal,  or  un- 
der the  constitution  and  bylaws  of  any 
labor  organization. 

Right  to  Copies  of  Collective 
Bargaining  Agreements 

Sec.  104.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  or  corresponding  principal 
officer  of  each  labor  organization,  in  the 
case  of  a  local  labor  organization,  to 
forward  a  copy  of  each  collective  bar- 
gaining agreement  made  by  such  labor 
organization  with  any  employer  to  any 
employee  who  requests  such  a  copy 
and  whose  rights  as  such  employee  are 
directly  affected  by  such  agreement, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  labor  organization 
other  than  a  local  labor  organization,  to 
forward  a  copy  of  any  such  agreement 
to  each  constituent  unit  which  has  mem- 
bers directly  affected  by  such  agree- 
ment; and  such  officer  shall  maintain 
at  the  principal  office  of  the  labor  or- 
ganization of  which  he  is  an  officer 


copies  of  any  such  agreement  made  or 
received  by  such  labor  organization, 
which  copies  shall  be  available  for  in- 
siiection  by  any  memlter  or  l)y  any  em- 
ployee whose  rights  are  art"ected  by  such 
agreement.  The  jjiovisions  of  section 
210  shall  be  applicable  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  section. 

Information  as  to  Act 

Sec.  105.  Every  labor  organization 
shall  inform  its  members  concerning 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

TITLE  11— RKPORTING  BY 

LABOR  or(;anizations. 

OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
OF  LABOR  ORGANIZATIONS, 
AND  EMPLOYERS 
Report  of  Labor  Organizations 

Sec.  201.  (a)  Every  labor  organiza- 
tion shall  adopt  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws and  shall  file  a  copy  thereof  with 
the  Secretary,  together  with  a  report, 
signed  by  its  president  and  secretary 
or  corresponding  principal  officers,  con- 
taining the  following  information — 

(1)  the  name  of  the  labor  organiza- 
tion, its  mailing  address,  and  any  other 
address  at  which  it  maintains  its  prin- 
cipal office  or  at  which  it  keeps  the 
records  referred  to  in  this  title; 

(2)  the  name  and  title  of  each  of  its 
officers; 

(3)  the  initiation  fee  or  fees  requir- 
ed from  a  new  or  transferred  member 
and  fees  for  work  permits  required  by 
the  reporting  labor  organization; 

(4)  the  regular  dues  or  fees  or  other 
periodic  payments  required  to  remain  a 
member  of  the  reporting  labor  organi- 
zation; and 

(5)  detailed  statements,  or  refer- 
ences to  specific  provisions  of  docu- 
ments filed  under  this  subsection  which 
contain  such  statements,  showing  the 
provision  made  and  procedures  follow- 
ed with  respect  to  each  of  the  following: 
(A)  qualifications  for  or  restrictions  on 
membership,  (B)  levying  of  assess- 
ments, (C)  participation  in  insurance 
or  other  benefit  plans,  (D)  authoriza- 
tion for  disbursement  of  funds  of  the 
labor  organization,  (E)  audit  of  finan- 
cial transactions  of  the  labor  organi- 
zation, (F)  the  calling  of  regular  and 
special  meetings,  (G)  the  selection  of 
officers  and  stewards  and  of  any  rep- 
resentatives to  other  bodies  composed 
of  labor  organizations'  representatives, 
with  a  specific  statement  of  the  manner 
in  which  each  officer  was  elected,  ap- 
pointed, or  otherwise  selected,  (H)  dis- 
cipline or  removal  of  officers  or  agents 
for  breaches  of  their  trust,  (I)  imposi- 
tion of  fines,  suspensions,  and  expul- 
sions of  members,  including  the  grounds 
for  such  action  and  any  provision  made 
for  notice,  hearing,  judgement  on  the 
evidence,  and  appeal  procedures,  (J) 
authorization  for  bargaining  demands, 
(K)  ratification  of  contract  terms,  (L) 
authorization  for  strikes,  and  (M)  is- 
suance of  work  permits.   Any  change 


in  the  information  required  by  thi.s 
subsection  shall  be  reported  to  the  Sec- 
letary  at  the  time  the  reporting  labor 
organization  files  with  the  Secretary 
the  annual  financial  report  required  by 
subsection  (b). 

(b)  Every  laboi-  oi'ganization  shall 
file  annually  with  the  Secretary  a  finan- 
cial report  signed  by  its  president  and 
treasurer  or  corresponding  principal 
officers  containing  the  following  infor- 
mation in  such  detail  as  may  be  nec- 
essary accurately  to  disclose  its  finan- 
cial condition  and  operations  for  its  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year — 

(1)  assets  and  liabilities  at  the  be- 
ginning and  end  of  the  fiscal  year; 

(2)  receipts  of  any  kind  and  the 
sources  thereof; 

(3)  salary,  allowances,  and  other  di- 
rect or  indii'ect  disbursements  (includ- 
ing reimbursed  expenses)  to  each  of- 
ficer and  also  to  each  employee  who, 
during  such  fiscal  year,  received  more 
than  $10,000  in  the  aggregate  from  such 
labor  organization  and  any  other  labor 
organization  affiliated  with  it  or  with 
which  it  is  affiliated,  or  which  is  affiliat- 
ed with  the  same  national  or  interna- 
tional labor  organization; 

(4)  direct  and  indirect  loans  made  to 
any  officer,  employee,  or  member,  which 
aggregated  more  than  $250  during  the 
fiscal  year,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  purpose,  security,  if  any,  and  ar- 
rangements for  repayment; 

(5)  direct  and  indirect  loans  to  any 
business  enterprise,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  purpose,  security,  if 
any,  and  arrangements  for  repayment; 
and 

(6)  other  disbursements  made  by  it 
including  the  purposes  thereof;  all  in 
such  categories  as  the  Secretary  may 
prescribe. 

(c)  Every  labor  organization  requir- 
ed to  submit  a  report  under  this  title 
shall  make  available  the  information  re- 
quired to  be  contained  in  such  report  to 
all  of  its  members,  and  every  such  labor 
organization  and  its  officers  shall  be 
under  a  duty  enforceable  at  the  suit  of 
any  member  of  such  organization  in  any 
State  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
or  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  district  in  which  such 
labor  organization  maintains  its  prin- 
cipal office,  to  permit  such  member  for 
just  cause  to  examine  any  books,  i-ec- 
ords,  and  accounts  necessary  to  verify 
such  report.  The  court  in  such  action 
may,  in  its  discretion,  in  addition  to  any 
judgment  awarded  to  the  plaintiff  or 
plaintiffs,  allow  a  reasonable  attorney's 
fee  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant,  and 
costs  of  the  action. 

(d)  Subsections  (f),  (g),  and  (h)  of 
section  9  of  the  National  Labor  Rela- 
tions Act,  as  amended,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

(e)  Clause  (i)  of  section  8(a)(3)  of 
the  National  Labor  Relations  Act,  as 
amended,  is  amended  by  striking  out 
the  following:  "and  has  at  the  time  the 
agreement  was  made  or  within  the  pre- 
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jedinp  twelve  months  received  from 
the  Board  a  notice  of  compliance  with 
sections  9  (f),  (g),  (h)". 

Keport  of  Officers  and  Employees  of 
Labor  Organizations 

Sec.  202.  (a)  Every  officer  of  a  labor 
organization  and  every  employee  of  a 
labor  organization  (other  than  an  em- 
ployee performing  exclusively  clerical 
or  custodial  services)  shall  file  with  the 
Secretary  a  signed  report  listing  and 
describing  for  his  preceding  fiscal 
year — 

(1)  any  stock,  bond,  security,  or  other 
interest,  legal  or  equitable,  which  he  or 
his  spouse  or  minor  child  directly  or 
indirectly  held  in,  and  any  income  or 
any  other  benefit  with  monetary  value 
(including  reimbursed  expenses)  which 
he  or  his  spouse  or  minor  child  derived 
(lii-ectly  or  indirectly  from,  an  employer 
whose  employees  such  labor  organiza- 
tion represents  or  is  actively  seeking 
to  represent,  except  payments  and  other 
benefits  received  as  a  bona  fide  em- 
ployee of  such  employer; 

(2)  any  transaction  in  which  he  or  his 
spouse  or  minor  child  engaged,  directly 
or  indirectly,  involving  any  stock,  bond, 
security,  or  loan  to  or  from,  or  other 
legal  or  equitable  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness of  an  employer  whose  employees 
such  labor  organization  represents  or 
is  actively  seeking  to  represent; 

(3)  any  stock,  bond,  security,  or  other 
interest,  legal  or  equitable,  which  he  or 
his  spouse  or  minor  child  directly  or  in- 
directly held  in,  and  any  income  or  any 
other  benefit  with  monetary  value  (in- 
cluding reimbursed  expenses)  which  he 
or  his  spouse  or  minor  child  directly  or 
indirectly  derived  from,  any  business  a 
substantial  part  of  which  consists  of 
buying  from,  selling  or  leasing  to,  or 
otherwise  dealing  with,  the  business  of 
an  employer  whose  employees  such 
labor  organization  represents  or  is  ac- 
tively seeking  to  represent; 

(4)  any  stock,  bond,  security,  or  other 
interest,  legal  or  equitable,  which  he  or 
his  spouse  or  minor  child  directly  or  in- 
directly held  in,  and  any  income  or  any 
other  benefit  with  monetary  value  (in- 
cluding reimbursed  expenses)  which  he 
or  his  spouse  or  minor  child  directly  or 
indirectly  derived  from,  a  business  any 
part  of  which  consists  of  buying  from, 
or  selling  or  leasing  directly  or  indirect- 
ly to,  or  otherwise  dealing  with  such 
labor  organization; 

(5)  any  direct  or  indirect  business 
transaction  or  arrangement  between 
him  or  his  spouse  or  minor  child  and  any 
employer  whose  employees  his  organi- 
zation represents  or  is  actively  seeking 
to  represent,  except  work  performed 
and  payments  and  benefits  received  as 
as  bona  fide  employee  of  such  employer 
and  except  purchases  and  sales  of  goods 
or  services  in  the  regular  course  of 
business  at  prices  generally  available 
to  any  employee  of  such  employer;  and 

(6)  any  payment  of  money  or  other 
thing  of  value   (including  reimbursed 


expenses)  which  he  or  his  spouse  or 
minor  child  received  directly  or  in- 
directly from  any  employer  or  any  per- 
son who  acts  as  a  labor  relations  con- 
sultant to  an  employer,  except  pay- 
ments of  the  kinds  referred  to  in  section 
302(c)  of  the  Labor  Management  Rela- 
tions Act,  1947,  as  amended. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  paragraphs 
(1),  (2),  (3),  (4),  and  (5)  of  subsection 
(a)  shall  not  be  consti'ued  to  require 
any  such  officer  or  employee  to  report 
his  bona  fide  investments  in  securities 
traded  on  a  securities  exchange  reg- 
istered as  a  national  securities  exchange 
under  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of 
1934,  in  shares  in  an  investment  com- 
pany registered  under  the  Investment 
Company  Act  of  1940,  or  in  securities 
of  a  public  utility  holding  company 
registered  under  the  Public  Utility 
Holding  Company  Act  of  1935,  or  to 
report  any  income  derived  therefrom. 

(c)  Nothing  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  require  any 
officer  or  employee  of  a  labor  organiz- 
tion  to  file  a  report  under  subsection 
(a)  unless  he  or  his  spouse  or  minor 
child  holds  or  has  held  an  interest,  has 
received  income  or  any  other  benefit 
with  monetary  value  or  a  loan,  or  has 
engaged  in  a  transaction  described 
therein. 

Report  of  Employers 

Sec.  203.  (a)  Every  employer  who  in 
any  fiscal  year  made — 

(1)  any  payment  or  loan,  direct  or  in- 
direct, of  money  or  other  thing  of  value 
(including  reimbursed  expenses),  or 
any  promise  or  agreement  therefor,  to 
any  labor  organization  or  officer,  agent, 
shop  steward,  or  other  representative 
of  a  labor  organization,  or  employee  of 
any  labor  organization,  except  (A)  pay- 
ments or  loans  made  by  any  national  or 
State  bank,  credit  union,  insurance  com- 
pany, savings  and  loan  association  or 
other  credit  institution  and  (B)  pay- 
ments of  the  kind  referred  to  in  section 
302(c)  of  the  Labor  Management  Rela- 
tions Act,  1947,  as  amended; 

(2)  any  payment  (including  reim- 
bursed expenses)  to  any  of  his  em- 
ployees, or  any  group  or  committee  of 
such  employees,  for  the  purpose  of  caus- 
ing such  employee  or  group  or  commit- 
tee of  employees  to  persuade  other  em- 
l^loyees  to  exercise  or  not  to  exercise, 
or  as  the  manner  of  exercising,  the 
right  to  organize  and  bargain  collec- 
tively through  representatives  of  their 
own  choosing  unless  such  payments 
were  contemporaneously  or  previously 
disclosed  to  such  other  employees; 

(3)  any  expenditure,  during  the  fis- 
cal year,  where  an  object  thereof,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  is  to  interfere  with, 
restrain,  or  coerce  employees  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  right  to  organize  and 
bargain  collectively  through  represent- 
atives of  their  own  choosing,  or  is  to 
obtain  information  concerning  the  ac- 
tivities of  employees  or  a  labor  organ- 
ization in  connection  with  a  labor  dis- 


pute involving  such  employer,  except 
for  use  solely  in  conjunction  with  an 
administrative  or  arbitral  proceeding 
or  a  criminal  or  civil  judicial  proceed- 
ing; 

(4)  any  agreement  or  arrangement 
with  a  labor  relations  consultant  or 
other  independent  contractor  or  organ- 
ization pursuant  to  which  such  person 
undertakes  activities  where  an  object 
thereof,  directly  or  indirectly,  is  to  per- 
suade employees  to  exercise  or  not  to 
exercise,  or  persuade  employees  as  to 
the  manner  of  exercising,  the  right  to 
organize  and  bargain  collectively 
through  representatives  of  their  own 
choosing,  or  undertakes  to  supply  such 
employer  with  information  concerning 
the  activities  of  employees  or  a  labor 
organization  in  connection  with  a  labor 
dispute  involving  such  employer,  ex- 
cept information  for  use  solely  in  con- 
junction with  an  administrative  or  ar- 
bitral proceeding  or  a  criminal  or  civil 
judicial  proceeding;  or 

(5)  any  payment  (including  reim- 
bursed expenses)  pursuant  to  an  agree- 
ment or  arrangement  described  in  sub- 
division (4)  ;  shall  file  with  the  Secre- 
tary a  report,  in  a  form  prescribed  by 
him,  signed  by  its  president  and  treas- 
urer or  corresponding  principal  officers 
showing  in  detail  the  date  and  amount 
of  each  such  payment,  loan,  promise, 
agreement,  or  arrangement  and  the 
name,  address,  and  position,  if  any,  in 
any  firm  or  labor  organization  of  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  made  and  a  full 
explanation  of  the  circumstances  of  all 
such  payments,  including  the  terms  of 
any  agreement  or  understanding  pur- 
suant to  which  they  were  made. 

(b)  Every  person  who  pursuant  to 
any  agreement  or  arrangement  with  an 
employer  undertakes  activities  where 
an  object  thereof  is,  directly  or  in- 
directly— 

( 1 )  to  persuade  employees  to  exer- 
cise or  not  to  exercise,  or  persuade 
employees  as  to  the  manner  of  exer- 
cising, the  right  to  organize  and  bar- 
gain collectively  through  represent- 
atives of  their  own  choosing;  or 

(2)  to  supply  an  employer  with 
information  concerning  the  activities 
of  employees  or  a  labor  organization 
in  connection  with  a  labor  dispute 
involving  such  employer,  except  in- 
formation for  use  solely  in  conjunc- 
tion with  an  administrative  or  arbi- 
tral proceeding  or  a  criminal  or  civil 
judicial  proceeding; 

shall  file  within  30  days  after  entering 
into  such  agreement  or  arrangement 
a  report  with  the  Secretary,  signed  by 
its  president  and  treasurer  or  corres- 
ponding principal  officers,  containing 
the  name  under  which  such  person  is 
engaged  in  doing  business  and  the  ad- 
dress of  its  principal  office,  and  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  such  agreement  or  arrange- 
ment. Every  such  person  shall  file  an- 
nually, with  respect  to  each  fiscal  year 
during  which  payments  were  made  as 
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a  result  of  siu'h  an  aKi'H'iiuMit  or  ar- 
ranneiuent,  a  report  with  the  Secre- 
tary, siu-ned  by  its  president  and  treas- 
urer or  corrcspoiidiiiR-  i)riiicipal  ofri- 
cers,  containiiin'  a  statement  (A)  of  its 
receipts  of  any  kind  from  emi)loyers 
on  account  of  hibor  rehitions  advice  or 
services,  designatin}"-  the  sources  there- 
of, and  (B)  of  its  disbursements  of 
any  kind,  in  connection  with  such  serv- 
ices and  the  purposes  thereof.  In  each 
such  case  such  information  shall  be 
set  forth  in  such  categories  as  the  Sec- 
retary may  prescribe. 

(c)  Nothing-  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  require  any  employer  or 
other  person  to  file  a  report  covering- 
the  services  of  such  person  by  reason 
of  his  g-iving-  or  agreeing  to  give  advice 
to  such  employer  or  representing  or 
agreeing-  to  represent  such  employer 
before  any  court,  administrative  agen- 
cy, or  tribunal  of  arbitration  or  engag- 
ing or  agreeing  to  engage  in  collective 
bargaining  on  behalf  of  such  employer 
with  respect  to  wages,  hours,  or  other 
terms  or  conditions  of  employment  or 
the  negotiation  of  an  agreement  or  any 
question  arising  thereunder. 

(d)  Nothing-  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  require  an 
employer  to  file  a  report  under  sub- 
section (a)  unless  he  has  made  an 
expenditure,  payment,  loan,  agreement, 
or  arrangement  of  the  kind  described 
therein.  Nothing  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  require  any 
other  person  to  file  a  report  under 
subsection  (b)  unless  he  was  a  party 
to  an  agreement  or  arrangement  of  the 
kind  described  therein. 

(e)  Nothing  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  require  any 
regular  officer,  supervisor,  or  employee 
of  an  employer  to  file  a  report  in  con- 
nection with  services  rendered  to  such 
employer  nor  shall  any  employer  be 
required  to  file  a  report  covering  ex- 
penditures made  to  any  regular  officer, 
supervisor,  or  employee  of  an  employer 
as  compensation  for  service  as  a  regu- 
lar officer,  supervisor,  or  employee  of 
such  employer. 

(f)  Nothing  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  as  an  amend- 
ment to,  or  modification  of  the  rights 
protected  by,  section  8(c)  of  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Act,  as 
amended. 

(g)  The  term  "interfere  with,  re- 
strain, or  coerce"  as  used  in  this  section 
means  interference,  restraint,  and  co- 
ercion which,  if  done  with  respect  to 
the  exercise  of  rights  guaranteed  in 
section  7  of  the  National  Labor  Rela- 
tions Act,  as  amended,  would,  under 
section  8(a)  of  such  Act,  constitute 
an  unfair  labor  practice. 

Attorney-Client  Communications 
Exempted 

Sec.  204.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
Act  shall  be  construed  to  require  an 
attorney  who  is  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  the  bar  of  any  State,  to 


include  in  any  report  rci|uirc<l  to  be 
filed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  any  information  which  was  law- 
fully communicated  to  such  attorney 
by  any  of  his  clients  in  the  course  of 
a  legitimate  attorney-client  relation- 
ship. 

Report.s  Made  Public  Information 
Sec.  20.').  (a)  The  contents  of  the  re- 
ports and  documents  filed  with  the 
Secretary  pursuant  to  sections  201,  202, 
and  20.3  shall  be  public  information, 
and  the  Secretary  may  publish  any 
information  and  data  which  he  obtains 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  title. 
The  Secretary  may  use  the  information 
and  data  for  statistical  and  research 
purposes,  and  compile  and  publish  such 
studies,  analyses,  reports,  and  surveys 
based  thereon  as  he  may  deem  appro- 
priate. 

(b)  The  Secretary  shall  by  regula- 
tion make  reasonable  provision  for  the 
inspection  and  examination,  on  the 
request  of  any  person,  of  the  infor- 
mation and  data  contained  in  any  re- 
port or  other  document  filed  with  him 
pursuant  to  section  201,  202,  or  203. 

(c)  The  Secretary  shall  by  regula- 
tion provide  for  the  furnishing  by  the 
Department  of  Labor  of  copies  of  re- 
ports or  other  documents  filed  with  the 
Secretary  pursuant  to  this  title,  upon 
payment  of  a  charge  based  upon  the 
cost  of  the  service.  The  Secretary  shall 
make  available  without  payment  of 
a  charge,  or  require  any  person  to  fur- 
nish, to  such  State  agency  as  is  desig- 
nated by  law  or  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State  in  which  such  person  has  his 
principal  place  of  business  or  head- 
quarters, upon  request  of  the  Governor 
of  such  State,  copies  of  any  reports 
and  documents  filed  by  such  person 
with  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  section 
201,  202,  or  203,  or  of  information  and 
data  contained  therein.  No  person  shall 
be  required  by  reason  of  any  law  of 
any  State  to  furnish  to  any  officer  or 
agency  of  such  State  any  information 
included  in  a  report  filed  by  such  per- 
son with  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  if  a  copy  of  such 
report,  or  of  the  portion  thereof  con- 
taining such  information,  is  furnished 
to  such  officer  or  agency.  All  moneys 
received  in  payment  of  such  charges 
fixed  by  the  Secretary  pursuant  to  this 
subsection  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
general  fund  of  the  Treasury. 

Retention  of  Records 
Sec.  206.  Every  person  required  to 
file  any  report  under  this  title  shall 
maintain  records  on  the  matters  re- 
quired to  be  reported  which  will  pro- 
vide in  sufficient  detail  the  necessary 
basic  information  and  data  from  which 
the  documents  filed  with  the  Secretary 
may  be  verified,  explained  or  clari- 
fied, and  checked  for  accuracy  and  com- 
pleteness, and  shall  include  vouchers, 
worksheets,  receipts,  and  applicable 
resolutions,  and  shall  keep  such  records 
available  for  examination  for  a  period 


of  not  less  than  five  year.s  after  the 
filing  of  the  documents  based  on  the 
information  which  they  contain. 

Kireclive  Date 

Sec.  207.  (a)  Kach  labor  organization 
shall  file  the  initial  repoit  required 
under  section  201(a)  within  ninety 
days  after  the  date  on  which  it  first 
becomes  subject  to  this  Act. 

(b)  Each  person  required  to  file  a 
report  under  section  201(b),  202,  20:; 
(a),  or  the  second  sentence  of  203(b) 
shall  file  such  report  within  ninety 
days  after  the  end  of  each  of  its  fiscal 
years;  except  that  where  such  person 
is  subject  to  section  201(b),  202,  20:5 
(a),  or  the  second  sentence  of  203(b), 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  only  a  portion 
of  such  a  fiscal  year  (because  the  date 
of  enactment  of  this  Act  occurs  during 
such  person's  fiscal  year  or  such  per.son 
becomes  subject  to  this  Act  during  its 
fiscal  year)  such  person  may  consider 
that  portion  as  the  entii-e  fiscal  year 
in  making  such  report. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Sec.  208.  The  Secretary  shall  have 
authority  to  issue,  amend,  and  rescind 
rules  and  regulations  prescribing  the 
form  and  publication  of  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  title  and 
such  other  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations (including  rules  prescribing  re- 
ports concerning-  trusts  in  which  a 
labor  organization  is  interested)  as  he 
may  find  necessary  to  prevent  the  cir- 
cumvention or  evasion  of  such  report- 
ing requirements.  In  exercising  his 
power  under  this  section  the  Secretary 
shall  prescribe  by  general  rule  simpli- 
fied reports  for  labor  organizations  or 
employers  for  whom  he  finds  that  by 
virtue  of  their  size  a  detailed  report 
would  be  unduly  burdensome,  but  the 
Secretary  may  revoke  such  provision 
for  simplified  forms  of  any  labor  or- 
ganization or  employer  if  he  deter- 
mines, after  such  investigation  as  he 
deems  proper  and  due  notice  and  op- 
portunity for  a  hearing,  that  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section  would  be  served 
thereby. 

Criminal  Provisions 

Sec.  209.  (a)  Any  person  who  will- 
fully violates  this  title  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

(b)  Any  person  who  makes  a  false 
statement  or  representation  of  a  ma- 
terial fact,  knowing  it  to  be  false, 
or  who  knowingly  fails  to  disclose  a 
material  fact,  in  any  document,  report, 
or  other  information  required  under  the 
provisions  of  this  title  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned 
for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

(c)  Any  person  who  willfully  makes 
a  false  entry  in  or  willfully  conceals, 
withholds,  or  destroys  any  books,  rec- 
ords, reports,  or  statements  required  to 
be  kept  by  any  provision  of  this  title 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or 
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imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

(d)  Each  individual  requii-ed  to 
sign  reports  under  sections  201  and 
203  shall  be  personally  responsible  for 
the  filing  of  such  reports  and  for  any 
statement  contained  therein  which  he 
knows  to  be  false. 

Civil  Enforcement 

Sec.  210.  Whenever  it  shall  appear 
that  any  person  has  violated  or  is 
about  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  title,  the  Secretary  may  bring 
a  civil  action  for  such  relief  (including 
injunctions)  as  may  be  appropriate. 
Any  such  action  may  be  brought  in 
the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
where  the  violation  occurred  or,  at  the 
option  of  the  parties,  in  the  United 
States  District  Court  for  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

TITLE  III— TRUSTEESHIPS 

Reports 

Sec.  301.  (a)  Every  labor  organiza- 
tion which  has  or  assumes  trusteeship 
over  any  subordinate  labor  organiza- 
tion shall  file  with  the  Secretary  with- 
in thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the 
enactment  of  this  Act  or  the  imposi- 
tion of  any  such  trusteeship,  and  semi- 
annually thereafter,  a  report,  signed 
by  its  president  and  treasurer  or  cor- 
responding principal  officers,  as  well  as 
by  the  trustees  of  such  subordinate 
labor  organization,  containing  the  fol- 
lowing information:  (1)  the  name  and 
address  of  the  subordinate  organiza- 
tion; (2)  the  date  of  establishing  the 
trusteeship;  (3)  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  reason  or  reasons  for  establish- 
ing or  continuing  the  trusteeship;  and 
(4)  the  nature  and  extent  of  partici- 
pation by  the  membership  of  the  sub- 
ordinate organization  in  the  selection 
of  delegates  to  represent  such  organi- 
zation in  regular  or  special  conventions 
or  other  policy-determining  bodies  and 
in  the  election  of  officers  of  the  labor 
organization  which  has  assumed  trus- 
teeship over  such  subordinate  organi- 
zation. The  initial  report  shall  also 
include  a  full  and  complete  account  of 
the  financial  condition  of  such  subordi- 
nate organization  as  of  the  time  trus- 
teeship was  assumed  over  it.  During 
the  continuance  of  a  trusteeship  the 
labor  organization  which  has  assumed 
trusteeship  over  a  subordinate  labor 
organization  shall  file  on  behalf  of  the 
subordinate  labor  organization  the  an- 
nual financial  report  required  by  sec- 
tion 201(b)  signed  by  the  president 
and  treasurer  or  corresponding  princi- 
pal officers  of  the  labor  organization 
which  has  assumed  such  trusteeship 
and  the  trustees  of  the  subordinate 
labor  organization. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  section  201(c), 
205,  206,  208,  and  210  shall  be  appli- 
cable to  reports  filed  under  this  title. 

(c)  Any  person  who  willfully  violates 
this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 


$10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both. 

(d)  Any  person  who  makes  a  false 
statement  or  representation  of  a  ma- 
terial fact,  knowing  it  to  be  false,  or 
who  knowingly  fails  to  disclose  a  ma- 
terial fact,  in  any  report  required 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  or 
willfully  makes  any  false  entry  in  or 
willfully  withholds,  conceals,  or  destroys 
any  documents,  books,  records,  reports 
or  statements  upon  which  such  report 
is  based,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

(e)  Each  individual  required  to  sign 
a  report  under  this  section  shall  be 
personally  responsible  for  the  filing  of 
such  report  and  for  any  statement 
contained  therein  which  he  knows  to 
be  false. 

Purposes  for  which  a  Trusteeship  may 
be  Established 

Sec.  302.  Trusteeships  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  administered  by  a  labor  or- 
ganization over  a  subordinate  body  only 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and 
bylaws  of  the  organization  which  has 
assumed  trusteeship  over  the  subordi- 
nate body  and  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting corruption  or  financial  mal- 
practice, assuring  the  performance  of 
collective  bargaining  agreements  or 
other  duties  of  a  bargaining  represent- 
ative, restoring  democratic  procedures, 
or  otherwise  carrying  out  the  legiti- 
mate objects  of  such  labor  organiza- 
tion. 

Unlawful  Acts  Relating  to  Labor 
Organization  under  Trusteeship 

Sec.  303.  (a)  During  any  period  when 
a  subordinate  body  of  a  labor  organiza- 
tion is  in  trusteeship,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful (1)  to  count  the  vote  of  dele- 
gates from  such  body  in  any  convention 
or  election  of  officers  of  the  labor  or- 
ganization unless  the  delegates  have 
been  chosen  by  secret  ballot  in  an  elec- 
tion in  which  all  the  members  in  good 
standing  of  such  subordinate  body  were 
eligible  to  participate,  or  (2)  to  trans- 
fer to  such  organization  any  current 
receipts  or  other  funds  of  the  subordi- 
nate body  except  the  normal  per  capita 
tax  and  assessments  payable  by  sub- 
ordinate bodies  not  in  trusteeship:  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  distribution  of  the 
assets  of  a  labor  organization  in  ac- 
cordance with  its  constitution  and  by- 
laws upon  the  bona  fide  dissolution 
thereof. 

(b)  Any  person  who  willfully  vio- 
lates this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Enforcement 

Sec.  304.  (a)  Upon  the  written  com- 
plaint of  any  member  or  subordinate 
body  of  a  labor  organization  alleging 
that  such  organization  has  violated  the 
provisions  of  this  title  (except  section 


301)  the  Secretary  shall  investigate 
the  complaint  and  if  the  Secretary  finds 
probable  cause  to  believe  that  such  vio- 
lation has  occurred  and  has  not  been 
remedied  he  shall,  without  disclosing 
the  identity  of  the  complainant,  bring 
a  civil  action  in  any  district  court  of 
the  United  States  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  labor  organization  for  such  relief 
(including  injunctions)  as  may  be  ap- 
propriate. Any  member  or  subordinate 
body  of  a  labor  organization  affected 
by  any  violation  of  this  title  (except 
section  301)  may  bring  a  civil  action 
in  any  district  court  of  the  United 
States  having  jurisdiction  of  the  labor 
organization  for  such  relief  (including 
injunctions)  as  may  be  appropriate. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  actions  under 
this  section,  district  courts  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
jurisdiction  of  a  labor  organization 
(1)  in  the  district  in  which  the  princi- 
pal office  of  such  labor  organization 
is  located,  or  (2)  in  any  district  in 
which  its  duly  authorized  officers  or 
agents  are  engaged  in  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  trusteeship. 

(c)  In  any  proceeding  pursuant  to 
this  section  a  trusteeship  established 
by  a  labor  organization  in  conformity 
with  the  procedural  requirements  of 
its  constitution  and  bylaws  and  author- 
ized or  ratified  after  a  fair  hearing 
either  before  the  executive  board  or 
before  such  other  body  as  may  be  pro- 
vided in  accordance  with  its  constitu- 
tion or  bylaws  shall  be  presumed  valid 
for  a  period  of  eighteen  months  from 
the  date  of  its  establishment  and  shall 
not  be  subject  to  attack  during  such 
period  except  upon  clear  and  convinc- 
ing proof  that  the  trusteeship  was  not 
established  or  maintained  in  good  faith 
for  a  purpose  allowable  under  section 
302.  After  the  expiration  of  eighteen 
months  the  trusteeship  shall  be  pre- 
sumed invalid  in  any  such  proceeding 
and  its  discontinuance  shall  be  decreed 
unless  the  labor  organization  shall 
show  by  clear  and  convincing  proof 
that  the  continuation  of  the  trustee- 
ship is  necessary  for  a  purpose  allow- 
able under  section  302.  In  the  latter 
event  the  court  may  dismiss  the  com- 
plaint or  retain  jurisdiction  of  the 
cause  on  such  conditions  and  for  such 
period  as  it  deems  appropriate. 

Report  to  Congress 

Sec.  305.  The  Secretary  shall  submit 
to  the  Congress  at  the  expiration  of 
three  years  from  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Act  a  report  upon  the  operation 
of  this  title. 

Complaint  by  Secretary 

Sec.  306.  The  rights  and  remedies 
provided  by  this  title  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  any  and  all  other  rights  and 
remedies  at  law  or  in  equity:  Provided, 
That  upon  the  filing  of  a  complaint  by 
the  Secretary  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
district  court  over  such  trusteeship 
shall  be  exclusive  and  the  final  judg- 
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nuMit  sliall  1)0  res  Juilicata. 

TITLE  IV— KI.KCTIONS 

Terms   ol    Oflico;    Kloolion  Procedures 

Sec-.  101.  (a)  Kvci-y  national  or  inlor- 
natioiial  lal)t)r  orniuii/.ation,  except  ii 
federation  of  national  or  international 
labor  organizations,  shall  elect  its  otti- 
cers  not  less  often  than  once  every  five 
years  either  by  secret  ballot  anionfj  the 
members  in  }>'"»fl  standing;  or  at  a  con- 
vention of  delen'ates  chosen  by  secret 
ballot. 

(b)  Every  local  lal){)r  oi^anization 
shall  elect  its  officers  not  less  often 
than  once  every  three  years  by  secret 
ballot  among'  the  members  in  f>-ood 
standing-. 

(c)  Every  national  or  international 
labor  orRanization,  except  a  federation 
of  national  or  international  labor  or- 
ganizations, and  every  local  labor 
organization,  and  its  officers,  shall  be 
under  a  duty,  enforcible  at  the  suit  of 
any  bona  fide  candidate  for  office  in 
such  labor  organization  in  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  in  which 
such  labor  organization  maintains  its 
principal  office,  to  comply  with  all 
reasonable  requests  of  any  candidate 
to  distribute  by  mail  or  otherwise  at 
the  candidate's  expense  campaign  liter- 
ature in  aid  of  such  person's  candi- 
dacy to  all  members  in  good  standing 
of  such  labor  organization  and  to  re- 
frain from  discrimination  in  favor  of 
or  against  any  candidate  with  respect 
to  the  use  of  lists  of  members,  and 
whenever  such  labor  organizations  or 
its  officers  authorize  the  distribution 
by  mail  or  otherwise  to  members  of 
campaign  literature  on  behalf  of  any 
candidate  or  of  the  labor  organization 
itself  with  i-eference  to  such  election, 
similar  distribution  at  the  request  of 
any  other  bona  fide  candidate  shall 
be  made  by  such  labor  organization  and 
its  officers,  with  equal  treatment  as  to 
the  expense  of  such  distribution.  Every 
bona  fide  candidate  shall  have  the  right, 
once  within  30  days  prior  to  an  elec- 
tion of  a  labor  organization  in  which 
he  is  a  candidate,  to  inspect  a  list  con- 
taining the  names  and  last  known 
addresses  of  all  members  of  the  labor 
organization  who  are  subject  to  a  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  requir- 
ing membership  therein  as  a  condi- 
tion of  employment,  which  list  shall 
be  maintained  and  kept  at  the  princi- 
pal office  of  such  labor  organization  by 
a  designated  official  thereof.  Adequate 
safeguards  to  insure  a  fair  election 
shall  be  provided,  including  the  right 
of  any  candidate  to  have  an  observer 
at  the  polls  and  at  the  counting  of  the 
ballots. 

(d)  Officers  of  intermediate  bodies, 
such  as  general  committees,  system 
boards,  joint  boards,  or  joint  councils, 
shall  be  elected  not  less  often  than 
once  every  four  years  by  secret  ballot 
among  the  members  in  good  standing 
or  by  labor  organization  officers  lep- 
resentative  of  such  members  who  have 


been   elected   by   seci-et  ballot. 

(e)  In  any  election  ic<iuired  V)y  this 
section  which  is  to  be  held  by  .secret 
ballot  a  reasonable  opportunity  shall 
he  given  for  the  nomination  of  candi- 
dates and  every  member  in  good  stand- 
ing shall  be  eligible  to  be  a  candidate 
and  to  hold  office  (subject  to  section 
504  and  to  i-easonable  qualifications 
unifoi'mly  imposed)  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote  for  or  othei'wise  support 
the  candidate  or  candidates  of  his 
choice,  without  being  subject  to  pen- 
alty, discipline,  or  improper  interfer- 
ence or  repi'isal  of  any  kind  by  such 
oiganization  or  any  member  thereof. 
Not  less  than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
election  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed 
to  each  member  at  his  last  known  home 
address.  Each  member  in  good  standing 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  mem- 
ber whose  dues  have  been  withheld  by 
his  employer  for  payment  to  such  or- 
ganization pursuant  to  his  voluntary 
authorization  provided  for  in  a  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreement  shall  be 
declared  ineligible  to  vote  or  be  a  candi- 
date for  office  in  such  organization  by 
reason  of  alleged  delay  or  default  in 
the  payment  of  dues.  The  votes  cast  by 
members  of  each  local  labor  organiza- 
tion shall  be  counted,  and  the  results 
published,  separately.  The  election  of- 
ficials designated  in  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  or  the  secretary,  if  no  other 
official  is  designated  shall  preserve  for 
one  year  the  ballots  and  all  other  rec- 
ords pertaining  to  the  election.  The 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  constitution  and  bylaws 
of  such  organization  insofar  as  they 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  title. 

(f)  When  oflficers  are  chosen  by  a 
convention  of  delegates  elected  by  sec- 
ret ballot,  the  convention  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution and  bylaws  of  the  labor 
organization  insofar  as  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
title.  The  officials  designated  in  the 
constitution  and  bylaws  or  the  secre- 
tary, if  no  other  is  designated,  shall 
preserve  for  one  year  the  credentials 
of  the  delegates  and  all  minutes  and 
other  records  of  the  convention  per- 
taining to  the  election  of  officers. 

(g)  No  moneys  received  by  any  labor 
organization  by  way  of  dues,  assess- 
ment, or  similar  levy,  and  no  moneys 
of  an  employer  shall  be  contributed  or 
applied  to  promote  the  candidacy  of 
any  person  in  an  election  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  title.  Such  moneys  of 
a  labor  organization  may  be  utilized 
for  notices,  factual  statements  of  issues 
not  involving  candidates  and  other  ex- 
penses necessary  for  the  holding  of 
an  election. 

(h)  If  the  Secretary,  upon  appli- 
cation of  any  member  of  a  local  labor 
organization,  finds  after  hearing  in 
accordance  with  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act  that  the  constitution 
and   bylaws   of   such   labor  organiza- 


tion do  not  piovide  an  adequate  pro- 
ceduie  for  the  removal  of  an  elected 
officer  guilty  of  serious  miHconduct, 
such  officer  may  be  removed,  for  cause 
shown  and  after  notice  and  hearing, 
by  the  members  in  good  standing  vot- 
ing in  a  secret  ballot  conduc-ted  by  the 
officers  of  such  labor  organization  in 
accordance  with  its  constitution  and 
bylaws  insofar  as  they  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

(i)  The  Secretary  shall  promulgate 
rules  and  regulations  prescribing  mini- 
mum standards  and  procedures  for 
determining  the  adequacy  of  the  re- 
moval procedures  to  which  reference 
is  made  in  subsection  (h). 

Enforcement 

Sec.  402.  (a)  A  member  of  a  labor 
organization — 

(1)  who  has  exhausted  the  reme- 
dies available  under  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  of  such  organization  and 
of  any  parent  body,  or 

(2)  who  has  invoked  such  available 
remedies  without  obtaining  a  final  de- 
cision within  three  calendar  months 
after  their  invocation, 

may  file  a  complaint  with  the  Secretary 
within  one  calendar  month  thereafter 
alleging  the  violation  of  any  provision 
of  section  401  (including  violation  of 
the  constitution  and  bylaws  of  the  labor 
organization  pertaining  to  the  election 
and  removal  of  officers).  The  challenged 
election  shall  be  presumed  valid  pend- 
ing a  final  decision  thereon  (as  herein- 
after provided)  and  in  the  interim  the 
affairs  of  the  organization  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  officers  elected  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  its  constitution  and 
bylaws  may  provide. 

(b)  The  Secretary  shall  investigate 
such  complaint  and,  if  he  finds  prob- 
able cause  to  believe  that  a  violation 
of  this  title  has  occurred  and  has  not 
been  remedied,  he  shall,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  filing  of  such  complaint, 
bring  a  civil  action  against  the  labor 
organization  as  an  entity  in  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  in  which 
such  labor  organization  maintains  its 
principal  office  to  set  aside  the  invalid 
election,  if  any,  and  to  direct  the  con- 
duct of  an  election  or  hearing  and  vote 
upon  the  removal  of  officers  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Secretary  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
title  and  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  may  prescribe.  The  court 
shall  have  power  to  take  such  action 
as  it  deems  proper  to  preserve  the 
assets  of  the  labor  organization. 

(c)  If,  upon  a  preponderance  of  the 
evidence  after  a  trial  upon  the  merits, 
the  court  finds — 

(1)  that  an  election  has  not  been 
held  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
section    401,  or 

(2)  that  the  violation  of  section 
401  may  have  affected  the  outcome  of 
an  election, 

the  court  shall  declare  the  election,  if 
any,  to  be  void  and  direct  the  conduct 
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of  a  new  election  undei*  supervision  of 
the  Secretary  and,  so  far  as  lawful  and 
practicable,  in  conformity  with  the 
constitution  and  bylaws  of  the  labor 
organization.  The  Secretary  shall 
promptly  certify  to  the  court  the  names 
of  the  persons  elected,  and  the  court 
shall  thereupon  enter  a  decree  declar- 
ing such  persons  to  be  the  officers  of 
the  labor  organization.  If  the  pro- 
ceeding is  for  the  removal  of  officers 
pursuant  to  subsection  (h)  of  section 
-101,  the  Secretary  shall  certify  the 
results  of  the  vote  and  the  court  shall 
enter  a  decree  declaring  whether  such 
persons  have  been  removed  as  officers 
of  the  labor  oi'ganization. 

(d)  An  order  directing  an  election, 
dismissing  a  complaint,  or  designating 
elected  officers  of  a  labor  organization 
shall  be  appealable  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  final  judgment  in  a  civil  action, 
but  an  order  directing  an  election  shall 
not  be  stayed  pending  appeal. 

Application  of  other  Laws 

Sec.  403.  No  labor  organization  shall 
be  required  by  law  to  conduct  elections 
of  officers  with  greater  frequency  or 
in  a  different  form  or  manner  than  is 
required  by  its  own  constitution  or 
bylaws,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  this  title.  Existing  rights  and  rem- 
edies to  enforce  the  constitution  and 
bylaws  of  a  labor  organization  with 
respect  to  elections  prior  to  the  conduct 
thereof  shall  not  be  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  this  title.  The  remedy 
provided  by  this  title  for  challenging 
an  election  already  conducted  shall  be 
exclusive. 

Effective  Date 

Sec.  404.  The  provisions  of  this  title 
shall  become  applicable — 

(1)  ninety  days  after  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act  in  the  case  of  a 
labor  organization  whose  constitution 
and  bylaws  can  lawfully  be  modified 
or  amended  by  action  of  its  constitu- 
tional officers  or  governing  body,  or 

(2)  where  such  modification  can 
only  be  made  by  a  constitutional  con- 
vention of  the  labor  organization,  not 
later  than  the  next  constitutional  con- 
vention of  such  labor  organization  after 
the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act,  or 
one  year  after  such  date,  whichever  is 
sooner.  If  no  such  convention  is  held 
within  such  one-year  period,  the  execu- 
tive board  or  similar  governing  body 
empowered  to  act  for  such  labor  organi- 
zation between  conventions  is  empow- 
ered to  make  such  interim  constitution- 
al changes  as  are  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

TITLE  V— SAFEGUARDS  FOR 

LABOR  ORGANIZATIONS 
Fiduciary  Responsibility  of  Officers  of 
Labor  Organizations 


Sec.  .")01.  (a)  The  officers,  agents, 
shop  stewards,  and  other  representa- 
tives of  a  labor  organization  occupy 
positions  of  trust  in  relation  to  such 
organization  and  its  members  as  a 
group.  It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  each 
such  person,  taking  into  account  the 
special  problems  and  functions  of  a 
labor  organization,  to  hold  its  money 
and  property  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  organization  and  its  members  and 
to  manage,  invest,  and  expend  the  same 
in  accordance  with  its  constitution  and 
bylaws  and  any  resolutions  of  the  gov- 
erning bodies  adopted  thereunder,  to 
refrain  from  dealing  with  such  organi- 
zation as  an  adverse  party  or  in  behalf 
of  an  adverse  party  in  any  matter  con- 
nected with  his  duties  and  from  holding 
or  acquiring  any  pecuniary  or  personal 
interest  which  conflicts  with  the  in- 
terests of  such  organization,  and  to  ac- 
count to  the  organization  for  any  profit 
received  by  him  in  whatever  capacity  in 
connection  with  transactions  conduct- 
ed by  him  or  under  his  direction  on  be- 
half of  the  organization.  A  general  ex- 
culpatory provision  in  the  constitution 
and  bylaws  of  such  labor  organization 
or  a  general  exculpatory  resolution  of 
a  governing  body  purporting  to  relieve 
any  such  person  of  liability  for  breach 
of  the  duties  declared  by  this  section 
shall  be  void  as  against  public  policy. 

(b)  When  any  officer,  agent,  shop 
steward,  or  representative  of  any  labor 
organization  is  alleged  to  have  violat- 
ed the  duties  declared  in  subsection  (a) 
and  the  labor  organization  or  its  gov- 
erning board  or  officers  refuse  or  fail 
to  sue  or  recover  damages  or  secure  an 
accounting  or  other  appropriate  relief 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  being  re- 
quested to  do  so  by  any  member  of  the 
labor  organization,  such  member  may 
sue  such  officer,  agent,  shop  steward, 
or  represenative  in  any  district  court 
of  the  United  States  or  in  any  State 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  re- 
cover damages  or  secure  an  accounting 
or  other  appropriate  relief  for  the 
benefit  of  the  labor  organization.  No 
such  proceeding  shall  be  brought  ex- 
cept upon  leave  of  the  court  obtained 
upon  verified  application  and  for  good 
cause  shown,  which  application  may  be 
made  ex  parte.  The  trial  judge  may 
allot  a  reasonable  part  of  the  recovery 
in  any  action  under  this  subsection  to 
pay  the  fees  of  counsel  prosecuting  the 
suit  at  the  instance  of  the  member  of 
the  labor  organization  and  to  compen- 
sate such  member  for  any  expenses 
necessarily  paid  or  incurred  by  him  in 
connection  with  the  litigation. 

(c)  Any  person  who  embezzles, 
steals,  or  unlawfully  and  willfully  ab- 
stracts or  converts  to  his  own  use,  or 
the  use  of  another,  any  of  the  moneys, 
funds,  securities,  property,  or  other  as- 
sets of  a  labor  organization  of  which  he 
is  an  officer,  or  by  which  he  is  employ- 
ed, directly  or  indirectly,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned 
for  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 


Bonding 

Sec.  502.  (a)  Every  officer,  agent, 
shop  steward,  or  other  representative 
or  employee  of  any  labor  organization 
(other  than  a  labor  organization  whose 
property  and  annual  financial  receipts 
do  not  exceed  $5,000  in  value),  or  of  a 
trust  in  which  a  labor  organization  is 
interested,  who  handles  funds  or  other 
property  thereof  shall  be  bonded  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The 
bond  of  each  such  person  shall  be  fixed 
at  the  beginning  of  the  organization's 
fiscal  year  and  shall  be  in  an  amount 
not  less  than  10  per  centum  of  the 
funds  handled  by  him  and  his  prede- 
cessor or  predecessors,  if  any,  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  but  in  no 
case  more  than  $500,000.  If  the  labor 
organization  or  the  trust  in  which  a 
labor  organization  is  interested  does 
not  have  a  preceding  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  of  the  bond  shall  be,  in  the 
case  of  a  local  labor  organization,  not 
less  than  $1,000,  and  in  the  case  of  any 
other  labor  organization  or  of  a  trust 
in  which  a  labor  organization  is  in- 
terested, not  less  than  $10,000.  Such 
bonds  shall  be  individual  or  schedule  in 
form,  and  shall  have  a  corporate  surety 
company  as  surety  thereon.  Any  per- 
son who  is  not  covered  by  such  bonds 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  receive, 
handle,  disburse,  or  otherwise  exercise 
custody  or  control  of  the  funds  or  other 
property  of  a  labor  organization  or  of 
a  trust  in  which  a  labor  organization  is 
interested.  No  such  bond  shall  be  placed 
through  an  agent  or  broker  or  with  a 
surety  company,  in  which  any  labor  or- 
ganization or  any  officer,  agent,  shop 
steward,  or  other  representative  of  a 
labor  organization  has  any  direct  or  in- 
direct interest.  Such  surety  company 
shall  be  a  corporate  surety  which  holds 
a  grant  of  authority  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  under  the  Act  of  July 
30,  1947  (6  U.S.C.  6—13),  as  an  ac- 
ceptable surety  on  Federal  bonds. 

(b)  Any  person  who  willfully  vio- 
lates this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more 
than  one  year,  or  both. 

Making  of  Loans;  Payment  of  Fines 
Sec.  503.  (a)  No  labor  organization 
shall  make  directly  or  indirectly  any 
loan  or  loans  to  any  officer  or  employe 
of  such  organization  which  results  in  a 
total  indebtedness  on  the  part  of  such 
officer  or  employe  to  the  labor  organi- 
zation in  excess  of  $2,000. 

(b)  No  labor  organization  or  em- 
ployer shall  directly  or  indirectly  pay 
the  fine  of  any  officer  or  employe  con- 
victed of  any  willful  violation  of  this 
Act. 

(c)  Any  person  who  willfully  violates 
this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$5,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

Prohibition  Against  Certain  Persons 

Holding  Office 
Sec.  504  (a)  No  person  who  is  or  has 
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been  a  member  of  the  C'omimuiist 
Party  or  who  has  been  convicted  of,  or 
served  any  part  of  a  prison  term  re- 
sulting from  his  conviction  of,  robbery, 
bribery,  extortion,  embezzlement,  j^rand 
larceny,  burnlary,  arson,  violation  of 
narcotics  laws,  murder,  rape,  assault 
with  intent  to  kill,  assault  which  inflicts 
f>revious  bodily  injury,  or  a  violation  of 
title  II  or  III  of  this  Act,  or  conspiracy 
to  commit  any  such  crimes,  shall 
serve — 

(1)  as  an  officer,  director,  trustee, 
member  of  any  executive  board  or  sim- 
ilar g-overninf?  body,  business  afjent, 
manager,  organizer,  or  other  employe 
(other  than  as  an  employe  performing- 
exclusively  clerical  or  custodial  duties) 
of  any  labor  organization,  or 

(2)  as  a  labor  relations  consultant 
to  a  person  engaged  in  an  industry  or 
activity  affecting-  commerce,  or  as  an 
officer,  director,  agent,  or  employe 
(other  than  as  an  employe  performing 
exclusively  clerical  or  custodial  duties) 
of  any  group  or  association  of  em- 
ployers dealing-  with  any  labor  organi- 
zation, during  or  for  five  years  after 
the  termination  of  his  membership  in 
the  Communist  Party,  or  for  five  years 
after  such  conviction  or  after  the  end 
of  such  imprisonment,  unless  prior  to 
the  end  of  such  five-year  period,  in  the 
case  of  a  person  so  convicted  or  im- 
prisoned, (A)  his  citizenship  rig-hts, 
having  been  revoked  as  a  result  of  such 
conviction,  have  been  fully  restored,  or 
(B)  the  Board  of  Parole  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Justice  determ- 
ines that  such  person's  service  in  any 
capacity  referred  to  in  clause  (1)  or  (2) 
would  not  be  contrary  to  the  purposes 
of  this  Act.  Prior  to  making  any  such 
determination  the  Board  shall  hold  an 
administrative  hearing-  and  shall  give 
notice  of  such  proceeding  by  certified 
mail  to  the  State,  county,  and  Federal 
prosecuting  officials  in  the  jurisdiction 
or  jurisdictions  in  which  such  person 
was  convicted.  The  Board's  determina- 
tion in  any  such  proceeding  shall  be 
final.  No  labor  organization  or  officer 
thereof  shall  knowingly  permit  any  per- 
son to  assume  or  hold  any  office  or  paid 
position  in  violation  of  this  subsection. 

(b)  any  person  who  willfully  violates 
this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than 
one  year,  or  both. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, 
any  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  "convicted"  and  under  the 
disability  of  "conviction"  from  the  date

Sec.  505.  Subsections   (a),   (b),  and 


(c)  of  section  .■i02  of  the  i.abor  Manage- 
ment Relations  Act,  l'.)47,  as  amended, 
ai-e  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  302.  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  employer  or  association  of  em- 
ployers or  any  person  who  acts  as  a 
labor  relations  expert,  adviser,  or  con- 
sultant to  an  employer  or  who  acts  in 
the  interest  of  an  employer  to  pay,  lend, 
or  deliver,  or  agree  to  pay,  lend,  or 
deliver,  any  money  or  other  thing  of 
value — 

"(1)  to  any  representative  of  any 
of  his  employes  who  are  employed  in 
an  industry  affecting  commerce;  or 

"(2)  to  any  labor  organization,  or 
any  officer  or  employe  thereof,  which 
represents,  seeks  to  represent,  or  would 
admit  to  membership,  any  of  the  em- 
ployes of  such  employer  who  are  em- 
ployed in  an  industry  affecting  com- 
merce; or 

"(3)  to  any  employe  or  group  or 
committee  of  employes  of  such  em- 
ployer employed  in  an  industry  affect- 
ing commerce  in  excess  of  their  nor- 
mal compensation  for  the  purpose  of 
causing  such  employe  or  group  or 
committee  directly  or  indirectly  to  in- 
fluence any  other  employes  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  right  to  organize  and  bar- 
gain collectively  through  repi-esent- 
atives  of  their  own  choosing;  or 

"(4)  to  any  officer  or  employe  of  a 
labor  organization  engaged  in  an  in- 
dustry affecting  commerce  with  intent 
to  influence  him  in  respect  to  any  of 
his  actions,  decisions,  or  duties  as  a 
representative  of  employes  or  as  such 
officer  or  employe  of  such  labor  organ- 
ization. 

"(b)  (1)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  request,  demand,  receive,  or 
accept,  or  agree  to  receive  or  accept, 
any  payment,  loan,  or  delivery  of  any 
money  or  other  thing  of  value  prohibit- 
ed by  subsection  (a). 

"(2)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
labor  organization,  or  for  any  person 
acting  as  an  officer,  agent,  representa- 
tive, or  employe  of  such  labor  organiza- 
tion to  demand  or  accept  from  the  op- 
erator of  any  motor  vehicle  (as  defined 
in  part  II  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Act)  employed  in  the  transportation  of 
property  in  commerce,  or  the  employer 
of  any  such  operator,  any  money  or 
other  thing  of  value  payable  to  such 
organization  or  to  an  officer,  agent, 
representative  or  employe  thereof  as 
a  fee  or  charge  for  the  unloading,  or  in 
connection  with  the  unloading,  of  the 
cargo  of  such  vehicle:  Provided,  That 
nothing-  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  con- 
strued to  make  unlawful  any  payment 
by  an  employer  to  any  of  his  employes 
as  compensation  for  their  services  as 
employes. 

"(c)  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  applicable  (1)  in  respect 
to  any  money  or  other  thing  of  value 
payable  by  an  employer  to  any  of  his 
employes  whose  established  duties  in- 
clude acting  openly  for  such  employer 


ill  matters  of  labor  relation.s  or  per- 
sonnel administration  or  to  any  repre- 
sentative of  his  employes,  or  to  any 
officer  or  employe  of  a  labor  organiza- 
tion, who  is  also  an  employe  or  for- 
mer employe  of  such  employer,  as 
compensation  for,  or  by  reason  of,  his 
service  as  an  employe  of  such  em- 
ployer; (2)  with  respect  to  the  payment 
or  delivery  of  any  money  or  other  thing 
of  value  in  satisfaction  of  a  judgment 
of  any  court  or  a  decision  or  award  of 
an  arbitrator  or  impartial  chairman 
or  in  compromise,  adjustment,  settle- 
ment, or  release  of  any  claim,  com- 
plaint, grievance,  or  dispute  in  the  ab- 
sense  of  fraud  or  duress;  (3)  with  re- 
spect to  the  sale  or  purchase  of  an 
article  or  commodity  at  the  prevailing 
market  price  in  the  regular  course  of 
business;  (4)  with  respect  to  money 
deducted  from  the  wages  of  employes 
in  payment  of  membership  dues  in  a 
labor  organization:  Provided,  That  the 
employer  has  received  from  each  em- 
ploye, on  whose  account  such  deduc- 
tions are  made,  a  written  assignment 
which  shall  not  be  irrevocable  for  a 
period  of  more  than  one  year,  or  beyond 
the  termination  date  of  the  applicable 
collective  agreement,  whichever  occurs 
sooner;  (5)  with  respect  to  money  or 
other  thing  of  value  paid  to  a  trust 
fund  established  by  such  representative, 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the 
employes  of  such  employer,  and  their 
families  and  dependents  (or  of  such 
employes,  families,  and  dependents 
jointly  with  the  employes  of  other  em- 
ployers making  similar  payments,  and 
their  families  and  dependents):  Pro- 
vided, That  (A)  such  payments  are  held 
in  trust  for  the  purpose  of  paying, 
either  from  principal  or  income  or  both, 
for  the  benefit  of  employes,  their 
families  and  dependents,  for  medical 
or  hospital  care,  pensions  on  retirement 
or  death  of  employes,  compensation 
for  injuries  or  illness  resulting  from  oc- 
cupational activity  or  insurance  to  pro- 
vide any  of  the  foregoing,  or  unemploy- 
ment benefits  or  life  insurance,  disa- 
bility and  sickness  insurance,  or  ac- 
cident insurance;  (B)  the  detailed 
basis  on  which  such  payments  are  to  be 
made  is  specified  in  a  written  agree- 
ment with  the  employer,  and  employes 
and  employers  are  equally  represented 
in  the  administration  of  such  fund,  to- 
gether with  such  neutral  persons  as  the 
representatives  of  the  employers  and 
the  representatives  of  employes  may 
agree  upon  and  in  the  event  the  em- 
ployer and  employe  groups  deadlock 
on  the  administration  of  such  fund  and 
there  are  no  neutral  persons  empowei'ed 
to  break  such  deadlock,  such  agreement 
provides  that  the  two  groups  shall  agree 
on  an  impartial  umpire  to  decide  such 
dispute,  or  in  event  of  their  failure  to 
agree  within  a  reasonable  length  of 
time,  an  impartial  umpire  to  decide 
such  dispute  shall,  on  petition  of  either 
group,  be  appointed  by  the  district  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  district 
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where  the  trust  fund  has  its  principal 
office,  and  shall  also  contain  provisions 
for  an  annual  audit  of  the  trust  fund,  a 
statement  of  the  results  of  which  shall 
be  available  for  inspection  by  interested 
persons  at  the  principal  office  of  the 
trust  fund  and  at  such  other  places  as 
may  be  designated  in  such  written 
agreement;  and  (C)  such  payments  as 
are  intended  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  pensions  or  annuities 
for  employes  are  made  to  a  separate 
trust  which  provides  that  the  funds 
held  therein  cannot  be  used  for  any 
purpose  other  than  paying  such  pen- 
sions or  annuities;  or  (6)  with  respect 
to  money  or  other  thing  of  value  paid

TITLE  VI— MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS 

Investigations 

Sec.  601.  (a)  The  Secretary  shall 
have  power  when  he  believes  it  nec- 
essary in  order  to  determine  whether 
any  person  has  violated  or  is  about  to 
violate  any  provision  of  this  Act  (ex- 
cept title  I  or  amendments  made  by 
this  Act  to  other  statutes)  to  make  an 
investigation  and  in  connection  there- 
with he  may  enter  such  places  and  in- 
spect such  records  and  accounts  and 
question  such  persons  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  determine 
the  facts  relative  thereto.  The  Sec- 
retary may  report  to  interested  per- 
sons or  officials  concerning  the  facts 
required  to  be  shown  in  any  report  re- 
quired by  this  Act  and  concerning  the 
reasons  for  failure  or  refusal  to  file 
such  a  report  or  any  other  matter 
which  he  deems  to  be  appropriate  as  a 
result  of  such  an  investigation. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  any  investi- 
gation provided  for  in  this  Act,  the 
provisions  of  sections  9  and  10  (relat- 
ing to  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
the  production  of  books,  papers,  and 
documents)  of  the  Federal  Trade  Com- 
mission Act  of  September  16,  1914,  as 
amended  (15  U.S.C.  49,  50),  are  hereby 
made  applicable  to  the  jurisdiction, 
powers,  and  duties  of  the  Secretary  or 
any  officers  designated  by  him. 

Extortionate  Picketing 

Sec.  602.  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to 
carry  on  picketing  on  or  about  the 
premises  of  any  employer  for  the  pur- 
pose of,  or  as  part  of  any  conspiracy 
or  in  furtherance  of  any  plan  or  pur- 
pose for,  the  personal  profit  or  enrich- 
ment of  any  individual  (except  a  bona 
fide  increase  in  wages  or  other  em- 


ploye benefits)  by  taking  or  obtaining 
any  money  or  other  thing  of  value  from 
such  employer  against  his  will  or  with 
his  consent. 

(b)  Any  person  who  willfully  vio- 
lates this  section  shall  be  fined  not 
moi-e  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  twenty  years,  or  both. 

Retention  of  Rights  Under  Other 
Federal  and  State  Laws 

Sec.  603.  (a)  Except  as  explicitly 
provided  to  the  contrary,  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  reduce  or  limit  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  any  labor  organization 
or  any  officer,  agent,  shop  steward,  or 
other  representative  of  a  labor  or- 
ganization, or  of  any  trust  in  which  a 
labor  organization  is  interested,  under 
any  other  Federal  law  or  under  the 
laws  of  any  State,  and,  except  as  ex- 
plicitly provided  to  the  contrary,  no- 
thing in  this  Act  shall  take  away  any 
right  or  bar  any  remedy  to  which  mem- 
bers of  a  labor  organization  are  enti- 
tled under  such  other  Federal  law  or 
law  of  any  State. 

(b)  Nothing  contained  in  titles  I, 
II,  III,  IV,  V,  or  VI  of  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  to  supersede  or  impair  or 
otherwise  affect  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Labor  Act,  as  amended,  or  any 
of  the  obligations,  rights,  benefits, 
privileges,  or  immunities  of  any  car- 
rier, employe,  organization,  represent- 
ative, or  person  subject  thereto;  nor 
shall  anything  contained  in  said  titles 
(except  section  505)  of  this  Act  be 
construed  to  confer  any  rights,  privi- 
leges, immunities,  or  defenses  upon 
employers,  or  to  impair  or  otherwise 
affect  the  rights  of  any  person  under 
the  National  Labor  Relations  Act,  as 
amended. 

Effect  on  State  Laws 

Sec.  604.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  to  impair  or  diminish  the 
authority  of  any  State  to  enact  and  en- 
force general  criminal  laws  with  re- 
spect to  robbery,  bribery,  extortion, 
embezzlement,  grand  larceny,  burg- 
lary, arson,  violation  of  narcotics  laws, 
murder,  rape,  assault  with  intent  to 
kill,  or  assault  which  inflicts  grievous 
bodily  injury,  or  conspiracy  to  commit 
any  of  such  crimes. 

Service  of  Process 

Sec.  605.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  service  of  summons,  subpoena,  or 
other  legal  process  of  a  court  of  the 
United  States  upon  an  officer  or  agent 
of  a  labor  organization  in  his  capacity 
as  such  shall  constitute  service  upon 
the  labor  organization. 

Administrative  Procedure  Act 

Sec.  606.  The  provisions  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Procedure  Act  shall  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  issuance,  amendment,  or 
rescission  of  any  rules  or  regulations, 
or  any  adjudication,  authorized  or  re- 
quired pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 


Other  Agencies  and  Departments 

Sec.  607.  In  order  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary expense  and  duplication  of  func- 
tions among  Government  agencies,  the 
Secretary  may  make  such  arrange- 
ments or  agreements  for  cooperation 
or  mutual  assistance  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  functions  under  this  Act 
and  the  functions  of  any  such  agency 
as  he  may  find  to  be  practicable  and 
consistent  with  law.  The  Secretary  may 
utilize  the  facilities  or  services  of  any 
department,  agency,  or  establishment 
of  the  United  States  or  of  any  State 
or  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  in- 
cluding the  services  of  any  of  its  em- 
ployees, with  the  lawful  consent  of 
such  department,  agency,  or  establish- 
ment; and  each  department,  agency, 
or  establishment  of  the  United  States 
is  authorized  and  directed  to  cooperate 
with  the  Secretary  and,  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  law,  to  provide  such  in- 
formation and  facilities  as  he  may  re- 
quest for  his  assistance  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  functions  under  this  Act. 
The  Attorney  General  or  his  represen- 
tative shall  receive  from  the  Secretary 
for  appropriate  action  such  evidence 
developed  in  the  performance  of  his 
functions  under  this  Act  as  may  be 
found  to  warrent  consideration  for 
criminal  prosecution  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  or  other  Federal 
law. 

Criminal  Contempt 

Sec.  608.  No  person  shall  be  punish- 
ed for  any  criminal  contempt  allegedly 
committed  outside  the  immediate  pres- 
ence of  the  court  in  connection  with 
any  civil  action  prosecuted  by  the  Sec- 
retary or  any  other  person  in  any  court 
of  the  United  States  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  unless  the  facts 
constituting  such  criminal  contempt  are 
established  by  the  verdict  of  the  jury  in 
a  proceeding  in  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States,  which  jury  shall  be 
chosen  and  empaneled  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  law  governing  trial 
juries  in  criminal  prosecutions  in  the 
district  courts  of  the  United  States. 

Prohibition  on  Certain  Discipline 
By  Labor  Organization 

Sec.  609.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
labor  organization,  or  any  officer, 
agent,  shop  steward,  or  other  represent- 
ative of  a  labor  organization,  or  any 
employee  thereof  to  fine,  suspend,  ex- 
pel, or  otherwise  discipline  any  of  its 
members  for  exercising  any  right  to 
which  he  is  entitled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act.  The  provisions  of 
section  102  shall  be  applicable  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  section. 

Deprivation  of  Rights  Under  Act 
By  Violence 

Sec.  610.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  through  the  use  of  force  or 
violence,  or  threat  of  the  use  of  force 
or  violence,  to  restrain,  coerce,  or  inti- 
midate, or  attempt  to  restrain,  coerce. 
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or  intimidate  any  mi'nil)or  of  a  labor 
oi-^anization  for  the  pui-pose  of  inter- 
fering with  or  preventing  the  exercise 
of  any  rijjht  to  which  he  is  entitled 
under  the  pi-ovision  of  this  Act.  Any 
person  who  willfully  violates  this  sec- 
lion  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000 
or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  both. 

Separability  Provisions 

Sec.  611.  If  any  provision  of  this  Act 
or  the  application  of  such  provision  to 
any  person  or  circumstances,  shall  be 
held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this  Act 
or  the  application  of  such  provision  to 
persons  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid, 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

TITLE  VII— AMENDMENTS  TO 
THE  LABOR  MANAGEMENT 
RELATIONS  ACT,  1947,  AS 
AMENDED 

Federal-State  Jurisdiction 

Sec.  701.  (a)  Section  14  of  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amend- 
ed, is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  new  subsection: 

"(c)  (1)  The  Board,  in  its  discretion, 
may,  by  rule  of  decision  or  by  publish- 
ed rules  adopted  pursuant  to  the  Ad- 
ministrative Procedure  Act,  decline  to 
assert  jurisdiction  over  any  labor  dis- 
pute involving  any  class  or  category  of 
employers,  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  the  effect  of  such  labor  dispute 
on  commerce  is  not  sufficiently  substan- 
tial to  warrant  the  exercise  of  its 
jurisdiction:  Provided,  That  the  Board 
shall  not  decline  to  assert  jurisdiction 
over  any  labor  dispute  over  which  it 
would  assert  jurisdiction  under  the 
standards  prevailing  upon  August  1, 
1959. 

"(2)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  to  prevent  or  bar  any  agency 
or  the  courts  of  any  State  or  Territory 
(including  the  Commonwealth  of 
Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands),  from  assuming  and  asserting 
jurisdiction  over  labor  disputes  over 
which  the  Board  declines,  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (1)  of  this  subsection,  to  as- 
sert jurisdiction." 

(b)  Section  3(b)  of  such  Act  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"(b)  The  Board  is  authorized  to 
delegate  to  any  group  of  three  or  more 
members  any  or  all  of  the  powers 
which  it  may  itself  exercise.  The 
Board  is  also  authorized  to  delegate  to 
its  regional  directors  its  powers  under 
section  9  to  determine  the  unit  appro- 
priate for  the  purpose  of  collective  bar- 
gaining, to  investigate  and  provide  for 
hearings,  and  determine  whether  a 
question  of  representation  exists,  and 
to  direct  an  election  or  take  a  secret 
ballot  under  subsection  (c)  or  (e)  of 
section  9  and  certify  the  results  there- 
of, except  that  upon  the  filing  of  a  re- 


(luosl  therefor  with  the  Hoard  by  any 
interested  person,  the  Board  may  re- 
view any  action  of  a  regi(jnal  director 
delegated  to  him  under  this  i)aragiaph, 
but  such  a  review  shall  not,  unless 
specifically  ordered  by  the  Board, 
operate  as  a  stay  of  any  action  taken 
by  the  regional  director.  A  vacancy  in 
the  Board  shall  not  impair  the  right 
of  the  remaining  members  to  exercise 
all  of  the  powers  of  the  Board,  and 
three  members  of  the  Board  shall,  at 
all  times,  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
Board,  except  that  two  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  any  group 
designated  pursuant  to  the  first  sen- 
tence hereof.  The  Board  shall  have  an 
official  seal  which  shall  be  judicially 
noticed." 

Economic  Strikers 

Sec.  702.  Section  9(c)  (3)  of  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amend- 
ed, is  amended  by  amending  the  second 
sentence  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 
"Employees  engaged  in  an  economic 
strike  who  are  not  entitled  to  reinstate- 
ment shall  be  eligible  to  vote  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Board  shall 
find  are  consistent  with  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  Act  in  any  elec- 
tion conducted  within  twelve  months 
after  the  commencement  of  the  strike." 

Vacancy  in  Office  of  General  Counsel 

Sec.703.  Section  3(d)  of  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amend- 
ed, is  amended  by  adding  after  the 
period  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
"In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
the  General  Counsel  the  President  is 
authorized  to  designate  the  officer  or 
employee  who  shall  act  as  General 
Counsel  during  such  vacancy,  but  no 
person  or  persons  so  designated  shall 
so  act  (1)  for  more  than  forty  days 
when  the  Congress  in  is  session  unless 
a  nomination  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Senate,  or 
(2)  after  the  adjournment  sine  die  of 
the  session  of  the  Senate  in  which  such 
nomination  was  submitted." 

Boycotts  and  Rocognition  Picketing 

Sec.  704.  (a)  Section  8(b)  (4)  of  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Act,  as 
amended,  is  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

"(4)  (i)  to  engage  in,  or  to  induce  or 
encourage  any  individual  employed  by 
any  person  engaged  in  commerce  or  in 
an  industry  affecting  commerce  to  en- 
gage in,  a  strike  or  a  refusal  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  to  use, 
manufactui'e,  process,  transport,  or 
otherwise  handle  or  work  on  any  goods, 
articles,  materials,  or  commodities  or 
to  perform  any  services;  or  (ii)  to 
threaten,  coerce,  or  restrain  any  per- 
son engaged  in  commerce  or  in  an  in- 
dustry affecting  commerce,  where  in 
either  case  an  object  thereof  is: 

"(A)  forcing  or  requiring  any  em- 
ployer or  self-employed  person  to  join 
any  labor  or  employer  organization  or 


to  entei-  into  any  agreement  which  is 
prohibited  by  section  8(e); 

"(B)  forcing  or  requiring  any  per- 
son to  cease  using,  selling,  handling, 
transporting,  or  otherwise  dealing  in 
the  products  of  any  other  producer, 
processor,  or  manufacturer,  or  to  cease 
doing  business  with  any  other  person, 
or  forcing  or  requiring  any  other  em- 
ployer to  recognize  or  bargain  with  a 
labor  organization  as  the  representa- 
tive of  his  employees  unless  such  labor 
organization  has  been  certified  as  the 
representative  of  such  employees  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  9:  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  contained  in  this 
clause  (B)  shall  be  construed  to  make 
unlawful,  where  not  otherwise  unlaw- 
ful, any  primary  strike  or  primary 
picketing; 

"(C)  forcing  or  requiring  any  em- 
ployer to  recognize  or  bargain  with  a 
particular  labor  organization  as  the 
representative  of  his  employees  if  an- 
other labor  organization  has  been  certi- 
fied as  the  representative  of  such  em- 
ployees under  the  provisions  of  section 

"(D)  forcing  or  requiring  any  em- 
ployer to  assign  particular  work  to  em- 
ployees in  a  particular  labor  organi- 
zation or  in  a  particular  trade,  craft, 
or  class  rather  than  to  employees  in 
another  labor  organization  or  in  an- 
other trade,  craft,  or  class,  unless  such 
employer  is  failing  to  conform  to  an 
order  or  certification  of  the  Board 
determining  the  bargaining  represent- 
ative for  employees  performing  such 
work: 

Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in 
this  subsection  (b)  shall  be  construed 
to  make  unlawful  a  I'efusal  by  any 
person  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of 
any  employer  (other  than  his  own  em- 
ployer), if  the  employees  of  such  em- 
ployer are  engaged  in  a  strike 
ratified  or  approved  by  a  represent- 
ative of  such  employees  whom  such 
employer  is  required  to  recognize  un- 
der this  Act:  Provided  further,  That 
for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  (4) 
only,  nothing  contained  in  such  para- 
graph shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
publicity,  other  than  picketing,  for  the 
purpose  of  truthfully  advising  the  pub- 
lic, including  consumers  and  members 
of  a  labor  organization,  that  a  product 
or  products  are  produced  by  an  em- 
ployer with  whom  the  labor  organiza- 
tion has  a  primary  dispute  and  are  dis- 
tributed by  another  employer,  as  long 
as  such  publicity  does  not  have  an  ef- 
fect of  inducing  any  individual  em- 
ployed by  any  person  other  than  the 
primary  employer  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  to  refuse  to  pick  up,  de- 
liver, or  transport  any  goods,  or  not  to 
perform  any  services,  at  the  establish- 
ment of  the  employer  engaged  in  such 
distribution;". 

(b)  Section  8  of  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Act,  as  amended,  is  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
new  subsection: 
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"(e)  It  shall  be  an  unfair  labor  prac- 
tice for  any  labor  org'anization  and  any 
employer  to  enter  into  any  contract  or 
agreement,  express  or  implied,  where- 
by such  employer  ceases  or  refrains  or 
agrees  to  cease  or  refrain  from  han- 
dling:, using,  selling,  transporting  or 
otherwise  dealing  in  any  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  any  other  employer,  or  to 
cease  doing  business  with  any  other 
person,  and  any  contract  or  agreement 
entered  into  heretofore  or  hereafter 
containing  such  an  agreement  shall  be 
to  such  extent  unenforceable  and  void: 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  subsec- 
tion (e)  shall  apply  to  an  agreement 
between  a  labor  organization  and  an 
employer  in  the  construction  industry 
relating  to  the  contracting  or  subcon- 
tracting of  work  to  be  done  at  the  site 
of  the  construction,  alteration,  paint- 
ing, or  repair  of  a  building,  structure, 
or  other  work:  Provided  further,  That 
for  the  purposes  of  this  subsection  (e) 
and  section  8(b)(4)(B)  the  terms  'any 
employer',  'any  person  engaged  in 
commerce  or  an  industi-y  affecting  com- 
merce', and  'any  person'  when  used  in 
relation  to  the  terms  'any  other  pro- 
ducer, processor,  or  manufacturer,', 
'any  other  employer',  or  'any  other 
person'  shall  not  include  persons  in  the 
relation  of  a  jobber,  manufacturer,  con- 
tractor, or  subcontractor  working  on 
the  goods  or  premises  of  the  jobber  or 
manufacturer  or  performing  parts  of 
an  integrated  process  of  production  in 
the  apparel  and  clothing  industry:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  prohibit  the  enforcement  of  any 
agreement  which  is  within  the  fore- 
going exception." 

(c)  Section  8(b)  of  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amended,  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"and"  at  the  end  of  paragraph  (5), 
striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of 
paragraph  (6),  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  a  semicolon  and  the  word  "and", 
and  adding  a  new  paragraph  as  fol- 
lows : 

"(7)  to  picket  or  cause  to  be  picket- 
ed, or  threaten  to  picket  or  cause  to 
be  picketed,  any  employer  where  an 
object  thereof  is  forcing  or  requiring 
an  employer  to  recognize  or  bargain 
with  a  labor  organization  as  the  rep- 
resentative of  his  employees,  or  forc- 
ing or  requiring  the  employees  of  an 
employer  to  accept  or  select  such  labor 
organization  as  their  collective  bar- 
gaining representative,  unless  such 
labor  organization  is  currently  certi- 
fied as  the  representative  of  such  em- 
ployees: 

"(A)  where  the  employer  has  law- 
fully recognized  in  accordance  with  this 
Act  any  other  labor  organization  and 
a  question  concerning  representation 
may  not  appropriately  be  raised  under 
section  9(c)  of  this  Act, 

"(B)  where  within  the  preceding 
twelve  months  a  valid  election  under 
section  9(c)  of  this  Act  has  been  con- 
ducted, or 


"(C)  where  such  picketing  has  been 
conducted  without  a  petition  under  sec- 
tion 9(c)  being  filed  within  a  reason- 
able period  of  time  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days  from  the  commencement  of  such 
picketing:  Provided,  That  when  such  a 
petition  has  been  filed  the  Board  shall 
forthwith,  without  regard  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  9(c)(1)  or  the  ab- 
sence of  a  showing  of  a  substantial  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  the  labor  organi- 
zation, direct  an  election  in  such  unit 
as  the  Board  finds  to  be  appropriate 
and  shall  certify  the  results  thereof: 
Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this 
subparagraph  (C)  shall  be  construed  to 
prohibit  any  picketing  or  other  pub- 
licity for  the  purpose  of  truthfully  ad- 
vising the  public  (including  consum- 
ers) that  an  employer  does  not  em- 
ploy members  of,  or  have  a  contract 
with,  a  labor  organization,  unless  an 
eff'ect  of  such  picketing  is  to  induce 
any  individual  employed  by  any  other 
person  in  the  course  of  his  employ- 
ment, not  to  pick  up,  deliver  or  trans- 
port any  goods  or  not  to  perform  any 
services. 

"Nothing  in  this  paragraph  (7) 
shall  be  construed  to  pei'mit  any  act 
which  would  otherwise  be  an  unfair 
labor  practice  under  this  section  8(b)." 

(d)  Section  10(1)  of  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amended,  is 
amended  by  adding  after  the  words 
"section  8(b),"  the  words  "or  section 
8(e)  or  section  8(b)(7),"  and  by  strik- 
ing out  the  period  at  the  end  of  the 
third  sentence  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  a  colon  and  the  following: 
"Provided  further,  That  such  officer  or 
regional  attorney  shall  not  apply  for 
any  restraining  order  under  section 
8(b)(7)  if  a  charge  against  the  em- 
ployer under  section  8(a)  (2)  has  been 
filed  and  after  the  preliminary  inves- 
tigation, he  has  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  that  such  charge  is  true  and 
that  a  complaint  should  issue." 

(e)  Section  303(a)  of  the  Labor 
Management  Relations  Act,  1947,  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  section  only,  in  an  in- 
dustry or  activity  affecting  commerce, 
for  any  labor  organization  to  engage  in 
any  activity  or  conduct  defined  as  an 
unfair  labor  practice  in  section  8(b) 
(4)  of  the  National  Labor  Relations 
Act,  as  amended." 

Building  and  Construction  Industry 

Sec.  705.  (a)  Section  8  of  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amend- 
ed by  section  704(b)  of  this  Act,  is 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following  new  subsection: 

"(f)  It  shall  not  be  an  unfair  labor 
practice  under  subsections  (a)  and  (b) 
of  this  section  for  an  employer  engaged 
primarily  in  the  building  and  construc- 
tion industry  to  make  an  agreement 
covering  employees  engaged  (or  who, 
upon  their  employment,  will  be  engag- 
ed)  in  the  building  and  construction 


industry  with  a  labor  organization  of 
which  building  and  construction  em- 
ployees are  members  (not  established, 
maintained,  or  assisted  by  any  action 
defined  in  section  8(a)  of  this  Act  as 
an  unfair  labor  practice)  because  (1) 
the  majority  status  of  such  labor  or- 
ganization has  not  been  established  un- 
der the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this 
Act  prior  to  the  making  of  such  agree- 
ment, or  (2)  such  agreement  requires 
as  a  condition  of  employment,  member- 
ship in  such  labor  organization  after  the 
seventh  day  following  the  beginning 
of  such  employment  or  the  effective 
date  of  the  agreement,  whichever  is 
later,  or  (3)  such  agreement  requires 
the  employer  to  notify  such  labor  or- 
ganization of  opportunities  for  employ- 
ment with  such  employer,  or  gives  such 
labor  organization  an  opportunity  to 
refer  qualified  applicants  for  such  em- 
ployment, or  (4)  such  agreement  speci- 
fies minimum  training  or  experience 
qualifications  for  employment  or  pro- 
vides for  priority  in  opportunities  for 
employment  based  upon  length  of  serv- 
ice with  such  employer,  in  the  indus- 
try or  in  the  particular  geographical 
area:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this 
subsection  shall  set  aside  the  final  pro- 
viso to  section  8(a)(3)  of  this  Act: 
Provided  further.  That  any  agreement 
which  would  be  invalid,  but  for  clause 
(1)  of  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  a 
bar  to  a  petition  filed  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion 9(c)  or  9(e)." 

(b)  Nothing  contained  in  the  amend- 
ment made  by  subsection  (a)  shall  be 
construed  as  authorizing  the  execution 
or  application  of  agreements  requiring 
membership  in  a  labor  organization  as 
a  condition  of  employment  in  any  State 
or  Territory  in  which  such  execution 
or  application  is  prohibited  by  State 
or  Territorial  law. 

Priority  in  Case  Handling 

Sec.  706.  Section  10  of  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Act,  as  amended,  is 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
a  new  subsection  as  follows: 

"(m)  Whenever  it  is  charged  that 
any  person  has  engaged  in  an  unfair 
labor  practice  within  the  meaning  of 
subsection  (a)(3)  or  (b)(2)  of  section 
8,  such  charge  shall  be  given  priority 
over  all  other  cases  except  cases  of  like 
character  in  the  office  where  it  is  filed 
or  to  which  it  is  referred  and  cases 
given  priority  under  subsection  (1)." 

Effective  Date  of  Amendments 

Sec.  707.  The  amendments  made  by 
this  title  shall  take  effect  sixty  days 
after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this 
Act  and  no  provision  of  this  title  shall 
be  deemed  to  make  an  unfair  labor 
practice,  any  act  which  is  performed 
prior  to  such  effective  date  which  did 
not  constitute  an  unfair  labor  practice 
prior  thereto. 

This  law  was  signed  by  the  President 
September  14,  1959.

The  Lather 


Unemployment  fell  at  less  than  the  usual  amount  last 
month  while  employment  dropped  at  a  greater  than  seasonal 
rate.  Joblessness  dropped  by  318,000  to  3.428.000  and  em- 
ployment was  down  353,000  to  67,595.000.  The  expected 
drop  in  August  unemployment  is  568.000.  As  a  result,  the  un- 
employment rate  rose  from  5.1  to  5.5  percent  of  the  work- 
force. 

President  Eisenhower  signed  the  new  housing  bill  on  Sept. 
23  and  immediately  afterwards  FHA  announced  the  expected 
increase  in  its  interest-rate  ceiling  from  5V4%  to  53/4%. 
Lenders  had  been  tightening  their  purse  strings  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  boost,  and  the  experts  see  GI  loans  levelling  out 
at  4  points  below  FHA  loans  as  a  result. 

The  McClellan  Committee's  three-year  investigation  of 
"labor-management  corruption"  has  now  tentatively  ended. 
The  committee's  closing  day,  early  in  September,  was  marked 
by  GOP  political  demands  for  a  "thorough-going"  study  of 
the  United  Auto  Workers.  Republican  members  of  the  com- 
mittee have  been  attempting  to  attack  the  UAW  by  bringing 
up  decade-old  charges  and  "leaking"  stories  to  the  press  of 
testimony  developed  during  executive  session.  Sen.  John 
Kennedy  (D.,  Mass.)  called  the  new  UAW  hearings  a  "monu- 
mental waste  of  time"  and  charged  GOP  members  with  using 
the  committee  to  "carry  on  political  warfare"  and  to  "indict 
a  union  whose  political  philosophy  differed  from  theirs." 


Value  of  total  construction  put  in  place  in  August  dropped 
seasonally  although  it  was  one  percent  higher  than  in  June. 
Total  value  of  construction  amounted  to  $5.3  billion,  up  13 
percent  over  last  year.  The  August  gain  was  the  smallest  of 
this  year  and  resulted  largely  from  a  small  drop  in  residential 
construction.  While  public  construction  for  this  year  was  up 
14  percent  over  the  corresponding  eight-month  period  of  last 
year,  expenditures  for  educational  building  were  down  four 
percent. 


The  NLRB  has  found  NECO  Corp.  guilty  of  unfair  labor 
practices  for  threatening  to  shut  down  or  move  its  Bay 
Springs,  Miss.,  plant  if  the  International  Union  of  Electrical 
Workers  won  a  representation  election.  A  board  majority  held 
that  while  the  threats  were  only  made  to  a  few  workers  by  a 
minor  supervisor,  "because  of  the  timing  and  nature  of  the 
threats,  those  activities  go  to  the  very  heart  of  the  Act  and 
indicate  a  purpose  to  defeat  the  employees'  self-organization." 


The  effects  of  the  tight  money  policy  are  becoming  pain- 
fully evident  in  an  increasing  number  of  areas.  U.  S.  Treasury 
now  is  paying  a  4.468  percent  for  six  month  bills.  Auto 
dealers  will  now  have  to  pay  5.5  percent  to  finance  auto  in- 
ventories, instead  of  the  five  percent  rate  charged  up  to  the 
recent  rise  in  the  prime  rate.  New  York  City  factors  who 
finance  small  business  enterprises  unable  to  get  bank  loans 
have  responded  to  tighter  money  by  raising  interest  charges 
from  7.2  to  7.8  percent. 


Housing  starts  for  August  totalled  129,000,  up  2.4%  from 
July  and  up  4%  from  August  of  1958.  Private  starts  in  Aug- 
ust were  running  at  an  adjusted  annual  rate  of  1,340,000, 
down  .7%  from  July  and  up  9.1%  from  August,  1958.  Con- 
ventional and  FHA  starts  in  August  were  up  .9%,  while  VA 
starts  were  down  6.8%.  Conventional  starts  in  August  were 
17.8%  above  August  of  last  year.  Total  starts  for  first  8 
months  of  1959  were  973,400,  up  26%  from  the  same  period 
in  1958. 


National  Association  of  Purchasing  Agents  has  reported 
in  its  latest  survey  that  the  upturn  from  the  1958  recession 
is  continuing  to  "lose  its  zip."  The  organization  reported  that 
although  there  were  no  significant  shortages  of  steel  in  August, 
there  were  few  indications  of  greater  production,  inventories 
or  employment  during  the  month  in  top  commercial  and 
manufacturing  concerns. 
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Every  once  in  a  while  you  may  run  into  a  trade  unionist  who  thinks  that  it  is 
not  quite  proper  for  organized  labor  to  take  part  in  politics. 

But  the  fact  remains  that  union  members,  as  good  citizens  and  good  Ameri- 
cans, should  feel  a  responsibility  for  a  strong  defense,  good  schools,  decent 
public  housing,  a  fair  deal  for  the  farmers  and  small  businessmen,  taxes  based 
on  the  ability  to  pay  and  many  other  things  that  benefit  not  only  themselves  but 
the  rest  of  the  nation. 

The  Wood  Wire  &  Metal  Lathers  International  Union  is,  as  you  all  know, 
nonpartisan  as  far  as  p>olitical  parties  are  concerned.  We  are  not  interested  so 
much  in  a  candidate's  party  affiliation  as  we  are  in  his  stand  on  labor  legislation. 
We  should  be  concerned  with  his  voting  record  on  laws  that  are  vital  to  our 
well  being.  Remember,  it  is  better  to  elect  our  friends,  friends  of  labor,  than  to 
elect  a  good  Republican  or  a  good  Democrat.  We  are  interested  in  the  Man 
and  his  actions,  not  words. 

If  we  are  to  get  legislation  passed  which  is  favorable  to  labor  we  must  take  an 
active  interest  in  politics.  Labor  must  learn  to  be  united  and  tough  on  the 
political  level  to  preserve  the  achievements  of  the  trade  union  movement. 

Political  work,  of  course,  takes  money.  There  can  be  no  waving  of  a  magic 
wand  when  it  comes  to  paying  bills  for  advertising,  radio  and  TV  time,  secre- 
tarial help,  gasoline  and  oil,  printing  and  the  many  other  items  necessary  to 
helping  good  candidates  get  elected  to  office. 

One  dollar  won't  buy  much  by  itself,  but  the  cumulative  impact  of  that 
dollar,  in  purchasing  power,  when  multiplied  by  the  number  of  members  in  the 
trade  union  movement  is  tremendous. 

Remember  we  have  so  much  at  stake  that  political  action  must  and  does  go 
on  around  the  clock,  day  in  day  out. 

Far  too  many  voters  in  the  United  States  are  prone  to  think  that  political  action 
ends  when  the  polls  close  on  election  day.  This  is  faulty  and  chimerical  thinking. 

This  year  especially,  with  unemployment  and  part  time  employment  plaguing 
millions  of  Americans,  political  action  should  be  on  the  daily  calendar  of  every 
union  member. 

Your  contribution  to  COPE  is  part  of  the  job  but  there  are  dozens  of  other 
ways  an  individual  can  take  part  in  political  action.  A  post  card  to  your  Senator 
or  Representative  stressing  passage  of  labor-supported  bills — that's  political 
action.  A  speech  made  at  a  club  meeting,  or  even  a  conversation  with  your  co- 
workers or  friends  that  influences  their  thinking  on  an  important  legislative  issue 
— that's  political  action. 

Don't  make  any  mistake  we  are  in  politics,  for  management  has  forced  us  to 
take  part  in  politics  and  to  use  what  ammunition  we  can  with  which  to  fight 
for  and  defend  ourselves  in  the  political  arena.

ABOUT  ALASKA: 

Alaska,  our  newest  state,  is  one-fifth  the  size  of  the  continental 
United  States;  a  land  with  half  a  million  square  miles  of  un- 
believable rich  country — rich  in  varied  resources — and  inhabited 
by  comparatively  few  people.

Alaska's  big  game  animals  include  bears,  moose,  caribou,  Sitka 
black-tailed  deer,  Dall  mountain  sheep,  Alaska  mountain  goat, 
the  muskoxen  and  two  recently  introduced  species — the  elk  and 
bison. 


The  population  of  Alaska  is  210,000— of  this  45.000  or  one-fifth 
of  the  population  are  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  and  their 
dependents.  34,000  or  16  per  cent  are  Aleuts,  Eskimos  and 
Indians.  Despite  this  low  population,  Alaska  is  rich  in  natural 
resources  such  as  gold,  platinum,  copper,  silver,  lead,  tungsten, 
zinc,  uranium,  bituminous  coal  and  at  late,  petroleum — not  to 
mention  approximately  85  fishing  canneries. 

In  1855,  during  the  Crimean  War,  Russia  feared  the  British  might 
seize  Alaska  so  they  tried  to  sell  it  to  the  United  States,  but  the 
transaction  was  not  made  until  March  30,  1867  by  Secretary  of 
State  William  H.  Seward,  who  paid  Russia  S7,200,000  for  the 
territory.  The  formal  transfer  occurred  at  Sitka  on  October  18, 
1867  and  for  many  years  afterward  was  known  as  "Seward's 
Folly"  or  "Seward's  Icebox."

I  find  it  a  bit  ironic  that  the  people  who  are  so  determined 
to  tear  down  our  American  labor  movement  are  the  same 
people  who  fear  communism  the  most.

They  are  also  weakening  the  solidarity  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  at  home.  In  the  face  of  a  grimly  determined 
Communist  enemy,  this  is  a  time  when  we  need  solidarity — 
based  on  mutual  trust  and  confidence  between  labor  and 
management — more  than  ever. 

The  real  enemies  of  management  and  labor  in  America 
are  not  each  other  but  those  who  would  weaken  American 
democracy  by  setting  class  against  class.  It  is  they  who  are 
playing  the  game  of  the  Communists. 

If  legislation  is  to  be  enacted,  let  it  be  based  on  a  recogni- 
tion that  unions  are  not  one  of  the  weaknesses  or  even  one  of 
the  luxuries  of  a  democratic  system — but  rather  are  one  of 
the  necessities  of  a  free  enterprise  economy.  With  that 
recognition  and  with  that  kind  of  legislation,  the  labor 
movement  can  then  forge  ahead  in  its  determination  to  give 
America  the  cleanest,  most  democratic  and  best  system  of 
trade  unionism  in  the  world.

How  to  Buy 

Public  on  a  New  Credit  Binge; 
Labor,  Credit  Unions  Plan  Counseling

Both  the  AFL-CIO  and  the  Credit  Union  National  Asso- 
ciation have  announced  plans  to  counsel  their  millions  of 
members  on  how  to  manage  money.  These  programs  may  be 
just  in  time  to  save  many  families  from  a  repetition  of  the 
1955-56  fiasco.  Then  the  public  in  general  went  on  a  credit 
buying  binge.  This  was  followed  by  many  repossessions,  gar- 
nishees, complaints  of  overcharges  both  for  credit  merchan- 
dise and  finance  fees.  Finally  and  inevitably  came  the  1957- 
58  recession. 

Now  the  public  has  started  on  another  credit  binge.  In 
April,  installment  buying  jumped  by  $423,000,000,  the  largest 
monthly  increase  since  1955.  By  the  end  of  May,  consumers 
were  in  debt  to  the  tune  of  forty-six  billion  dollars,  a  rise  of  a 
billion  and  a  half  dollars  in  two  months  and  of  seventeen 
billion  dollars  in  five  years. 

The  labor  and  credit  unions  say  they  aren't  sure  they  know 
all  the  reasons  why  some  of  their  members — often  the  same 
ones  over  and  over — get  into  financial  jams.  But  they  feel 
it's  become  vital  to  help  families  learn  how  to  manage  their 
money  more  eftectively.  "Too  often  the  financial  gains  won 
at  the  bargaining  table  are  lost  at  the  retail  counter,"  warns 
Leo  Pedis,  AFL-CIO  Community  Services  Director. 

The  AFL-CIO  Community  Services  Committee  has  pilot 
classes  under  way  in  six  cities,  and  more  will  start  this  fall. 
The  National  Community  Services  Committee  has  been  con- 
centrating first  on  sending  its  local  representative  in  various 
cities  through  money-management  courses  arranged  with  the 
help  of  local  colleges.  The  local  representatives  in  turn  will 
arrange  courses  of  six  to  ten  classes  for  union  families  plus 
one-day  institutes  on  specific  local  consumer  problems.  For 
example,  the  Columbus,  Ohio,  AFL-CIO  Council  just  com- 
pleted its  first  nine  weeks  course  for  union  members  and 
wives,  using  the  City  Hall  for  the  classes. 

In  New  York,  the  Central  Labor  Council's  Community 
Services  Committee  has  joined  in  sponsoring  a  Metropolitan 
Consumer  Council.  The  Council  works  with  labor  and  credit 
unions,  co-ops,  family  service  agencies  and  other  community 
groups  to  develop  family  financial  counseling  programs.  The 
Council  is  making  a  consumer  course  available  to  local  unions 
or  other  organizations  wanting  to  provide  this  information 
for  members,  and  is  also  representing  consumer  interests 
before  local  government  agencies. 

Similarly  the  credit  unions  have  come  to  feel  that  high- 
pressure  installment  selling  makes  it  imperative  that  they 
provide  their  members  with  financial  counseling.  Such  guid- 
ance will  benefit  employers,  too,  points  out  John  Bigger,  edu- 
cational director  of  the  Credit  Union  National  Association. 

"People  more  secure  in  their  family  life  and  more  success- 
ful in  managing  their  money  make  more  effective  workers," 
he  says. 

The  credit  unions  are  concerned  that  credit  is  not  merely 
being  made  available  to  moderate-income  families,  it  is  being 
forced  on  people.  In  many  cases  this  high-pressure  credit  is 
high-cost  credit.  One  result  is  that  the  personal  bankruptcy 
rate  has  been  rising  fast,  the  CUNA  Executive  Committee 
reports. 

Since  credit  unions  are  non-profit  service  organizations, 


they  can  be  more  impartial  and  do  a  better  counseling  job 
than  the  pseudo-counseling  services  operated  by  profit-making 
enterprises  as  finance  companies,  mutual-fund  salesmen  and 
retailers,  says  Sidney  Blitz,  educational  director  of  the  New 
York  State  Credit  Union  League. 

Credit-union  counseling  programs  already  are  being  set  up 
in  several  states.  In  Utah,  credit-unions  are  working  out 
plans  for  such  counseling  with  other  agencies  and  universities. 
The  Michigan  State  League  has  been  operating  a  counseling 
course  in  cooperation  with  colleges  there  for  several  years. 
Nebraska  credit  unions  have  a  course  in  counseling  arranged 
for  this  fall  at  a  junior  college  there. 

Credit  unions  have  long  left  that  the  member  who  applies 
desperately  for  help  needs  more  than  money.  He  also  needs 
help  in  solving  problems  related  to  the  money. 

Hence,  many  local  credit  unions  for  some  time  have  had 
their  own  counseling  programs  which  give  families  valuable 
budgeting  and  other  preventive  counseling,  as  well  as  remedial 
help  after  they've  gotten  into  trouble.  The  Broome  County, 
N.Y.,  Teachers  Credit  Union  reports  that  younger  families 
especially  are  ready  to  spread  out  their  whole  financial  picture 
before  the  credit  union  officers,  because  they  expect  to  get 
help  and  advice. 

New  York's  big  Municipal  Credit  Union  has  a  trained  staff 
of  counselors,  and  always  has  loan  applicants  submit  their 
budgets  so  the  counselor  can  estimate  how  the  family  man- 
ages its  money,  and  offer  useful  suggestions. 

The  Portland,  Oregon,  Teacher  Credit  Union  reports  that 
it  has  been  counseling  members  on  budgeting  and  family 
finance  for  27  years,  and  finds  that  failure  of  a  borrower  to 
meet  his  obligations  as  promised,  nearly  always  can  be  traced 
to  lack  of  counseling. 

One  of  the  most  useful  counseling  services  provided  by 
some  credit  unions  is  to  keep  on  hand  copies  of  the  official 
auto  dealers'  list  of  trade-in-values  of  various  cars.  This  helps 
members  applying  for  credit  union  auto  loans  to  know  wheth- 
er they  are  getting  a  fair  allowance  for  their  old  cars,  and 
reasonable  prices  on  the  new  ones. 

In  providing  remedial  help  to  members  already  in  trouble, 
many  credit  unions  do  truly  yeoman  service.  Treasurer  Milton 
Pearl  reports  that  the  Schraders  Employees  Credit  Union, 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  often  is  able  to  get  reduced  settlements  of 
judgments  against  workers. 

Some  workers  have  as  many  as  eight  or  ten  judgments 
against  them.  The  strategy  of  this  credit  union  has  been  to 
buy  up  the  first  judgment,  so  that  the  credit  union  becomes 
the  primary  creditor.  By  holding  the  first  judgment  and  not 
paying  it  off,  the  credit  union  is  able  to  forestall  the  other 
creditors. 

Pearl  points  out  that  while  the  first  judgment  is  in  effect 
and  being  collected,  the  other  creditors  can't  do  anything. 

Creditors  are  more  willing  to  settle  for  less  on  a  judgment 
than  on  an  ordinary  debt.  Pearl  finds. 

If  you  yourself  have  an  opportunity  to  enroll  in  one  of  the 
new  counseling  programs  being  sponsored  by  your  local  coun- 
cil community  services  committee,  or  get  individual  counsel- 
ing from  your  credit  union  beforehand,  by  all  means  take  it.

AFL-aO  Policies 
Hammered  Out  By 
916  Delegates 

San  Francisco — A  total  of  916  delegates  to  the  five-day 
convention  hammered  out  the  policies  and  programs  which 
will  guide  the  AFL-CIO  during  the  next  two  years. 

The  delegates  represented  125  national  and  international 
unions,  6  AFL-CIO  departments,  44  state  central  bodies, 
156  city  central  groups  and  41  federal  local  unions. 

Three  fraternal  delegates  from  abroad  attended  the  ses- 
sions. A  total  of  136  trade  union  representatives  from  18 
countries  in  Europe,  Africa,  Latin  America  and  Asia  also 
witnessed  the  proceedings.

Meany  Sworn  in  As  UN  Delegate 

AFL-CIO  Pres.  George  Meany  was  sworn  in  last  week  as 
a  United  States  delegate  to  the  14th  session  of  the  General 
Assembly.  It  was  his  second  appointment  by  Pres.  Eisen- 
hower as  a  delegate. 

Meany  was  named  to  serve  as  the  U.S.  representative  on 
the  economic  and  social  committee,  known  in  UN  parlance 
as  the  Second  Committee. 

This  group,  headed  by  Prof.  Marcial  Tamayo  of  Bolivia 
as  chairman,  concerns  itself  with  the  problems  of  technical 
assistance,  loans  and  credits  to  underdeveloped  countries, 
non-self  governing  territories  and  the  work  of  the  UN  Korean 
reconstruction  agency. 

George  Harrison,  president  of  the  Railway  Clerks  and 
chairman  of  the  AFL-CIO  Intl.  Affairs  Committee,  served 
as  a  U.  S.  delegate  to  the  UN  last  session. 
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The  Lather 


Another  substantial  increase  in  activity  raised  the  employ- 
ment level  by  153,000  between  June  and  July.  This  gain, 
when  added  to  that  of  previous  months,  has  made  this  year's 
employment  expansion  one  of  the  largest  on  record.  In  the 
four  months  of  heaviest  seasonal  demand  for  labour — mid- 
March  to  mid-July — the  economy  has  provided  more  than 
650,000  additional  jobs.  This  represents  an  increase  of  12 
per  cent,  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  past 
three  years  and  equal  to  that  of  1955.  The  employment  total 
in  July,  6,206,000,  was  up  3  per  cent  over  the  year. 

The  labour  force  expanded  at  a  more  moderate  rate  than 
employment,  increasing  by  357,000  from  mid-March  to  mid- 
July.  The  margin  over  last  year  rose  to  120,000  by  July, 
which  is  not  much  less  than  the  long-term  average  and  con- 
siderably more  than  the  average  gain  for  the  first  six  months. 

A  liaison  committee  is  being  established  between  the  CLC 
and  the  AFL-CIO  to  deal  with  matters  of  mutual  interest  and 
concern.  It  is  expected  the  committee  will  be  a  six-member 
body  and  CLC  representatives  are  likely  to  be  named  at  the 
CLC  Executive  Council  meeting  in  Winnipeg  in  late  August. 
The  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council  gave  approval  to  the  idea 
at  a  recent  meeting. 


Farm  cash  income  in  the  first  quarter  of  1959  from  the  sale 
of  farm  products  and  participation  payments  on  the  previous 
year's  grain  crop  was  estimated  at  $625,000,000,  the  highest 
first-quarter  estimate  recorded  to  date  and  6  per  cent  larger 
than  last  year's  first-quarter  total  of  $613,000,000,  the  Do- 
minion Bureau  of  Statistics  has  reported. 

Earlier.  DBS  reported  that  the  net  income  of  Canadian 
farmers  (excluding  Newfoundland)  from  farming  operations 
was  an  estimated  $1.3  billion  in  1958,  up  20  per  cent  from  the 
1957  estimate  of  $1.1  billion  and  approximately  the  same  as 
the  five-year  (1953-57)  average. 

The  propaganda  barrage  being  aimed  at  labour  is  not  re- 
stricted to  Canada.  It  is  well  known  that  opponents  of  labour 
in  this  country  are  following  closely  methods  developed  in 


the  United  States  and  it  now  appears  that  labour  in  the 
United  Kingdom  is  facing  a  somewhat  similar  situation  in  an 
intensive  drive  against  nationalization. 

Greatly  increased  strike  activity,  most  of  it  in  British  Co- 
lumbia, marked  the  industrial  relations  picture  in  July.  Log- 
gers, fishermen  and  fish  cannery  workers,  structural  iron 
workers,  garage  employees,  marine  engineers,  cement  masons 
and  carpenters  were  among  the  occupations  affected.  Some 
disputes  have  been  settled,  but  the  largest  work  stoppage, 
involving  the  B.C.  loggers,  was  still  in  effect  at  the  time  of 
writing.  In  eastern  Canada  one  major  work  stoppage  was  in 
effect  at  the  John  Inglis  plant  in  Toronto.  Meanwhile  im- 
portant settlements  were  reached  in  the  telephone  industry, 
affecting  more  than  20,000  workers,  and  in  a  variety  of  other 
industries  affecting  smaller  numbers  of  employees. 


All  provinces  are  now  under  the  federal-provincial  unem- 
ployment relief  scheme.  The  Minister  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  announced  in  the  Commons  on  July  4  that  on 
July  1  Quebec,  the  last  province  to  do  so,  had  signed  an 
agreement  to  enter  the  plan  (see  page  803). 

The  agreement  is  the  standard  one  between  the  federal 
Government  and  the  provinces;  and  while  it  took  effect  on 
July  1,  Quebec,  like  the  other  signatory  provinces,  will  be 
able  retroactively  to  draw  contributions  from  the  federal 
treasury  in  connection  with  relief  payments  going  back  to 
July  1,  1958. 

Unemployment  has  been  falling  fairly  steadily  since  the 
end  of  last  year  and  by  mid-July  amounted  to  3.5  per  cent  of 
the  labour  force  compared  with  4.6  per  cent  in  July  1958. 
The  decline  stems  from  two  developments.  The  first  is  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  employment,  and  the  second  is  the  rela- 
tively slow  rate  at  which  the  labour  force  has  expanded  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

The  decline  in  unemployment  has  involved  both  sexes  and 
all  age  groups.  In  June,  male  job-seekers,*  accounting  for  85 
per  cent  of  the  total,  showed  a  year-to-year  decline  of  77,000; 
females  were  1  3.000  lower  than  a  year  before.

NKW  BEAT-THKUNIONS  LEGISLAIION  ASKED 

If  anyone  thinks  that  the  job  of  crippling  the  trade  union 
movement  by  Congress  has  been  completed,  he  better  think 
again. 

"We  have  further  woriv  to  do  in  this  held,"  Sen.  Barry  Gold- 
water  (R.,  Ariz.),  a  prime  architect  of  anti-union  legislation, 
told  the  Senate  during  the  final  debate  on  the  conference  bill. 

Goldwater  announced  that  he  had  a  number  of  proposals. 
Among  these  were  placing  unions  under  the  anti-trust  laws, 
making  unions  subject  to  sweeping  injunctions  in  Federal 
courts,  taxing  unions,  compulsory  open  shop,  making  unions 
liable  for  acts  of  their  individual  members,  giving  employers 
the  right  to  fire  workers  for  union  activities,  and  so  on. 

He  stressed  that  he  was  "  pleased  with  the  conference  bill  as 
reported"  but  that  more  action  was  needed,  in  his  view,  in 
these  other  areas. 

Sen.  John  McClellan  (D..  Ark.)  also  declared  that  "if  the 
legislation  we  are  about  to  enact  is  not  sufficient,"  he  would 
propose  putting  unions  under  anti-trust  laws. 

QUO  re  ON  LANDRUM-GRIFFIN  BILL 

"What  the  Administration  and  the  Republican  leadership 
and  some  of  the  Southern  Democrats  and  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Manufacturers  and  all  their  assorted  payrollers 
and  mouthpieces  meant  by  a  'strong  labor  bill'  (Landrum- 
Griffin)  was  a  bill  that  would  contain  amendments  to  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Act  slyly  calculated  to  cripple  and  penalize  perfectly 
honest,  legitimate  unions.

SENATOR  GREASES  TRACKS 
FOR  TRANSIT  COMPANY 

.Sen.  J.  Glenn  Beall  (R.,  Md.)  accepted  a  campaign  con- 
tribution from  Edward  Colladay,  who  registered  as  a  lobby- 
ist for  Washington's  D.C.  Transit  Company.  Beall  (which 
rhymes  with  "sell")  is  the  Senator  who  twice  introduced  bills 
that  would  grant  the  transit  firm  a  $500,000  annual  subsidy. 
The  contribution,  reported  by  the  Baltimore  News-Post,  is 
listed  among  Beall's  campaign  fund  in  a  report  filed  with  the 
Allegany  County  Court. 


Colladay.  a  former  Republican  National  Committeeman, 
itemized  the  bills  in  which  the  D.C.  Transit  Co.  was  inter- 
ested, as  required  by  the  Lobbying  Act.  One  would  authorize 
the  District  of  Columbia  commissioners  to  buy  special  tickets 
from  the  transit  company  for  resale  to  children  at  school 
rates.  Another  would  make  up  the  difference  between  the 
7' 2 -cent-a-ride  school  fare  and  the  actual  transportation  cost. 

Both  bills  were  introduced  by  Beall  in  1958.  Two  similar 
bills  were  again  introduced  by  Beall  this  year.  None  of  the 
measures  ever  passed. 

Beall  told  the  News-Post:  "I  don't  see  anything  wrong  with 
accepting  money  from  a  long-standing  friend.  ...  In  almost 
every  metropolitan  area  you  have  trouble  with  transit  com- 
panies." 

But  they  don't  have  any  trouble  with  Senator  Beall. 

FARM  PRICES  DROP  DESPITE  IKE'S  PROMISES 

Prices  received  by  farmers  last  month  averaged  only  80 
per  cent  of  parity,  the  Agricultural  Department  reports. 
Parity  is  an  index  designed  to  give  the  farmer  a  fair  price 
for  his  commodities  in  relation  to  goods  and  services  he  has 
to  buy  to  produce  them. 

In  his  famous  speech  in  Brookings,  S.D.,  on  Oct.  4,  1952, 
when  he  was  asking  the  farmers  to  vote  for  him  for  Presi- 
dent, General  Eisenhower  said:  "The  Republican  Party  is 
pledged  to  the  sustaining  of  the  90  per  cent  parity  price  sup- 
port and  it  is  pledged  even  more  than  that  to  helping  the 
farmer  obtain  his  full  parity,  100  per  cent  parity,  with  the 
guarantee  in  the  price  supports  of  90."

An  economist  writing  for  the  American  Economic  Review 
shows  that  the  idea,  carefully  nurtured  in  Big  Business  hot- 
houses, that  the  great  American  public  owns  larger  industries 
through  stock  purchases  is  a  myth. 

Victor  Perlo  reveals  that  each  of  three  famous  families, 
the  Du  Ponts.  Rockefellers  and  Mellons,  owns  more  stock 
than  oil  of  the  nation's  working  fcunilies  combined.  The 
total  value  of  all  stocks  held  by  families  of  wage  earners 
in  the  country  amounts  to  some  5756*  million.  The  value  of 
holdings  of  the  Du  Pont  family  total  S4  billion,  and  those 
of  the  Rockefeller  and  Mellon  families  exceed  $3  billion 
each.

In  the  Journal  last  month,  October,  1959,  the  entire  Labor 
Management  Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959  was 
printed  in  t'lill  and  a  copy  made  available  to  each  local  union 
to  be  mailed  to  each  and  every  member  at  their  last  known 
address.  Since  that  time  numerous  inquiries  have  come  to 
this  office  tor  further  detailed  information.  First,  elections, 
many  of  our  local  unions  are  now  facing  election  of  officers. 

To  be  in  compliance  with  the  law,  written  notice  must  be 
mailed  to  each  and  every  member  at  their  last  known  ad- 
dress at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  nomination  or  election 
and  if  held  separately,  the  notice  should  be  mailed  for  both 
nomination  and  election  stating  time  and  place  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

Elections  must  be  held  by  secret  ballot  vote,  and  all  candi- 
dates names  must  be  voted  on.  No  white  ballots  may  be  cast 
for  a  candidate. 

These  ballots  must  be  retained  after  the  election  for  a 
period  of  at  least  one  (1)  year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  present  law  supersedes  18BB, 
on  page  44,  of  the  LIU  Constitution  in  respect  to  the  election 
of  officers.  This  section  provides  that  transferred  members 
may  not  vote  on  election  of  officers,  etc.,  until  they  have 
been  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  local  union  for  at 
least  six  (6)  months.  Under  the  present  law.  a  member  is 
eligible  as  soon  as  his  transfer  is  accepted.  You  may  not 
prohibit  this  member  from  voting  on  the  election  of  officers, 
but  you  may  prohibit  him  from  being  a  candidate  for  office. 
I  would  urge  that  you  refer  to  Title  4.  Elections.  Section  401 
A,  on  page  7.  of  the  October  Journal. 

In  the  last  Journal,  we  commented  briefly  on  the  problems 
involving  the  bonding  of  our  local  unions.  We  now  have 
some  further  information  in  respect  to  this  matter. 

The  first  question  to  be  resolved  is  "who  has  to  be  bonded?" 
Ans:  Any  local  union  or  council  having  total  assets  in 
property  and  funds  handled  of  over  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000)  in  the  previous  fiscal  year  must  be  bonded  under 
the  new  law. 

Second,  in  what  amount  does  the  local  or  council  have 
to  be  bonded?  Ans:  They  must  be  bonded  at  a  minimum  of 
ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  their  last  years  total  of  money  handled. 

The  last  question  arising  is,  what  kind  of  bond  is  required? 
This  last,  we  cannot  answer.  We  have  been  unable  to  get 
a  definite  answer  as  to  the  type  of  bond,  therefore,  we  have 
notified  the  Labor  Department  of  the  following: 

"That  our  International  Constitution  provides  on  pages 
78  and  79  that  the  International  Union  bond  each  and  every 
local  union  to  the  extent  of  twenty  five  hundred  dollars 
(52,500)  and  that  most  of  our  local  unions  having  bonding 
requirements  which  are  higher,  have  taken  out  additional 
bonds,  which  may  or  may  not  meet  the  provisions  of  the  new 
law.  This  should  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  announced 
formula,  and  you,  the  local  union  or  council,  must  notify 
us  of  the  amount,  since  we  do  not  have  the  information,  if 
you  wish  us  to  increase  your  bond  over  the  twenty  five  hun- 


dred dollars  ($2,500),  for  which  you  are  now  bonded.  We 
have  further  advised  the  Labor  Department  that  we  do  bond 
all  local  unions  and  councils  and  advised  them  as  to  the 
amount  and  that  we  intend  to  retain  our  present  bonding 
system,  until  further  notification  and  direction  from  the 
Labor  Department,  with  one  exception  and  that  is,  of  course, 
the  requirements  of  additional  bonds  for  those  who  need 
over  and  above  twenty  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500).  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  all  locals  and  councils  under  the 
five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  demarcation  line  set  forth 
above  should  not  be  considered  since  they  are  already 
bonded  by  the  International  Union  and  the  type  of  bond  they 
have  is  not  aft'ected  by  any  further  ruling  by  the  Labor  De- 
partment. 

Those  local  unions  in  excess  of  that  amount  will  probably 
be  affected,  but  at  the  present  time  and  until  we  receive  di- 
rections from  the  Labor  Department,  unless  you  have  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  in  property  and  money 
handled  in  your  last  fiscal  year,  you  are  to  consider  yourself 
adequately  covered,  as  to  the  type  of  bond. 

We  have  just  received  from  the  Labor  Department,  a  copy 
of  the  instructions  and  reporting  form,  and  we  immediately 
ordered  copies  of  this  for  each  local  and  council,  which  will 
be  mailed  this  coming  week  we  hope,  if  received  from  the 
Department. 

After  having  read  the  instructions  and  reviewed  the  form, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  filling  out 
this  form,  when  you  receive  it.  It  should  be  filled  out  im- 
mediately and  mailed  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Management, 
and  Reports,  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  the  time  limit  in  filing  this  report  is  Dec.  15,  1959. 

As  we  previously  advised  you,  we  have  now  completed  a 
sample  set  of  By-laws  which  comply  with  the  new  Law,  and 
they  will  be  mailed  out  next  week  to  each  local  and  council. 
You  will  note  that  each  and  every  local  and  council  must 
file,  with  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Management  Reports,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  a  copy  of  their 
By-laws,  and  items  which  they  must  contain  are  set  forth 
under  the  caption  of  Reports  of  Officers  and  Employees  of 
Labor  Organizations,  on  page  4,  of  the  October  Journal. 
These  provisions  are  set  forth  in  your  sample  set  of  By-laws. 
We  have  not  however  put  into  the  sample  set  of  By-laws  what 
I  consider  working  rules,  such  as  rules  governing — Foreman, 
Apprentices,  Stewards,  Wages  and  Hours,  Signing  of  Vouch- 
ers, and  Penalties  therefore.  Payment  of  dues.  Fines,  Suspen- 
sions, Holidays,  Overtime  or  Minimum  work  standards,  since 
these  vary  they  will  have  to  filled  in  by  the  Local  Union,  to 
fit  their  own  area.

GENERAL  SECRETARY -TREASUREF 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  had  many  occasions 
where  apprentices  have  desired  to  move  from  one  local's 
jurisdiction  to  another,  we  have  now  developed  a  form 
which  we  are  calling  "Apprentice  Release  and  Accept- 
ance." On  the  following  page,  you  will  find  a  sample  of 
this  release  and  acceptance  form.  A  copy  of  this  form  will 
be  sent  to  each  local  with  the  receipt  for  their  current  per 
capita  tax.  Further  copies  of  this  form  will  be  available 
upon  request  for  any  local  desiring  more.  Because  some 
locals  may  not  find  it  necessary  to  use  this  form  at  all,  we 
are  not  mailing  out  extra  copies  to  every  local. 

You  will  notice  in  this  issue  of  the  "Lather,"  we  are 
publishing  the  locals  that  are  delinquent  in  their  per  capita 
tax  to  Headquarters.  If  any  local  is  delinquent,  the  fact 
will  be  published  each  month  in  the  "Lather,"  and  this 
publication  will  be  considered  official  notice,  of  being  de- 
linquent, as  required  by  Section  22  of  the  L.I.U.  Consti- 
tution. The  reason  for  publishing  a  local's  deliquency  is 
that  we  feel  many  of  the  members,  who  pay  their  dues 
currently,  do  not  realize  that  the  local  they  belong  to  is 
delinquent  in  paying  its  per  capita  tax-  Locals  dehnquent 
in  paying  per  capita  tax  could  result  in  the  suspension  of 
the  local  and  also  could  result  in  the  suspension  of  all  the 
members  of  the  local.  The  delinquent  locals  will  be  found 
on  page  23  of  this  issue  of  the  "Lather." 

We  receive  many  checks  made  out  to  myself  for  pay- 
ment of  per  capita  tax,  supplies,  and  other  items.  These 
checks  should  be  made  out  to  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal 
Lathers'  International  Union,  and  not  to  me.  Please  com- 
ply with  this  request.  Another  thing  that  we  find  in  error, 
is  that  many  of  the  secretaries  of  the  locals  send  in  per- 
sonal checks.  To  be  in  compliance  with  the  present  day 


laws,  all  local  funds  should  be  in  a  checking  account  under 
the  name  of  the  local  union,  and  not  any  individual. 

Although  General  President  Mashburn  drew  to  your 
attention  the  necessity  of  a  voluntary  contribution  from 
every  member  of  our  International  to  "COPE,"  I  would 
like  to  point  it  out  to  you  again.  This  contribution  and 
our  voting  for  people  favorable  to  labor  on  election  day 
is  the  only  method  by  which  we  are  going  to  be  able  to 
overcome  or  remedy  the  present  Labor  Legislation  of 
which  you  are  all  aware.  When  such  restrictive  legislation 
has  been  rendered  against  the  union  movement,  it  is  time 
we  should  work  together  in  the  hopes  of  overcoming  some 
of  the  restrictions  of  the  legislation.  There  certainly  are  a 
vast  amount  of  opportunities  to  be  had  by  sticking  to- 
gether, and  I  believe  that  now  is  the  time  when  we  should 
realize  the  need  of  it  the  most.  Let's  give  100%  support 
to  "COPE"  and  100%  support  to  people  favorable  to 
labor  on  election  day. 

1  would  like  to  remind  you  that  in  the  October  issue 
of  the  Journal,  we  published  a  copy  of  the  Labor  Man- 
agement Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959.  If  any 
of  you  have  not  read  this  act  or  have  not  received  a  copy 
of  this  act,  I  would  again  advise  you  to  get  a  copy  of  the 
October  Lather,  and  read  it  thoroughly,  so  that  you 
may  have  a  better  understanding  of  what  the  law  contains. 
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reports  on  Washington 


FHA  is  expected  to  put  off  until  January  1  new,  easier 
down-payment  schedules  for  Section  203  housing  as  approved 
in  the  new  housing  law.  The  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank 
Board  also  delayed  issuing  rules  and  regulations  for  use  of 
Federal  savings  and  loans  funds  by  builders  acquiring  and 
developing  land. 


While  unemployment  dropped  by  200,000  to  3.2  million 
in  September,  total  employment  also  dropped  by  900.000 
bringing  the  number  of  employed  down  to  66.3  million.  The 
decline  in  unemployment  was  less  than  seasonal  and  brought 
the  rate  of  joblessness  up  from  5.5  to  5.6  percent.  While 
part  of  the  less  than  seasonal  decline  was  attributable  to  lay- 
offs related  to  the  steel  strike,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
true  jobless  rate  remains  at  near  recession  levels.  Manufac- 
turing employment  at  16.3  million  was  up  seasonally  by 
about  150,000,  largely  reflecting  full  production  on  1960 
model  automobiles. 


Sen.  Joseph  S.  Clark  (D.,  Pa.)  has  declared  that  he  hopes 
field  hearings  of  a  special  Senate  Committee  on  Unemploy- 
ment will  "shatter  the  national  complacency"  about  jobless- 
ness. Opening  the  first  hearings  in  Uniontown,  Pa..  Clark 
charged  that  while  national  production  and  income  were  at 
record  heights,  unemployment  totaled  as  much  as  20  percent 
of  the  labor  force  in  some  localities.  He  also  challenged 
Chamber  of  Commerce  testimony  delivered  in  October  that 
termed  present  unemployment  levels  as  "natural  and  in- 
evitable."' Clark  pointed  out  that  some  European  and  Scan- 
dinavian countries  have  found  that  unemployment  can  be 
■"brought  down  to  two  or  three  percent  and  held  there."

Health.  Education  and  Welfare  Sec.  Arthur  S.  Flemming 
has  declared  that  ""although  there  is  need  for  more  public 
school  construction  rather  than  less,  the  latest  statistics  on 
school  bond  sales,  indicate  that  marked  declines  in  school 
construction  are  to  be  expected."  According  to  Flemming, 
school  bond  sales  for  the  period  of  September  1958  through 
August  1959  totalled  20  percent  less  than  the  figure  for  the 
preceding  12-month  period.  The  HEW  Secretary  admitted 
that  higher  interest  rates  "may  be  a  factor"  in  the  lower 
bond  offerings  and  sales. 


NLRB,  in  its  first  decision  involving  the  Landrum-Griffin 
Bill,  has  decided  to  certify  unions  that  win  NLRB  elections 
even  though  the  unions  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  now- 
obsolete  filing  requirements  of  Taft-Hartley.  Previously,  the 
Board  had  refused  to  certify  unions  that  failed  to  file  finan- 
cial data  and  nonCommunist  affidavits  with  the  government. 
In  a  case  involving  the  Whaley  Coal  Co..  of  Fonde,  Ky.,  the 
Scott  County  Miners  Unions  and  United  Mine  Workers, 
District  19,  a  three-to-two  majority  of  the  Board  ruled  that 
it  would  certify  the  Mine  Workers  if  it  won  a  pending  repre- 
sentation election.  The  Board  majority  added  that  its  decision 
would  apply  to  all  similar  cases. 


Department  of  Labor  has  reported  that  unions  have  won 
average  wage  increases  of  from  seven  to  eight  cents  per  hour 
in  bargaining  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year.  About 
1.7  million  workers  received  wage  increases  as  a  result  of 
union  negotiations  in  the  first  six  months.  About  14  percent 
got  wage  increases  of  from  five  to  seven  cents,  about  the  same 
number  had  increases  of  from  13  to  15  cents  and  only  four 
percent  got  no  wage  increases  in  this  period.  Fringe  benefit 
changes  generally  provided  for  better  health  and  welfare 
benefits  and  improved  vacations.

POLLSTERS  FALL  ON  THEIR  FACES  AGAIN 

After  the  Gallup  Poll  and  other  professional  gazers  of 
political  crystal  balls  fell  on  their  faces  and  their  "probability 
samples"  in  the  1948  elections,  they  interviewed  themselves 
in  depth.  They  decided  that  they  would  "change  their  tech- 
niques" and  "redefine  their  methods"  in  order  to  predict  how 
people  would  vote  at  the  polls.  At  least  that's  what  they  told 
the  public  so  they  could  stay  in  business. 

The  British  elections  this  month — 11  years  after  '48 — 
showed  just  how  reliable  the  Gallups  have  become.  Three 
days  before  the  elections,  the  British  Gallup  Poll  said,  with  its 
usual  pseudo-scientific  gobbledygook,  that  the  Labor  Party 
and  the  Conservative  Party  stood  neck-and-neck.  The  Gallup- 
ers  said  the  two  parties  stood  even  at  37V2  per  cent.  (Love 
that  '/2 !)  But  when  the  votes  were  counted,  the  Conserv- 
atives had  received  SVi  per  cent  more  than  the  Laborites. 

Of  course,  the  Gallup  folks  pontificated  before  the  elec- 
tions that  20'/2  per  cent  of  the  people  "didn't  know"  how 
they  were  going  to  vote.  But  obviously  the  British  voters 
did  know  how  they  were  going  to  vote.  The  poll  takers  were 
the  ones  who  were  confused,  not  the  people. 

The  Gallup  fiasco  in  Britain  recalls  a  similar  disaster  for  the 
pollsters  only  two  years  ago  in  Canada.  The  Gallup  organi- 
zation up  there  predicted  the  Liberals  would  get  48  per  cent 
of  the  vote  and  the  Conservatives  34  per  cent.  But  what  hap- 
pened? The  Liberals  received  only  41  per  cent,  the  Conserv- 
atives 39  per  cent. 

On  the  morning  after  the  Canadian  elections,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  Gallup  Guessers  reported  in  their  dignified  mum- 
bo-jumbo  that  the  Liberal  Party  had  registered  late  f^'ains. 
Turned  out  they  were  so  late  they  didn't  show  up  at  all. 

Moral:  Don't  believe  it  is  all  over  but  the  shouting  when 
the  Gallup  Poll  comes  up  with  an  election  (or  nomination) 
prediction.  It  still  doesn't  know  how  to  assess  the  future  be- 
havior of  undecided  voters,  or  predict  behavior  when  all  it 
has  is  an  expression  of  opinion  or  intent. 
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FICURKS  SHOW  HOW  DIXH-X  RA I -COP  COALITION 
OPKRAIFS 

Here's  why  no  legislation  opposed  by  the  Republican-Dixie- 
crat  coalition  can  be  passed  by  Congress.  I  he  House  consists 
of  283  Democrats  and  153  Republicans.  Ninety-nine  of  the 
Democrats  arc  from  the  South,  30  from  states  bordering  the 
South  and  154  from  the  North,  East  and  West.  The  Republi- 
cans have  a  little  more  than  150  Members,  as  do  the  liberal 
Democrats. 

Thus  it  lies  within  the  power  of  the  129  Soiilheni  and  hor- 
der-slcite  Democrats  to  decide  what  to  do  with  many  major 
issues. 

As  Rep.  Jim  O'Hara  (D.,  Mich.)  says,  when  the  coalition 
musters  its  full  strength,  it  carries  with  it  about  half  (15)  of 
the  border  state  Members,  and  all  but  about  15  Members  (or 
84)  from  the  conservative  South.  This  gives  the  Republican- 
Dixiecrat  coalition  an  actual  working  majority  (of  about  250) 
in  the  House. 

Thus,  O'Hara  points  out,  "simple  arithmetic  explains  much 
of  what  has  occurred  in  the  past  session  of  Congress.  Ob- 
viously, no  legislation  opposed  by  the  coalition  will  be  en- 
acted." 

POLITICAL  EDUCATION  BEARS  FRUIT 

"Perhaps  our  most  encouraging  progress  has  taken  place  in 
the  field  of  political  action.  Our  carefully  conducted  program 
of  political  education  is  now  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  The  1958 
Congressional  elections  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  many  un- 
friendly candidates  and  the  election  of  the  largest  number  of 
liberal  lawmakers  in  a  generation. 

"The  voters  in  four  out  of  five  states  defeated  sinister  "right- 
to-work'  proposals  so  overwhelmingly  that  candidates  in  the 
future,  it  is  generally  conceded,  will  no  longer  try  to  ride  into 
office  on  that  issue.  We  are  moving  ahead  determinedly  in 
the  political  field  and  we  look  forward  tt)  even  i^reater  harvests 
in  the  I960  elections."

Encouraged  by  passage  of  a  "tough"  labor  reform  bill,  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  says,  Benson  calculates  that  "a  similarly- 
loud  public  controversy"  might  force  new  legislative  cuts  in 
farm  subsidies  from  a  reluctant  Congress  in  1960.

For  instance,  what  candidate 
for  high  office  would  dare  suggest  that  America  adopt  the 
kind  of  public  medical  insurance  which  the  British  Conserv- 
atives have  adopted?

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Dr.  Bell's  First  Laboratory 
Is  Restored 

ALEXANDER  GRAHAM  BELL'S  tirst  laboratory  exists 
again! 

The  original  timhcrs.  windows  and  walls  stand  nail  by  nail, 
and  knothole  by  knothole,  as  the\  stood  in  October,  1875.  The 
books  Bell  studied,  the  apparatus  with  which  he  experimented, 
the  papers  he  worked  on  84  years  ago.  are  duplicated  as  they 
were.  Even  the  view  on  which  he  gazed  from  the  window  as 
he  dreamed  of  the  telephone's  future  can  be  seen  again  from 
the  very  window. 

The  exhibit  was  opened  to  the  public  on  June  2.  the  84th 
anniversary  of  the  first  successful  transmittal  of  the  sounds 
of  a  human  voice  by  telephone. 

Bell's  original  workshop,  which  occupied  a  corner  of  an 
attic  at  the  electrical  workshop  of  Charles  Williams  at  109 
Court  Street.  Boston,  is  now  a  permanent  public  exhibit. 
Restored  exactly  as  it  was  when  Bell  was  a  young  man  of 
29.  it  is  a  part  of  the  lobby  at  the  headquarters  building  of 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  at  185 
Franklin  Street.  Boston. 

Bell's  first  laboratory  was  not  the  scene  of  the  first  intel- 
ligible words  heard  over  the  telephone — the  famous  message 
"Mr.  Watson,  come  here.  I  want  you."  That  first  successful 
telephone  call  was  made  at  Bell's  later  workshop  and  labora- 
tory at  5  Exeter  Place.  Boston.  However,  the  Court  Street 
laboratory  has  perhaps  an  even  more  significant  place  in  tele- 
phone history. 

It  was  here,  on  June  2,  1875.  that  the  sound  of  a  vibrating 
reed  transmitted  over  a  wire  confirmed  Bell's  theory  of  the 
electrical  transmission  of  sound.  And  it  was  here  in  the  Court 
Street  laboratory  on  the  following  day  that  the  "gallows  type" 
telephone  first  transmitted  recognizable  speech  sounds  so

clearly  that  Thomas  A.  Watson,  listening  at  a  telephone  on  the 
floor  below,  said.  "I  heard  you!  I  heard  you  plainly!  I  could 
almost  understand  the  words!" 

Time  and  change  have  erased  nearly  every  landmark  as- 
sociated with  the  invention  of  the  telephone.  The  original 
building  at  109  Court  Street  and  most  of  the  street  itself  have 
long  since  disappeared.  When  the  building  was  lorn  down 
more  than  30  years  ago  to  widen  a  street  in  Boston's  crowded 
downtown  section.  Bell's  old  laboratory  was  saved. 

Every  timber  and  frame  was  numbered,  every  nail  was  col- 
lected, and  the  numbers  on  the  lumber  were  keyed  to  a  master 
sketch  of  the  attic  workshop  as  it  was  in  Bell's  day.  The  master 
sketch  bears  the  signature  of  Thomas  A.  Watson,  as  proof  that 
the  old  laboratory  was  as  he  remembered  it  in  the  year  1875. 
Then  the  timbers  and  window  frames  and  nails  were  stored  in 
a  company  building. 

Reassembling  the  ancient  timbers  was  like  putting  a  giant 
jigsaw  puzzle  together.  In  spite  of  the  care  of  the  telephone 
engineers  in  numbering  and  storing  the  beams  and  boards, 
during  the  years  they  had  been  moved  several  times  and  they 
were  covered  with  the  dust  and  dirt  of  time.  But  as  it  stands 
today,  the  laboratory  is  just  as  Bell  and  Watson  knew  it  when 
as  young  men  they  worked  there  until  late  at  night  to  find  a 
way  for  wires  to  carry  speech.

ILO  HONORED  AT  ANNIVERSARY  DINNER 


The  International  Labor  Organization  "has  lived  up  to  the 
high  hopes  of  its  founding  fathers,"  Secretary  of  Labor 
James  P.  Mitchell  said  at  the  dinner  in  Washington  mari<ing 
the  40th  anniversary  of  the  ILO. 

The  dinner,  sponsored  jointly  by  Secretary  Mitchell,  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce  Frederick  H.  Mueller,  and  Under  Secretary 
of  State  Robert  Murphy,  also  marked  the  25th  anniversary  of 
United  States  membership  in  the  ILO,  the  oldest  major  spe- 
cialized agency  associated  with  the  United  Nations. 

Samuel  Gompers  was  one  of  the  moving  figures  in  the 
establishment  of  the  Organization  40  years  ago.  The  first  ILO 
conference  was  held  in  October  1919,  in  the  Pan  American 
Union  in  Washington,  following  by  just  a  few  months  the 
establishment  of  the  ILO  under  the  Treaty  of  Versailles.  Mr. 
Gompers,  first  president  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
headed  the  commission  which  drafted  the  ILO  constitution  at 
Versailles. 

Mr.  Mitchell  said  the  ILO  is  of  "unique  importance"  to  the

United  States  and  the  free  world.  "It  is  the  only  organization 
created  to  deal  with  the  problems  which  are  so  real  to  the 
vast  majority  of  the  people  in  the  world — problems  of  work, 
wages,  security,  and  the  right  of  all  human  beings  to  freedom 
and  dignity." 

At  the  dinner,  the  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  President 
Eisenhower  to  ILO  Director-General  David  A.  Morse,  in 
which  the  President  said: 

"The  United  States  Government  is  proud  to  reaffirm  its  sup- 
port of  the  International  Labor  Organization.  .  .  . 

"Millions  throughout  the  world  have  benefited  from  your 
broad  and  diverse  activities.  I  am  thinking  particularly  of  the 
fruitful  results  gained  from  your  technical  assistance  efforts. 
In  the  work  of  the  ILO  to  advance  the  development  of  a  great 
host  of  eager  and  determined  people,  your  organization  is 
providing  a  model  of  cooperative  international  action."

Fourth  Annual  Meeting  Draws  Crowd 


The  largest  crowd  since  the  organization  of  the  group  at- 
tended the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
Bureau  for  Lath  and  Plaster.  September  22nd,  at  the  beauti- 
ful El  Rancho  Hotel.  More  than  sixty  (60)  lathing  and  plaster- 
ing contractors,  journeymen,  and  a  strong  delegation  of 
apprentices  heard  Khalil  Bennett,  featured  speaker  of  the 
evening,  urge  greater  concentration  of  effort  in  obtaining 
new  men  to  man  the  trowel.  Bennett,  an  executive  of  the 
Norman  T.  Hill  lathing  and  plastering  firm,  reviewed  the 
highly  successful  past  and  the  very  promising  future  of  lath- 
ing and  plastering  in  the  .Sacramento  area,  but  warned  that 
without  skilled  manpower  serious  difficulties  may  lie  ahead. 

Carl  J.  Stowe,  Field  Director  of  the  Bureau,  in  his  annual 
report  listed  a  host  of  activities  and  bureau  accomplishments 
— many  of  which  he  modestly  attributed  to  his  predecessors. 
Stowe  emphasized  that  the  beautiful  new  oflfices  of  the  bureau 
have  already  paid  host  to  a  large  number  of  prospects  as 
well  as  industry  people.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


In  my  last  two  Reports  I  have  dealt  with  the  new  labor 
law  and  since  questions  continue  to  be  raised  I  feel  that  it  is 
necessary  to,  again,  make  further  report. 

You  have  previously  received  a  Sample  Constitution  or 
By-Laws  as  well  as  a  sample  report  form.  This,  of  course, 
only  dealt  with  one  of  the  reports  under  the  law.  You  still 
have  to  make  a  financial  report  within  ninety  (90)  days  after 
the  end  of  your  fiscal  year.  The  law  requires  annual  financial 
reports  and  requires  that  every  labor  organization,  which 
means  all  of  our  affiliated  locals  and  councils,  shall  file  a  fi- 
nancial report  annually  with  the  Secretary  of  Labor. 

The  financial  report  is  due,  as  we  stated  before,  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  organization.  If 
you  have  no  fiscal  year  then  one  must  be  established.  It  is 
my  recommendation,  if  you  do  not  have  a  fiscal  year,  that 
you  establish  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  as  of  December  31 
since  your  membership  ledger  provides  that  the  members 
names  be  changed  to  a  new  page  each  December  31.  The 
information  to  be  included  on  this  financial  report  during  the 
previous  fiscal  year  will  be  on  Form  LM-2  which  Form  will 
require  the  following  information: 

Assets  and  liabilities  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

Listing  of  receipts  of  any  kind  and  where  they  came  from. 

Salaries  and  allowances  and  other  direct  or  indirect  pay- 
ments to  each  officer,  irrespective  of  the  amounts,  and  also 
to  each  employee  who  received  more  than  $10,000  in  the 
aggregate  during  the  year  from  the  reporting  organization 
or  any  other  affiliated  labor  organization. 

A  listing  of  all  loans,  direct  or  indirect,  made  to  any  officer, 
employee  or  member  which  aggregated  more  than  $250 
during  the  year  to  any  one  person.  A  statement  must  be 
included  giving  the  purpose  of  each  loan,  security  furnished 
if  any,  the  arrangements  for  repayment  of  the  loan. 

A  listing  of  all  direct  or  indirect  loans  made  to  any  busi- 
ness enterprise  including  a  statement  giving  purpose  of 
loan,  security  furnished,  and  arrangements  for  repayment 
and  any  other  disbursements  and  purposes  for  which  they 
were  made. 

This  report  must  be  signed  by  the  president  and  treasurer 
or  corresponding  principal  officers  of  the  reporting  organiza- 
tion and  should  be  mailed  to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor, 
Bureau  of  Labor-Management  Reports,  Washington  25,  D.C. 

All  of  the  above  information  must  be  made  available  to 
all  members  in  good  standing  and  members  are  allowed  to 
examine  such  information  if  such  a  request  is  made.  The 
law  requires  the  reporting  organization  to  keep  records  to 
substantiate  these  reports  for  five  (5)  years  after  the  report 


is  filed.  The  law  provides  the  Secretary  of  Labor  with  dis- 
cretion to  exempt  certain  organizations  but  no  such  ruling 
has  yet  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor. 

We  have  previously  reported  to  you  regarding  the  bond- 
ing of  local  unions  and  since  no  rules  or  regulations  will  be 
issued  until  approximately  the  middle  of  December,  previous 
information  should  be  adequate. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  questions  from  affiliated  local 
unions  asking  who  may  vote.  The  following  are  a  few  ques- 
tions and  answers  which  may  be  of  help  to  you. 

Question:  Who  may  vote? 

Answer:  Any  member  in  good  standing  can  vote. 

Question:  Can  apprentices  vote? 
Answer:  No. 

Question:  Can  a  Solicitor  vote? 
Answer:  No. 

Question:  Can  a  reinstated  member  vote  immediately? 
Answer:  He  can  after  he  is  reinstated  at  Headquarters. 

Question:  Can  a  transferred  member  vote? 
Answer:  Yes,  as  soon  as  his  transfer  is  accepted. 

We  have  been  asked  who  can  be  a  candidate  for  office  which 
is  separate  and  apart  from  the  question  "who  can  vote".  The 
law  provides  that  the  local  unions  and  councils  may  establish 
reasonable  qualifications  for  candidates  for  office.  It  is  my 
opinion,  for  example,  one  year  good  standing  in  a  local  union 
would  be  a  reasonable  qualification  if  applied  to  all  candi- 
dates alike.  This,  of  course,  is  only  one  example  and  there 
are  many  more  which  we  have  previously  had  in  our  local 
constitutions  and  by-laws.  It  is  also  my  opinion  that  in  the 
many  hundreds  of  constitutions  and  by-laws  that  I  have  re- 
viewed and  approved  at  Headquarters  that  the  qualifications 
for  candidates  are  reasonable,  otherwise  I  would  not  have 
approved  them. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  information  which  we  have 
forwarded  to  you  has  assisted  you  in  giving  a  proper  report 
to  the  Labor  Department  and  it  should  be  noted  that  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  L.I.U.  Constitution  a  copy  of  your 
revised  constitution  and  by-laws  must  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  General  President.

Meeting  called  to  order  by  co-chairman  Lloyd  A.  Mashburn  and  Adoiphe  P.  Valenti,   10  A.M.,  October  24,  1959,

The  Committee  had  before  it  for  its  review,  discussion  and 
consideration  a  vast  amount  of  material  supplied  by  the 
Lathers  International  Union  and  the  Labor  Department,  in- 
cluding surveys  by  the  Lathers  International  Union  and  the 
Labor  Department  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  our  present  pro- 
gram. First  consideration  was  given  to  the  National  Standards 
of  Apprenticeships  for  the  Lathering  Industry  and  the  Com- 
mitte  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  Standards  are  basic- 
ally sound  and  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  industry 
but  must  be  stimulated  in  order  to  obtain  the  maximum  bene- 
fits and  the  necessary  skilled  and  competent  mechanics  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  industry  and  to  keep  pace  with  the  in- 
creased volume  of  work  now  being  gained  through  the  Na- 
tional and  Local  Promotional  Bureaus. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  chart  furnished  by  the  Lathers 
International  Union  and  the  number  of  apprentices  and 
journeymen  in  each  local  union  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  This  chart  showed  325  local  unions  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada;  the  total  number  of  journeymen 
lathers,  18,460;  and  2010  apprentice  lathers,  which  would 
show  an  average  ratio  of  only  one  (1)  apprentice  lather  to 
nine  (9)  lathers  being  trained  as  against  National  Standards 
ratio  of  one  (1)  apprentice  lather  to  five  (5)  journeymen.  This 
shows  that  we  are  only  training  about  half  the  number  of  ap- 
prentices recommended  by  the  National  Standards. 

The  Committee  received  a  letter  from  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Metal  Lathering  Contractors'  Association  complaining 
about  a  shortage  of  skilled  and  competent  mechanics  and  the 
need  for  increased  training  of  apprentices.  The  letter  was 
read  and  referred  to  President  Mashburn  with  the  request 
that  he  instruct  the  local  union  to  train  apprentices  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  needs  of  the  industry. 

A  letter  from  Northwest  Plaster  Bureau  complaining  about 
the  lack  of  training  of  apprentices  in  Tacoma,  Washington. 
The  letter  was  read  and  referred  to  President  Mashburn  for 
action. 

A  letter  from  the  Mel  Engel  Company,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
complaining  about  the  lack  of  training  of  apprentices  in  that 
local  union  was  read  and  referred  to  President  Mash- 
burn. At  this  time  President  Mashburn  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee various  complaints  from  the  Lathers'  Local  Unions 
complaining  about  the  contractors'  failure  to  participate  in 
the  Joint  Committee  for  the  training  of  apprentices.  At  this 
time  Edward  Lee  recommended  to  the  Committee  that  in  these 
cases  where  the  local  unions  and  contractors  failed  to  co- 
operate in  the  program  that  a  fact  finding  committee  consist- 


ing of  representatives  of  the  Lathers"  International  Union  and 
the  Contractors  be  selected  to  ascertain  the  facts  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  local  and  national  committees. 

The  Committee  after  discussing  this  recommendation  be- 
lieves that  while  the  recommendation  is  good,  it  may  be  dif- 
ficult to  put  into  operation,  but  is  in  accord  with  the  intent 
and  purpose  and  recommended  that  the  Co-Chairman  do  it 
on  a  trial  basis.  A  survey  by  the  Department  of  Labor  shows 
that  failure  to  establish  and  actively  participate  in  the  ap- 
prenticeship training  committees  is  equally  the  fault  of  the 
contractors  and  unions,  and  that  something  must  be  done  to 
educate  and  implement  the  National  Standards. 

After  a  great  deal  of  discussion  on  this  matter,  it  was 
moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  this  Committee  recommend 
to  the  local  contractors'  chapters,  as  well  as  the  local  unions, 
that  they  include  in  their  collective  bargaining  agreements  a 
provision  for  a  Joint  Labor-Management  Apprenticeship 
Training  Committee,  such  provision  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Plan,  and  that  the  provision  in 
the  collective  bargaining  agreement  set  forth  the  necessary 
machinery  for  complete  and  adequate  training  of  apprentices 
at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  industry.  The  Committee 
discussed  various  ways  in  which  sufficient  apprentices  could  be 
trained  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  industry  and  felt  that  these 
local  plans  should  provide  for  an  anaylsis  of  the  local  condi- 
tions along  the  following  lines: 

1.  The  number  of  Journeymen  and  apprentices  in  each 

locality. 

2.  The  number  of  journeymen  resigning,  retiring,  or  dying 

each  year. 

3.  The  average  age  of  the  journeyman. 

4.  The  amount  of  building  over  the  past  five  years  and  for 

the  next  five  years. 

5.  The  increase  in  population  for  the  past,  and  the  next, 

five  years. 

6.  The  effectiveness  of  the  promotional  program  in  obtain- 

ing a  greater  dollar  volume  of  the  work  for  our  in- 
dustry. 

The  Committee  feels  that  based  upon  these  and  other  per- 
tinent factors  which  may  be  peculiar  to  the  particular  local- 
ity together  with  other  information  received  in  the  reports 
and  talks  made  at  the  CPLIA  Convention  a  proper  ratio  of 
apprentices  to  journeymen  can  be  accurately  determined  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  industry.  The  Committee,  unanimously, 
instructed  Acting  Secretary  Mashburn  to  place  some  of  this 
information  which  had  been  obtained  on  the  national  level 
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in  the  minutes.  The  President  ot  A. I. A.  brought  out  l;icls 
which  the  Committee  lelt  might  justify  increasing  the  ratio 
of  apprentices  over  and  above  that  as  set  forth  in  our  Na- 
tional Standards.  He  felt  that  not  only  the  lathering  and 
plastering  industry  but  the  whole  building  trades  industry 
must  increase  their  training  program  in  order  to  have  suffi- 
cient skilled  and  competent  mechanics  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  building  industry  or  be  faced  with  increasing  automation 
and  prefabrication  which  would  require  a  lesser  number  of 
skilled  mechanics.  He  also  gave  many  reasons  to  justify 
his  position. 

The  following  set  of  facts  were  presented  by  William 
Latta,  President  of  the  advertising  company  and  public  rela- 
tions company  for  the  National  Bureau,  which  seem  to  fur- 
ther substantiate  this  need  for  the  additional  training  of  ap- 
prentices in  the  lathing  and  plastering  industry  or  be  faced 
with  further  inroads  of  substitute  materials  as  well  as  further 
automation  and  prefabrication.  We  are  making  as  a  part  of 
these  minutes  the  verbatim  statement  made  by  Mr.  Latta  as 
follows: 

■'The  lathing  and  plastering  industry  faces  a  real  crisis  and 
the  matter  will  become  increasingly  critical  during  the  ne.xt 
twenty  years  .  .  .  probably  longer. 

"This  industry  is  in  no  position  to  say  that  it  will  'merely 
accept  that  share  of  the  market  needed  to  maintain  full  em- 
ployment.' We  have  only  one  choice.  Either  we  prepare  our- 
selves to  answer  the  demands  for  our  product  with  an  ade- 
quate labor  supply  or  we  accept  the  alternative  of  seeing  the 
factory-made  wall  and  ceiling  section  of  plastic  or  metal  take 
over  ALL  of  the  business  and  the  jobs  that  go  with  them. 

"The  last  report  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Com- 
merce on  Building  Permit  Activity,  Number  of  New  Dwell- 
ing Units  in  Selected  Metropolitan  Areas,  showed  the  follow- 
ing changes  for  the  first  five  months  of  1959  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1958:

■  I  he  reason  for  the  coming  increase  in  construction  activity 
.ire  found  in  the  reaction  we  will  have  to  the  skyrocketing 
increases  in  births  that  started  in  1940.  The  first  of  these 
babies  become  20  years  old  in  1960.  When  we  hit  our  first 
peak  in  1967,  the  number  of  new  adults  will  be  fifty  per 
cent  higher. 

"Leading  manufacturers  in  various  fields  are  looking  our 
industry  over  with  an  eye  toward  the  introduction  of  new  prod- 
ucts. It  takes  only  a  few  minutes  to  examine  the  ads  in 
school,  architectural  and  business  magazines  to  see  the  promo- 
tion that  aluminum,  plastics  and  steel  people  arc  giving  to 
factory  fabricated  walls  and  ceilings. 

"The  only  way  that  we  can  definitely  preserve  the  job  op- 
portunities for  our  existing  supply  of  registered  journeymen 
is  to  step  up  our  apprentice  training  program  as  hard  and  as 
fast  as  we  can.  If  we  can  supply  the  men,  we  can  hold  the 
work.  If  we  fail  to  meet  the  demands  on  our  trade,  we  will 
be  forced  to  stand  aside  and  make  room  for  a  trade  and  a 
material  that  can  handle  the  job". 

Further  discussion  was  had  by  the  Committee  regarding  the 
continued  training  of  apprentices  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  industry  and  it  was.  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Com- 
mittee must  find  ways  and  means  to  further  educate  both  the 
contractors  and  unions  to  exert  a  greater  effort  in  training.  It 
was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  insufficient  information 
is  being  given  to  the  contractors  and  unions  to  enable  them 
to  do  a  proper  job  of  training.  Committee  points  out  that  the 
Local  Joint  Committees  may  not  be  using  the  U.  S.  Em- 
ployment Service  which  is  available  to  them  for  the  screen- 
ing of  apprentices  prior  to  the  time  they  are  indentured.  They 
are  probably  not  taking  advantage  of  the  Apprentice  Co- 
ordinators for  the  state  and  federal  government  by  obtaining 
advice  and  counsel  in  respect  to  the  initial  Joint  Committee 
program  by  registration  of  apprentices  and  coordinating  ser- 
vices after  these  programs  have  been  set  up. 

The  Committee  then  had  a  full  discussion  as  to  how  this 
information  might  be  sent  to  the  unions  and  employers  and 
why  it  had  not  previously  been  done.  It  was  finally  moved, 
seconded  and  carried  that  General  Secretary -Treasurer  Mills, 
Lathers  International  Union,  was  in  the  best  position  to  dis- 
tribute this  information  and  material  to  both  the  unions  and 
contractors  and  that  he  be  elected  as  Secretary  of  the  Na- 
tional Joint  Committee  and  that  the  election  of  other  officers 
be  held  in  abeyance  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Committee 
members  pledge  sufficient  funds  to  the  National  Joint  Com- 
mittee to  print  a  pamphlet  of  information  which  phamphlet 
would  be  made  available  to  all  contractors  and  union  mem- 
bers throughout  the  CPLIA  and  the  Lathers'  International 
Union;  contributions  to  be  sent  to  Secretary  Mills,  Lathers' 
Building,  6530  New  Hampshire  Avenue,  Takoma  Park,  12, 
Maryland;  and  the  Committee  further  recommends  to  the 
CPLIA  and  the  Lathers'  International  Union  that  they  urge 
the  unions  and  contractors  when  negotiating  their  future 
agreements  to  provide  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  National  Joint 
Committee  to  be  used  in  a  further  education  of  the  con- 
tractors and  union  members  regarding  the  training  of  ap- 
prentices, and  it  is  hoped  that  suflScient  funds  will  be  avail- 
able to  send  out  literature,  copies  of  existing  plans,  even 
employment  of  apprenticeship  coordinators.  It  was  moved, 
seconded  and  carried  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  be  printed  in  the  Lathers'  Journal  and  the 
Plastering  Industries  Magazine.

December,  1959 
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For  the  second  successive  month  total  employment  (sea- 
sonally adjusted)  expanded  less  rapidly  than  during  the  spring 
and  early  summer  months.  Between  August  and  September 
the  number  of  persons  with  jobs  fell  seasonally  by  108,000 
to  6,078,000.  After  allowance  for  average  seasonal  changes, 
estimated  employment  in  September  was  only  slightly  above 
the  June  level.  The  September  estimate  was  up  3  per  cent 
over  a  year  earlier. 

The  same  federal  Government  aid  that  was  offered  to 
Canadian  municipalities  during  the  winter  of  1958-1959  to 
help  combat  unemployment  will  be  available  again  this 
coming  winter,  Prime  Minister  Diefenbaker  announced. 

The  assistance  will  be  available  from  December  1,  1959, 
until  April  30,  1960,  a  month  less  than  last  year,  when  the 
program  was  extended  until  the  end  of  May. 

Projects  approved  by  the  provincial  governments — con- 
struction and  improvement  of  municipal  roads,  streets,  side- 
walks and  similar  projects  and  the  development  of  parks  and 
playgrounds — will  draw  a  federal  subsidy  of  half  the  payroll 
costs  involved. 

Claimants  for  unemployment  insurance  benefit  numbered 
225,900  on  July  31,  up  2  per  cent  over  June  30  but  25  per 
cent  below  the  number  on  July  31,  1958.  The  month-to-month 
increase  in  claimants  is  associated  with  the  closing  of  plants 
for  annual  holidays,  for  inventory  taking  and  model  change- 
over; and  with  industrial  disputes,  particularly  on  the  West 
Coast. 

Canada's  gross  national  product  continued  to  advance  in 
the  second  quarter  of  1959,  and  was  at  a  seasonally-adjusted 
annual  rate  of  $34.7  billion,  a  gain  of  2  per  cent  over  the 
level  of  the  first  quarter,  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
has  announced. 

The  most  recent  advance  continues  the  upswing  that  was 
showing  increasing  vigour  in  the  closing  months  of  1958, 
and  brought  the  gross  national  product  in  the  second  quarter 


of  the  current  year  to  a  level  some  7  per  cent  abo\  e  the  figure 
for  the  same  period  in  1958. 


Canada's  consumer  price  index  (1949=100)  advanced  0.6 
per  cent  between  August  and  September,  moving  from  126.4 
to  127.1.  As  was  the  case  between  July  and  August,  most 
of  the  increase  was  due  to  a  seasonal  advance  in  the  food 
index. 

Of  the  2.7-per-cent  rise  in  the  food  component  over  the 
last  two  months,  it  is  estimated  that  almost  all  of  it  was 
seasonal  in  nature,  and  of  the  1-per-cent  increase  in  the 
consumer  price  index  over  the  two  months,  approximately 
0.8  per  cent  was  seasonal. 


During  the  1959  sessions,  provincial  Legislatures  in  ad- 
dition to  enacting  legislation  dealing  with  workmen's  com- 
pensation and  labour  relations,  reviewed  in  separate  articles, 
passed  legislation  dealing  with  vacations  with  pay,  hours  of 
work,  minimum  wages,  descrimination,  equal  pay.  apprentice- 
ship, industrial  safety,  and  other  matters  of  interest  to  labour. 


In  the  first  six  months  of  1959  starts  of  new  dwellings  in 
Canada  were  fewer  in  number  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  There 
was  little  change  in  the  number  of  completions  between  the 
two  periods. 

A  decrease  to  59,074  from  73,201  units  was  recorded 
in  the  January-June  starts  for  all  Canada  this  year,  com- 
pared with  the  same  period  in  1958.  Most  of  the  decline  in 
starts  was  in  the  second  quarter,  when  they  fell  to  42,709 
from  55,413  units. 

For  the  first  half  of  1959,  completions  numbered  56,551, 
compared  with  58,308  units  in  1958,  of  which  31.854  against 
31,993  were  reported  in  the  second  quarter. 

The  number  of  units  under  construction  at  June  30  this 
year  was  81,654.  The  revised  figure  for  dwellings  under 
construction  at  June  30,  1958,  is  81,142.  although  the  two 
figures  are  not  strictly  comparable  because  of  a  change  to  a 
new  sample  survey  for  areas  outside  centres  with  a  population 
of  5,000  or  more.

WILLIAM  F.  PATTERSON,  Special  Assistant  to  Secretary 
of  Labor  James  P.  Mitchell,  died  late  Tuesday  night  (Oc- 
tober 27)  at  the  Washington  Hospital  Center.  Burial  was  in 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin. 

Stricken  with  a  heart  attack  about  a  year  ago,  Mr.  Patter- 
son had  recovered  and  resumed  his  duties.  He  went  to  the 
Hospital  Friday  October  23,  after  which  pneumonia  de- 
veloped. His  home  was  at  2737  Devonshire  Place.  N.  W.. 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Born  in  North  Freedom,  Wisconsin,  in  1898,  Mr.  Patter- 
son went  to  high  school  in  Baraboo  and  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  from  which  he  completed  graduate  courses  in 
labor  economics  in  1933.  In  1918  he  volunteered  for  mili- 
tary service  and  was  assigned  to  the  Infantry  Officers  Train- 
ing School  at  Camp  Grant,  Illinois. 

In  December  1956,  he  was  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Labor  to  the  newly  established  career  post  of  Special  Assist- 
ant to  the  Secretary.  In  that  position,  he  concentrated  on  pro- 
grams for  the  enlargement  of  apprenticeship  and  other  train- 
ing and  represented  the  Department  of  Labor  at  national 
and  international  conferences  in  that  field.  The  last  confer- 
ence he  attended  was  the  3rd  Constitutional  Convention  of  the 
AFL-CIO  in  San  Francisco  in  September. 

From  its  formation  in  1934  to  1956,  Mr.  Patterson  was 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Apprenticeship  and  Training,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor.  In  Wisconsin,  prior  to  1934,  he  served 
seven  years  as  Director  of  Guidance  and  Employment,  Mil- 
waukee Vocational  School;  two  years  as  Manager  of  Indus- 
trial Relations,  Yates-American  Machinery  Company,  Beloit: 


two  years  as  Assistant  State  Supervisor  of  Apprenticeship  and 
three  years  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Milwaukee 
Employment  Office. 

In  1956  and  1957  he  headed  the  American  Delegation  to 
Southeast  Asia  Treaty  Organization  Study  Group  Meetings  on 
Shortage  of  Skilled  Labor.  He  was  elected  and  served  as 
chairman  of  both  meetings.  In  numerous  foreign  assign- 
ments he  appraised  manpower  training  activities  through  con- 
ferences with  representatives  of  employers,  labor  and  govern- 
ment and  through  plant  and  school  visitations.  In  1957  he 
made  such  explorations  in  Japan,  the  Philippines,  Hong 
Kong,  Thailand,  Pakistan,  Iran,  Turkey,  and  in  1948  and 
1957  in  Italy  and  Switzerland.  In  1948  he  visited  Greece;  in 
1936  and  1948  France,  and  in  1936  Germany. 

Mr.  Patterson  was  Chairman,  Federal  Committee  on  Ap- 
prenticeship from  1942-56;  Member  of  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministrator's Vocational  Rehabilitation  and  Education  Ad- 
visory Committee  from  1952-56;  Vice  President  and  Treas- 
urer, National  Vocational  Guidance  Association  from  1932- 
34;  President  Wisconsin  Vocational  Guidance  Association, 
1934;  and  Secretary,  Wisconsin  Industrial  Relations  Associa- 
tion from  1929-32.  He  was  a  member  of  the  President  s 
Committee  on  Government  Employment  Policy,  the  American 
Apprenticeship  Round  Table,  the  American  Society  of  Train- 
ing Directors  and  the  American  Legion. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Connor  Cuthbert  Pat- 
terson; two  sisters,  Mrs.  Mary  Bockenhagen  of  Baraboo.  Wis- 
consin, and  Mrs.  Sarah  Rumpf  of  Pardyville,  Wisconsin;  and 
by  two  brothers,  Hugh  Patterson  of  Madison,  Wisconsin,  and 
John  Patterson  of  Devlin,  Ontario.

WHO  SPENDS  THE  MONEY  ON  POLITICS? 

More  than  $3,000,000  was  spent  on  politics  by  43  political 
groups  during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year,  according 
to  financial  reports  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives.  Of  the  exact  total  of  $3,023,705.50  in 
political  expenditures,  the  Republicans  spent  $1,575,329.42 — ■ 
or  52.1  per  cent  of  the  total;  Democrats  spent  $957,764.80 — 
or  31.7  per  cent;  COPE  spent  $78,941 .52— or  2.6  per  cent. 

Four  extreme  reactionary  groups  consisting  chiefly  of  a 
few  very  wealthy  men  spent  more  than  two  and  a  half  times 
as  much  as  COPE  did.  They  were  Americans  for  Constitu- 
tional Action,  Christian  Nationalist  Crusade,  For  America, 
and  Pro-America.  Their  expenditures  amounted  to  $201,- 
764.93. 

The  Republicans,  as  expected,  also  led  the  the  parade  in 
receipts  during  the  January  1 -August  31  period.  They  took 
in  a  total  of  $1,494,449.45 — or  45.7  per  cent  of  the  total  of 
$3,271,866.85  that  all  groups  reported  in  receipts.  The  Dem- 
ocrats were  given  $1,002,368.85 — or  30.6  per  cent  of  the 
total.  COPE  collected,  in  voluntary  dollars,  $132,654.39— 
or  4  per  cent. 

The  four  extreme  reactionary  organizations  raked  in  $284,- 
606.67.  What's  that  about  "slush  funds"? 

WASTE  IN  WASHINGTON 

A  prime  example  of  waste  in  Washington  is  the  fact  that 
Uncle  Sam  will  be  disposing  of  some  $60  billion  in  surplus 
property  in  the  next  few  years.  A  recent  report  of  the  Gen- 
eral Accounting  Office,  for  instance,  shows  that  the  Federal 
Government  disposed  of  hacksaw  frames  and  soldering  irons 
at  just  a  fraction  of  the  purchase  price.  It  then  turned  around 
and  bought  the  same  items  for  prices  far  in  excess  of  what  it 
had  sold  the  original  supply. 

The  report  did  not  state  whether  the  Government  bought 
some  of  the  same  items  back.  That  was  what  happened  in 
the  famous  cheese  windfall  cases  when  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture Ezra  Taft  Benson  ordered  cheese  stored  in  warehouses 
bought  at  37  cents  a  pound  and  then  sold  it  back  at  34  cents 
a  pound  a  few  days  later  without  ever  moving  the  cheese  out 
of  the  warehouses. 

While  the  Administration  grumbles  that  the  Government 
cannot  afford  to  spend  more  money  for  schools  and  other 
needed  improvements,  the  administration  of  the  Federal  pro- 
curement and  surplus  property  disposal  program  is  gobbling 
up  much  of  the  nation's  wealth  through  sheer  waste.

WOULD  AMERICAN  CONSERVATIVES  ADOPT 
PLATFORM  OF  BRITAIN'S  CONSERVATIVES? 

The  vast  majority  of  U.S.  newspapers  and  news  magazines, 
as  well  as  reactionary  politicians,  are  saying  that  the  victory 
of  the  Conservatives  in  the  British  elections  last  month  shows 
that  the  way  to  win  votes  is  to  reject  what  they  sneeringly 
refer  to  as  the  "welfare  state." 

But  how  many  American  publishers  and  right-wing  poli- 
ticians would  adopt  the  platform  as  outlined  in  the  "Mani- 
festo of  the  Conservative  and  Unionist  Party"  of  Great 
Britain?  Here  is  what  the  Tories  promised  the  British  voters: 

On  depressed  areas — "Our  first  major  bill  in  the  next 
Parliament  will  be  one  to  remodel  and  strengthen  our  powers 
for  coping  with  unemployment." 

On  education — "During  the  next  five  years  we  shall  con- 
centrate on  producing  a  massive  enlargement  of  educational 
opportunity  at  every  level  .  .  .  and  we  shall  spend  some  400 
million  pounds  (about  $1,120,000,000)  by  1965  to  improve 
the  quality  of  our  school  buildings." 

On  good  housing — "Our  housing  policy  .  .  .  will  be  pressed 
ahead  with  vigor  in  the  future  so  as  to  deal  with  up-to-date 
priorities.  These  are  the  clearance  of  slums,  the  relief  of  over- 
crowding, and  the  needs  of  the  old." 

On  good  health — "We  shall  .  .  .  tackle  pollution  of  rivers 
and  estuaries.  We  shall  offer  vaccination  against  polio  to 
everyone  up  to  the  age  of  40  and  to  all  special  vulnerable 
groups."  (Nothing  about  repealing  Britain's  system  of  national 
health  insurance.) 

On  security  and  retirement — "The  rates  of  retirement  pen- 
sions, which  we  have  increased  three  times,  have  now  a  real 
buying  power  over  10  shillings  (or  $1.40)  higher  (per  week) 
than  in  1951  .  .  .  Not  only  will  our  housing  program  cater 
more  and  more  to  the  needs  of  the  old,  but  we  shall  also  try. 
to  make  it  easier  for  them  to  go  on  living  at  home." 
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Things  to  give  us  hope  and  others  to  give  us  ulcers  are  always  happening 
in  and  to  the  lathing  and  plastering  craft  and  in  recent  years  some  of  the 
craft's  members  have  come  to  believe  they  are  all  bad.  Here  are  a  few  in 
the  works,  among  many  others,  which  lead  our  thoughts  at  least: 


On  the  DEBIT  side: 

...  A  new  laminated,  one  thickness  wallboard  assembly  for 
steel  studs  is  now  in  testing  stages  in  an  attempt  to  qualify  for 
fire  ratings  previously  reserved  for  lath  and  plaster  partitions. 
...  A  manufacturer  of  acoustic  ceiling  materials  has  come  out 
with  a  product  which  already  qualifies  for  a  two-hour  fire 
rating  and  another  for  four  hours. 
...  At  least  one  gypsum  manufacturer  is  offering  a 
gypsum  wallboard  in  a  limited  market  designed  for  "the 
quality  housing  market  and  for  commercial  buildings  where 
gypsum's  fire-fighting  qualities  are  especially  important." 

On  the  CREDIT  side: 

...  A  new  one-quarter  inch  wall,  to  be  applied  by  the  plaster- 
ing craft,  and  said  to  be  stronger  than  conventional  applica- 
tions, even  complete  with  lifetime  finish,  will  soon  be  available 
to  the  industry. 

...  A  one-coat  plaster  job  which  can  be  machine  applied, 
then  either  textured  or  troweled  will  soon  be  making  its 
properties  known  to  the  industry.

Rising  consumer  debt  is  giving  the  Administration  and  the 
Federal  Reserve  shudders  of  the  same  kind  they  endured 
while  applying  tight  money  policies  prior  to  the  recession  of 
1957-58.  Dr.  Raymond  Saulnier,  chairman  of  the  President's 
Council  of  Economic  Advisors,  has  warned  that  the  conse- 
quence of  continued  expansion  of  consumer  credit  could  be 
another  recession.  A.  L.  Mills  Jr.,  member  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  Board,  has  called  for  caution  by  lenders.  Both  point 
to  the  fact  that  consumer  credit  outstanding  has  risen  from 
a  recession  low  of  $42.6  billion  to  $48.4  billion.  However, 
the  auto  industry  has  pointed  to  the  willingness  of  the  Ameri- 
can consumer  to  take  on  debt  as  support  for  its  contention 
that  a  near  record  auto  sales  year  lies  ahead.  Also,  the  New 
York  Journal  of  Commerce  has  pointed  out  that  in  recent 
months,  consumer  installment  buying  has  tended  to  level  out. 

While  Labor  Sec.  Mitchell  conveniently  blamed  the  steel 
strike  for  a  rise  in  unemployment  to  six  per  cent  in  October, 
it  is  apparent  that  unemployment  would  have  remained  at 
or  near  the  three  million  mark  even  if  there  had  been  no 
strike.  Total  employment  in  October  was  up  half  a  million 
to  66.8  million,  while  joblessness  was  3.3  million. 


subcontracting  to  non-union  shops;  permission  for  replaced 
economic  strikers  to  vote  in  NLRB  elections  held  within  one 
year  of  strike;  and  authorization  for  pre-hiring  contracts  in 
the  construction  industry. 


Housing  dropped  off  sharply  in  October,  due  largely  to  the 
tight  supply  of  mortgage  money  and  high  interest  costs.  Sea- 
sonally adjusted,  housing  starts  were  1,180,000,  down  11  per 
cent  from  September.  The  index  of  industrial  production  also 
declined  slightly,  dropping  one  point  to  155  on  the  Federal 
Reserve  index. 

Labor  Sec.  James  Mitchell  expects  to  issue  interpretations 
of  the  Landrum-Griffin  Bill's  bonding  provisions  by  mid- 
December.  Under  the  new  law,  all  officers,  agents,  shop 
stewards,  and  other  representatives  and  employees  of  labor 
unions  and  trusts  in  which  unions  are  interested  must  be 
bonded  if  they  handle  funds  or  property  of  the  union  or 
trust.  Only  exception  is  for  unions  whose  total  property  and 
annual  income  is  not  over  $5,000  in  value.  Earlier  this 
month,  the  Labor  Dept.  held  meetings  with  labor  and  man- 
agement representatives  to  discuss  the  bonding  provision. 
Mitchell  has  announced  that  the  requirement  for  obtaining 
the  bond  does  not  become  applicable  until  "the  subsequent 
date  when  the  organization's  next  fiscal  year  begins." 


Six  major  provisions  of  the  Landrum-Griflfin  Bill  went  into 
effect  early  this  month.  The  provisions  were  described  by 
the  Journal  of  Commerce  as  "drastically  curtailing  the  ac- 
tivities of  unions  in  relation  to  employers."  The  provisions 
include:  abolition  of  the  "no  man's  land"  disputes  by  per- 
mitting state  courts  and  agencies  to  assume  jurisdiction; 
extension  of  the  secondary  boycott  ban  by  the  outlawing  of 
"  hot  cargo"  clauses;  prohibition  on  organizational  picketing 
except  under  limited  conditions;  permission  for  garment  and 
building  trade  unions  to  negotiate   for  contract  bans  on 


Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Sec.  Arthur  Flemming  has 
declared  that  the  Administration  is  "reviewing  [its]  position 
on  the  basic  principles  embodied  in  such  legislation  as  the 
Forand  Bill."  Flemming's  remarks  were  released  along  with 
a  report  of  the  President's  Federal  Council  on  Aging.  The 
HEW  oflficial  admitted  that  his  department  has  been  un- 
able, so  far,  to  suggest  alternatives  to  legislation  that  would 
add  hospital  and  medical  insurance  to  present  social  security 
benefits.

Charges^  Trials  and  Appeals 


The  following  is  for  your  information  and  guidance  re- 
garding problems  which  arise  under  Section  23  of  the  L.I.U. 
Constitution  "CHARGES.  TRIALS  AND  APPEALS". 

You  will  recall,  if  you  have  read  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Twenty-Third  Convention,  that  a  great  deal  of  time  was  con- 
sumed by  the  Convention  in  the  revision  of  the  L.LU.  Con- 
stitution, particularly  that  portion  having  to  do  with 
"Charges,  Trials  and  Appeals"  in  order  that  the  Constitution 
and  its  procedures  in  regard  to  this  matter  would  conform 
to  due  process  of  law. 

Apparently,  a  number  of  locals  are  not  following  this 
procedure  in  every  respect  which  they  must  do  in  order  that 
we  will  be  in  compliance  with  the  L.LU.  Constitution.  If 
they  do  not  these  fines  cannot  be  registered  here  at  Head- 
quarters nor  will  fines  be  upheld  by  myself  where  an  appeal 
is  made.  Some  of  the  more  glaring  errors  are  that  charges  in 
the  first  instance  are  not  properly  filed  with  a  copy  to  the 
charged  member  nor  is  sufficient  or  proper  notice  given  to 
the  charged  member.  The  Constitution  requires  that  the  mem- 
ber shall  be  notified  of  the  charges  by  Registered  Mail  at 
least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  any  hearing  on  such  charges. 
Charges  must  be  set  forth  in  brief,  facts  describing  the  nature 
of  the  offense  charged  and  the  actual  or  approximate  date, 
time  and  place  of  the  occurrence  of  the  offense  charged  and 
shall  set  forth  the  names  of  the  persons  who  will  appear  as 
witnesses  at  the  hearing  with  provisions  that  additional  wit- 
nesses may  testify.  All  of  these  things  are  set  forth  in  Section 
23  and  its  sub-sections  and  these  procedures  must  be  followed 
otherwise  any  member  charged  has  recourse  to  appeal  to  the 
General  President  for  compliance  therewith. 

Each  member  should  have  been  furnished,  if  they  have  not, 
with  a  copy  of  the  L.I.U.  Constitution  and  each  member 
should  be  familiar  with  the  procedures  on  "Charges,  Trials 
and  Appeals"  in  Section  23.  As  General  President  I  have  the 
responsibility  to  see  that  the  Constitution  is  adhered  to.  This 
is  the  reason  why  some  of  your  fine  blanks  have  been  re- 


turned and  some  appeals  have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the 
appellant  and  this  will  continue  to  be  so  unless  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  Section  23  are  strictly  complied  with. 

A  number  of  secretaries  have  written  to  me  stating  that 
because  of  having  to  follow  these  procedures  so  closely  they 
would  not  attempt  to  place  penalties  even  where  they  are 
justified.  I  think  this  is  wrong.  We  must  discipline  the  mem- 
bers who  will  not  follow  out  the  rules.  Delegates  to  Conven- 
tion consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  working  out  what  I 
consider  fair  rules  and  procedures  and  they  should  be  adhered 
to  and  the  members  who  violate  them  should  be  charged 
and  penalized  if  guilty.  Fairness  and  justice  however,  should 
prevail  in  making  decisions  involving  members  of  our  Inter- 
national Union. 

I  wish  to  report  on  one  other  subject  matter.  Ninety-nine 
percent  of  the  Sample  Constitutions  sent  out  to  local  unions 
were  adopted  by  the  local  unions  almost  verbatim.  A  number 
of  local  unions  have  written  and  called  requesting  additional 
copies  for  each  member  because  they  did  not  want  to  go  to 
the  expense  of  printing.  In  view  of  this  we  are  now  having 
printed  one  thousand  (1000)  copies  in  book  form  and  they 
will  be  available  at  the  end  of  this  week  to  any  local  union 
wishing  to  purchase  these  for  twenty-five  cents  ($.25)  per 
copy.  Of  course,  the  number  of  the  local  union,  the  initiation 
fee,  reinstatement  fee,  dues  and  working  dues  are  left  blank. 
These  items  could  be  put  in  with  pen  and  ink  or  with  the 
local's  cancellation  stamp.  In  doing  this  in  this  manner  it 
will  save  a  great  deal  of  money  for  our  local  unions.  A  sample 
copy  of  this  new  Constitution  will  be  mailed  to  all  locals  so 
they  can  decide  if  they  want  to  use  it.

ANALYSIS  BY  GENERAL  COUNCIL  WILDERMAN  OF  TITLE  4 


Elections 

The  following  is  an  analysis  ol  the  Interpretations  issued  by 
the  Secretary  of  Labor  on  December  12,  1959  relating  to  Title 
IV,  "Elections".  It  should  be  noted  that  although  there  arc 
specific  requirements  in  Title  IV  of  the  Labor-Management 
Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Act,  regarding  the  right  to  vote,  nominate  and  run  for 
office,  notice  of  elections,  secret  ballots,  preservation  of  elec- 
tion records,  and  other  safeguards  to  insure  a  fair  election,  the 
Act  does  not  attempt  to  prescribe  the  complete,  detailed  pro- 
cedure for  nomination  and  election  of  oflicers  which  all  Unions 
must  follow.  Elections  required  to  be  held  as  provided  in  this 
Title  IV  of  the  Act  are  to  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Unions  insofar  as  they 
are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Further,  before  proceeding  with  the  analysis  of  the  Inter- 
pretations, it  should  be  noted  that  the  Interpretations  are  to 
be  a  practical  guide  as  to  how  the  office  representing  the  public 
interest  in  its  enforcement  will  seek  to  apply  it;  however,  the 
correctness  of  an  interpretation  can  be  determined  finally  and 
authoritatively  only  by  the  courts. 

Now,  to  proceed  with  the  analysis  of  the  Interpretations. 

1.  The  L.I.U.,  State  and  District  Councils  and  Local  Unions 
must  comply  with  the  election  requirements  of  the  Act.  The 
officers  of  the  Unions  must  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the 
election  requirements  of  the  Act.  By  the  term  "officers"  is 
meant  all  of  the  offices  identified  or  provided  for  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  and,  if  any,  all  positions  in  the  Unions 
regardless  of  their  names  or  titled,  held  or  filled  by  persons 
who  actually  perform  the  functions  normally  and  customarily 
performed  by  the  persons  who  would  fill  the  offices  described 
and  defined  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  For  example, 
if  a  person  has  principal  responsibility  for  the  control  and 
management  of  the  Union's  funds  and  fiscal  operations,  he 
will  be  regarded  as  being  authorized  to  perform  the  functions 
of  Treasurer  even  if  he  does  not  hold  that  title. 

2.  Professional  and  other  staff  members  of  the  Union  who 
do  not  determine  the  Union's  policies  and  who  are  employed 
to  implement  policy  decisions  and  managerial  directives  estab- 
lished by  the  governing  officers  of  the  Union  are  not  required 
to  be  elected. 

3.  Delegates  to  the  L.I.U.  Convention,  at  which  the  L.I.U. 
officers  are  to  be  elected,  must  be  elected  by  secret  ballot 
among  the  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Union  which  they 
represent;  the  same  is  true  of  individuals  who  represent  mem- 
bers in  elections  of  officers  of  State  or  District  Councils. 

4.  Officers  of  the  L.I.U.  shall  be  elected  not  less  often  than 
every  five  (5)  years;  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  presently 
provides  for  the  election  of  L.I.U.  officers  at  the  Convention 
which  is  held  every  three  (3)  years.  Officers  of  State  or  Dis- 
trict Councils  must  be  elected  at  least  every  four  (4)  years. 
Officers  of  Local  Unions  must  be  elected  not  less  often  than 
every  three  (3)  years.  The  foregoing  sets  forth  the  maximum 
terms  of  office;  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  if  they  provide 
for  lesser  terms  of  office,  would  be  controlling. 

The  described  maximum  pveriods  are  measured  from  the 
date  of  the  last  election  or  from  December  14,  1959,  which  is 
the  date  that  Title  IV  of  the  Act  became  applicable,  whichever 
is  the  later.  For  example,  if  a  Local  Union  elected  its  officers 
to  a  five  (5)  year  term  on  August  1.  1959,  it  will  be  required 


to  conduct  an  election  for  the  ollicers  not  later  than  three  (3) 
years  after  December  14,  1959,  which  is  the  date  that  the 
election  provisions  of  the  Act  become  applicable  to  the  Local 
Union,  rather  than  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  the  election 
conducted  on  August  1,  1959. 

5.  Local  Unions  must  conduct  their  elections  by  secret 
ballot  among  the  members  in  good  standing.  The  L.I.U.,  at 
its  Convention,  may  elect  the  L.I.U.  officers  in  any  manner 
provided  for  in  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.,  provided  that 
the  delegates  to  the  Convention  are  chosen  by  secret  ballot. 
Officers  of  a  State  or  District  Council  may  be  elected  by  secret 
ballot  among  the  members  in  good  standing  or,  what  is  the 
more  customary  situation,  by  delegates  to  the  State  or  District 
Council,  provided  that  such  delegates  have  been  elected  by 
secret  ballot. 

Even  if  the  election  is  uncontested,  a  secret  ballot  vote  must 
be  taken  among  the  members  in  good  standing,  with  notice  of 
the  election  mailed  to  each  member  at  his  last  known  home 
address  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the  election. 

6.  Subject  to  reasonable  qualifications,  every  member  in 
good  standing  (except  Communists  or  former  Communists  or 
convicted  criminals  as  described  in  Section  504(a)  of  the  Act, 
and  for  the  period  therein  described)  shall  be  eligible  to  be  a 
candidate  and  to  hold  office.  Even  though  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  a  qualification  is  reasonable  is  difficult  to  pre- 
cisely define,  a  requirement  that  a  candidate  for  office  must  be 
an  individual  who  has  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a 
prescribed  period  of  time  would  not  be  an  unreasonable  quali- 
fication; the  period  of  time  should  not  be  unreasonably  long, 
a  period  of  two  (2)  or  three  (3)  years  more  or  less  would  not 
be  unreasonable.  Also,  another  reasonable  qualification  would 
be  one  based  upon  a  geographic,  craft,  shift  or  other  similar 
basis;  for  example,  there  could,  if  desired,  be  a  qualification 
in  State  or  District  Councils  that  the  officers  thereof  be  from 
different  Local  Unions  which  comprise  the  State  or  District 
Council. 

7.  A  reasonable  opportunity  shall  be  given  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates.  Accordingly,  the  Union  must  give  reason- 
able notice  of  the  offices  to  be  filled  by  the  election  and  of  the 
time,  place  and  proper  form  of  submitting  nominations;  the 
mailing  of  such  notice  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  mem- 
ber within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  the  date  for  making 
nominations  would  satisfy  this  requirement.  Instead  of  mail- 
ing this  notice,  the  Union  may  use  other  means  of  giving 
notice  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  insofar  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
terms  of  the  Act;  timely  publication  in  the  Union  newspaper 
would  suffice  so  long  as  the  method  used  is  reasonably  cal- 
culated to  reach  all  members  and  actually  provides  a  reason- 
able opportunity  for  nominations  to  be  made. 

8.  The  making  of  nominations  must  not  be  so  difficult  so 
as  to  deny  reasonable  opportunity  to  nominate. 

9.  All  reasonable  requests  of  any  candidate  to  distribute  by 
mail  or  otherwise,  at  the  candidate's  expense,  campaign  litera- 
ture in  aid  of  his  candidacy  to  all  members  in  good  standing 
must  be  honored.  If  the  Union  or  its  officers  authorize  the  dis- 
tribution of  campaign  literature  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  or 
of  such  Union  itself  with  reference  to  an  election,  similar  dis- 
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tribution  at  the  request  ot  any  other  bona  fide  candidate  must 
be  made  by  the  Union  and  its  otTicers  with  equal  treatment 
as  to  the  expense  of  such  distribution.  The  Union  is  prohibited 
from  using  funds  by  way  of  dues,  assessments  or  similar  levy 
to  promote  the  candidacy  of  any  person  in  a  Union  election. 
Employers  are  forbidden  from  contributing  any  funds  for 
such  purposes. 

Each  bona  fide  candidate  for  office  has  a  right,  once  within 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  an  election  in  which  he  is  a  candidate, 
to  inspect  the  list  containing  the  names  and  last  known  ad- 
dresses of  all  members  of  the  Union  who  are  subject  to  a  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  requiring  membership  therein  as 
a  condition  of  employment;  even  though  this  limits  inspection 
to  a  list  setting  forth  the  names  and  last  known  addresses  of 
members  working  under  "Union  Shop"  Agreements,  it  would 
be  advisable  to  permit  the  inspection  of  a  list  containing  all 
of  the  names  and  last  known  addresses  of  all  of  the  members 
of  the  Union  since,  in  practice.  '"Union  Shop"  conditions 
prevail. 

There  must  not  be  any  discrimination  in  favor  of  or 
against  any  candidate  with  respect  to  the  use  of  lists  of 
members;  thus,  although  the  right  to  inspect  membership 
lists  does  not  include  a  right  to  copy  such  list,  if  any  candi- 
date is  permitted  to  make  a  copy  of  such  a  list,  then  all 
bona  fide  candidates  must  be  accorded  the  same  privilege. 

10.  All  members  in  good  standing  are  entitled  to  vote  in 
required  elections  which  are  held  by  secret  ballot;  members 
in  good  standing  are  those  who  have  fulfilled  the  requirements 
of  membership  and  who  have  not  voluntarily  withdrawn  or 
expelled  or  suspended  from  membership  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  voting  eligibility  may 
be  adopted;  in  appropriate  circumstances  the  eligibility  to 
vote  may  be  deferred  by  requiring  a  reasonable  period  of 
prior  membership,  such  as  six  (6)  months  or  a  year,  or  by 
requiring  apprentice  members  to  complete  their  apprentice- 
ship training  as  a  condition  of  voting.  Although  the  right  to 
vote  may  thus  be  deferred  with  reasonable  limits,  the  Union 
may  not  create  special  classes  of  non-voting  members. 

Further,  it  should  be  cautioned  that  although  the  Inter- 
pretations permit  the  imposition  of  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  voting  eligibility,  the  Act,  (Title  IV, 
Section  401(e),  does  not,  as  to  actual  "voting,"  specifically 
provides  for  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  to 
voting  eligibility;  therefore,  any  rules  and  regulations  with 
respect  to  voting  eligibility,  adopted  by  way  of  amendment  to 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  should  be  carefully  phrased  and 
applied  as  to  insure  "reasonableness"  as  to  interpretation  and 
application  in  order  to  survive  probable  litigation. 

A  member  in  good  standing  whose  dues  are  checked  off  by 
his  Employer  pursuant  to  his  voluntary  authorization  and  to  a 
collective  bargaining  agreement  may  not  be  disqualified  from 
voting  or  from  being  a  candidate  by  reason  of  alleged  delay 
or  default  in  the  payment  of  dues. 

1 1 .  In  every  election  of  officers,  delegates  or  representa- 
tives, each  candidate  must  be  permitted  to  have  an  observer 
at  the  polls  and  at  the  counting  of  the  ballots. 

12.  A  secret  ballot  is  the  expression  by  Ballot  voting  ma- 
chine or  otherwise  but  in  no  event  by  proxy,  of  a  choice  with 
respect  to  any  election  or  vote — cast  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  person  expressing  such  choice  cannot  be  identified  with  the 
choice  expressed. 

13.  As  noted,  the  notice  of  the  election  must  be  mailed  to 
each  member  at  his  last  known  home  address  not  less  than 
fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the  election.  The  notice  must 
specify  the  time  and  place  of  the  election  and  the  offices  to 
be  filled.  The  particular  election  procedure  to  be  followed 


can  be  set  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  not  in  conflict 
with  the  applicable  law;  for  example,  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  may  provide  for  the  election  of  the  candidate  who 
receives  the  greatest  number  of  votes  although  he  does  not 
have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  or  it  may  provide  for  a 
run-ofT  between  the  two  candidates  having  the  highest  vote. 
The  votes  cast  by  members  must  be  counted  and  the  result 
published  separately. 

All  election  records,  including  ballots,  must  be  preserved  for 
one  year  by  the  election  officials,  if  election  officials  are 
designated  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  or  by  the  Sec- 
retary if  no  other  official  is  designated. 

14.  Elections  of  L.I.U.  officers  may  be  held  at  the  Con- 
vention of  the  L.I.U.  by  delegates  elected  by  secret  ballot. 
At  the  Convention,  the  manner  in  which  the  votes  of  the 
delegates  are  cast  is  not  subject  to  special  limitations  but  can 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U. 

The  credentials  of  delegates  and  all  minutes  and  other 
records  pertaining  to  the  election  of  officers  at  Conventions 
must  be  preserved  for  one  year  by  the  officials  designated  in 
the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  or  by  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  L.I.U. 

15.  Elections  of  officers  of  State  or  District  Councils  may 
be  held  by  secret  ballot  among  the  members  in  good  standing 
of  the  Local  Unions  which  comprise  the  State  or  District 
Council  or,  as  is  most  common,  among  officers  or  delegates 
representing  such  members,  provided  that  the  officers  or 
delegates  have  been  elected  by  secret  ballot  of  their  respective 
membership.  Officers  of  Local  Unions  so  elected,  who  by 
virtue  of  their  election  to  office  are  also  delegates  to  a  State 
or  District  Council,  would  qualify  to  vote  in  the  elections  of 
officers  of  a  State  or  District  Council  where  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  so  provide.  Elections  in  a  State  or  District  Coun- 
cil are  to  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  State  or  District  Council  insofar  as  they 
are  not  inconsistent  with  applicable  law. 

16.  There  are  special  enforcement  procedures  which  need 
not  be  gone  into  for  purposes  of  this  analysis.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  strict  enforcement  procedures  do  exist. 

17.  In  the  case  of  Local  Unions  whose  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  can  be  lawfully  modified  or  amended  by  action 
of  the  membership,  the  legal  election  requirements  became 
applicable  December  14,  1959.  Since  the  L.I.U.  Convention 
will  not  take  place  until  after  one  year  following  September 
14,  1959,  a  special  Constitutional  Convention  need  not  be 
called;  the  Executive  Council  which  has  the  power  to  act 
for  the  L.I.U.  between  Conventions  is  empowered  by  the 
Statute  to  make  such  interim  constitutional  changes  as  are 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  Act  (Title  IV).

Report  of  the 

GENERAL  SECRETARY -TREASURER 


Since  we  have  started  publishing  delinquent  local  lists  in 
the  Journal,  there  have  been  several  things  drawn  to  my 
attention  in  reference  to  this  list.  We  do  have  some  conditions 
where  the  local  does  have  the  money  here  at  Headquarters  to 
cover  their  monthly  per  capita  tax,  but  has  failed  to  or  been 
unable  to  get  their  per  capita  tax  form  in  prior  to  the  end 
of  the  month,  consequently,  they  would  be  found  on  the 
delinquent  list.  In  publishing  the  December  Journal,  we  also 
find  that  we  failed  to  enter  several  of  the  locals  that  were 
delinquent  on  this  list.  I  would  also  like  to  mention  that 
Local  166,  Albany,  New  York,  was  published  in  error,  and 
that  their  report  here  at  Headquarters  has  been  current  for 
several  months.  I  hope  that  in  the  future,  we  will  be  able 
to  avoid  making  these  mistakes,  and  if  any  mistakes  are 
drawn  to  our  attention,  we  will  be  glad  to  correct  them.

I  would  like  to  make  a  New  Year's  Resolution  for  myself, 
and  the  Office  Staff,  which  would  be  that  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  give  you  more  prompt  and  better  service  for  the  coming 
year.  Even  though  we  would  like  to  avoid  making  any  errors 
this  would  be  impossible,  but  as  part  of  the  resolution,  I  will 
be  pleased  to  correct  any  errors  that  are  drawn  to  my  attention 
in  the  hopes  that  we  may  have  as  near  perfect  an  operation  as 
could  be  possible.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  serve  you  in  1959. 
and  will  be  a  pleasure  to  again  serve  you  in  1960. 

In  this  issue  of  the  Journal,  we  are  including  an  exact  copy 
of  the  Metal  Lath  News,  Volume  23,  Numbers  3  &  4,  with 
the  permission  of  Jack  Fisher,  Managing  Director  of  the 
Metal  Lath  Manufacturers  Association.  This  issue  of  the 
Metal  Lath  News,  as  you  will  notice,  is  completely  made  up 
of  our  new  Headquarters  building,  and  the  type  of  construc- 
tion used  in  the  building.  I  want  to  commend  Jack  Fisher, 
Managing  Director,  and  D.  A.  Rowe,  Editor,  for  the  excellent 
job  that  they  have  done  in  drawing  our  building,  and  its  type 
of  construction  to  the  attention  of  so  many  people.  Lloyd 
Mashbum  and  I  were  very  much  pleased  with  this  issue  of 
the  Metal  Lath  News,  and  know  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to 
all  of  the  members,  and  felt  that  the  only  way  to  get  it  to  the 
membership  was  to  enter  it  in  the  Lather. 

We  have  had  transfers  come  into  the  office  with  initiation 
fees  shown  as  indebtedness.  We  cannot  accept  transfers  with 
initiation  fees  shown  as  indebtedness,  because  an  apprentice 
must  pay  his  initiation  fee  in  order  to  become  a  member, 
therefore  if  he  has  not  paid  it,  he  is  not  a  member,  and 
cannot  have  a  transfer. 

Closely  related  to  the  transfer  is  the  apprentice  release 
and  acceptance  form,  which  we  have  had  printed  to  be  used 
in  an  instance  where  an  apprentice  for  reason  of  conditions 
allowed  by  the  L.I.U.  Constitution,  finds  it  necessary  to  move 
from  one  local's  jurisdiction  into  another.   This  apprentice 


release  was  not  meant  for  the  purpose  of  terminating  an 
apprentice's  apprenticeship,  because  of  his  no  longer  desiring 
to,  or  his  inability  to  successfully  work  at  the  trade.  We 
have  also  had  conditions  on  this  apprentice  release  and 
acceptance  form  where  an  apprentice  has  paid  a  portion  of 
his  initiation  fee  in  the  original  local,  and  then  has  received 
a  release  to  a  second  local  showing  an  indebtedness  for  the 
balance  of  his  initiation  fee.  This  cannot  be  done,  because 
the  second  local  would  be  entitled  to  whatever  initiation  fee 
was  not  collected  by  the  first  local  or  to  the  difference  between 

the  two  initiation  fees  if  this  occasion  arose. 

t-     *  * 

I  would  like  to  mention  briefly  the  listings  of  the  State  and 
District  Councils,  and  of  the  local  meeting  places,  and  secre- 
taries addresses,  which  are  found  on  the  last  few  pages  of  the 
Journal.  We  have  found  many  errors  in  these  listings.  We 
want  to,  and  are  trying  to  make  these  listings,  correct,  and  it 
we  have  not  found  some  of  the  errors,  if  you  would  draw 
them  to  our  attention,  we  will  see  that  they  are  changed  in  the 
following  issue  of  the  Journal.

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  appointments  of 
representatives  of  both  the  Lathers  and  the  Contractors, 
since  the  minutes  of  the  October  24,  1959  meeting.

Lathers'  Local  144 
Forms  Own  Credit  Union 


Members  of  Lathers  Local  144  in  Santa  Clara  County, 
California,  recently  formed  their  own  credit  union,  accord- 
ing to  the  Credit  Union  National  Association  (CUNA).  This 
is  the  first  credit  union  owned  and  operated  by  lathers. 
There  are  482  serving  unions  affiliated  with  the  AFL-CIO, 
CUNA  reports. 

The  new  Santa  Clara  County  Lathers  Federal  Credit  Union 
has  a  potential  membership  of  300,  according  to  Treasurer 
Edward  P.  Lovetro. 

Credit  unions  are  financial  self-help  groups  whose  members 
save  their  money  together  and  make  loans  to  each  other  at 
low  cost.  The  Santa  Clara  County  Lathers  Federal  Credit 
Union  is  chartered  by  the  Federal  Government  and  deals 
only  with  its  members,  who  must  share  the  common  bond 
of  association  under  which  the  credit  union  was  organized. 

Regular  dividends  are  paid  on  savings,  and  many  credit 
unions  also  return  to  borrowers  a  percentage  of  the  interest 
collected,  thereby  reducing  the  cost  of  credit  union  loans 
even  more.  Some  26,000  credit  unions  serve  more  than 
13,000,000  members  throughout  the  world,  CUNA  reports.

Tale  Town  project. 

Sacramento's  Fairy  Tale  Town  was  started  in  April,  1955 
by  the  Sacramento  Junior  League  through  whose  efforts  the 
City  Council  designated  a  two  and  one-half  acre  site  in 
William  Land  Park. 

John  Otto  was  the  general  contractor  on  this  project.  The 
buildings  were  constructed  from  perfect  scale  models  designed 
by  a  local  artist,  Mrs.  Georgianna  Else,  who  was  assisted 
in  the  model  construction  by  Mr.  Richard  Mier.  Basic 
construction  of  the  buildings  is  cold  rolled  channel  iron, 
galvanized  metal  lath  and  portland  cement.  The  plaster  was 
both  machine  and  hand  applied  with  a  color  stucco  finish. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  quite  a  lot  of  pre-fab  work 
was  done  in  the  Scollan  firm's  yard  and  transported  to  the 
Fairy  Tale  Town  site. 

All  of  the  actual  sets  are  constructed  at  the  children's 
level  and  while  adults  are  welcome  in  the  area  they  will 
find  it  necessary  to  adjust  themselves  to  child  size  facilities.

AFTER  25  YEARS 


The  New  Deal 


A  quarter  century  has  passed  since  the  Great  Depression 
gave  birth  to  the  New  Deal — a  phenomenon  that  some  his- 
torians have  likened  to  a  second  American  revolution,  albeit 
a  peaceful,  constitutional  one. 

With  a  desperate  speed  that  only  a  catastrophe  of  national 
proportions  could  set  in  motion,  drastic  changes  in  the 
economic  and  social  structure  of  the  nation  were  begun, 
many  of  which  had  been  long  overdue.  Some  conservatives 
predicted  that  this  "catching  up"  marked  the  doom  of  the 
free  enterprise  system.  Actually,  the  New  Deal  saved  the 
system  in  the  1930's  from  the  consequence  of  its  own  excesses, 
and  its  numerous  reforms  have  aided  economic  stability  and 
growth  in  the  years  since  then.  With  appreciation  that 
sometimes  only  the  passage  of  time  can  bring,  the  New 
Deal  is  now  revered  by  many  who  reviled  it  twenty-five 
years  ago. 

A  backward  glance  to  recall  the  problems  America  faced 
during  those  desperate  years  and  how  men  sought  to  resolve 
them  with  courage  and  ideas,  is  important  for  more  than 
mere  academic  or  sentimental  reasons.  As  we  enter  the 
decade  of  the  1960's,  the  crisis  that  now  confronts  the  free 
world  is  even  greater  than  that  of  a  quarter  century  ago. 
A  fresh  look  at  the  way  America  shook  off  its  lethargy  then 
and  made  a  heroic  and  successful  effort  to  overcome  its 
problems,  should  strengthen  our  will  and  our  confidence 
in  meeting  the  challenge  of  today. 


U.S.A.,  March  1933 

Not  only  were  the  depths  of  the  depression  reached  in 
the  first  days  of  1933,  catastrophe  seemed  about  to  overwhelm 
the  whole  economy.  Between  1929  and  1933,  the  total 
physical  output  of  goods  had  fallen  37%  and  the  total  labor 
income  had  declined  40%.  By  March  of  1933,  the  unem- 
ployed were  being  variously  estimated  at  from  13,600,000 
to  17,000,000  and  local  public  agencies  were  finding  it 
impossible  to  carry  the  staggering  relief  load  (private  charity 
had  long  ago  given  up  the  unequal  struggle).  What  is  more, 
the  burden  of  public  and  private  debt  had  become  intolerable, 
the  wellsprings  of  credit  had  dried  up,  and  the  nation  faced 
bankruptcy.  By  March  4th,  when  the  new  president  was 
being  inaugurated,  even  the  banks  had  been  forced  to  close 
their  doors. 

During  three  years  of  deepening  depression,  President 
Herbert  Hoover  had  clung  to  the  traditional  view  that  active 
intervention  by  the  federal  government  would  only  prolong 
the  slump.  This  view  held  that  "natural  laws"  caused,  and 
likewise  would  cure,  the  depression.  Unhappily,  for  the 
business  community  which  dominated  the  country,  neither 
the  Democrats  nor  organized  labor  could  be  convincingly 
blamed  for  the  depression.  Trade  union  membership  had 
fallen  to  less  than  2.2  million  by  1933,  and  the  Republicans 
had  occupied  the  White  House  for  a  dozen  years. 

But,  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  had  been  mandated 
by  the  people  to  act,  and  he  did  not  fail  them.  The  fifteen 
measures  he  sent  to  Congress  and  the  fifteen  laws  enacted 
during  the  famous  first  100  days  of  the  New  Deal,  achieved 
an  unparalleled  record  of  peacetime  federal  activity. 

The  immediate  need  was  to  shore  up  banks  and  other 
collapsing  private  business  institutions  and  to  alleviate  the 
physical  sufferings  of  millions  of  people.  Then,  in  later 
undertakings,  many  of  the  temporary  emergency  expedients 
gave  way  to,  or  were  supplemented  by,  long-range  and 
far-reaching  measures.  These  were  the  fundamental  New 
Deal  reforms,  fashioned  to  eradicate  the  causes  of  depression 
and  to  encourage  economic  growth. 

The  vastness  of  the  New  Deal  effort  to  restore  the  people's 
faith  in  themselves  and  in  their  country's  future  can  be 
grasped  only  by  a  study  of  both  the  temporary  recovery 
measures  and  the  permanent  reforms,  which  are  its  lasting 
monument.  Unfortunately,  in  this  account  we  can  only 
briefly  report  on  the  major  undertakings. 

Staving  Off  Catastrophe 

As  his  first  act,  the  new  President  closed  all  banks  the 
day  after  he  took  office,  and  four  days  later  an  Emergency 
Banking  Bill  was  speedily  passed  by  Congress.  Under  its 
terms,  banks  were  furnished  with  currency  in  relation  to 
their  assets,  and  those  which  were  sound  were  gradually 
reopened.    Additional  help  came  from  the  Reconstruction

Finance  Corporation  which  bought  over  a  billion  dollars 
worth  of  preferred  stock  in  thousands  of  the  less  sound 
banks,  and  thus  helped  to  restore  them  to  solvency. 

Actually,  the  RFC  had  been  set  up  by  Hoover  in  1932 — 
despite  his  avowed  policy  of  non-interference — to  bail  out 
tottering  financial  institutions  and  the  railroads  with  federal 
loans.  Because  this  effort  failed  to  stem  the  tidal  wave  of 
bankruptcy,  Roosevelt  asked  for  and  was  granted  a  vast 
expansion  of  RFC  powers  under  the  new  Emergency  Banking 
Bill. 

In  the  ensuing  years  until  its  liquidation,  RFC  loaned  over 
$10  billion  to  aid  privately  owned  banks,  insurance  com- 
panies, railroads  and  other  business  enterprises  that  the  private 
lending  institutions  could  not,  or  would  not,  adequately  serve. 
Almost  all  of  these  loans  were  made  during  the  1930's. 

Immediate  action  was  also  needed  to  halt  the  tidal  wave 
of  home  and  farm  foreclosures,  which  totalled  1%  million 
from  1929  to  1933.  The  Emergency  Farm  Mortgage  and 
Home  Owners  Loan  Acts,  designed  to  cope  with  this  problem, 
were  also  hastily  passed  by  the  Congress. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  new  legislation,  new  federal  agencies 
quickly  swung  into  action  to  help  distressed  small  property 
owners  to  refinance  their  mortgages  at  low  interest  rates 
over  long  periods  of  time.  Provision  was  even  made  for 
financing  taxes  and  repairs. 

During  the  three  years  of  its  lending  operations,  from 
1933  to  1936,  HOLC  made  more  than  a  million  home  loans. 
Although  aid  was  given  only  to  those  "risky"  borrowers

who  could  nol  get  help  from  private  s(.)urcei,  HOLC  actually 
showed  a  profit  which  it  turned  over  to  the  U.  S.  Treasur>' 
when  it  finally  closed  its  books. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  this  help  to  distressed  owners 
of  homes  and  farms  averted  the  total  collapse  of  the  real 
estate  market.  In  combination  with  other  New  Deal  measures, 
it  restored  the  liquidity  of  most  of  the  nation's  banks,  insur- 
ance companies,  and  other  private  financial  institutions. 
Everything  done  during  the  famous  first  100  days  sought  to 
save — not  to  destroy — the  free  enterprise  system  and  to 
restore  the  people's  faith  in  it. 

Helping  the  Unemployed 

While  emergency  measures  were  being  enacted  to  save 
property  and  our  traditional  business  institutions,  critical 
human  needs — which  neither  private  charity  nor  the  hard- 
pressed  states  and  localities  had  been  able  to  meet — were  not 
being  ignored.  Before  March  ended.  Congress  had  created 
the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps.  Soon  thereafter,  the  Federal 
Emergency  Relief  Administration  was  also  set  up  to  provide 
aid  for  the  needy  from  coast  to  coast. 

By  mid-summer,  over  300,000  young  men  between  18  and 
25,  from  families  on  relief,  were  in  CCC  camps  in  the  forests. 
This  was  a  mammoth  effort  to  reclaim  and  develop  both  our 
youth— who  otherwise  would  remain  in  idleness  in  slums 
and  hobo  camps — and  our  public  resources.  Across  the 
country,  these  boys  planted  trees,  built  dams  and  recreational 
(Continued  on  next  page) 
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camps,  and  in  other  ways  conserved  and  improved  our  public 
lands. 

Altogether,  2!  4  million  young  Americans  became  members 
of  the  CCC,  surely  one  of  the  most  popular  New  Deal 
enterprises.  At  the  same  time,  thousands  more  were  enabled 
to  continue  their  studies  in  high  school  and  college  because 
of  grants  they  earned  on  projects  of  the  National  Youth 
Administration,  set  up  in  1935. 

Under  F.E.R.A.,  federal  money  was  earmarked,  for  the 
first  time,  to  help  the  needy — not  as  a  loan  to  be  paid  back 
by  the  states  (as  proposed  by  Hoover  in  1932)  but  as  a  direct 
grant.  Immediately,  half  of  an  originally  authorized  $500 
million  was  assigned  on  a  matching  basis  to  the  states,  and 
the  rest  went  wherever  the  crisis  was  most  urgent  (in  some 
states  40%  of  the  people  were  on  relief;  in  some  counties, 
80%). 

Because  among  the  able-bodied  needy  it  was  felt  that  relief 
was  degrading  and  some  would  not  accept  it,  a  supplemental 
works  project  for  the  unemployed,  which  ultimately  evolved 
into  the  Works  Project  Administration,  was  undertaken  in 
the  latter  part  of  1933,  the  fourth  winter  of  the  depression. 
Although  WPA  was  sneered  at  by  some  as  simply  a  "leaf- 
raking"  operation,  at  its  peak  it  provided  jobs  for  over  3 
million  needy  Americans  whose  work  helped  maintain  self- 
respect  and  some  family  income.  At  the  same  time,  hundeds 
of  thousands  of  public  buildings,  bridges,  airports  and  roads 
were  being  built  or  repaired,  and  many  other  useful  public 
services  were  performed. 

As  many  still  recall,  FERA,  CWA,  WPA,  CCC  and  NYA 
helped  millions  who  otherwise  would  have  remained  hungry 
and  hopeless.  Although  some  skeptics  maintained  that  these 
federal  efforts  would  sap  the  "moral  fiber"  of  the  unemployed, 
the  fact  remained  that  private  enterprise  had  no  alternative 
employment  opportunities  to  offer  at  the  time.  Furthermore, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  without  the  emergency  relief  and 
work  projects  for  the  needy,  desperate  people  might  well 
have  taken  action  of  a  drastic  kind. 

Prodding  Recoverj' 

The  need  to  reopen  banks,  to  shore  up  tottering  businesses, 
to  save  homeowners  and  farmers  from  foreclosure,  and  to  feed 
the  hungry — all  combined  to  impel  a  crash  program  of  ac- 
tion. But  more  was  demanded  during  the  first  100  days — an 
immediate  and  all-out  effort  to  stimulate  real  recovery.  The 
National  Industrial  Recovery  and  Agricultural  Adjustment 
-Acts,  passed  in  the  spring  of  1933,  were  contrived  as  major 
steps  in  that  direction. 

Like  the  other  New  Deal  programs  described  so  far, 
N.R.A.  and  A.A.A.  turned  out  to  be  temporary,  but  not  be- 
cause it  was  planned  that  way.  The  Supreme  Court  ultimately 
intervened  and  declared  these  undertakings  unconstitutional. 


Nonetheless,  both  Acts  were  conceived  as  basic  economic 
reforms  and  both  helped  give  impetus  and  inspiration  to  more 
permanent  legislation  which  today  affects  the  welfare  of  all  of 
us. 

While  N.R.A.  parades  and  hoopla  were  staged  to  revive 
the  hope  and  confidence  of  the  American  people,  the  Na- 
tional Recovery  Act  also  sought  to  encourage  recovery  in 
several  basic  ways.  National  codes  were  to  be  drawn  up  by 
each  industry  and  trade  to  establish  minimum  wages  and 
work  standards,  and  to  eliminate  price  chiseling  based  on 
sweatshops.  Furthermore,  each  code  was  required  to  include 
Section  7(a),  a  pledge  to  honor  the  right  of  workers  to  join 
unions  if  they  chose.  This  would  encourage  higher  wages  and 
bolster  the  ability  of  millions  of  families  to  buy,  it  was  be- 
lieved. Furthermore,  the  Act  provided  for  a  vast  program  of 
public  works  which  also  would  help  make  industry  hum  again. 

"The  aim  of  this  whole  effort,"  President  Roosevelt  said 
in  a  statement  supporting  passage  of  the  Recovery  Act,  "is 
to  restore  our  rich  domestic  market  by  raising  its  vast  con- 
suming capacity."  But  he  warned,  "We  cannot  hope  for  the 
full  effect  of  this  plan  unless,  in  these  first  critical  months, 
and  even  at  the  expense  of  full  initial  profits,  we  defer  price 
increases  as  long  as  possible." 

The  price  moratorium  was  not  to  apply  to  farmers,  how- 
ever, since  their  prices  had  fallen  by  more  than  half  since 
1929.  The  object  of  A.A.A. ,  on  the  contrary,  was  to  raise 
farm  prices  and,  thus,  farm  purchasing  power,  through  pro- 
duction cutbacks  and  incentive  payment  plans. 

Unfortunately,  the  success  expected  from  N.R.A.'s  industry 
codes  was  not  fulfilled,  and  late  in  1934,  Roosevelt  proposed  a 
careful  reappraisal.  In  the  first  place,  the  representatives  of 
trade  and  industry  had  been  allowed  pretty  much  to  write 
their  own  codes,  and  often  indulged  in  upward  price  fixing 
and  production  controls  which  undermined  N.R.A.  objectives 
and  disregarded  the  anti-trust  laws  as  well.  Furthermore,  the 
guarantees  of  Section  7(a)  were  not  widely  honored,  and 
1 934  became  a  year  of  bitter  labor  strife.  In  any  event,  in  the 
spring  of  1935,  the  N.R.A.  story  ended  by  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

The  most  enduring  part  of  the  Recovery  Act  was  the  pub- 
lic construction  section  which  authorized  $3.3  billion  for 
public  works — probably  the  largest  fund  of  its  kind  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  After  N.R.A.  died,  Congress  continued 
its  Public  Works  Administration  and,  from  1933  to  1939, 
the  $6  billion  spent  by  P.W.A.  did  much  to  stimulate  economic 
activity  and  build  vitally  needed  public  works  as  well. 

Slowly,  as  banks  reopened,  foreclosures  tapered  off  and 
public  spending  "primed  the  pump,"  and  confidence  began  to 
return;  1934  showed  a  10%  rise  in  real  national  output,  the 
first  rise  since  the  depression  began.  Notwithstanding,  busi- 
ness leaders  began  to  turn  against  the  New  Deal.

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The  Lather 


At  the  outset,  F.D.R.'s  swift  action  to  revitalize  private  busi- 
nesses, firm  up  real  estate  values,  and  his  support  of  the  NRA 
codes  which  allowed  businessmen  to  set  their  prices,  was  ap- 
plauded by  the  industrial  and  financial  community.  However, 
when  it  became  clear  that  the  President  also  intended  to  help 
wage  earners,  farmers  and  the  unemployed,  and  even  to  police 
banking  and  stock  market  manipulators,  the  honeymoon  was 
soon  ended.  This  was  viewed  as  an  outrageous  abuse  of  the 
federal  power  and  violation  of  the  rights  of  free  men.  By 
insisting  that  the  center  of  government  was  Washington,  not 
Wall  Street,  the  President  had  become  for  some  a  traitor  to 
his  class. 

By  1934,  the  New  Deal  had  become,  said  Herbert  Hoover, 
"the  most  stupendous  invasion  of  the  whole  spirit  of  Liberty 
since  .  .  .  Colonial  America."  To  David  Lawrence,  it  "more 
strongly  resembled  the  dictatorship  of  the  Fascistic  and  Com- 
munistic states  of  Europe."  Among  most  of  the  wealthy,  an 
almost  pathological  campaign  of  hate  against  "that  man  in  the 
White  House"  commenced. 

Yet,  within  the  scope  of  a  half  dozen  years  in  the  1930's 
the  New  Deal  was  doing  more  to  restore  the  prestige  of  the 
free  enterprise  system  and  to  preserve  it  than  had  ever  been 
done  before.  While  a  few  pioneer  efforts  to  achieve  vitally 
needed  reforms  in  the  system  had  succeeded  over  the  preced- 
ing fifty  years — like  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act,  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  law,  the  Federal  Income  Tax,  the  Norris- 
LaGuardia  Act,  and  a  few  measures  to  raise  the  standards  of 
workers  in  federally  connected  employment  and  on  the  rail- 
roads— a  major  catching-up  job  was  tragically  overdue.  This 
was  the  mission  the  New  Deal  reformers  undertook  to  achieve. 

Raising  the  Status  of  Labor 

Although  trade  unions  had  a  long  prior  existence  in  the 
United  States,  it  was  New  Deal  legislation  that,  for  the  first 
time,  enjoined  the  employer  from  interfering  with  the  work- 
ers' right  to  organize  and  penalized  him  if  he  did;  moreover, 
it  imposed  an  additional  obligation  to  recognize  and  bargain 
with  unions  in  good  faith.  Under  the  New  Deal,  collective 
bargaining  was  not  only  legal  but  was  viewed  to  be  socially 
desirable. 

The  establishment  of  these  rights  and  obligations  under  the 
law — first  in  Section  7(a)  of  the  codes  and  then  more  fully 
and  permanently  in  the  National  Labor  Relations  (Wagner) 
Act  of  1935 — was  probably  the  New  Deal's  greatest  single 
contribution  to  economic  growth  and  social  justice. 

In  addition  to  this  enactment  of  a  "Magna  Carta"  for  labor 
— which  did  so  much  to  encourage  American  workers  to  help 
themselves  through  self-organization — the  passage  of  the  Pub- 
lic Contracts  (Walsh-Healey)  Act  in  1937  and  the  Fair  Labor 
Standards  (Wage  and  Hour)  Act  in  1938  directly  raised  the 
wages  and  improved  work  standards  for  millions  of  our  people. 

In  these  two  great  laws  a  principle  originally  embodied  in 
the  NRA  codes — that  the  sweatshop  is  an  evil  form  of  chisel- 
ing competition  and  should  be  outlawed — was  made  a  national 
policy  for  the  first  time. 

Under  the  Public  Contracts  Act,  those  who  supply  materials 
for  federal  use  must  pay  at  least  prevailing  wages  just  as 
contractors  were  already  required  to  pay  them  to  workers 
on  federal  construction  jobs. 

The  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  went  further;  it  prohibited 
child  labor  and  established  the  principle  of  a  universal  floor 
under  wages  and  a  universal  standard  for  hours  in  interstate 
commerce.  Because  of  this  law,  the  hourly  earnings  of  millions 
gradually  moved  up  from  25<f  to  $1  and  the  eight-hour  day 
and  forty-hour  week  became  the  norm. 

Despite  the  fact  that  millions  are  still  inexcusably  unpro- 


tected by  the  NLRA  and  the  I  L.SA  and  although  the  I  all- 
Hartley  Amendments  have  weakened  the  effectiveness  of  the 
former  while  the  minimum  wage  under  the  latter  is  still  far 
too  low,  the  better  living  standards  enjoyed  by  most  of  us 
have  been  greatly  enhanced  by  these  laws.  Of  course,  the  real 
impact  of  these  measures  has  been  greatest  in  post-war  years 
as  millions  more  have  become  directly  or  indirectly  the 
beneficiaries  of  collectively  bargained  wages  and  salaries,  and 
as  the  level  and  coverage  of  minimum  wage  laws  have  in- 
creased. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall,  however,  that  the  concept  that  the 
worker  has  a  right  to  share  in  the  benefits  flowing  from  Ameri- 
ca's rising  capacity  to  produce,  enjoyed  its  greatest  legislative 
implementation  almost  a  quarter  century  ago.

Architectural  Needs  Attained  By  Metal  Lath 

And  Plaster  In  New  Lathers'  Building 


STEEL-FRAME  buildings  with  metal  lath  and  plaster 
provide  more  than  adequate  fire  protection  at  low 
cost.  Another  case  in  point  is  the  new  Wood,  Wire  & 
Metal  Lathers'  International  Union  building  in  Ta- 
koma  Park,  Maryland. 

When  the  directors  of  the  WW&MLIU  decided  to 
build  a  new  headquarters  building,  proper  fire  pro- 
tection for  this  building  was  one  of  their  first  con- 
siderations. This  feeling  was  shared  by  David  Baker, 
the  architect  whose  headquarters  are  in  Washington, 
D.C. 

In  writing  the  specifications  for  this  building, 
Baker's  architectural  staff  turned  to  metal  lath  for  a 
wide  variety  of  needs.  For  fire  protection,  as  mentioned 
— for  design  versatility — for  durability — and,  for  econ- 
omy. 

Structural  steel  columns  bearing  the  bulk  of  the 
weight  of  this  building  were  wrapped  with  metal  lath 
and  then  were  plastered.  These  columns  were  designed 
to  carry  the  intended  load,  therefore,  it  was  evident 
that  fire  protection  was  a  must  to  prevent  heat  from 
an  unpredicted  fire  to  reach  and  weaken  these  sturdy 
structural  members. 

Exposed  steel  joists  and  beams  supporting  loads  in 
this  building  would  not  be  immune  to  the  ravages  of 
fire.  Protective  metal  lath  and  plaster  suspended  ceil- 
ings now  provide  an  exceptionally  high  degree  of  fire 
protection.  Not  only  does  this  type  of  installation  pro- 
tect these  horizontal  structural  members,  but  con- 
cealed service  lines,  pipes,  ducts,  and  wiring  are  also 
made  safe  from  fire. 


Partitions  in  corridors  and  between  tenancies  many 
times  must  serve  as  fire  stops  if  a  blaze  should  ensue. 
The  logical  answer  in  the  new  headquarters  building 
was  metal  lath  and  plaster.  After  all,  partitions  of  this 
type  have  been  successfully  put  to  the  test  in  a  multi- 
tude of  fires,  earthquakes,  and  in  areas  of  severe  use 
for  over  sixty  years —  and  during  this  period  they  con- 
stantly have  proved  their  innate  resistance  to  the  up- 
heavals of  nature. 

Much  of  the  exterior  wall  vertical  furring  in  this 
building  is  also  metal  lath  and  plaster.  Serving  as  a 
sturdy  base  for  the  plaster,  this  type  of  furring  encloses 
mechanical  equipment  along  walls  or  other  exposed 
areas.  Irregularities  or  projections  are  eliminated,  and 
adequate  air-insulating  space  is  provided. 

A  multitude  of  unique  construction  features  enhance 
the  importance  of  this  building.  They  include:  a  port- 
land  cement  plaster  exterior  finish;  control  joints  for 
movement  of  certain  exterior  and  interior  materials; 
a  decorative  metal  lath  and  plaster  balustrade  in  the 
front  stairway;  machine  application  of  much  of  the 
plaster;  metal  lath  centering  for  the  floor  slab  con- 
struction; and  acoustic  plaster  for  various  ceiling  areas. 

The  perimeter  walls  of  this  building  are  strength- 
ened with  load-bearing  prefabricated  steel  studs.  Port- 
land cement  plaster  on  the  exterior  is  broken  into 
uniform  modules  through  the  application  of  control 
joints.  This  type  of  bead  design  was  incorporated  to 
cope  with  the  extreme  changes  in  weather  which  are 
known  to  occur  on  short  notice  in  certain  -eastern 
costal  regions.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


In  this  issue  of  the  Journal  you  will  find  the  Minutes  of 
the  Executive  Council  Meeting  held  in  accordance  with  the 
L.I.U.  Constitution,  which  provides  that  one  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Council  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  place 
as  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department  Board  Meetings.  Both  Meetings  were 
held,  starting  February  1,  I960,  in  Miami,  Florida,  at  the 
Americana  Hotel.  This  meeting  was  a  very  important  meeting 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  International  Constitution  had  to 
be  interpreted  to  meet  the  provisions  of  the  Labor  Manage- 
ment-Reporting and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959. 

If  you  recall,  since  you  received  a  copy  of  the  Act  in  the 
October  Journal,  each  International  Union  was  given  one 
year  to  revise,  or  interpret  their  Constitution  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  The  Act  provides  three  ways  of 
doing  this.  One,  by  Convention,  which  we  were  unable  to  do, 
because  the  Constitution  provides  we  must  pay  transportation, 
expenses  and  per  diem  and  since  the  contributions  to  this 
fund  are  based  upon  the  three  year  period  and  we  have  had 
only  one  half  of  the  period  to  collect,  this  did  not  seem 
practical. 

Secondly  this  action  could  have  been  taken  by  referendum 
vote,  this  again  seemed  impractical  because  the  Law  is  loosely 
drawn  and  the  interpretations  of  the  Law  are  still  interpreta- 
tions and  are  not  confirmed  Court  Decisions,  and  it  would 
have  been  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  have 
explained  the  Law  under  these  circumstances,  in  order  to 
obtain  an  intelligent  vote.  The  third,  and  most  practical  way 
to  do  this  was  by  the  Executive  Council  interpreting  the 
Constitution  to  conform  to  the  Law. 

You  will  note  in  reading  case  number  one  of  the  Executive 
Council's  report  there  are  no  basic,  or  fundamental  changes, 
only  legal  interpretations  to  conform  with  the  Law. 

The  matter  of  Bond  was  also  thoroughly  discussed  by  the 
Executive  Council,  who  had  our  General  Counsel  present,  as 
well  as  an  expert  from  the  Martin  Segal  Company,  whose 
services  we  have  engaged  because  of  the  many  controversies 
over  the  bonding  provisions  through  this  particular  law. 
A  study  had  been  made  by  the  Segal  Company  prior  to 
their  appearance  before  the  Board  and  their  recommendations 
to  us  were  to  maintain  our  present  bonding  system,  until 
further  clarification  and  interpretations  had  been  made  of 
this  Section  of  the  Law.  We  do  however,  intend  to,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Martin  Segal  Company,  continue  to 
negotiate  with  various  bonding  companies  in  order  to  arrive 
at  the  most  suitable,  as  well  as  economical  plan  for  our 
affiliated  Local  Unoins,  and  it  is  their  advice  and  our  opinion 
that  you  need  not  be  concerned  until  you  hear  further  from 
us  on  this  matter. 

Another  action  of  the  Executive  Council  which  may  be  of 


interest  to  you  is,  they  instructed  the  President  and  Secretary 
to  proceed  with  the  arrangements  for  our  next  convention  in 
1961,  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  No  invitation  had  been 
extended  by  any  affiliated  Local  Union  for  the  Convention, 
therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Executive  Council  to  select  the  next 
Convention  city. 

Due  to  a  number  of  requests  for  the  financial  reporting 
Form  LM-2,  I  have  contacted  the  Labor  Department  and  they 
have  advised  me  they  are  sending  the  forms  to  all  Local 
Unions  who  have  previously  reported  on  the  LM-1  Form.  If 
you  do  not  receive  your  forms  the  following  is  a  list  of 
Cities  and  Offices  where  they  may  be  obtained.

Court  Decisions  and 
National  Labor  Relations  Board  Decisions  have  likewise  made 
it  necessary  to  review  the  Sections  and  Subsections  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  Accordingly,  matters  relating  to  the

foregoing  having  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  L.I.U.,  it  is  ruled  by  the  Executive  Council  that  the 
following  Sections  and  Subsections  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  L.I.U.  are  to  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

1.   Section  13b  (4)  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  fol- 
lows: 

At  the  time  that  the  General  President  orders  that  an 
investigation  be  conducted,  the  General  President  shall 
have  the  right  to  appoint  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
the  L.I.U.  to  act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Local  Union  if 
the  appointment  of  the  Trustee  is  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  corruption  or  financial  malpractice,  assuring 
the  performance  of  collective  bargaining  agreements  or 
(Continued  on  next  page) 
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other  duties  of  the  L.I.U.  and/ or  of  the  Local  Union  as 
a  collective  bargaining  representative,  restoring  demo- 
cratic procedures,  or  otherwise  carrying  out  the  legiti- 
mate objects  of  the  L.I.U.  and  or  of  the  Local  Union. 
The  Trustee  designated  by  and  acting  for  the  General 
President  shall  take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Local 
Union  and  shall  supervise  and  administer  it  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  enumerated  purpose  or  purposes  for 
which  the  General  President  instituted  the  trusteeship. 
If  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Local  Union  fail  or  refuse 
to  recognize  the  Trustee  designated  to  act  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Cicncral  President,  or  fail  to  refuse  to  co- 
operate with  the  Trustee  during  the  term  of  the  trustee- 
ship, the  Trustee,  with  the  consent  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent, shall  have  the  right  to  temporarily  remove  such 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Local  Union  for  the  period  of 
the  Trusteeship  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  General 
President,  to  appoint  succeeding  Officer  or  Officers  who 
shall  serve  as  temporary  Officers  during  the  period  of  the 
Trusteeship.  During  the  period  of  Trusteeship,  the  vote 
of  delegates  from  such  trusteed  Local  Union  in  any 
Convention  or  election  of  officers  of  the  L.I.U.  shall  not 
be  counted  unless  the  delegates  have  been  chosen  by 
secret  ballot  in  an  election  in  which  all  the  members  in 
good  standing  of  the  trusteed  Local  Union  are  eligible 

|»  to  participate;  further,  only  the  normal  per  capita  tax 

and  assessments  payable  by  Local  Unions  not  in  trustee- 
ship shall  be  transferred  by  the  trusteed  Local  Union  out 
of  the  current  receipts  or  other  funds  of  such  trusteed 
Local  Union,  provided,  however,  that  if  the  trusteed 

J,  Local  Union  is  dissolved  and/ or  its  charter  is  revoked 

in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.,  then 
the  assets  of  such  trusteed  Local  Union  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  over  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  L.I.U. 

2.  Section  13u  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
To  have  such  other  powers  and  duties,  including  the 
power  and  duty  to  hold,  manage,  invest  and  expend  the 
money  and  property  of  the  L.I.U.  solely  for  the  benefit 
of  the  L.I.U.  and  its  members  as  may  be  either  implied 
or  necessary  in  order  to  enable  the  General  President 
to  fully  exercise  his  supervision  over  the  afl'airs  of  the 
L.I.U.  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U. 
and  with  its  laws  and  policies. 

3.  Section  15a  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
The  Executive  Council  shall  herein  decide  all  appeals 
taken  from  the  decisions  of  the  General  President;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  appeals  must  be  in  proper  order 
as  to  their  nature  as  well  as  timely;  by  timely  is  meant 
that  the  appeal  must  be  filed  by  no  later  than  thirty  (30) 
days  following  the  date  that  a  copy  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent's Decision  and  Order  is  mailed,  by  Registered  or 
Certified  mail,  to  the  offices  of  the  Local  Union;  further, 
an  appeal  by  any  Local  Union  from  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Council  on  such  Local  Union's  appeal  from 
the  Decision  and  Order  of  the  General  President  may 
be  made  to  the  Convention  of  the  L.I.U.  provided  that 
such  appeal  must  be  sent  by  Registered  or  Certified  mail 
to  the  L.I.U.  Headquarters  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  appelant  Local  Union  has  been  notified  by  Registered 
or  Certified  mail  of  the  Executive  Council's  action  on 
the  appeal.  In  hearing  and  deciding  on  the  appeals,  the 
Executive  Council  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  and  by  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Local  Union  interested  or  involved; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Local 


Union  must  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  As  an  appelate  body  of  the 
L.I.U.  to  which  appeals  may  be  taken  under  the  cir- 
cumstances and  in  the  manner  described  in  sections  of 
this  Constitution,  the  Executive  Council  shall  act  in  the 
manner  specifically  required  of  it  in  the  pertinent  sec- 
tions of  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U.  relating  to  appeals 
and,  where  requirements  are  not  specifically  set  forth, 
the  Executive  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  formulate 
rules  and  requirements  relating  to  the  manner  and  time 
in  which  appeals  are  to  be  taken  to  the  said  Executive 
Council  and  heard  and  decided  by  the  said  Executive 
Council;  such  rules  and  requirements  shall  accord  to  the 
appellant  due  process,  which  due  process  shall  be  sub- 
stantial in  nature  as  distinguished  from  mere  technicality 
and  form.  In  addition,  the  policies  of  the  L.I.U.  shall 
guide  the  Executive  Council  in  hearing  and  deciding  on 
appeals. 

4.  Section  15c  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
The  Executive  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  all 
questions  referred  to  said  Executive  Council  by  the 
General  President  for  their  consideration  and  action. 
In  so  acting,  the  Executive  Council  shall  act  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  L.I.U. 
and  of  applicable  law.  Accordingly,  in  acting  upon  ques- 
tions referred  to  the  Executive  Council  by  the  General 
President,  the  Executive  Council  shall  issue  rulings  so 
that  the  Sections  and  Subsections  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  L.I.U.  are  applied  as  well  as  interpreted  at  all 
times  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  applicable 
law,  and  to  best  protect  the  interests  of  the  L.I.U.,  State, 
Provincial  or  District  Councils  of  the  L.I.U.,  Local 
Unions  of  the  L.I.U.  and  all  of  the  members  of  the 
L.I.U.  and  of  the  Local  Unions  thereof. 

5.  Section  16d  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Representatives  appointed  by  the  General  President 
shall  receive  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($150.00) 
per  week,  plus  Thirty-Five  Dollars  ($35.00)  per  week, 
expenses  and  Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  per  day  as  hotel 
expenses  while  away  from  home  in  the  interests  of  the 
International  Union  on  official  business  for  the  organi- 
zation; plus  railroad  fare  or  other  modern  means  of 
transportation;  payment  of  telegrams,  postage,  advertis- 
ing and  hall  rent. 

6.  Section  17j  (9)  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Physical  abuse  of  officers  or  members  in  or  near  the 
meeting  hall. 

7.  Section  17j  (12)  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  fol- 

lows: 

Combining  to  advocate  or  to  further  the  commission  of 
any  act  or  deed  that  violates  or  evades  the  responsibility 
of  a  member  toward  the  L.I.U.  and/ or  toward  Local 
Unions,  State,  Provincial  or  District  Councils  of  the 
L.I.U.;  further,  combining  to  advocate  or  to  further 
the  commission  of  any  act  or  deed  by  a  member  which 
interferes  with  the  performance  by  the  L.I.U.,  Local 
Unions  and/or  State,  Provincial  or  District  Councils  of 
the  L.I.U.  of  their  legal  or  contractual  obligations. 

8.  Section  18n  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Local  Unions,  when  making  agreements  with  employers, 
must  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  include  provisions 
that  require  the  employers  to  contract  for  and  to  assign 
to  journeymen  lathers  and  apprentices  represented  by  the 
L.I.U.  and/ or  by  Local  Unions,  State,  Provincial  and 
District  Councils  of  the  L.I.U.  all  work  coming  under 
the  trade  jurisdiction  of  the  L.I.U.  as  defined  in  Section 
3.  In  addition.  Agreements  with  Employers  shall  contain

tive Conference  are  Bryce  Holcomb,  Bud  Raftery  and

therein  no  limitation  upon  the  amount  of  work  that  a 
journeymen  lather  and  apprentice  may  perform;  further, 
Local  Unions  shall  not,  either  by  Agreement  with  Em- 
ployers or  otherwise,  impose  restrictions  against  the  use 
of  any  tools  or  materials  other  than  tools  or  materials 
which  are  injurious  to  the  health  and  safety  of  journey- 
men lathers  and  apprentices  and  does  not  reduce  the 
quality  of  the  work  performed. 

In  addition.  Agreements  with  employers  must  con- 
tain a  provision  or  provisions  therein  requiring  that  each 
Employer  agrees  to  pay  and  contribute  the  sum  of  no 
less  than  $.03  per  hour  for  all  hours  worked  by  journey- 
men lathers  and  apprentices  in  the  employ  of  the  Em- 
ployer into  the  Local  Bureau  for  Lathing  and  Plastering, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Promotional  Fund.  The 
Promotional  Fund,  whose  main  purpose  is  the  advertis- 
ing and  promotion  of  the  increased  and  wider  use  of 
lath  and  plaster  with  the  aim  of  preserving  and  advanc- 
ing the  lathing  and  plastering  industry  and  thus  providing 
greater  job  security  and  opportunities  for  journeymen 
lathers  and  apprentices  therein,  will,  in  order  to  assure 
the  availability  of  a  sufficient  number  of  journeymen 
lathers  to  handle  the  anticipated  and  needed  increase  in 
lathing  work,  promote  the  institution  of  apprenticeship 
or  other  training  programs  and  will  aid  and  assist  those 
who  are  entrusted  with  the  operation  of  such  instituted 
apprenticeship  or  other  training  programs.  The  described 
payment  and  contribution  by  the  Employer  into  the 
Local  Bureau  of  the  Promotional  Fund  shall  be  made 
only  upon  condition  that  the  Local  Bureau  of  the 
Promotional  Fund  shall  have  an  Agreement  to  pay  over, 
and  does  pay  over  to  the  National  Bureau  for  Lathing 
and  Plastering  no  less  than  one-half  cent  per  hour  paid 
into  the  Local  Bureau  of  the  Promotional  Fund  on  all 
hours  worked  by  journeymen  lathers  and  apprentices  on 
the  Employer's  job  or  jobs  withm  the  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion covered  by  said  Local  Bureau  of  the  Promotional 
Fund. 

9.  Section  18o  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  though 
there  is  added  thereto  the  following  sentence:

McCormick  of  Massachusetts  after  his  address  before  the 
Legislative  Conference. 

Until  Local  Unions,  as  well  as  District.  State  and  Pro- 
vincial Councils  enact  their  own  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  this  Constitution  of  the  L.LU.  shall  be  considered 
as  the  sole  Constitution  governing  the  operation  of  the 
Local  Unions  and/ or  of  the  District,  State  and  Provincial 
Councils,  as  the  case  may  be. 

10.  Section  18p  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  though 

there  is  added  thereto  the  following  sentence: 
The  rates  of  dues  and  initiation  fees  payable  by  members 
shall  not  be  increased  and  no  general  or  special  assess- 
ment shall  be  levied  upon  such  members  except  by 
majority  vote  by  secret  ballot  of  the  members  in  good 
standing  voting  at  a  general  or  special  membership  meet- 
in.  after  reasonable  notice  of  the  intention  to  vote  upon 
such  question  is  given  to  the  members. 

11.  Section  18q  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  though 

there  is  added  thereto  the  following  sentence: 
In  examining  the  Agreements,  including  the  wage  scales, 
which  Agreements  are,  as  previous.y  stated,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  President,  the  General  President 
shall  determine  whether  or  not  such  Agreement  or 
Agreements  are  in  accord  with  applicable  law;  if  such 
Agreement  or  Agreements  are  not  in  accord  with 
appliable  law,  then  such  Agreement  or  Agreements  will 
not  be  considered  as  approved  until  changes  are  made 
therein  in  order  to  bring  such  Agreement  or  Agreements 
in  compliance  with  applicable  law. 

Section  18q  shall  have  added  to  it  as  an  additional 
paragraph  thereof  the  former  Section  72  of  the  1955 
L.LU.  Constitution  which  had  been  inadvertently  omit- 
ted. 

Hours  of  Work:  The  maximum  number  of  hours  of 
work  shall  be  eight  hours  (8)  a  day  and  forty  hours 
(40)  per  week,  and  all  charters  shall  be  granted  subject 
to  this  condition  provided,  however,  this  shall  not  pro- 
hibit the  members  of  local  unions  from  working  more 
than  eight  hours  a  day  and  forty  hours  a  week  where 
they  receive  double  time  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in 
excess  of  the  aforementioned  hours.

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12.  Section  18bb  shall  he  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
I  ocal  Unions  shall  give  full  voting  rights  to  new  mem- 
bers who  have  served  their  apprenticeship  as  soon  as 
they  have  been  enrolled  at  headquarters  and  initiated  as 

^  members  in  good  standing  in  said  local.  Full  voting  rights 

shall  be  given  to  transferred  and  reinstated  members 
provided,  however,  that  said  transferred  or  reinstated 
member  must  have  been  enrolled  upon  the  books  of 
the  Local  Union  for  a  period  of  six  months  before 
being  empowered  to  vote  on  questions  of  dues,  strikes, 
increase  in  wages,  decrease  of  hours,  or  disbursement 
of  funds.  As  to  election  of  officers,  transferred  or 
reinstated  members  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote;  no 
qualification  upon  this  right  to  vote  at  elections  shall 
,'  be  imposed  unless  and  until  applicable  law  is  inter- 

J  preted  or  applied  so  as  to  permit  reasonable  qualifica- 

tions uniformly  imposed  upon  the  right  of  transferred 
or  reinstated  members  to  vote  at  elections. 

13.  Section  19  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
(Local  Union  officers,  in  addition  to  the  powers  and 
duties  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Local  Union  to  the  extent  that  such  powers  and  duties 
are  not  in  conflict  with  applicable  law  or  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  L.LU.  are  required  to  perform  the 
following  duties.) 

14.  Section  18v  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Dues  which  shall  include  regular  monthly  payments  and 
uniformly  imposed  special  and/ or  general  assessments 
shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  each 
month.  Local  Unions  shall  automatically  suspend  any 
member  or  apprentice  who  owes  dues  for  a  period  of 
two  (2)  months  or  more;  such  automatic  suspension 
shall  deprive  the  suspended  member  of  all  privileges  and 
benefits  and  he,  the  suspended  member  shall  be  reported 
to  headquarters  as  being  suspended  on  the  Local  Union's 
following  monthly  tax  report.  The  Secretary  of  each 
Local  Union  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  of  each  month 
read  the  names  of  all  such  delinquent  members  and 
apprentices  provided,  however,  that  his  Local  Union 

1^  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  pay  the  dues  or  other  debts 

F-  due  to  the  Local  Union  from  any  sick  members  or 

^,  apprentices. 

15.  Section  23a  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Charges  filed  against  a  member  of  the  L.LU.,  a  Local 
Union  Officer,  or  a  Local  Union,  must  be  in  writing  and 
sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of  the 
accused  person  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  any 
hearing  held  on  such  charges.  The  charges  must  set 
forth,  in  brief,  facts  describing  the  nature  of  the  offense 
charged,  the  actual  or  approximate  date,  time  and  place 
of  the  occurrence  of  the  offense  charged  and,  in  addition, 
shall  set  forth  the  names  of  those  persons  who  will 
appear  as  witnesses  at  the  hearing  with  the  proviso,  how- 
ever, that  additional  witnesses  may  testify  at  the  hearing 
if  they  and/ or  their  availability  as  witnesses,  became 
known  subsequent  to  the  date  that  the  written  charges 
were  mailed.  Charges  must  be  signed  and  filed  with  the 
proper  officer  of  the  L.LU.  or  Local  Union  entrusted 
with  the  receipt  of  communications  and  such  officer 
shall  forward  the  written  charges  by  registered  mail  in 
the  manner  and  within  the  time  hereinbefore  described. 
Non-payment  of  dues  shall  result  in  automatic  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion  without  the  necessity  of  a  trial  being 
held  thereon;  non-payment  of  properly  levied  general  or 
special  assessments  shall,  if  such  properly  levied  general 


or  special  assessments  fall  within  the  definition  of 
"dues",  likewise  result  in  automatic  suspension  or  ex- 
pulsion without  the  necessity  of  a  trial  being  held 
thereon:  non-payment  of  initiation  fee,  which  non-pay- 
ment prevents  the  attainment  of  membership,  shall  not 
entitle  the  defaultee  to  a  hearing  since  the  defaultee  is 
not  as  yet  a  member.  As  to  fines,  no  member  may  be 
fined,  suspended,  expelled  or  otherwise  disciplined  unless 
served  with  written  specific  charges,  given  a  reasonable 
time  to  prepare  his  defense  and  afford  a  full  and  fair 
hearing;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  charged  member 
pleads  guilty  or  waives,  in  writing,  the  privileges  and 
rights  hereinbefore  set  forth,  or  fails  to  present  himself 
at  a  scheduled  hearing,  then,  if  fined,  the  non-payment 
of  the  fine  under  these  circumstances,  as  would  the  non- 
payment of  any  fine  levied  after  a  hearing  is  held  and 
guilt  found,  would  result  in  automatic  suspension  or 
expulsion. 

16.  Section  23b  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
As  to  charges  filed  against  a  member  of  a  Local 
Union,  which  charges  must  be  filed  by  either  another 
member  of  the  Local  Union  in  whose  jurisdiction  the 
offense  is  committed  or  by  an  officer  of  the  L.I.U.,  such 
charges  are  to  be  proceeded  with  to  trial  by  the  Local 
Union  in  whose  territorial  jurisdiction  the  offense  is 
committed:  such  charges  are  to  be  proceeded  with  to 
trial  either  if  the  Local  Union  agrees  thereto  or  if  the 
General  President  so  orders.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted 
by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Local  Union  in  whose 
territorial  jurisdiction  the  alleged  offense  has  been  com- 
mitted; provided,  however,  that  if  the  charged  person  or 
persons  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  General  Presi- 
dent, that  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing  before  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Local  Union  conducting  the  trial 
cannot  be  received  under  the  then  existing  circumstances, 
then  the  General  President  shall  have  the  right  to  desig- 
nate a  Hearing  Officer  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
L.I.U..  and  the  Hearing  Officer  shall  proceed  to  conduct 
the  trial;  at  the  trial,  the  charged  person  or  persons  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  any  member  of  the 
L.LU.  in  good  standing  at  the  time;  the  charged  person 
or  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  produce  witnesses,  to 
examine  and  cross-examine  witnesses  and  to  present  argu- 
ment. Strict  rules  of  evidence  shall  not  apply  since  efforts 
shall  be  made  to  ascertain  all  of  the  relevant  and  ma- 
terial facts.  The  Executive  Board,  or  the  Hearing  Officer, 
in  the  conduct  of  the  trial,  shall  make  every  effort  to 
afi"ord  due  process;  provided,  however,  that  by  "due 
process"  is  not  meant  strict,  burdensome,  delaying  tech- 
nicalities but,  instead,  is  meant  procedural  and  substan- 
tive due  process.  A  report  of  the  trial  shall  be  made; 
provided,  however,  that  a  stenographic  report  is  not 
required.  Although  efforts  shall  be  made  to  hold  the  trial 
at  a  time  convenient  to  all  persons  involved  or  interested, 
the  final  determination  of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the 
trial  shall  rest  with  the  Executive  Board  of  the  particular 
Local  Union  or  with  the  Hearing  Officer,  if  one  be 
designated,  and  all  persons  interested  or  involved  shall  be 
required  to  be  present  and  to  proceed  on  the  date  and  at 
the  time  and  place  designated.  Postponements  or  con- 
tinuances shall  be  within  the  absolute  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Board  or  Hearing  Officer,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Further,  it  shall  be  for  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Local 
Union,  or  the  Hearing  Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
determine  whether  persons  other  than  those  directly  in- 
volved, either  as  necessary  parties  or  witnesses,  be  per- 
mitted to  be  present  during  the  conduct  of  the  trial. 
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17.  Section  23c  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Alter  the  trial  has  been  coneluded,  the  [Executive  Board 
of  the  I.oeal  Union,  or  the  Hearing  Ollieer,  as  the  case 
may  be,  will  prepare  findings  of  fact,  conclusions,  and 
define  and  impose  the  penally,  if  the  charged  person  or 
persons  be  found  guilty  of  the  charges  filed,  or  as  such 
charges  may  be  amended  prior  to  the  trial  or  during  the 
trial  so  long  as  such  amendment  thereto  does  not  con- 
stitute either  a  new  or  unrelated  charge.  The  report  of 
the  trial  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Local  Union  or 
of  the  Hearing  Otlicer,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  report 
shall  contain  the  findings  of  fact,  conclusions  and  penalty 
imposed,  if  the  charged  person  or  persons  be  found 
guilty,  shall,  by  no  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  following 
the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  be  submitted  to  the  Local 
Union  in  which  the  charges  are  filed  and,  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  proposed  submission  of  the  report  to  the 
Local  Union  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  by  registered 
mail  to  the  accused.  The  Local  Union  shall  then  vote  as 
to  whether  or  not  it  will  accept,  reject  or  modify  the 
report  or  any  part  thereof  submitted  to  it  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  Local  Union  or  by  the  Hearing  Officer, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and,  in  taking  such  action,  the 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  decide  and. 
having  once  decided,  such  decision  cannot  be  rescinded 
or  changed  at  any  subsequent  meeting  unless  the  General 
President,  by  written  order,  permits  the  Local  Union  at  a 
subsequent  meeting  to  review  a  decision  once  made  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  described. 

18.  Section  23h  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
Penalties  imposed  shall  consist  of  either  a  fine,  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion. 

As  to  fines,  no  Local  Union  of  the  L.LU.  shall  impose  a 
fine  in  excess  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for 
any  offense  unless  the  fine,  which  is  in  excess  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  shall  have  been  first  sub- 
mitted to  the  Executive  Council  of  the  L.LU.  for  its 
action  thereon.  After  the  Executive  Council  has  acted 
upon  the  matter,  then  no  Local  Union  can  cancel  or 
change  the  amount  of  the  fine  without  the  prior  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  L.LU.  Any  fine 
placed  by  a  Local  Union  against  any  member  must  be 
reported  to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  on  forms 
furnished  by  the  L.LU.  office  giving  the  name,  member- 
ship number,  nature  of  the  charges,  the  report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  or  Hearing  Officer;  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
such  other  pertinent  information  as  to  fully  inform  the 
L.LU.  office  of  the  entire  situation.  All  of  the  foregoing 
must  be  furnished  to  the  L.LU.  office  before  a  fine  will  be 
recognized  as  valid  and  binding  and  before  it  will  be 


recorded  as  such;  provided,  however,  that  fines  of  Two 
Dollars  or  less  need  not  be  so  reported.  Failure  by  a 
Local  Union  to  collect  fines  imposed  shall,  as  in  the  case 
of  failure  to  collect  dues  or  assessments,  render  such 
Local  Union  involved  liable  to  the  penalty  of  a  fine  of 
Twenty-Five  Dollars  ($25.00)  for  each  day  as  such  fines, 
as  well  as  dues  and  assessments,  arc  uncollected;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  the  fined  member  or  members 
appeal  or  refuse  to  pay  such  fine  and  thus  automatically 
deprive  themselves  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  mem- 
bership in  the  I-.l.U.,  then  the  Local  Union,  after  proof 
that  it  has  made  efforts  to  collect  such  fine,  as  well  as 
dues  and  assessments,  shall  be  absolved  from  liability. 
All  sums  collected  by  way  of  fines  under  the  circum- 
stances described,  shall  be  entered  into  the  General  Fund 
of  the  L.LU.  to  the  extent  described  in  Section  22a. 
Automatic  fines,  which  do  not  necessitate  the  holding 
of  a  prior  trial,  shall  be  levied  against  Secretaries  of 
Local  Unions  who  delay  for  a  period  of  longer  than 
two  (2)  weeks  in  answering  communications  sent  to  the 
Local  Union  and  to  them  from  the  offices  of  the  L.LU. 
The  automatic  fine  imposed  in  this  instance  shall  be  in 
the  amount  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00).  As  to  penalties,  by 
way  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  penalty  must  be 
clearly  defined  and,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  person 
or  persons  found  guilty  must  be  notified  of  the  imposi- 
tion of  such  penalty.  In  addition  to  suspension  or  expul- 
sion, a  fine  may  be  placed  against  the  guilty  member 
suspended  or  expelled. 

Pending  appeal,  if  appeals  be  taken,  the  guilty  member 
or  members  shall,  if  fined  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00)  or  less,  pay  the  fine  to  the  Local  Union  in- 
volved where  it  is  to  be  held  unless  appeals,  if  any,  are 
made  and  in  the  event  an  appeal  is  made  it  shall  be  sent 
to  the  L.LU.  to  be  held  in  escrow  until  finally  disposed 
of;  as  to  fines  in  excess  of  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00),  the  payment  of  that  portion  of  the  fine  in 
excess  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  need  not  be 
made  until  the  Executive  Council  has  acted  upon  such 
fine.  As  to  suspensions  or  expulsions,  they  shall  go  into 
effect  when  the  penalty  is  imposed  unless  the  member 
or  members  suspended  or  expelled,  file  an  appeal  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  registered  or  certified  mail  notice 
of  the  imposition  of  the  penalty  of  suspension  or 
expulsion  is  sent  and,  upon  the  filing  of  an  appeal, 
request  from  and  secure  from  the  General  President  a 
stay  of  the  suspension  or  expulsion  until  the  appeals  are 
finally  decided. 

19.  Section  23i  (3)  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows:

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Local  Unions  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  decisions 
and  orders  of  the  General  President  as  well  as  from  any 
action  taken  against  the  said  Local  Union  by  the  Cieneral 
President  or  by  a  person  designated  by  the  General 
President  to  act  on  his  behalf,  to  the  Executive  Council. 
The  appeal  to  the  Executive  Council  must  be  taken 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  decision  or  order  of  the 
General  President  and  or  after  the  taking  of  such  other 
action  complained  of  against  the  Local  Union,  and  such 
appeal  must  be  tiled  at  the  oflices  of  the  L.LU.  While 
the  appeal  is  pending,  the  General  President  shall,  sub- 
ject to  ratification  by  the  Executive  Council,  have  the 
right  if  he  believes  that  the  property  and  funds  of  the 
guilty  Local  Union  are  in  danger  of  being  improperly 
dissipated  or  improperly  spent  in  a  manner  constituting 
financial  malpractice,  to  designate  a  representative  to  act 
as  Trustee  of  the  said  Local  Union  who  shall  be  em- 
powered to  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  protect 
the  funds  and  property  of  the  Local  Union  against 
financial  malpractice.  Local  Unions  have  the  right  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Council  to  the 
Convention  of  the  L.LU.,  provided  that  such  appeal 
must  be  sent  by  Registered  or  Certified  mail  to  the 
L.LU.  headquarters  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
appellant  Local  Union  has  been  notified  by  Registered 
or  Certified  mail  of  the  Executive  Council's  action  on 
the  appeal. 

20.  Section  23i  (4)  shall   be   interpreted  and   applied  as 

follows: 

The  appellate  body,  whether  it  be  the  General  President 
and/or  the  Executive  Council  and/or  the  Convention 
of  the  L.LU.,  shall  have  the  power  to  affirm,  reverse, 
modify  or  amend  any  decision  or  to  render  such  of  new 
decision  or  penalty  as  it,  the  appellate  body,  believes  to 
be  fair  and  just.  If  an  appeal  has  not  or  cannot  be  heard 
or  acted  upon  by  the  Convention  of  the  L.LU.  within 
the  four  month  period  referred  to  and  described  in 
Title  L  Section  10 1(a)(4)  of  the  Labor-Management  Re- 
porting and  Disclosure  Act  of  1959,  then,  if  litigated  by 
the  member  or  members  involved,  the  decision  of  the 
appellate  body  which  last  heard  and  decided  the  matter 
shall  be  considered  as  the  final  appellate  decision  on  the 
merits  of  the  question  or  matter  involved.  All  appellate 
decisions  of  the  General  President  and/ or  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  and/or  of  the  Convention  must  be  published 
in  the  following  issue  of  the  Lather  along  with  a  short 
and  concise  synopsis  of  the  case  being  decided. 

21.  Section  28(c)(3)  shall  be   interpreted   and  applied  as 

follows: 

An  apprentice  may  be  suspended  for  non-payment  ol 
dues  in  accordance  with  Sections  22a  and  1 8v  of  the 
International  Constitution.  A  suspended  apprentice  may 
be  reinstated  by  payment  of  all  back  dues  and  per 
capita  tax  to  the  L.LU.  but  the  time  during  which  he 
was  suspended  cannot  be  counted  as  a  part  of  his 
apprenticeship  time  and  all  such  suspensions  must  be 
recorded  in  his  apprentice  book.  A  Special  Dispensation 
may  be  requested  of  the  General  President  under  ex- 
tenuating circumstances. 

22.  Section  33a  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  though 

there  is  added  thereto  the  following  sentence: 
Copies  of  National  Agreements  shall  be  forwarded  to 
each  constituent  unit  of  the  L.LU.  which  has  members 
directly  aflfected  by  such  Agreements. 

23.  Section  34  shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  as  follows: 
a.  To  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law. 


every  ollicer,  agent,  shop  steward  or  other  representative 
or  employee  of  each  Local  Union  or  of  a  trust  in  which 
a  Local  Union  is  interested,  who  handles  funds  or  other 
property  of  the  Local  Union  shall  be  bonded  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  bond  of  each  such 
person  shall  be  fixed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Local 
Union's  fiscal  year  and  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less 
than  10%  of  the  funds  handled  by  him  or  his  pred- 
ecessor or  predecessors,  if  any  during  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  but  in  no  case  more  than  $500,000.00.  If 
the  Local  Union  or  the  trust  in  which  the  Local  Union 
is  interested  does  not  have  a  preceding  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  of  the  bond,  in  the  case  of  a  Local  Union,  is 
not  less  than  $2,500.00  and  in  the  case  of  a  trust  in 
which  the  Local  Union  is  interested,  is  not  less  than 
$10,000.00.  Such  bonds  shall  be  individual  or  schedule 
in  form  and  shall  have  a  corporate  surety  company  as 
surety  thereon.  Such  surety  company  shall  be  a  corpo- 
rate surety  which  holds  a  grant  of  authority  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  an  acceptable  surety  on 
Federal  bonds. 

b.  The  General  President  and  the  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  complete  arrangements  with  a  reliable 
and  acceptable  corporate  surety  company  so  as  to  secure 
a  contract  for  the  required  bonding. 

c.  When  a  change  occurs  in  the  person  or  persons  who 
are  required  to  be  bonded,  immediate  notification  shall 
be  given  to  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  of  such 
change  and  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  notify 
said  bonding  company  to  make  the  required  changes 
and  to  provide  the  required  bond  coverage. 

d.  The  cost  of  said  bond,  as  above  referred  to  and  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  borne  by  the  Local  Union  required  to 
provide  for  the  bonding. 

e.  The  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  General 
President  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  and  in  the 
manner  provided  by  applicable  law. 

f.  The  bonds  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the 
General  President  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  offices  of 
the  L.LU.  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  election  of 
the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  General  Presi- 
dent. The  cost  of  the  bond  is  to  be  defrayed  by  the 
L.LU. 

g.  If  the  amount  of  the  required  bond  and/ or  if  the 
manner  and  method  of  placing  the  bond  is  changed  by 
law  or  by  administrative  or  judicial  interpretation  and 
application  of  applicable  law,  then  the  General  Presi- 
dent shall  be  empowered  to  make  whatever  changes 
in  the  bonding  requirements  and  provisions  are  advis- 
able as  permissible  for  the  best  interest  of  the  L.I.U., 
State,  Provincial  or  District  Councils  of  the  L.I.U.,  and 
Local  Unions  of  the  L.LU.

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Financial  Report  Forms  Issued 

.Secretary  ot  Labor  James  1'.  Mitchell  has  issued  a  regula- 
tion prescribing  financial  reporting  forms  for  reports  which 
must  be  liled  by  all  labor  organizations  under  the  Labor- 
Management  Reporting  anti  Disclosure  Act. 

The  law  requires  that  these  forms  be  filed  by  all  labor 
organizations  covered  by  the  Act  within  90  days  after  the  end 
of  their  fiscal  years.  The  forms  will  be  mailed  shortly  after 
February  1  directly  to  those  who  have  filed  the  labor  organiza- 
tion information  form  (LM-1)  which  was  required  by  Decem- 
ber 14,  1959.  Copies  will  also  be  available  from  the  I3eparl- 
ment  of  Labor. 

Compliance  officers  for  the  new  Bureau  of  Labor-Manage- 
ment Reports  have  been  assigned  to  22  cities  in  the  United 
States  and  acting  compliance  officers-in-charge  have  been 
named  for  each  city.  Secretary  of  Labor  James  P.  Mitchell 
announced  today. 

The  Secretary  said  that  a  minimum  of  three  compliance 
officers  were  now  in  each  of  the  22  cities.  He  said  the  new 
acting  compliance  chiefs  were  in  charge  of  all  bureau  activities 
in  the  field  for  the  present.  The  main  duties  of  the  compliance 
officers  and  the  departmental  field  officers  are  to  assist  labor 
organizations  and  employers  in  compliance  with  the  law. 

Compliance  officers  have  been  stationed  in  Boston,  New 
York.  Philadelphia,  Newark,  N.J.,  Washington,  Pittsburgh, 
Buffalo,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Minneapolis,  St.  Louis, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Atlanta,  Miami,  Fla.,  Nashville,  Dallas, 
Denver,  New  Orleans,  San  Francisco.  Los  Angeles  and  Seattle. 

The  new  men  are  from  several  government  agencies  rep- 
resenting a  variety  of  investigative  backgrounds.  They  include 
former  employees  of  the  Wage  and  Hour  Division  of  the  De- 
partment of  Labor,  Civil  Service  Commission,  Internal  Reve- 
nue Service,  the  Office  of  Special  Investigations  of  the  Air 
Force.  General  Accounting  Office  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia government.

Dear  Mr.  Mashburn: 

As  you  know,  all  labor  organizations  covered  by  the  reporting  requirements  of  the  Labor-Management  Reporting  and 
Disclosure  Act  of  1959  are  required  to  prepare  annual  financial  reports  and  file  them  with  the  Bureau  of  Labor-Manage- 
ment Reports  within  90  days  after  the  end  of  their  fiscal  years.  Since  the  majority  of  unions  have  fiscal  years  which  coincide 
with  the  calendar  year,  the  first  financial  report  from  the  great  bulk  of  labor  organizations  will  be  due  shortly. 

A  packet  containing  the  long  and  short  reporting  forms,  LM-2  and  LM-3,  has  already  been  sent  to  you  and  to  all 
local  unions  submitting  the  initial  information  report  required  by  the  Act. 

To  assist  unions  in  preparing  their  financial  reports,  the  Division  of  Technical  Assistance  of  the  Bureau  has  developed 
two  "How-to-do-it"  handbooks.  The  first  of  these,  TA  Aid  No.  1,  "Guide  for  Filling  Out  the  Short  Financial  Report"  is  en- 
closed. It  is  designed  to  help  the  smaller  local  unions  which  can  qualify  to  use  LM-3,  the  short  form.  We  estimate  that 
seventy  per  cent  of  all  locals  can  use  this  form. 

Because  of  the  closeness  of  the  filing  date  for  many  unions,  we  are  sending  one  copy  of  this  Aid  directly  to  each 
organization  which  has  filed  an  LM-1  report.  Additional  supplies  of  these  will  be  available  in  Washington  and  in  our 
field  offices. 

The  second  of  these  handbooks  is  designed  to  help  those  labor  organizations  which  must  use  the  long  form,  LM-2.  This 
handbook,  TA  Aid  No.  2,  "Guide  for  Reporting  Your  Union  Finances,"  will  be  received  from  the  printer  in  a  few  days. 

We  do  not  believe  that  automatic  mailing  of  this  Aid  to  all  unions  would  be  appropriate.  Consequently,  I  am  asking 
your  help  in  securing  effective  distribution.  Alternative  methods  of  distribution  are: 

1 .  You  may  order  from  us  enough  copies  of  TA  Aid  No.  2  to  enable  you  to  distribute  a  copy  to  each  of  your  affiliates 
which  may  be  required  to  use  form  LM-2,  the  long  form. 

2.  You  may  furnish  us  with  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  of  your  affiliates  which  may  be  required  to  use 
the  form  LM-2,  the  long  form,  with  the  understanding  that  we  will  mail  copies  of  the  Aid  to  each  of  them  promptly. 

3.  You  may  inform  your  affiliates  of  the  availability  of  this  Aid  at  the  Bureau's  Washington  Office  and  at  its  25  field 
offices  shown  on  the  enclosed  list  with  the  suggestion  that  those  who  wish  to  secure  a  copy  should  contact  the 

nearest  office. 

We  are  issuing  a  release  to  the  labor  press  which  will  announce  the  availability  of  these  handbooks. 

If  you  or  your  organization  wishes  to  secure  extra  copies  of  either  the  "Guide  for  Filling  Out  the  Short  Financial 
Report"  or  of  the  "Guide  for  Reporting  Your  Union  Finances"  for  training  purposes,  please  let  me  know  of  your  needs. 

Allow  me  once  more  to  express  my  appreciation  for  your  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  in  the  past  in  achieving  the 
initial  distribution  of  the  reporting  forms  and  instructions.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  may  continue  to  rely  on  your  cooperation 
in  the  future.

C.  J.  "Neil"  Haggerty,  First  Vice  President  of  the  Wood, 
Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  International  Union  and  a  top  West 
Coast  labor  leader  for  many  years,  will  take  over  April  1 
as  president  of  the  AFL-CIO  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department.  He  will  succeed  Richard  J.  Gray,  who 
resigned  after  serving  17  years  as  president. 

For  many  years  secretary-treasurer  of  the  California  State 
AFL-CIO,  Haggerty  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  De- 
partment's Executive  Council.  He  accepted  his  new  position 
via  telephone  conversation. 

He  also  has  a  broad  political  background  in  California, 
>^here  he  has  been  the  friend  and  confidante  of  several  gov- 
ernors. 

Born  in  Boston  in  1894,  Haggerty  became  a  lather  in  Los 
Angeles,  and  later  was  elected  president  of  his  local  union. 

Later  he  served  as  organizer  and  international  vice-presi- 
dent, secretary  of  the  Los  Angeles  Building  Trades  Council 
and  secretary-treasurer  of  the  California  AFL.  He  retained 
the  latter  office  following  the  merger  with  the  CIO. 

Other  posts  held  by  Haggerty  were  on  the  State's  Selective 
Service  Board  of  Appeals,  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  and  the  Manpower  Commis- 
sion. He  is  currently  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

At  the  same  time,  William  J.  McSorley,  president  emeritus 
of  the  Lathers,  resigned  his  membership  on  the  Council  be- 
cause the  constitution  does  not  permit  more  than  one  member 
from  each  affiliated  union.  He  was  named  to  the  new  office 
of  Council  co-ordinator. 


In  an  announcement  on  the  jurisdictional  question,  the 
Council  said  that  it  had  approved  machinery  to  resolve  dis- 
putes between  AFL-CIO  affiliates,  but  that  the  machinery 
"cannot  be  vested  with  the  authority  to  pass  upon  the  basic 
jurisdiction  of  unions." 

The  Council  said  it  was  not  opposed  to  arbitration  in  settle- 
ment of  these  disputes  provided  there  were  adequate  "safe- 
guards to  protect  the  interests  of  organizations  affiliated  with 
this  Department  in  an  equitable  manner." 

Haggerty's  record  in  California  politics  is  well  known.  He 
is  a  close  friend  of  former  Governors  Earl  Warren  and  Good- 
win J.  Knight,  Republicans,  and  the  present  chief  executive. 
Gov.  Edmund  C.  (Pat)  Brown,  a  Democrat. 

The  defeat  of  an  intensive  drive  for  a  so-called  "right-to- 
work"  law  in  California  in  the  1958  campaign  has  been  gen- 
erally credited  to  the  effective  leadership  of  Haggerty. 

He  also  led  the  well-co-ordinated  campaign  which  defeated 
Senator  William  Knowland,  then  GOP  leader  in  the  Senate, 
in  his  bid  for  governor  on  a  pro-work  law  platform.  Brown 
was  elected. 

Haggerty  appeared  to  be  something  of  a  "dark  horse"  prior 
to  his  election  by  the  Council.  Other  names  were  mentioned 
more  prominently  as  possible  successors  to  Gray. 

But  in  the  final  analysis,  it  was  Haggerty  who  came 
through.  He  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  a  special  four-man 
Administrative  Committee  appointed  to  search  for  a  new 
leader  for  the  Department.

"All  Metal  Lathing  and  Furring  shall  be  done  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  for  the  corre- 
sponding class  of  work  as  specified  in  Specifica- 
tions of  the  Metal  Lath  Manufacturers  Associa- 
tion, dated  1960,  provided  that  where  several 
methods  of  construction  are  shown,  the  contrac- 
tor shall  secure  approval  of  the  type  he  wishes 
to  use  before  proceeding  with  the  work.  The 
lath  to  be  used  shall  be  as  follows:  etc."  (Here 
insert  weight,  type  and  finish  of  lath  desired.) 

Specifications  taken  from  these  pages  will 
insure  not  only  safe  and  durable  construc- 
fion  at  an  economical  cost,  but  will  establish  a 
basis  for  maximum  competition  among  all  man- 
ufacturers of  Metal  Lath.

Attention  is  called  to  the  tact  that  these  specifications  are  written  upon 
the  basis  of  weight  only  which  will  insure  correct  installation  and  facili- 
tate accurate  inspection  in  the  field.  This  basis  was  adopted  at  one  of  the 
earlv  conferences  of  producers,  distributors  and  users  of  Metal  Lath  held 
at  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.  "Simplified  Practice  Recommen- 
dation RV57"  is  the  most  recent  publication  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  covering  Metal  Lath  and  Metal  Plastering  Accessories. 


METAL  LATH 

All  Metal  Lath  shall  be  made  from  copper  alloy  steel  sheets,  and  shall 
be  given  a  protective  coating  of  rust-inhibitive  paint  after  fabrication,  or 
shall  be  made  from  galvanized  sheets. 

All  Metal  Lath  shall  be  specified  by  weight  per  square  yard  (except 
3,4"  Rib  Metal  Lath  which  shall  be  specified  by  weight  per  square  foot), 
and  shall  be  of  the  types  and  weights  as  set  forth  elsewhere  in  these  speci- 
fications. All  weights  are  exclusive  of  paper,  fiber  or  other  backing. 


EXPANDED  METAL  REINFORCEMENT  (STUCCO  MESH) 

All  Expanded  Metal  Reinforcement  (Stucco  Mesh)  shall  be  made  from 
steel  sheets,  and  shall  be  given  a  protective  coating  of  rust-inhibitive 
paint  after  fabrication. 


CHANNELS 

Channels  shall  be  of  steel  and  shall  be  given  a  protective  coating  of 
rust-inhibitive  paint.  Width  and  weight  of  channels  shall  be  as  set  forth 
elsewhere  in  these  spiecifications. 


METAL  STUDS 

Prefabricated  metal  studs  shall  be  given  a  protective  coating  of  rust- 
inhibitive  paint.  The  width  shall  be  as  set  forth  elsewhere  in  these  speci- 
fications. Prefabricated  metal  studs  shall  be: 

Fabricated  as  channels  from  18  gage  strip  steel,  with  punched  openings 
along  entire  length  of  web,  between  flanges,  or 

Fabricated  from  doubled  No.  7  gage  round  rods  on  each  side,  with  a 
single  No.  7  gage  round  rod  forming  an  open-web  trusslike  pattern,  and 
all  points  of  contact  welded,  or 

Fabricated  from  16  gage  steel  angles  with  a  single  No.  7  gage  round 
rod  forming  an  open-web  trusslike  pattern  between  flanges,  and  all  points 
of  contact  welded. 

ACCESSORIES 

Metal  plastering  accessories  (small-nose  and  bull-nose  corner  beads, 
base  screed,  concealed  picture  mold,  and  metal  casing  beads}  shall  be 
formed  from  galvanized  steel  sheets  of  not  less  than  26  gage. 

WEIGHT  TOLERANCES 

The  allowable  variations  in  percentage  over  and  under  the  specified 
weights  of  Metal  Lath  and  metal  plastering  accessories  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  customary  mill  tolerances  as  established  by  the  American  Iron 
and  Steel  Institute. 

WIRE 

Wire  shall  be  galvanized,  annealed,  and  gage  shall  be  as  set  forth 
elsewhere  in  these  specifications.  All  gages  are  the  United  States  steel 
wire  gage.  The  weight  of  zinc-coated  finish  (galvanized)  shall  be  not  less 
than  Type  1  as  set  forth  in  Federal  Specification  QQ-W-461b,  Wire,  Steel 
(Carbon),  Bare  and  Coated. 


Definitions  of  Terms 
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The  following  definitions  for  Metal  Lath  construction  have  been 
established  by  long  usage: 

Metal  Lath — Metal  Lath  is  of  three  types,  designated  as  Diamond  Mesh 
(also  called  Flat  Expanded  Metal  Lath),  Rib  or  Sheet.  Metal  Lath  is  slit 
and  expanded,  or  slit,  punched  or  otherwise  formed,  with  or  without 
partial  expansion,  from  copper  alloy  or  galvanized  metal  sheets.  Metal 
Lath  is  coated  with  rust-inhibitive  paint  after  fabrication,  or  is  made  from 
galvanized  sheets. 

Diamond  Mesh  or  Flat  Expanded  Metal  Lath— This  term  is 

used  to  indicate  a  Metal  Lath  slit  and  expanded  from  metal  sheets  into 
such  a  form  that  there  will  be  no  rib  in  the  lath. 

Rib — An  unexpanded  portion  of  Metal  Lath  which  leaves  the  plane  of 
the  lath  at  a  certain  angle  and  returns  at  the  same  angle,  or  a  separately 
attached  stiffening  member. 

Flat  Rib  Metal  Lath— A  combination  of  expanded  Metal  Lath  and 
ribs  in  which  the  rib  has  a  total  depth  of  less  than  ys."  measured  from  top 
inside  of  the  lath  to  the  top  side  of  the  rib. 

%"  Rib  Metal  Lath-A  combination  of  expanded  Metal  Lath  and  ribs 
of  a  total  depth  of  approximately  '  s"  measured  from  top  inside  of  the 
lath  to  the  top  side  of  the  rib,  or  other  Metal  Lath  of  equal  rigidity. 

%"  Rib  Metal  Lath — A  combination  of  expanded  Metal  Lath  and  ribs 
of  a  total  depth  of  approximately  ^4"  measured  from  the  top  inside  of  the 
lath  to  the  top  side  of  the  nb. 

Self-Furring  Metal  Lath— A  Metal  Lath  so  formed  that  portions  of 
It  extend  from  the  face  of  the  lath  so  that  it  is  separated  at  least  j-4"  from 
the  background  to  which  it  is  attached. 

Paper-Backed  Metal  Lath  or  Expanded  Metal  Reinforce- 

•Tient — A  factory-assembled  combination  of  any  of  the  preceding  defined 
types  of  Metal  Lath  or  Expanded  Metal  Reinforcement  with  paper,  or 
other  backing,  the  assembly  being  used  as  a  plaster  or  stucco  base. 

Sheet  Lath — A  Metal  Lath,  slit,  or  punched  or  otherwise  formed  from 
metal  sheets. 

(NOTE:  See  manufacturers'  catalogs  for  detailed  description  of 
various  types  of  Sheet  Lath  for  special  purposes. ) 

Expanded  Metal  Reinforcement  (Stucco  Mesh)— A  reinforce- 
ment similar  to  Metal  Lath  but  cut  and  expanded  from  heavier  metal 


sheets  and  especially  suitable  for  exterior  stucco  work  and  for  reinforcing 
cement  base  for  tile  and  mosaic  floors. 

Cornerite  or  Corner  Lath— A  strip  of  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath 
bent  to  form  a  right  angle  and  applied  as  corner  reinforcement  at  all 
internal  vertical  and  horizontal  angles  of  any  interior  surface  to  be  plas- 
tered, including  wood  lath,  gypsum  lath,  fiberboard  lath,  and  junctures 
at  wall  and  ceiling  intersections  of  dissimilar  plaster  bases,  also  used  in 
angles  where  ends  of  Rib  or  Sheet  Lath  abut. 

Stripite  or  Strip  Lath — A  narrow  strip  of  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath 
applied  as  a  reinforcement  over  joints  between  sheets  of  gypsum  lath, 
fiberboard  lath  and  similar  materials  used  as  plaster  bases,  or  at  junctures 
between  such  bases. 

Main  Runners  or  Carrying  Channels— The  heaviest  horizontal 

members,  supported  by  hangers,  in  a  suspended  ceiling  and  to  which  the 
furring  channels  or  rods  are  attached;  also  may  be  attached  direct  to  the 
construction  above. 

Furring  Channels  or  Rods — The  smallest  horizontal  members  of  a 
suspended  ceiling,  applied  at  right  angles  to  the  underside  of  carrving 
channels  and  to  which  the  Metal  Lath  is  attached;  also  the  smallest 
horizontal  members  in  a  furred  ceiling;  also,  in  general,  the  separate 
members  used  to  space  Metal  Lath  from  any  surfaces  over  which  it  is 
applied. 

Hangers — The  vertical  members  which  carry  the  steel  framework  of  a 
suspended  ceiling;  also  the  vertical  members  which  support  furring  under 
concrete  joist  construction;  also  the  wires  used  in  attaching  lath  directly 
to  concrete  joist  construction. 

Contact  Ceiling — A  ceiling  composed  of  Metal  Lath  and  plaster 
which  is  secured  in  direct  contact  with  the  construction  above,  without 
the  use  of  runner  channels  or  furring. 

Furred  Ceiling — A  ceiling  composed  of  Metal  Lath  and  plaster  which 
is  attached  by  means  of  steel  channels,  or  rods,  or  wood  furring  strips,  in 
direct  contact  with  the  construction  above. 

Suspended  Ceiling — A  ceiling  composed  of  Metal  Lath  and  plaster 
and  steel  channels  which  is  suspended  from  and  is  not  in  direct  contact 
with  floor  or  roof  construction  above.

1.1— ERECTION  OF  METAL  LATH 

1.1.1  —  All  Metal  Lath  shall  he  speciheil  hv  weight  per  square  yard 
in  accordance  with  the  spacing  of  supports  as  given  in  Table  I  (page  4). 

1.1.2 —  Metal  Lath  shall  be  applied  with  the  long  dimension  of  the 
sheet  across  the  studs;  Rib  Metal  Lath  with  the  ribs  against  the  studs. 
For  solid  partitions,  lath  shall  be  applied  only  to  one  side  of  the  channel 
studs. 

1.1.3 —  Metal  Lath  shall  be  secured  to  supports  at  intervals  not  ex- 
ceeding 6",  a  tie  shall  be  placed  where  sides  of  sheets  lap  at  supports,  and 
at  side  laps  of  sheets  between  supports.  Tie  wire  shall  be  not  less  than 
No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  wire. 

Equivalent  clips  or  other  attachment  devices  may  be  used  instead  of 
wire  ties. 

1.1.4 —  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped  at  sides  not  less 
than  K"i  and  at  ends  not  less  than  1".  End  laps  of  sheets  should  generally 
occur  only  over  supports;  if  between,  ends  of  sheets  shall  be  laced  or  ade- 
quatelv  tied  with  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  wire. 

1.1.5 —  Rib  Metal  Lath  and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be  lapped  at  sides  by 
nesting  outside  ribs  or  selvage.  Rib  Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped  1"  at  ends 
and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be  lapped  1"  at  ends  or  nested. 

1 . 1 .6 —  Where  the  adjoining  surface  is  to  be  plastered.  Diamond  Mesh 
Metal  Lath  shall  be  started  one  stud  away  from  corner  and  be  bent  into 
the  corner  and  carried  on  to  the  abutting  wall  to  avoid  a  joint  at  juncture 
of  walls.  Where  Rib  Metal  Lath  or  Sheet  Lath  is  used  it  shall  be  butted 
into  all  corners,  and  Cornerite  shall  be  applied  over  abutting  lath  in  such 
angles  and  shall  be  wired  at  6"  intervals  along  each  edge  in  all  corners. 
(Cornerite  shall  not  be  fastened  at  its  corner,  but  only  along  each  edge. 
Cornerite  is  not  required  for  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath  carried  around 
the  corner.)  Where  adjoining  surface  is  not  to  be  plastered,  the  Metal 
Lath  shall  be  suitably  attached  to  the  abutting  wall,  and  such  attach- 
ments completely  embedded  in  the  plaster.

1.2.1  elc  —

Allernale  Method  for  Removable  Partitions — For  removable  parti- 
tions, lower  end  of  studs  shall  be  secured  to  track  channels  or  special  stud 
shoes  attached  to  wood  runners,  or  be  set  in  holes  bored  into,  or  wire- 
tied  to  8d  nails  driven  into  wood  floor  runners  of  proper  width  nailed  to 
wood  floor  or  ceiling  joists,  such  runners  to  be  secured  to  masonry  floor 
by  masonry  nails  or  expansion  drives. 
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1.3  — METAL  BASE  SCREED,  PICTURE  MOLD, 
INTEGRAL  METAL  TRIM,  CORNER  BEAD 

1.3.1 —  Metal  base  screed,  picture  mold,  or  integral  metal  trim  shall 
be  wired  to  studs  or  Metal  Lath  through  holes  provided  in  the  screed, 
mold  or  trim,  and,  where  necessary,  shimmed-out  to  line.  Metal  base  shall 
be  installed  according  to  the  manufacturer's  specifications. 

1.3.2 —  All  external  angles  to  be  plastered  shall  be  protected  with 
galvanized  expanded  wing  or  perforated  corner  beads.  Corner  bead  shall 
be  attached  securely  in  such  manner  as  to  assure  proper  alignment  during 
application  of  plaster,  and  for  proper  plaster  thickness. 


1.4-BUCKS 

1.4.1 —  Bucks  shall  be  carefullv  plumbed  and  either  anchored  to  the 
soffit  of  the  roof  or  floor  above,  or  be  temporarily  braced  until  the  plaster 
has  set. 

1.4.2 —  Metal  door  bucks  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
manufacturer's  specifications. 

1.4.3 —  Wood  door  bucks  shall  be  of  an  out-to-out  dimension  which 
will  permit  casing  to  cover  joint  between  buck  and  plaster  at  least  1". 


1.4.4 — Bottom  of  wood  door  bucks  shall  be  securely  anchored  to 


floor. 


Applicable  Only  to  Metal  Lath  and  Plaster 
Sound-Insulating  Double  Partitions 

1-4.5 — Metal  door  bucks  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with  manu- 
facturer's specifications.  Where  maximum  sound  insulation  is  desired, 
provide  felt  or  cork-pad  between  buck  and  floor.  Bucks  shall  be  well- 
anchored  and  secured  by  expansion  drives,  through  pads  (where  used), 
and  penetrate  at  least  1"  into  floor  and  ceiling  slabs. 

1-4.6 — For  maximum  sound  insulation,  a  split  or  double-buck  shall 
be  used  around  entire  opening  with  cork  or  other  insulation  between  it 
and  floor  and  between  halves  of  bucks  if  connection  is  necessary.  Provide 
sound-deadened  casing  around  openings  and  "sound-proof"  doors  in 
openings. 


1.5-PLASTER 

1-5.1 — Plaster  shall  be  gypsum,  lime,  Keene's  cement,  or  portland 
cement  or  combinations  of  them.  Plaster  thickness  when  measured  from 
the  face  of  the  Metal  Lath  shall  be  fi"  minimum.  Plaster  thickness  when 
measured  from  the  back  plane  of  the  Metal  Lath,  exclusive  of  ribs,  shall 
be  minimum. 

note:  Port/ami  cement  piaster  is  recommended  for  basement  partitions, 
shower  stall  enclosures  and  elsewhere  in  which  continued  or  lar^e 
amounts  of  moisture  are  experienced. 

note:  Where  a  partition  is  continuous  over  the  face  of  a  concrete  beam 
or  column,  it  should  be  isolated  from  the  movement  of  these  structural 
members  by  placing  paper  between  the  concrete  and  Metal  Lath.

A  1.2.1 — Size  of  channel  studs  and  thickness  of  solid  partitions  shall 
be  determined  by  height  of  partition  as  set  forth  in  Table  IV.  Tyfje  and 
weight  of  Metal  Lath  shall  determine  the  maximum  spacing  of  studs  in 
accordance  with  Table  I. 

A  1.2. 2 — Channel  studs  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  soffit  of  the 
roof  or  floor  above,  or  to  the  joists,  or  to  a  suspended  ceiling.  Channels, 
pencil  rods,  Cornerite,  or  sjjecial  types  of  ceiling  runners  may  be  used 
provided  they  hold  the  top  of  the  studs  securely  in  line. 

A  1.2. 3 — Ends  of  channel  studs  may  be  bent  and  nailed  directly  to 
the  floor  or  to  a  wood  runner,  or  stud  ends  may  be  set  in  holes  cut  in  the 
top  of  concrete  floors  or  into  special  types  of  metal  floor  runners.  Metal 
base  shall  be  installed  according  to  the  manufacturer's  specifications. 
Metal  base  shall  be  filled  with  grout  after  the  channel  studs  have  been 
erected  and  either  before  or  after  the  Metal  Lath  has  been  wired  to  the 
studs. 

A 1 .2.4 — Where  two-piece  studs  are  used,  they  shall  be  spliced  within 
2  feet  of  the  ceiling  by  lapping  not  less  than  8",  with  flanges  interlocked 
and  securely  wired  near  each  end  of  splice.  Single-piece  studs  shall  be  of 
such  length  that  they  will  not  bow  when  erected. 

note:  Regarding  installation  of  bucks,  see  section  1.4  (^page  5). 

A  1.2. 5 — Channel  studs  shall  be  placed  along  each  side  of  the  buck 
and  so  spaced  that  Metal  Lath  can  be  wire-tied  to  the  stud.  For  wood 
bucks,' two  8d  nails  shall  be  driven  in  pairs  at  intervals  of  2'  bec'nning  9" 
above  the  floor,  and  the  channel  securely  wire-tied  to  these  nails;  or  chan- 
nels shall  be  attached  to  wood  bucks  with  wood  screws.  Channel  studs 
shall  be  wire-tied  or  bolted  to  the  anchors  on  each  side  of  metal  bucks. 

Alternate — Studs  adjacent  to  buck  may  be  omitted  if  other  means 
of  attaching  lath  is  provided  and  buck  is  temporarily  braced  before 
plastering. 

note:  Hollow  metal  door  bucks  should  be  piled  with  plaster. 

A  1.2. 6 — A  horizontal  reinforcement  x  IX"  flat  bar  or  ^s"  rod) 
shall  be  attached  6"  to  8"  above  the  door  opening  on  the  channel  side  of 
the  partition.  It  shall  extend  continuously  past  the  first  stud  beyond  the 
opening.  This  reinforcement  shall  be  saddle-tied  to  each  vertical  stud  it 
crosses. 

A  1.2. 7 — Studs  shall  be  doubled  at  cased  openings  and  partition  ends 
protected  with  a  galvanized  metal  partition  cap. 

A  1.2. 8 — Solid  partitions  shall  be  temporarily  braced  when  necessary 
on  the  channel  side  before  application  of  plaster.

A1. 2. 10— Electrical  Installation — Electrical  outlets  shall  not  exceed 
Ij^"  in  depth  for  2"  solid  partitions.  The  back  of  outlet  and  switch  boxes 
shall  be  covered  with  Metal  Lath.

6 — A  cold-rolled  channel,  or  other  reinforcement  of  at  least 
equal  rigidity,  shall  be  placed  horizontally  at  not  to  exceed  4'  on  centers 
on  the  inside  of  the  partition  and  be  securely  wired  to  all  studs  forming 
one  face  of  the  partition,  and  a  similar  reinforcement  shall  be  used  to  align 
and  stiffen  the  studs  on  the  other  face.

D1.2.7 — Studs  for  all  vertical  furring  shall  be  saddle-tied  to  hori- 
zontal stiffeners  with  three  loops  of  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed 
wire,  or  equivalent  devices,  at  each  crossing,  and  securely  anchored  to 
the  floor  and  ceiling  construction. 

Where  furring  is  a  considerable  distance  from  the  face  of  the  wall, 
channel  braces  to  the  wall  shall  be  provided  approximately  2'  on  centers. 

Studs  for  free-standing  furring  shall  be  securely  anchored  to  the  floor 
and  ceiling  construction  only. 

D1.2.8 — Wood  grounds  and  wood  nailing  strips  shall  be  set  true  to 
the  plaster  line  and  wired  to  studs,  or  nailed  to  blocks  which  shall  be 
securelv  wired  or  clamped  to  studs.

2.1— MATERIALS 

2.1.1 —  Metal  Lath  shall  be  Diamond  Mesh  weighing  not  less  than 
3  4  lbs.  per  square  yard.  Flat  Rib  Lath  weighing  not  less  than  2.75  lbs. 
per  square  yard,  s"  Rib  Lath  weighing  not  less  than  3-4  lbs.  per  square 
yard,  or  Sheet  Lath. 

2.1.2 —  Metal  runners  shall  be  perforated,  slotted,  or  formed  of  ex- 
panded metal.  Legs  of  angle  runners  shall  be  not  less  than  ^i"  by  2", 
formed  of  not  less  than  28  ga.  steel. 

2.1.3 —  Wood  floor  runners  shall  be  well  dried,  prime  painted  and 
a  full  2"  wide  by  15 g"  high.  For  one-hour  fire  resistive  partitions,  wood 
runners  shall  be  treated  with  a  fire  retardant  material  approved  by  the 
architect. 

2.1.4 —  Metal  base  and  metal  clips  shall  be  approved  by  the  archi- 
tect. (^Nate:  See  catalogs  of  metal  lath  manufacturers  for  various  types  of 
metal  base  assemblies.') 

2.1.5 —  Tie  wire  shall  be  not  less  than  No.  18  gage  galvanized  an- 
nealed wire. 


2.2—  METAL  LATHING 

2.2.1 —  Metal  base  clips  or  wood  floor  runners  shall  be  attached  to 
the  floors  to  locate  the  partitions  accurately  according  to  plan  drawings. 
Fastenings  suitable  to  floor  materials  shall  be  used. 

2.2.2 —  Ceiling  runners  shall  be  located  so  that  the  Metal  Lath  will 
be  in  the  center  of  the  partitions  and  plumb.  Runners  shall  be  fastened 
to  concrete  ceilings  with  stub  nails,  expansion  drives  or  other  equivalent 
means.  Runners  shall  be  fastened  to  Metal  Lath  ceilings  with  wire  ties 
at  approximately  12"  spacings. 

2.2.3 —  Metal  Lath  shall  be  erected  with  the  long  dimension  of  the 
sheet  verrical.  Sheets  shall  be  secured  first  to  ceiling  runners  with  wire 
ties  at  8"  o.c.  and  either  attached  to  floor  runners,  or  metal  base  clips, 
or  suitably  anchored  in  a  grouted  metal  base  assembly.  A  wire  tie  shall 
be  placed  where  sheets  lap  at  runners. 

2.2.4 —  Diamond  Mesh  Lath  shall  be  lapped  at  sides  not  less  than 
yi" ■  Rib  Metal  Lath  and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be  lapped  by  nesting  outside 
ribs  or  selvage.  Vertical  laps  shall  be  tied  at  intervals  not  exceeding  12". 

2.2.5 —  Where  studless  partitions  intersect  walls  to  be  plastered, 
Cornerite  shall  be  used  to  reinforce  the  juncture.  It  shall  be  tied  at  each 
edge,  not  at  the  angle,  to  the  intersecting  lath  at  6"  vertical  spacings. 
When  Diamond  Mesh  Lath  is  used  in  the  studless  partition,  Cornerite 
can  be  omitted  by  returning  the  partition  lath  and  fastening  it  to  the 
intersecting  surface.  L-type  runner  shall  be  fastened  to  abutting  walls 
which  are  not  to  be  plastered,  and  the  Metal  Lath  wired  to  the  runner 
so  that  the  complete  assembly  is  embedded  in  the  plastered  partition. 

2.3—  TEMPORARY  BRACING 

2.3.1 — Partitions  shall  be  temporarily  braced  until  such  time  as  the 
scratch  and  brown  coats  of  plaster  on  the  unbraced  side  have  been 
applied  and  are  set. 

2.4—  BUCKS 

2.4.1 — A  channel  stud  shall  be  wire  tied  or  bolted  to  anchor  clips 
on  each  side  of  metal  door  bucks  or  wire  tied  to  pairs  of  8d  nails  driven 
inK)  wood  bucks  or  screwed  to  wood  bucks;  and  so  placed  as  to  provide 
space  for  tying  Metal  Lath  to  the  stud.  These  studs  may  be  continuous 
from  floor  to  ceiling  or  they  may  be  anchored  to  and  extend  only  from 
the  upper  portion  of  the  buck  to  the  ceiling.  (Alternate:  If  desired,  studs 
need  not  extend  to  ceiling,  or  may  be  omitted  if  other  means  of  attaching 
lath  is  provided  and  buck  is  braced.) 

note:  Regarding  installation  of  bucks,  see  section  1.4  Qpage  J), 
note:  Hollow  metal  door  bucks  should  be  filled  with  plaster. 

2.5  — PLASTERING 

2.5.1 — Plastering  shall  be  five-coat  work.  First  apply  scratch  coat 
on  side  opposite  temporary  braces  and  allow  it  to  set  and  partially 
dry.  Then  apply  brown  coat  to  unbraced  side,  and  when  it  has  set  firm

2.6—  METAL  BASE  SCREED,  PICTURE  MOLD,  INTEGRAL 
METAL  TRIM,  CORNER  BEAD,  PARTITION  CAPS 

2.6.1 —  Metal  base  screed,  picture  mold,  or  integral  metal  trim  shall 
be  wired  to  Metal  Lath  through  holes  provided  in  the  screed,  mold,  or 
trim,  and,  where  necessary,  shimmed-out  to  line.  Metal  base  shall  be 
installed  according  to  the  manufacturer's  specifications. 

2.6.2 —  All  external  angles  to  be  plastered  shall  be  protected  with 
galvanized  expanded  wing  or  perforated  corner  beads.  Corner  bead  shall 
be  attached  securely  in  such  manner  as  to  assure  proper  alignment  during 
application  of  plaster,  and  for  proper  plaster  thickness. 

2.6.3 —  Partition  edges  at  openings  and  ends  shall  be  protected  by 
galvanized  metal  partition  caps  or  suitable  casing  beads. 

2.7—  ELECTRICAL  CONDUIT,  SWITCH  BOXES,  ETC. 

2.7.1  —  Electrical  Installation — Electrical  outlets  shall  not  exceed 
llA"  in  depth  for  2"  solid  partitions.  The  back  of  outlet  and  switch 
boxes  shall  be  covered  with  Metal  Lath. 

note:  To  minimize  sound  conduction  it  is  recommended  that  tele- 
phone boxes,  etc.,  in  adjoining  hotel  rooms,  apartments,  etc.,  be 
installed  on  outside  walls  of  the  room  or  on  non-communicating 
partitions.

5.1.1 — All  Metal  Lath  shall  be  specified  hy  weight  per  square  vard 
in  accordance  with  the  spacing  of  supports  as  given  in  Table  I  (on  page  4).

6.1—  SIZE  AND  SPACING  OF  RUNNERS  AND  CROSS  FURRING 

6.1.1 — Size  .ind  Kpacinp  of  channels  for  main  runners  shall  conform  to  Table 
VIII,  and  such  runners  shall  be  cross  furred  with  pencil  rods  or  channels  of  the 
size  and  at  the  spacing  required  in  Table  VII.  (  It  is  recommended  that  when 
main  runners  are  suspended  from  joists  that  they  run  transverse  to  the  direaion  of 
the  joists.^  Neither  main  runners  nor  cross  furring  shall  be  let  into  nor  come  in 
contact  with  abutting  masonry  or  reinforced  concrete  walls  or  partitions.  A  main 
runner  shall  be  located  within  6"  of  the  wall  to  support  the  ends  of  the  cross 
furring,  and  hangers  shall  be  located  to  support  the  ends  of  the  main  runners. 

When  main  runners  are  spliced,  the  ends  shall  be  overlapped  not  less  than 
12"  (with  flanges  of  channels  interlocked)  and  securely  tied  near  each  end  of 
the  splice  with  two  loops  of  No.  16  gage  galvanized  wire. 

6.2—  ATTACHMENT  OF  CROSS  FURRING  TO  RUNNERS 

6.2.1 — The  cross  furring  shall  be  securely  saddle-tied  to  the  main  runners 
by  not  less  than  No.  16  gage  galvanized  wire  at  each  crossing,  or  by  No.  9 
gage  wire  hairpin  clips  or  equivalent  clips  or  attachments.  When  furring  mem- 
bers are  spliced,  the  ends  shall  be  overlapped  not  less  than  8"  (with  flanges 
of  channels  interlocked  )  and  securely  tied  near  each  end  of  the  splice  with  two 
loops  of  No.  16  gage  galvanized  wire. 

6.3—  TYPES  OF  METAL  lATH  AND  ATTACHMENT  TO  FURRING 

6.3.1 —  Metal  Lath,  of  one  of  the  types  and  weights  listed  in  Table  I  (  page 
41  for  the  corresponding  spacing  of  furring,  shall  be  attached  to  the  furring 
members  with  the  long  dimension  of  the  sheet  across  the  furring,  and  shall  be 
carried  down  6"  on  to  the  walls  and  partitions,  or  Cornerite  shall  be  used. 

note:  This  subsection  provides  for  continuity  of  ceilings,  walls,  and  partitions. 
For  unrestrained  or  broken  continuity  of  ceiling  areas,  see  section  6.5-5. 

6.3.2 —  Metal  Lath  shall  be  attached  to  the  steel  furring  members  by  No.  18 
gage  galvanized  annealed  wire  ties  spaced  at  not  to  exceed  6"  intervals.  Ties  shall 
be  placed  where  sides  of  sheets  lap  at  suppons  and  at  side  laps  of  sheets  between 
supports. 

6.3.3 —  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped  not  less  than  "  at  sides; 
Rib  Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped  at  sides  by  nesting  outside  ribs  or  selvage. 
All  metal  Lath  shall  lap  1"  at  ends. 

6.3.4 —  End  laps  of  sheets  should  generally  occur  only  over  supports;  if 
between,  ends  of  sheets  shall  be  laced  or  adequately  tied  together  with  No.  IS 
gage  galvanized  annealed  tie  wire. 


6.4  — HANGERS 

6.4.1 — All  wire  hangers  shall  be  of  such  length  that  the  lower  ends  of 
hangers  may  be  saddle-tied  or  wrapped  around  the  runners  so  as  to  prevent 
turning  or  twisting  of  the  runners  and  to  develop  the  full  strength  of  the  hangers. 

6.4.2. — All  wire  hangers  shall  be  Type  1  galvanized.

6.5  — SUPPLEMENTAL  INSTALLATION  PROVISIONS 

6.5.1 —  Protection  of  hangers — Rod  and  flat  hangers  may  be  ordinary  un- 
painted  mild  steel,  except  where  there  is  excessive  moisture  or  corrosive  fumes, 
all  rod  and  flat  hangers  shall  be  coated  with  rust-inhibitive  paint.  Painting  also 
is  recommended  for  theaters  and  auditoriums,  and  large  ceilings  in  public 
buildings. 

In  Concrete  Joist  Construction,  54"  round  mild  steel  hangers  may  be  placed 
48"  on  center  in  alternate  rows  of  concrete  joists  in  20"  wide  form  construction. 

6.5.2 —  Attachment  of  flat  hangers  to  main  runner  (carrying)  channels — Lower 
ends  of  flat  steel  hangers  shall  have  holes  punched  at  the  proper  distance  (  but 
not  closer  than  ^/g"  from  ends)  to  which  the  runner  channel  shall  be  bolted 
with  not  less  than  i'g"  diameter  bolts,  provided  that  for  ceiling  over  auditoriums, 
theaters  and  other  public  buildings  and  elsewhere  where  an  added  factor  of 
safety  is  desirable,  the  lower  end  of  flat  steel  hangers  shall  be  long  enough  to 
bend  up  sharply  as  stirrups  under  runner  channel  to  which  they  shall  be  bolted 
as  already  described,  and  shall  continue  up  and  be  securely  tied  to  main  portion 
of  hanger  not  less  than  6"  above  runner  channel. 

( If  live  loads  or  additional  dead  loads  are  contemplated,  hanger  and 
channel  sizes,  and  method  of  attachment  must  be  designed  accordingly. ) 

6.5.3 —  Hangers  to  resist  compression — In  regions  subject  to  tornadoes  or 
cyclones,  where  upward  pressures  are  likely  to  be  exerted  or  where  suspended 
ceiling  areas  are  exposed  to  high  winds  through  outside  openings  during  con- 
struction, hangers  shall  either  be  of  a  rype  to  resist  compression,  or  struts  of 
^A"  channels  or  tees  (of  heavier  size  where  hangers  exceed  4'  o.c. )  may  be 
used.  These  struts  shall  be  used  vertically  between  runner  channels  and  the 
construction  above,  being  spaced  not  to  exceed  8'  o.c.  in  both  directions.  They 
shall  be  in  addition  to  the  regular  hangers. 

6.5.4 —  Ventilating — Where  lath  and  plaster  ceilings  are  located  under  roof 
construction,  it  is  recommended  that  the  space  thus  established  be  ventilated. 
Such  ventilation  shall  be  designed  in  accordance  with  accepted  engineering 
practice. 

6.5.5 —  Unrestrained  ceilings — Unrestrained  ceilings  having  perimeters  sepa- 
rated from  adjacent  walls  or  partitions  shall  be  edged  by  galvanized  casing 
beads  with  expanded  or  perforated  wings,  or  similar  metal  plastering  accessories 
to  provide  an  unrestrained  periphery.

D6.4.7 — When  purlins  exceed  spacings  of  4'  o.c,  IK"  No.  0  screw 
eyes  shall  be  fastened  into  heavy  wood  flooring  at  not  over  3'  o.c.  so  that 
they  w  ill  support  ar^  area  not  over  9  square  feet,  with  upper  end  of  hanger 
to  be  inserted  in  screw  eye  and  in  each  case  twisted  three  times  around 
itself.  (This  spacing  is  determined  on  resistance  to  withdrawal  of  the  No.  0 
screw  eye  in  Northsrn  White  Pine.)  When  wood  offering  greater  resistance

D6.4.8 — Flat  hangers,  if  used,  shall  be  spiked  to  sides  of  joists  with 
two  12d  nails  driven  through  holes  drilled  in  the  hanger  and  clinched  at 
least  3"  above  bottom  of  joists.

7.1 -SIZE,  WEIGHT  AND  SPACING 
OF  BRACKETS 


7.1.1 —  Brackets  shall  be  formed  of  i^"  cold-rolled 
channels  weighing  not  less  than  300  lbs.  per  1000  lineal 
feet,  or  from  ^g"  by  1"  flat  steel,  and  shall  be  spaced  as 
follows: 

7.1.2 —  Where  cold-rolled  channels  are  used  for 
lon^tudinal  furring  each  member  of  the  cornice  or  beam 
box  brackets  shall  be  not  more  than  3'-0"  apart. 

7.1 .3 —  Where  '4"  pencil  rods  are  used  to  fur  each  mem- 
ber, brackets  shall  not  exceed  19"  apart. 

7.1.4 —  Where  furring  is  not  intended  to  be  used  at  each 
member,  brackets  shall  not  exceed  13,'^'  on  centers  for  3  4. 
lb.  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath,  provided  that  at  least  one 
runner  bar  or  channel  shall  be  installed  to  hold  work  in 
proper  shape. 

7.2—  TIE  WIRE 

7.2.1 — Wire  for  tying  brackets  to  structural  members  shall  be  not  less 
than  No.  14  gage  galvanized  wire  using  saddle  tie,  or  use  six  loops  of 
No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  wire;  for  tying  longitudinal  rods  to 
brackets,  wire  shall  be  not  less  than  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed 
wire,  and  for  tying  Metal  Lath  to  rods  or  channel,  wire  shall  be  not  less 
than  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  wire. 

7.3-  ERECTION  OF  BRACKETS,  CHANNELS 
AND  RODS 

7.3.1 — Brackets  shall  be  formed  to  template  to  require  a  minimum  of 
plaster  (but  in  no  case  less  than  thickness),  in  accordance  with  details 
furnished  by  the  architect.  Brackets  shall  be  securely  wired,  bolted  or 
clamped  to  walls,  ceilings,  or  structural  members,  as  the  case  may  re- 


quire, and  be  spaced  as  in  Section  7.1  preceding.  For  fastening  brackets  to 
concrete  or  masonry  beams  or  wails,  hoks  shall  be  drilled  and  plugged, 
or  other  equally  strong  anchorage  shall  be  provided;  when  fastening  to 
terra  cotta,  toggle  bolts  or  suitable  anchor  shall  be  used. 

7.3.2 — Longitudinal  channels  or  rods  shall  be  wire  tied  or  bolted  to 
brackets. 


7.4— ERECTION  OF  METAL  LATH 

7.4.1 — Metal  Lath  shall  be  applied  to  the  longitudinal  channels  or 
rods  or  direct  to  brackets  and  be  bent  into  and  made  to  conform  with  the 
outline  of  the  finished  beam  or  cornice.  Side  laps  shall  not  occur  at  the 
comers,  but  lath  shall  be  carried  around  to  the  next  member,  or  corner 
strips  shall  be  used  at  all  corners.

8.1— METAL  LATH 

8.1.1 — Metal  Lath  shall  be  Diamond  Mesh  or  Self-Furring  and  weigh 
not  less  than  3  4  lbs.  per  square  yard. 


8.3— CORNER  BEAD 

8.3.1 — Corner  beads  shall  be  fastened  at  each  corner  with  steel  clips 
or  wire  ties  so  that  they  are  rigid,  straight  and  adjusted  to  permit  the 
required  thickness  of  plaster. 


8.2-ERECTION  OF  LATH 

8.2.1 — Metal  Lath  shall  be  formed  to  fit  around  the  column  and 
shall  be  furred  at  least  K"  from  the  face  of  the  steel  flange  to  provide 
space  for  the  plaster  to  key.  Self-Furring  Metal  Lath  requires  no  addi- 
tional furring  devices.  Diamond-Mesh  Metal  Lath  shall  be  furred  with 
channel  brackets,  special  clips  or  L-shaped  spacers  cut  from  Metal  Lath 
and  inserted  horizontally  between  the  lath  and  the  column  flanges. 


8.4— PLASTER 

8.4.1 — Lightweight  aggregate-gypsum  plaster  shall  be  used  for  two, 
three  and  four-hour  fire  protection.  For  one-hour  protection,  gypsum- 
sanded  plaster  may  be  used.  (Consult  local  building  code  for  thickness 
of  plaster  required  and  proportions  of  plaster  mix.  Complete  data  on 
fireproofing  with  Metal  Lath  and  plaster  is  available  from  the  Metal 
Lath  Manufacturers  Association.  Write  for  Technical  Bulletin  Nos.  3 
and  8.) 

note:  For  enclosure  of  columns  with  vertical  furring  see  supplementary 
Specification  No.  1-D  {page  9).

9.1—  STUDDING  OR  FURRING  FOR  METAL  LATH 

9.1.1 — Studding  or  furring  of  light  steel  channels,  pressed  steel  mem- 
bers, steel  reinforcing  rods  or  metal  studs,  spaced  as  required  by  the 
particular  system  of  wall  construction  used,  shall  be  securely  fastened 
to  the  structural  frame  by  wire  ties  or  clips,  by  bolting  or  by  welding. 
Steel  channels  and  pressed  steel  members  shall  be  furnished  to  the  job 
painted  with  one  factory  or  shop  coat  of  rust-inhibitive  paint. 

9.2—  METAL  LATH 

9.2.1 — Reinforcement  shall  be  not  less  than  3.4  lb.  Diamond  Mesh 
Metal  Lath  expanded  from  galvanized  sheets  or  coated  with  rust  in- 
hibitive  paint  after  fabrication,  for  which  supports  shall  be  spaced  not 
more  than  16"  on  centers.  Unless  back-plastered  construction  is  em- 
ployed. Rib  Metal  Lath  shall  not  be  used.  Lath  shall  be  applied  with 
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the  long  dimension  of  the  sheet  across  supports  and  shall  be  attached  to 
the  studs  or  furring  by  wire  ties  of  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  tie 
wire,  or  by  nailing  or  by  equivalent  attachments,  spaced  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  6"  along  such  studs  or  furring  members.  Lath  shall  be 
lapped  at  sides  not  less  than  Ji",  and  at  ends  not  less  than  1".  End  laps 
of^  sheets  should  generally  occur  only  over  supports  and  shall  be  stag- 
gered; end  laps  of  sheets  between  supports  shall  be  securely  laced  together 
with  No.  18  gage  galvanized  annealed  tie  wire.  Sheets  shall  be  returned 
around  corners  at  least  4". 

note:  Spacings  for  supports  in  this  Specification  are  established 
at  a  maximum  of  16"  based  on  the  allowable  span  of  the  Metal 
Lath.  When  structural  members  exceed  16"  spacing  then  provision 
should  be  made  for  intermediate  support  of  the  lath.

10.1—  WHERE  USED 

10.1.1— Expanded  Metal  Lath  (Diamond  Mesh)  or  Expanded  Metal 
Reinforcement  (Stucco  Mesh)  shall  be  used  for  stucco  base  on  all  wood 
frame  structures  of  open  or  sheathed  type,  over  old  masonry  walls  and  all 
surfaces  that  do  not  provide  a  satisfactory  bond  for  the  stucco. 

10.2—  MATERIALS 

10.2.1 — Reinforcement  shall  be  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath,  weighing 
not  less  than  3  4  lb.  per  sq.  yd.  and  expanded  from  galvanized  sheets  or 
coated  with  rust  inhibitive  paint  after  fabrication,  or  Expanded  Metal 
Stucco  Mesh  weighing  L8  lb.  per  sq.  yd.  and  coated  with  a  rust  inhibitive 
paint.  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath  shall  be  used  on  all  soffits  and  horizon- 
tal surfaces  and  for  back-plaster  construction. 


10.3— ATTACHMENT  TO  WOOD  SUPPORTS 

10.3.1 — Metal  Lath  or  Stucco  Mesh  shall  be  attached  at  not  greater 
than  6"  intervals  vertically  and  16"  horizontally  with  galvanized  nails 
having  a  penetration  into  vertical  wood  supports  of  at  least  1"  and  into 
horizontal  wood  supports  of  at  least  1  Jg".  It  shall  be  spaced  from  the  back- 
ing not  less  than  y^'  with  furring  nails  or  devices,  or  Self-Furring  Metal 
Lath  may  be  used. 

Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped  K"  at  sides  and  1"  at  ends.  Stucco  Mesh 
shall  be  lapped  one  diamond  at  sides  and  ends. 

End  laps  of  sheets  shall  generally  occurxDver  supports  and  be  staggered; 
and  end  laps  of  sheets  between  supports  shall  be  laced  together  with  No. 
18  gage  galvanized  annealed  tie  wire.  Sheets  shall  be  started  one  stud 
away  from  the  corner  and  be  bent  around  so  as  to  avoid  a  junction  at  the 
corner. 
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1.0— CORNERS 

1.1 — All  internal  vertical  and  horizon- 
tal angles  of  any  interior  surfaces  to  be 
plastered  (including  gypsum  lath  and  fibre- 
board  lath)  shall  be  continuously  reinforced 
with  Metal  Lath  Cornerite  not  less  than 
6"  wide,  3  "  on  each  surface.  Garnerite  shall 
be  attached  at  the  outer  edges. 

All  external  angles  to  be  plastered  shall 
be  protected  with  galvanized  expanded 
wing  or  perforated  corner  beads. 

2.0— LATH  JOINTS 

2.1 — Wherever  gypsum  lath  and  simi- 
lar materials  are  used  as  plaster  bases,  a 
strip  of  flat  expanded  Metal  Lath  (Stripite) 
not  less  than  4"  wide  shall  be  applied  over 
joints  between  the  sheets  of  such  materials 
to  reinforce  the  plaster.

3.0— OPENINGS 

3. 1 — At  all  corners  of  openings  more  than  2  square  feet  in  area  in  any 
surface  to  be  plastered,  strrps  of  Metal  Lath  at  least  12"  wide  and  24'  long 
shall  be  attached  over  the  plaster  base  at  an  angle  of  approximately  45 
degrees.  (Such  additional  reinforcement  is  not  required  over  Metal  Lath.) 

4.0— CHASES  AND  DOOR  BUCKS 

4.1 —  All  chases  or  similar  openings  in  horizontal  or  vertical  masonry 
surfaces  or  other  solid  bases  to  be  plastered  shall  be  covered  with  Metal 
Lath. 

4.2 —  Where  door  buck  )ambs  are  continuous  from  floor  to  ceiling  in 
masonry  partitions  to  be  plastered,  that  portion  of  the  jamb  above  the 
header  shall  be  covered  with  a  strip  of  Metal  Lath  at  least  12"  wide  and 
continuous  from  top  of  opening  to  ceiling. 

4.3 —  The  unexposed  back  of  electrical  outlet  boxes  in  solid  partitions 
shall  be  reinforced  with  Metal  Lath  before  being  covered  with  plaster.

5.0— INTERSECTION  OF  METAL  LATH  AND 
OTHER  TYPES  OF  PLASTER  BASES 

5.1 — Wherever  Metal  Lath  abuts  masonry,  concrete  or  other  types  of 
bases  that  are  to  be  plastered,  the  Metal  Lath  shall  be  returned  or  ex- 
tended 6"  onto  the  abutting  plaster  base. 

6.0— DISSIMILAR  MATERIALS 

6. 1 — Where  portland  cement  plaster  is  to  be  applied  over  gypsum  lath 
or  gypsum  block,  or  where  any  surface  to  be  plastered  has  been  previously 
painted,  or  where  any  masonry  surface  to  be  plastered  does  not  have 
adequate  mechnical  or  chemical  bond,  the  whole  surface  shall  be  covered 
with  Metal  Lath.  (Self-Furring  or  "Dimpled"  Lath  is  recommended  for 
smooth  surfaces  so  that  the  plaster  can  form  a  lasting  key.)

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


In  rechecking  the  By-Laws  we  find  that  only  about  half 
of  the  local  unions  and  councils  have  sent  their  By-Laws  and 
Form  LM-I  to  Headquarters.  All  local  unions  and  councils 
who  have  not  sent  their  By-Laws  to  Headquarters  are  in  vio- 
lation of  the  L.I.U.  Constitution  since  it  specifically  provides 
that  all  local  unions  and  councils  must  have  By-Laws,  and 
they  must  be  submitted  to  Headquarters  for  approval  since 
the  Constitution  also  provides  that  decisions  and  rulings  of 
the  General  President  and  the  Executive  Council  shall  be 
based  upon  the  local's  By-Laws  particularly  regarding  a 
member's  good  standing.  Only  those  provisions  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  General  President  are  enforceable.  This 
is  serious  because  in  addition  to  being  in  violation  of  the 
L.LU.  Constitution  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  same  local 
unions  and  councils  have  not  forwarded  their  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  to  the  Labor  Department  and  if  they  have  not 
they  are  in  violation  of  the  new  Landrum-Griflfin  Act.  This 
could,  of  course,  subject  the  local  unions  and  councils  who 
have  not  complied  with  the  penalties  set  forth  in  the  Act. 
We  urge  all  local  unions  and  councils  who  have  not  complied 
with  the  L.LU.  Constitution  and/ or  the  Act  to  do  so  im- 
mediately. 

Many  of  the  locals  who  did  send  in  their  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  neglected  to  set  forth  the  amount  of  initiation  fee, 
reinstatement  fee.  dues,  and  working  dues.  Many  of  you  have 
received  letters  requesting  this  information  and  we  urge  that 
this  information  be  supplied  at  once  since  in  the  case  of 
reinstatements  or  controversies  over  the  payment  of  dues 
or  working  dues  we  must  have  this  information  and  be  guided 
thereby  in  our  rulings.  It  is  the  autonomy  of  the  local  unions 
to  set  forth  these  amounts.  There  are  only  two  restrictions — 
S200  is  the  limit  on  the  initiation  fee  and  one-half  the  initia- 
tion is  the  limit  on  reinstatements.  However,  all  of  these  must 
be  applied  uniformly  and  without  discrimination.  In  other 
words  if  your  initiation  fee  is  $200  for  journeymen  then  you 
must  charge  that  to  all  or  if  your  reinstatement  is  $100  then 
you  must  charge  that  to  all.  There  is  one  exception  in  the 
two  aforementioned  cases  and  that  is  where  a  'Special  Dis- 
pensation" has  been  requested  by  you  and  approved  by  the 
General  President.  The  General  President  can  only  approve 
a  'Special  Dispensation'  where  there  is  documentary  proof 
such  as  sickness,  ill  fortune  or  that  type  of  thing  which  would 
justify  the  granting  of  such  a  dispensation. 

In  some  cases  we  have  received  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  Working  Rules,  but  have  not  received  a  copy  of 
the  LM-I  Form  which  must  be  sent  to  the  Labor  Department. 
Therefore,  we  do  not  know  whether  you  have  complied  with 
the  law  by  sending  in  this  Form  or  if  you  have  not.  If  you 
have  not  this  should  be  done  immediately. 

We  have   previously  written  in  this  Report  urging  for 


compliance  with  Section  23  having  to  do  with  'Trials,  Charges 
and  Appeals'  and  we  find  that  some  local  unions  are  still  not 
complying.  Therefore,  in  some  cases  we  are  unable  to  approve 
and  register  fines  as  submitted.  You  must  comply  with  this 
.Section  since  it  complies  with  the  Landrum-Griflfin  Act  and 
if  you  do  not  the  fines  cannot  be  registered  here  at  Head- 
quarters. 

We  wish  to  mention  again  the  requirement  of  the  law  on 
the  LM-2  and  LM-3  Report  Forms.  This  is  the  financial  report 
which  is  required  under  the  law  ninety  (90)  days  after  your 
fiscal  year,  which  we  assume,  in  most  instances  is  December 
31.  If  you  have  not  already  done  so  you  should  make  out 
your  LM-2  or  LM-3.  whichever  is  required  for  you  to  use, 
immediately  and  send  it  in  to  the  Labor  Department. 

We  recognize  that  all  of  this  entails  a  great  deal  of  paper 
work  on  the  part  of  the  secretary  of  the  local  unions  or  coun- 
cils but  it  is  mandatory  under  the  law.  We.  at  Headquarters, 
have  the  same  problem.  It  has  doubled  our  paper  work  but 
it  is  the  law  and  we  must  comply. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  report  on  a  much  more  pleasant 
subject.  We  now  have  two  copies  of  the  'progress'  film  of 
the  building  of  our  office  building  available.  It  can  be  sent 
out  to  any  local  union  or  council  so  requesting.  This  film 
will  give  the  members  who  paid  the  assessment  on  our  new 
office  building  an  opportunity  to  see  what  they  paid  for.  The 
running  of  the  film,  which  does  not  have  sound,  takes  a  16- 
millimeter  projector.  If  any  local  or  council  feels  they  want 
to  show  this  film  we  would  ask  that  they  not  request  it  until 
just  before  they  are  going  to  show  it  and  then  return  it  to 
Headquarters  immediately  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  comply 
with  other  requests  made  since  we  only  have  two  copies  of 
the  film.  We  would  like  very  much  to  have  the  sound  on  the 
film  and  may  be  able  to  do  so  at  a  later  date.  However,  the 
cost  of  $1500  to  include  sound  on  the  film  is  beyond  our 
means  at  the  present  time.  We  believe,  even  without  the 
sound,  a  description  which  will  accompany  the  film  will  be 
sufficient  to  make  it  interesting  for  the  membership.

Six-Point  Legislative  Program 

Key  To  Prosperity 


Richard  Gray,  Department  President,  delivered  both  a 
convincing  argument  for  the  six-point  legislative  program 
and  a  graceful  exit  from  the  president's  post  from  which 
he  retired  April  1,  as  he  opened  the  AFL-CIO  Building 
and  Construction  Trades  Legislative  Conference  in  the 
Sheraton-Park  Hotel  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Passage  by  Congress  of  this  strong  six-point  legislative 
program  would  assure  the  Nation  of  a  continuing  pros- 
perity, according  to  Grey.

"If  the  government  will  start  now  to  build  it  will  be 
a  big  'shot-in-the-arm'  to  the  economy  and  a  long  term 
construction  program  would  provide  the  best  antidote 
against  economic  anemia,"  Grey  said. 

Full  support  of  a  "bread  and  butter"  legislative  pro- 
gram recommended  to  Congress  by  the  AFL-CIO  Build- 
ing and  Construction  Trades  Department  has  come  from 
three  powerful  figures.  The  trio  are  Senator  John  F. 
Kennedy;  AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany  and  Secre- 
tary of  Labor  James  P.  Mitchell.

"So  I  say  to  you  gentlemen,  you  go  up  to  the  Hill 
on  this  question  of  the  Denver  Building  Trades  Case; 
you  go  up  to  the  Hill  with  the  firm  support  of  the 
Administration,  with  the  continued  support  since  1954 
of  the  Department  of  Labor,  and  you  go  up  to  the 
Hill,  if  you  take  my  suggestion,  with  a  story  of  sound 
trade  unionism  that  no  other  group  in  the  United  States 
can  present." 

The  secretary  was  referring  to  the  visits  by  delegates  to 
their  respective  Senators  and  Congressmen  on  Capitol 
Hill  in  demanding  support  for  the  building  trades  program.

Mitchell  earlier  had  praised  the  building  trades  in  no 
uncertain  terms  when  he  said: 

"As  you  know,  I  have  had  over  20  years  close  associa- 
tion with  your  industry  and  with  the  gentlemen  here  on 
this  platform,  and  the  gentlemen  in  the  audience. 
"I  feel  I  would  be  remiss  as  a  representative  of  the 
United  States  Government  if  I  did  not  say  that  we  in 
the  Government  and  particularly  in  the  Labor  Depart- 
ment, regard  the  Building  Trades  and  its  organizations 
as  the  nucleus  of  the  trade  union  movement  in 
America." 

Mitchell  also  praised  the  building  trades  as  the  first  to 
give  "a  no-strike  pledge"  during  World  War  II  and  to 
make  other  concessions  in  the  Nation's  bitter  fight  for 
survival.  He  also  suggested  that  the  delegates  might  be 
wise  to  remind  some  of  the  Congressmen  from  some  of 
the  right-to-work  states  that  some  of  the  military  depots 
which  they  so  proudly  point  to,  such  as  Corpus  Christi 
Naval  Station  in  Texas,  Camp  Blanding  in  Florida  and 
Oak  Ridge  in  Tennessee,  and  Camp  Polk  in  Louisiana, 
and  Redstone  Arsenal  in  Huntsville,  Alabama,  could  not 
have  been  built  without  organized  trade  union  building 
tradesmen. 

At  the  same  time,  Mitchell  foresaw  an  expanding  con- 
struction industry  and  urged  trades'  cooperation  in  the 
drive  to  obtain  competent  mechanics  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  tomorrow.

We  have  been  having  some  difficulty  with  locals  putting 
the  wrong  number  on  their  per  capita  tax  report  and  because 
of  this  there  have  been  supplies,  which  were  ordered,  sent 
out  to  the  wrong  local.  I  wish  that  each  secrefarj  would 
check,  and  be  sure  that  they  do  use  their  proper  local  num- 
ber. We  have  in  many  instances,  found  these  errors,  but 
sometimes  not  until  after  some  of  the  things  requested  had 
been  mailed  out. 


We  have  had  considerable  difTiculty  with  reinstatements, 
and  transfers,  because  of  the  fact  that  a  former  member 
would  start  reinstating  in  a  local,  and  before  his  reinstate- 
ment was  completed,  that  local  would  issue  this  former  mem- 
ber a  transfer  showing  the  indebtedness  still  due  on  the  rein- 
statement. In  the  future,  we  will  have  to  void  these  trans- 
fers as  a  former  member  is  not  entitled  to  a  transfer  until  he 
has  completed  his  reinstatement,  and  becomes  a  member  in 
good  standing.  TTierefore.  we  request  that  you  do  not  issue 
transfers  to  former  members  who  have  not  completed  their 
reinstatement.  In  speaking  of  transfers,  I  would  like  again 
to  draw  to  your  attention  that  a  transfer  cannot  be  issued 
with  an  initiation  fee  indebtedness  on  it.  This  is  another  one 
of  the  common  mistakes  made  in  issuing  a  transfer. 
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I  would  like  to  mention  the  fact  that  the  National  Lathing 
Industry's  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee  has  received  a 
sizable  contribution  from  the  Penn  Metal  Company  Incor- 
porated. This  is  the  first  contribution  that  we  have  received 
from  a  manufacturer.  We  have  been  delayed  in  getting  started 
with  this  program,  because  of  the  difficulty  in  getting  a  trust 
agreement  accepted,  because  copies  of  it  must  be  sent  out  to 
all  the  people  involved,  and  we  are  still  awaiting  the  accept- 
ance of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee. 
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We  have  made  an  effort  to  try  to  keep  the  "Journal"  list- 
ings correct,  and  current,  but  if  there  are  any  errors  that 
we  have  listed,  if  you  will  draw  them  to  our  attention,  we 
will  be  glad  to  correct  them.  As  you  have  possibly  noticed, 
we  are  now  having  the  "Journals"  wrapped  with  corrugated 
paper  in  the  hopes  that  you  would  receive  them  in  better 
condition  than  you  did  in  the  past,  and  if  for  any  reason 
you  do  not  receive  them,  we  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would 
advise  us,  so  that  we  could  have  the  Post  Office  Department 
trace  them.

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Most  bills  can  be  introduced  in  either  hoLse.  The  procedure  by  which  a 
bill  becomes  a  law  is  much  the  same  regardless  of  where  the  bill  originates. 
In  this  story,  the  bill  is  first  introduced  in  the  Senate.  It  is  given  a  number 
and  referred  to  the  proper  committee   The  Vice  President  is  president  of 

the  96-member  Senate. 


The  committee  may  or  may  not 
hold  public  hearings  on  the  bill. 


The  full  committee, 

in  closed  or  open  session. 

may  or  may  not  approve  bill. 


The  bill  comes  up  lor  debate.  Depending  on  the  degree  ot 
controversy,  debate  may  last  from  a  few  minutes  to  several  days. 
Amendments  may  or  may  not  be  added.  The  bill  is  then  voted  on. 


The  committee  may  reiect  the 
bill,  prepare  a  new  one,  or 
accept  the  bill,  with  or 
without  amendments. 


If  it  passes,  it  goes  to  the  435  member  House 
of  Representatives  for  action.  It  is  referred 
to  the  proper  committee.  The  Speaker  of 
the  House  is  the  presiding  officer. 
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Hearings  may  be  held

and  becomes  a  law 
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If  the  committee  recommends 
the  bill  for  passage,  it  is  listed 
on  the  calendar,  and  may  be  sent 
to  the  Rules  Committee. 
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The  Rules  Committee  is  one  of  the  most  powerful 
of  the  committees  in  the  House  of 
Representatives.  After  a  bill  has  been 
recommended  lor  passage  by  the  committee  to 
which  it  was  referred,  the  Rules  Committee  can 
block  it  or  clear  it  for  debate  before  the  entire 
House.  (If  a  bill  is  blocked,  a  discharge  petition, 
signed  by  218  members  of  the  House,  can  clear 
the  bill  for  House  consideration.  This  procedure 
of  obtaining  a  discharge  petition  seldom  succeeds ) 
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It  goes  before  the  entire 
body,  IS  debated  and  voted  on. 


If  the  conferees  reacn 
an  agreement,  that  report  is 
submitted  to  both  Houses 
for  approval  without  any  changes 
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If  the  bill  IS  passed  by  the  second  body 
but  contains  maior  differences,  either 
house  may  request  a  conference 
committee.  The  conferees  meet  and  try 
to  reconcile  their  differences. 
Representing  both  parties,  five  conferees 
are  usually  appointed  from  each  house. 


The  President  may  sign  or  veto  the  bill  within  10  days.  If 
he  doesn't  sign  within  10  days  and  Congress  is  still  in  session, 
the  bill  automatically  becomes  law.  if  Congress  has 
adjourned  before  the  10  days  have  elapsed  and  the 
President  has  not  signed  the  bill,  it  does  not  become  law. 
This  is  known  as  a  "pocket  veto."  If  the  President  returns 
the  bill  with  a  veto  message,  it  may  still  become  law  if 
upon  reconsideration  both  houses  pass  it  by  a  two-thirds  majority.

"IF  WE  ARE  TO  SURVIVE  .  .  ." 

The  following  remarks  regarding  the  necessity  of  political 
action  by  trade  unionists  were  made  by  General  President 
Joseph  J.  Delaney  of  the  International  Union  of  Operating 
Engineers  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  International's  Journal: 

"The  Landrum-Gritlin  measure,  adopted  in  spite  of  all  that 
labor  has  done  to  clean  its  own  house  and  to  enforce  the 
strictest  codes  of  ethical  practices,  proves  that  demonstrations 
of  sincerity,  integrity  and  good  faith  will  not  appease  our 
enemies.  If  we  are  to  survive  we  must  apply  all  of  the  re- 
sources available  to  us  to  a  course  of  militant,  aggressive 
political  action. 

"The  one  basic  resource  that  our  opposition  is  unable  to 
match  and  surpass  is  the  voting  potential  of  our  membership. 
If  that  full  potential  can  be  brought  to  bear  in  the  next 
elections,  in  support  of  labor's  friends  and  in  opposition  to 
its  enemies,  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  Congressmen  from 
marginal  districts  will  again  consider  selling  labor  out  for 


the  sake  of  a  White  House  phone  call,  or  the  promise  of  a 
postmastership,  or  a  threatening  letter  from  a  mill  owner. 

"If  the  solid  trade  union  spirit  that  our  members  display 
on  the  job,  and  in  our  bargaining  relations  with  employers, 
can  be  channeled  into  the  equally  vital  area  of  political 
action,  labor  can  be  made  secure  against  further  legislative 
attack  and  can  overcome  the  hostile  political  and  legal  en- 
vironment that  now  retards  its  progress.  Political  organiza- 
tion, education  and  action  is  now  the  all-important  task  of 
every  loyal  trade  unionist. 

"We  have  to  abide  by  the  law  that  has  been  imposed  upon 
us  and  submit  to  its  directives.  But  we  do  not  have  to  like, 
nor  do  we  have  to  remain  idle  and  passive  while  our  enemies 
conspire  to  enact  more  drastic  measures.  The  traditional 
safety  valve  of  democracy,  and  its  only  effective  remedy,  is 
political  action.  That  is  the  method  by  which  our  resentment 
must  be  expressed  and  our  defenses  raised." 

STEP  UP  POLITICAL  ACTION,  POTOFSKY  SAYS 

Political  action  is  not  a  luxury  for  the  labor  movement 
today  but  vitally  necessary  to  the  future  of  trade  unionism. 
President  Jacob  Potofsky  of  the  Amalgamated  Clothing 
Workers  told  a  leadership  conference  of  the  union.  "Through 
the  years,"  he  said,  "we  have  learned  that  this  activity  is  an 
indispensable  instrument  for  the  protection  of  the  rights  and 
interests  of  labor." 

He  noted  useful  legislation  obtained  through  labor's  politi- 
cal work— two  increases  in  the  Federal  minimum  wage  law, 
the  first  civil  rights  bill  in  1957,  low-cost  public  housing — 
as  examples.  But,  he  said,  an  anti-labor  climate  has  been 
developed  in  this  country  and  labor's  foes  are  hard  at  work 
in  Congress  and  state  legislatures.  They  have  seized  on  the 
wrong-doings  of  a  few  as  an  excuse  to  destroy  all  of  organized 
labor.  The  Landrum-Griffin  bill  is  one  outgrowth  of  this 
climate. 

Labor's  enemies  have  not  taken  into  account  the  fact 
that  basically  labor  unions  are  clean  and  sound,  Potofsky 
said.  "We  must  fight  for  the  things  we  believe  in,"  he  declared. 
"We  must  be  politically  active,  not  just  on  election  day,  but 
every  day  of  the  year.  We  cannot  rest  on  our  laurels."

Mike  W.  Carter,  #41695,  and  Stan  ley  Lizak  ^51846  Versus  Local  345 
Brothers  Mike  W.  Carter  and  Stanley  Lizak  appealed  against  the  action  of  Local  345  in  fining  them  $25  each  for  a  violation 
of  Article  25,  Section  9,  and  Article  17,  Section  5,  of  the  local's  By-Laws.  After  carefully  considering  all  evidence  pres- 
ented in  this  case  the  General  President  found  these  brothers  not  guilty  because  the  charges  are  not  valid  under  applicable 
law  and  rescinded  the  fines  as  placed. 

Richard  D.  Cast,  #43924,  Versus  Local  406 

Brother  Richard  D.  Gast  appealed  against  the  action  of  Local  406  in  fining  him  $50  for  a  violation  of  Section  17,  Article 
14  of  the  L.LU.  Constitution.  After  carefully  considering  all  evidence  presented  in  this  case  the  General  President  found 
this  brother  not  guilty  and  rescinded  the  fine. 

Robert  E.  Heeb,  #54118,  and  Lindsay  M.  Birchfield,  #51199,  Versus  Local  406 

Brothers  Robert  E.  Heeb  and  Lindsay  M.  Birchfield  appealed  against  the  action  of  Local  406  in  fining  them  $50  each  for  a 
violation  of  Section  25c  and  Section  29e  of  the  L.LU.

These  purchases  were 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Council  because  we  feel  that  the 
two  items  are  the  reasons  we  have  been  unable  to  rent  our 
additional  office  space.  However,  the  bids  were  too  high  and 
were  rejected  and  it  is  presently  being  bid  again. 

During  the  past  two  weeks  we  have  had  the  Union  Indus- 
tries Show  here  in  Washington,  D.  C,  where  it  was  necessary 
for  us  to  erect  an  exhibit.  We  have  a  very  fine  exhibit.  Pic- 
tures will  be  shown  in  the  next  Journal.  It  has,  of  course, 
taken  a  great  deal  of  time.  The  questionnaire  sent  out  to  you 
by  this  office  to  enable  us  to  negotiate  the  bonding  of  the 
local  unions  and  councils  in  compliance  with  the  Landrum- 
Griffin  Act  is  making  considerable  additional  work. 

At  the  present  we  have  been  spending  quite  some  time  in 
trying  to  assist  in  the  passage  of  the  House  Bill  No.  H.R. 
9070''and  the  Senate  Bill  No.  S.  2643  which  would  make  it 
possible  under  8  (b)  (4)  of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act  for  Build- 
ing Trades  to  have  the  same  right  of  picketing  as  do  other 
unions  without  being  in  violation  of  that  Act.  These  two 
bills  are  of  extreme  importance  to  the  Building  Trades 
Unions,  and  particularly  to  our  International  Union.  Our 
purpose  here  in  mentioning  it  is  to  ask  you  and  the  individual 
members  of  all  locals  to  contact  their  Congressman  and 
Senator  asking  for  a  favorable  vote  on  the  passage  of  these 
two  bills.  The  National  Association  of  Manufacturers  and 
the  National  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  well  as  most  National 
Trade  Associations  are  putting  on  a  very  forceful  campaign 
to  have  anyone  contact  their  Senators  and  Congressmen  to 
vote  against  these  two  important  bills.  The  propaganda  they 
are  putting  out  is  that  we  have  equal  rights  in  picketing  now 
so  why  pass  the  bills.  This  is  not  true.  We  cannot  picket, 
as  most  of  you  know,  for  the  same  reasons  that  industrial 
unions  can  without  being  in  violation  of  the  Act  and  having 
an  'unfair'  labor  practice  filed  against  us.  The  opposition 
further,  falsely,  states  that  this  will  give  Jimmie  Hoffa  a  great 
deal  more  leverage  and  will  permit  him  to  dominate  organized 
labor  as  a  whole.  This  is  not  true.  Thousands  of  letters  and 
telegrams  are  coming  from  this  source  to  our  Senators  and 
Congressmen.  We  ask  every  member  to  contact  their  Senator 
or  Congressman  in  order  to  offset  this  powerful  drive  of  the 
enemies  of  organized  Labor.  Stereotyped  letters,  cards  or 
wires  are  useless.  Your  action  in  this  matter  should  be  to 
state  your  own  individual  position  in  your  own  way.  We  urge 
that  you  do  this  immediately. 

Many  agreements  are  now  being  negotiated  and  continu- 
ously questions  are  arising  over  the  legality  of  the  Promo- 
tional Program.  There  is  no  question  in  our  minds  about  the 


legality  of  this  Program  in  the  manner  in  which  it  is  set  up 
and  operated.  We  have  six  favorable  decisions  that  I  know  of, 
and  there  are  many  others,  stating  that  if  our  Promotional 
Program  is  operated  in  the  way  it  is  set  up  it  is  legal  and  as 
late  as  last  week  a  decision  was  made  by  the  Circuit  Court  in 
Chicago  which,  in  my  opinion,  again  makes  our  Program 
legal.  This  Promotional  Program  has  been  very  beneficial  to 
our  industry  and  we  want  to  do  everything  we  can  to  retain  it 
and  continue  to  enlarge  it.  We  urge  that  in  compliance  with 
the  Lathers  International  Constitution  the  regular  clause  on 
Promotion  which  has  been  previously  sent  to  you  be  inserted 
in  your  agreement. 

Ever  since  stapling  devices  have  been  on  the  market  I  have 
been  meeting  with  manufacturers  and  contractors  for  the 
purpose  of  working  out  minimum  specifications  for  the  use 
of  stapling  devices.  We  have  now  come  to  an  agreement  on 
minimum  standards  for  the  use  of  stapling  devices  to  be  used 
on  wood  framing  members  only,  not  metal.  The  following 
was  agreed  upon  on  April  22,  1960:

A  close  working  partnership  between  organized  labor  and 
fair  employers  was  the  highlight  of  the  1960  AFL-CIO 
Union-Industries  Show.  At  the  opening,  which  was  attended 
by  labor  leaders,  government  officials  and  management,  both 
President  Eisenhower  and  AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany 
stressed  the  theme  of  "Democracy  at  Work."" 

Speaking  at  the  ceremonies  launching  the  first  showing  in 
the  Nation's  Capital  of  labor's  annual  exhibit  of  the  union 
label,  shop  card  and  union  button.  President  Eisenhower 
described  the  exhibit  as  an  example  of  what  can  be  accom- 
plished by  "'real  cooperation"  between  labor  and  manage- 
ment.

POLITICS  1960 


As  the  year  1960  draws  closer  to  November,  the  politi- 
cal fever  throughout  the  country  will  reach  a  crescendo, 
the  likes  of  which  have  never  been  seen  in  this  great  coun- 
try of  ours.  We  in  the  Lathers,  and  the  labor  movement 
as  well,  must  stand  up  and  be  counted  before  the  entire 
country.  We  cannot  bury  our  heads  in  the  sand  as  the 
ostrich  does,  but  must  take  our  place  and  go  on  record 
as  supporting  our  friends  and  defeating  our  enemies. 

Building  a  political  machine  at  the  best  of  times,  and 
under  ideal  conditions,  is  not  an  easy  task.  The  question 
often  asked,  too  many  times  I'm  afraid,  by  trade  unionists, 
is  why  should  labor  concern  itself  with  politics  at  all?  Why 
don't  we  leave  politics  to  the  politicians?  Why  shouldn't 
labor  do  as  it  has  in  the  past — confine  its  activities  to 
economic  matters,  such  as  wages,  hours  of  work,  and 
working  conditions,  etc.  The  answer  to  this,  of  course,  is 
important.  Organized  labor  is  governed  by  the  laws  of  this 
country. 

Laws  also  cover  such  vital  matters  as  vacations  with 
pay,  workmen's  compensation,  unemployment  insurance 
and  old  age  pensions,  not  to  mention  taxes  and  human 
rights.  If  we  left  these  matters  to  the  non-labor  politicians 
without  any  interference  whatsoever,  then  we  would  be  in 
for  a  rough  time.  We  must  be  interested  in  politics  if  we 
are  to  survive.  The  question  is  how  can  we  best  do  this, 
and  to  what  extent. 

Not  long  ago  it  was  fashionable  to  attack  big  business 
and  its  leaders.  So  what  did  they  do  about  it?  They  hired 
high-priced  public  relations  boys  to  beat  the  drums  for 
big  business,  and  to  sell  to  the  general  public  the  idea  that 
all  businessmen  were  knights  in  shining  armour  and  com- 
munity-minded citizens  who  make  real  contributions  to 
our  society.  Business  leaders  were  shown  handing  over 
large  checks  to  all  sorts  of  charitable  causes  and  com-

munity  enterprises.  Regardless  of  our  personal  opinion, 
we  must  admit  that  big  business  has  done,  and  is  con- 
tinuing to  do,  a  job  for  themselves. 

We  in  labor  must  not  leave  a  stone  unturned  if  we  are 
to  present  our  side  of  the  story  to  our  members  and  to 
the  American  public.  In  my  opinion,  we  must  do  two 
things  to  counteract  this  adverse  publicity  being  spread 
throughout  the  country:  One,  we  must  step  up  our  public 
relations  work;  and  two,  we  must  be  more  active  in  our 
political  affairs — the  most  important  part.

The  ^Compulsions  Fake 

THE  GREAT  DEBATE  over  a  workable  plan  to  provide 
health  care  for  the  aged  has  met  the  fate  of  many  of  the 
vital  issues  facing  the  country — its  opponents  have  resorted 
to  befogging  propaganda  in  an  almost  hysterical  attempt  to 
block  action. 

A  decade  ago  when  a  proposal  for  national  health  insur- 
ance was  being  debated  nationally,  the  American  Medical 
Association  financed  a  multi-million  dollar  campaign  tied  to 
the  slogan  "socialized  medicine." 

The  Forand  bill  fight  called  for  a  new  twist,  so  the  AMA, 
the  insurance  companies  and  the  Administration  have  come 
up  with  "compulsion."  They  are  against  "compulsion,"  or 
more  realistically,  against  a  health  care  for  the  aged  plan 
based  on  a  25-year-old  social  security  system. 

The  "compulsion"  campaign  has  its  most  recent  origins 
in  the  "right-to-work"  campaign  of  1958,  when  reactionary 
forces  tried  to  pin  the  "compulsory  unionism"  label  on  union 
security  and  thus  revive  the  union-busting  open  shop.  The 
voters  would  not  buy  it  in  five  states  and  they  will  not  buy 
the  campaign  to  deny  health  care  to  older  citizens  under  a 
social  security  system. 

If  the  compulsion  argument  is  carried  to  its  logical 
conclusion  the  social  security  system  would  have  to  be 
abolished.  That  would  do  away  with  such  things  as  retire- 
ment benefits,  survivors  insurance,  unemployment  com- 
pensation, aid  to  dependent  children  and  general  public 
assistance. 

The  argument  is  not  compulsion  and  never  has  been.  It's  a 
simple  matter  of  providing  for  health  care  during  a  person's 
working  years  and  spreading  the  cost  over  the  longest  pos- 
sible period  and  the  widest  possible  base  so  that  when  his 
income  is  reduced  and  his  health  problems  are  most  acute  he 
can  finance  the  care  in  dignity  and  as  a  matter  of  right. 
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"PROSPERITY"  NOTE:  JOBS  DROP,  JOBEESS  RISE 

Instead  of  rising  by  450, 01)0,  as  is  normal,  the  number  of 
workers  holding  jobs  last  month  fell  by  253, ()()(),  the  Dept.  of 
Labor  reports.  In  other  words,  had  March  employment  figures 
matched  the  1940-60  average,  703, ()()()  more  working  people 
would  have  been  employed  in  March  than  there  were.  The 
total  of  unemployed  rose  by  275,000  to  4,206,000,  or  5.4 
per  cent  of  the  labor  force.  The  figures  represent  the 
worst  February-to-March  change  since  the  Government  began 
keeping  job  statistics  20  years  ago. 

PROSPERITY,  1960  STYLE 

Government  figures  show  that  the  number  of  unemployed 
persons  receiving  benefit  payments  is  more  than  1  million 
greater  than  it  was  in  September.  Factory  production  has 
been  dropping  since  January.  Construction  activity  is  less 
than  a  year  ago.  Department  store  sales  since  January  1  are 
less  than  a  year  ago.  Sales  of  new  cars  are  below  what  in- 
dustry leaders  had  expected. 

ONE  MORE  CAVITY  IN  THE  HOUND'S  TOOTH 

A  grand  jury  and  a  Senate  subcommittee  are  investigating 
charges  that  Earl  Corey  made  $83,250  as  a  "silent  partner" 
in  a  grain  storage  firm  while  he  was  chief  of  the  U.S.  Agri- 
culture Department's  commodity  office  in  Portland,  Ore.  That 
is  the  same  Earl  Corey  who  was  given  a  "superior  service" 
award  last  year  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Ezra  Taft  Benson 
for  his  "significant  contribution  to  agriculture  through  his 
fine  relationships  with  producer,  warehousing  and  merchan- 
dising groups." 

DOCTORS  RUN  A  TEMPERATURE 
OVER  HIGH  DRUG  PRICES 

Some  drugs  which  manufacturers  push  on  doctors  and 
the  public  are  worthless,  and  others  have  "a  greater  potential 
for  harm  than  for  good,"  according  to  a  former  medical 
director  of  a  major  drug  concern.  In  testimony  before  the 
Kefauver  committee,  which  is  investigating  monopoly  and 
prices  in  the  drug  industry.  Dr.  Dale  Console  also  charged 
that  most  research  of  drug  companies  is  directed  at  projects 
that  are  useless  but  "are  pursued  simply  because  there's  profit 
in  it."  Dr.  Console  was  medical  director  for  Squibb  Labora- 
tories until  he  resigned  to  reenter  private  practice. 

The  doctor  said  the  industry's  high-pressure  sales  tech- 
niques are  based  on  the  rule,  "If  you  can't  convince  them, 
confuse  them."  He  added  that  the  industry  "can  make  ex- 
ploitation appear  a  noble  purpose." 

HOW  SHORT  ARE  YOU? 

The  average  American  wage  earner  and  his  family  who 
rent  their  home  are  some  $31  short  each  week  of  maintain- 


ing the  commonly  accepted  standards  of  living  that  public 
opinion  currently  recognizes  as  necessary  to  health  and 
reasonably  comfortable  living.  If  they  own  their  home,  they 
come  up  some  $38  short. 

So  reports  the  widely-known  Heller  Budget,  prepared  under 
the  auspices  of  the  University  of  California.  The  Heller 
experts  say  that  the  wage-earning  family  of  four  who  rented 
its  home  required  $120.59  a  week  last  year.  The  same  fam- 
ily owning  its  home  needed  $127.66  a  week.  During  this 
same  period,  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  factory  produc- 
tion worker  were  $89.47  a  week. 

This  is  in  a  nation  with  an  annual  personal  income  of 
$393  billion.

A HIGH  POINT  for  many  thousands  of  Americans  who 
journey  to  their  Nation's  Capita!  each  year  is  a  visit  to 
great  Washington  Cathedral.  Here  is  loveliness  wrought  in 
stone  and  glass,  wood  and  metal.  Here  is  a  testimonial  of 
faith  written  in  the  language  of  the  ages,  destined  to  last  a 
thousand  years. 

For  union  members  who  will  visit  the  great  shrine  in  the 
future,  there  will  be  a  special  thrill  in  viewing  three  magnifi- 
cent new  stained  glass  windows.  The  windows,  in  the  nave 
of  the  cathedral,  memorialize  three  great  men  of  labor, 
Samuel  Gompers,  founder  and  first  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor;  William  Green,  his  successor:  and  Philip 
Murray,  president  of  the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organiza- 


tions. The  Samuel  Gompers  window  will  be  of  particular 
interest  to  members  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers' 
International  union  for  the  seal  of  our  Association  appears 
in  this  window.  The  windows  were  dedicated  May  2  in 
ceremonies  at  which  Rev.  Francis  B.  Sayre,  Jr.,  dean  of  the 
Episcopal  Cathedral,  presided  with  1,000  persons,  including 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  attending. 

The  three  windows,  pictured  in  detail  on  these  two  pages, 
are  set  into  the  north  and  south  aisles  of  the  nave  of  the 
Cathedral.  An  arrow  points  to  the  Gompers  memorial  win- 
dow in  the  aerial  photo  on  page  9.  The  other  windows  are 
opposite  it  on  the  other  side  of  the  nave. 

Together,  the  windows  tell  the  story  of  working  men  and 
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women.  Ihcir  theme  is  unity  within  the  labor  movement, 
and  between  religions  in  a  common  service  under  God,  as 
symbolized  by  the  Cathedral.  Seals  ol  the  lf).^  AM.-f  lO 
unions  are  set  into  borders. 

The  windows  are  gilts  ot  the  AFI.-C  lO,  made  through  the 
Philip  Murray  Memorial  Foundation  and  the  William  Green 
Memorial  Fund. 

AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany  presented  the  Gompers 
and  Green  windows,  gifts  of  the  William  Green  Memorial 
Fund,  and  James  B.  Carey,  president  of  the  Electrical,  Radio 
and  Machine  Workers  and  an  AFL-CIO  vice-president, 
presented  the  window  donated  by  the  Philip  .Murray  Me- 
morial Fund. 

Dean  Sayre.  in  accepting  them  dedicated  the  windows  as  a 
"  noble  offering  to  the  honor  of  the  Creator  and  for  the  illumi- 
nation of  his  children." 

Meany.  in  presenting  the  Gompers  and  Green  windows, 
declared  that  the  three  union  leaders  being  honored  "exempli- 
fied the  finest  traditions  of  American  labor."  Despite  differ- 
ences in  background,  he  said,  they  shared  a  common  belief 
"in  the  dignity  of  labor  and  the  basic  dignity  of  the  individual 
human  being." 

The  intricate  patterns  of  the  windows  were  designed  and 
executed  by  Napoleon  A.  Setti  and  Joseph  G.  Reynolds,  both 
of  Boston,  both  members  of  Local  1181  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Painters,  Decorators  and  Paperhangers.  Dedication  of 
the  windows  is  one  more  step  toward  completion  of  the  great 
Cathedral  begun  in  1907.

In  line  with  previous  reports  in  trying  to  Iceep  you  in- 
formed as  to  decisions,  interpretations,  etc.,  under  the 
Labor-Management  Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  of 
1959,  particularly  in  respect  to  elections  and  who  is 
eligible  to  vote,  you  will  recall  that  when  the  ACT  was 
first  passed  our  General  Counsel  advised  us  that  it  was 
his  opinion  Section  18bb,  Page  44,  of  the  L.l.U.  Consti- 
tution, would  have  to  be  interpreted  that  transferred 
members  would  be  permitted  to  vote  in  the  election  of 
ofiicers  and  we  so  advised  you.  Later,  however,  Secretary 
of  Labor  Mitchell  gave  an  interpretation  that  reasonable 
standards  and  prohibitions  could  be  maintained  in  the 
voting  on  officers  by  members.  Section  18bb  as  presently 
written  prevents  transferred  and  reinstated  members  from 
voting  on  dues,  strikes,  increase  in  wages,  decrease  of 
hours,  disbursement  of  funds  and  election  of  officers  for 
six  (6)  months.  There  is  and  has  been  no  question  re- 
garding the  legality  on  this  Section  except  on  the  election 
of  officers. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  this  matter 
was  brought  before  it  in  order  that  we  could  be  guided 
by  their  official  action.  The  Executive  Council's  ruling 
was,  in  view  of  the  interpretation  of  Secretary  of  Labor 
Mitchell,  that  we  would  adhere  to  section  18bb  as  presently 
written  in  all  cases  where  the  local  unions  had  placed  these 
same  standards  in  their  local's  By-Laws.  If  they  are  not 
in  the  local's  By-Laws  then  transferred  members  could 
not  vote  on  the  election  of  officers  until  they  have  had  six 
(6)  months  of  good  standing  in  the  local  union  but  if  the 
local  union  saw  fit  to  enact  a  provision  in  their  local's 
By-Laws  to  the  effect  that  transferred  members  could 
vote  as  soon  as  their  transfer  was  accepted  that  this  would 
be  approved  pending  further  interpretation  or  Court  de- 
cision. It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council  that 
no  local  union  could  be  prosecuted  for  a  violation  of  the 
law  if  they  wanted  to  be  guided  by  the  ruling  of  Secretary 
of  Labor  Mitchell;  at  least  until  such  time  as  the  Court 
might  upset  his  interpretation.  This  has  not  been  done  and 
as  far  as  we  know,  although  threats  have  been  made,  no 
such  case  is  presently  pending. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  I  have  not  confused  you  further 
and  in  order  to  attempt  to  avoid  further  confusion  let  me 
again  reiterate  what  I  have  said  above: 


If  you  have  enacted  Section  ISbb  into  your  local's  By- 
Laws  then  it  may  be  applied  as  it  presently  reads  in 
the  L.l.U.  Constitution. 

If  you  have  not  placed  Section  ISbb  in  your  local's  By- 
Laws  you  may  not  prohibit  for  six  months  newly  trans- 
ferred members  from  voting  on  the  election  of  officers. 

Due  to  many  agreements  being  negotiated  at  the  present 
time,  and  due  to  the  leters  being  sent  out  from  the  Plaster- 
ers and  Cement  Masons  International  Association  on 
the  Promotional  Program,  we  have  had  a  number  of 
questions  as  to  what  our  position  should  be  in  this  matter. 
Our  position  has  not  changed  and  cannot  be  changed 
since  the  provision  on  Promotion  is  set  forth  in  Section 
18n,  Page  39,  L.l.U.  Constitution,  as  enacted,  unani- 
mously, at  our  1958  Convention.  You  should  be  guided 
in  your  negotiations  of  your  new  agreements  and  the  en- 
forcement of  old  agreements  by  that  Section. 

In  view  of  the  support  given  the  Red  Cross  by  Inter- 
national Unions  we  have  had  many  requests  to  ask  our 
local  unions,  councils  and  individuals  to  contribute  to  the 
Red  Cross  to  assist  the  people  in  Chile  because  of  the 
earthquakes  and  tidal  waves  that  have  brought  disaster 
to  Chile  causing  great  personal  suffering  and  unestimated 
property  damage  leaving  about  two  million  people  home- 
less. The  AFL-CIO,  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  even 
President  Eisenhower  are  calling  upon  the  people  of  the 
United  States  for  financial  aid  for  the  stricken  people. 
Shelter,  food,  clothing,  medicine,  in  fact  all  types  of  help 
are  urgently  needed  as  it  is  now  winter  in  Chile  and  the 
cold  weather  is  intensifying  the  problems  left  in  the  wake 
of  the  worst  natural  disaster  in  a  decade  and  we  urge 
each  and  everyone  of  our  members  throughout  the  United 
States  and  Canada  to  assist  the  Red  Cross  in  their  efforts 
to  relieve  the  disaster  victims  and  to  contribute  money 
and  supplies  to  assist  these  people.  All  contributions 
should  be  directed  to  your  local  Red  Cross  Chapter.

Harry  C.  Bates,  president  of  the  Bricklayers,  Masons  and 
Plasterers  International  Union  since  1935,  retired  from  office 
in  simple  ceremonies,  swearing  in  his  successor,  Secretary 
John  J.  Murphy.  A  native  of  Texas,  Bates  said  he  was  retir- 
ing "upon  advice  of  doctors  and  due  to  my  physical  condi- 
tion." 

He  assumes  the  title  of  president  emeritus,  which  the  1948 
convention  of  the  Bricklayers  in  San  Francisco  established  for 
him  when  he  decided  to  retire.  Bates  will  also  continue  as  a 
vice  president  of  the  AFL-CIO. 

Taking  Murphy's  spot  as  secretary  of  the  union  is  Treasurer 
Thomas  F.  Murphy.  George  W.  King,  business  agent  of  Local 
5  in  Cleveland,  assumes  the  office  of  treasurer. 

John  Murphy  has  been  secretary  of  the  Bricklayers  since

From  this  time  on  Bates  rose  in  the  organization.  In  1924  1 
he  was  elected  treasurer  and  in  1928  first  vice  president.  He 
was  voted  president  in  1935. 

At  the  1933  convention  of  the  AFL  in  San  Francisco  he 
was  elected  vice  president  of  the  Federation.  During  World 
War  II  and  the  Korean  War  he  served  on  several  boards  ap- 
pointed by  the  government  to  cover  labor  questions.  He  also 
served  as  chairman  of  the  AFL  and  later  the  AFL-CIO,  Hous- 
ing Committee. 

Bates  played  a  leading  role  in  AFL-CIO  unity,  participat- 
ing in  the  negotiations  which  led  to  merger. 

At  the  merger  convention  he  was  elected  vice  president  of 
the  AFL-CIO.

Write  Your  Congressman,  Now! 


As  many  of  you  may  know,  the  House  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  has  approved  H.  R.  9070,  which  would  reverse 
the  Denver  Building  Trades  rule.  The  bill  is  now  before  the  House  Rules  Committee  awaiting  a  rule. 

It  is  most  urgent  that  we  all  write  our  congressman  in  support  of  H.  R.  9070. 

We  have  been  fighting  for  this  Reversal  of  the  Denver  Building  Trades  rule  since  June  1951.  We  have  promises  from  Con- 
gressional leaders  of  both  parties  that  this  matter  will  be  brought  to  a  vote  this  year.  This  is  our  last  chance.  If  we  don't  get 
action  now  it  may  be  10  years  before  a  like  opportunity  arises.  All  members  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  Interna- 
tional Union  are  urged  to  write  or  telegraph  their  Congressman,  supporting  passage  of  H.  R.  9070. 

The  Department  headquarters  here  in  Washington  is  making  every  elTort  to  see  to  it  that  each  and  every  representative  in 
Congress  is  informed  about  H.  R.  9070  and  the  reasons  why  this  bill  should  be  passed.  However,  most  Congressmen  are  in- 
fluenced more  by  letters  from  the  voters  in  their  home  district  than  they  are  by  the  national  labor  leaders.  They  will  be 
impressed  if  they  hear  from  you.  We  must  counteract  the  tremendous  anti-labor  letter  writing  campaign  being  waged  by  the 
U.  S.  Chamber  of  Commerce,  American  Retail  Association,  Associated  General  Contractors,  National  Association  of  Home 
Builders  and  other  employer  groups. 

Our  letter  writing  campaign  must  begin  now.  We  are  hopeful  of  having  the  bill  reported  from  the  House  Rules  Committee 
and  expect  to  have  a  vote  on  the  House  floor  in  the  near  future. 

All  congressmen  should  be  contacted  by  telegram  and  letters  from  our  members.  Some  members  of  Congress  have  good 
voting  records  on  labor  matters.  This  should  not  deter  our  members  from  writing  to  them.  Representatives  and  Senators  who 
support  labor's  position  on  legislation  should  be  told  how  much  their  support  is  appreciated. 

Other  Congressmen  with  less  favorable  voting  records  should  be  contacted  also.  Some  of  these  representatives  in  Congress 
vote  as  they  do  because  they  are  not  fully  informed  as  to  the  position  of  their  constituents.  Some  of  them  have  become  the 
victims  of  fiction  propaganda  of  anti-labor  organizations.  There  is  a  saying  that  fiction  fades  before  facts,  and  if  we  can 
present  the  facts  of  the  need  for  relief  from  the  Denver  Building  Trades  rule,  we  may  win  new  allies  from  among  this  group. 
In  any  event,  these  representatives  will  not  be  able  to  plead  ignorance  of  the  wishes  of  their  constituents.  ^ 

Representatives  in  Congress  are  being  subjected  to  a  barrage  of  anti-union  letters  and  telegrams  from  all  types  of  em- 
ployers, even  those  not  concerned  in  any  way  with  construction.  These  anti-union  employers  are  conducting  a  letter  writing 
campaign  in  the  same  manner  in  which  they  were  able  to  get  the  repressive  Landrum-Griflin  Bill  passed.  Congressmen  must 
hear  labor's  side  from  the  membership  and  we  urge  every  member  to  do  everything  he  can  to  get  letters  coming  into  Congress- 
men.

Secretary  of  Labor  James  P.  Mitchell  today  challenged 
allegations  that  the  new  Labor-Management  Reporting  and 
Disclosure  Act  makes  it  illegal  for  unions  to  contribute  to 
legitimate  charitable,  educational,  philanthropic,  or  com- 
munity welfare  projects. 

"It  has  been  most  distressing  to  me  that  certain  persons  have 
insisted  on  misinterpreting  that  section  of  the  Act  which  places 
fiduciary  responsibilities  on  the  officers  of  labor  organizations 
to  mean  that  unions  can  no  longer  contribute  money  to  such 
commendable  causes,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Mitchell  said  that  unions  for  many  years  have  given 
their  support,  both  financial  and  otherwise,  to  worthwhile 
community  projects,  and  "i  cannot  believe  that  a  single  mem- 
ber of  the  Congress  intended  to  halt  this  constructive  activity 
through  passage  of  the  Act." 

He  declared  that  Section  501  of  the  Act  "merely  estab- 
lishes, in  this  connection,  that  contributions  by  unions  should 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  organiza- 
tion's constitution  and  bylaws  and  should  not  be  contrary  to 
any  binding  resolutions  of  the  organization's  governing  body." 
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WHEN  THE  PRESIDENT  IS  TOO  BUSY' 

The  President  of  the  United  States  should  be  a  shining 
example  for  everybody  in  carrying  out  his  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities of  citizenship.  The  present  President  has  time  and 
again  urged  all  citizens  to  vote.  But  in  the  April  elections  in 
Pennsylvania,  the  state  in  which  he  is  registered,  he  stayed 
away  from  the  voting  booth.  His  press  secretary  says  Mr.

THINGS  YOU  NEVER  KNEW  'TIL  NOW 

A  Michigan  store  owner  tells  a  House  subcommittee  that 
there  is  no  need  to  extend  the  minimum  wage  because  none 
of  his  employees  "ever  starved"  on  pay  of  less  than  $1  an 
hour.  Perhaps  not,  if  they  can  buy  enough  fatback  and  car- 
rots. And  an  Illinois  retailer  says  that  most  store  clerks  don't 
have  to  work  and  that  "these  are  the  people  mosdy  responsible 
for  the  so-called  two-car  family."  He  admits  he  doesn't  know 
if  any  of  his  workers,  who  start  at  85  cents  an  hour,  have  two 
cars.  He  obviously  means  that  their  low  wages  are  responsible 
for  the  two  cars  store  owners  drive. 

BIG  BUSINESS  AND  GOVERNMENT  HANDOUTS' 

Big  Business  weeps  many  a  crocodile  tear  about  govern- 
ment ■■handouts."  Claims  they  weaken  the  moral  fiber  of 
Americans,  drain  iron  from  the  blood  and  probably  are  re- 
sponsible for  dizzy  spells.  Rep.  Earl  Hogan  (D.,  Ind.)  points 
out,  however,  that  last  year  businessmen  received  almost 
twice  as  much  in  Federal  subsidies  as  labor  groups  did. 
Businessmen  received  some  $1,503,000,000  in  subsidies,  while 
labor  got  roughly  $768,000,000. 


'FISCAL  SOLVENCY'  FOR  WHOM? 

The  Eisenhower-Nixon  Administration  says  it  believes  in 
"fiscal  solvency."  But.  while  running  up  billions  of  dollars  in 
deficits,  it  opposes  a  withholding  tax  on  income  received  from 
dividends.  Some  4  billion  dollars  of  dividend  income  goes 
unreported  every  year.  Perhaps  what  the  Administration 
means  is  that  it  believes  in  fiscal  solvency  for  stockholders 
and  bondholders  only. 

THE  FARMER'S  SHARE 

When  the  housewife  serves  a  meal  to  her  family  of  five, 
only  2  helpings-worth  have  been  paid  to  the  farmer.  And  of 
these  two  helpings,  only  one  represents  a  net  return  to  the 
farmer.  (The  money  received  for  the  other  serving  is  paid  out 
for  farm  operating  costs.)  The  other  three  helpings  represent 
market  charges  for  middleman  services  between  the  farmer 
and  the  consumer. 

The  farmer  produces  enough  to  feed  21  people.  Yet  the 
expenditures  for  food  of  only  one  person  out  of  every  five 
represent  payment  to  the  farmer  for  the  services  he  performs. 

The  expenditures  for  food  of  three  people  out  of  five  repre- 
sent market  charges  to  middlemen,  processors  and  handlers. 
Expenditures  of  one  person  out  of  every  five  represent  the 
costs  of  farm  production — payments  made  by  the  farmer  to 
others  for  needed  goods  and  services. 

COPE  believes  that  family  farmers  deserve  more  than  a 
few  crumbs  from  the  family  table.  Their  status  can  be  im- 
proved without  extra  cost  to  the  consumer.  They  need  a  sound 
program  to  bring  farmers  closer  to  equality  with  other  groups, 
and  stern  measures  to  regulate  the  power  of  corporations 
which  exploit  farmer  and  consumer.

-ALOm ! 


COME  INDEPENDENCE  DAY,  the  bcautiful  enchanting  islands 
of  Hawaii,  some  2,500  miles  distant  from  the  United 
States  mainland,  will  be  officially  represented  in  the  American 
Flag. 

A  territory  of  our  country  since  1898,  Hawaii  was  admitted 
as  the  fiftieth  state  in  1959.  In  his  proclamation,  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  ordered  the  fifty-star  flag  to  be  made 
effective  July  4,  1960. 

As  a  result,  flag  manufacturers  all  over  the  country  had  to 
revamp  the  comparatively  recent  forty-nine-star  flag  to  in- 
clude America's  baby  state  in  the  field  of  blue. 

In  Richmond,  Virginia,  a  newspaper  reporter  called  H.  I. 
Sherritt  of  the  Sherritt  Flag  Company  for  his  comment  on  the 
industry's  latest  headache.  Sherritt  quipped,  "We  have  decided 
to  make  Confederate  flags.  The  design  has  not  changed  in  a 
hundred  years."  This  remark,  made  in  March  of  1959,  was 
picked  up  and  reprinted  throughout  the  nation  by  Associated 
Press  wires  and  Newsweek  Magazine. 

Today,  Mr.  Sherritt  is  expanding  his  plant  by  3,000  square 
feet  to  include  space  for  more  flags,  both  American  and  Con- 
federate. He  makes  about  1,600  different  types  of  flags  in 
sizes  ranging  from  4x6  inches  to  30  x  50  feet. 

Founded  in  1922,  Sherritt  Flag  Company  engaged  a  half- 
dozen  employees.  At  present,  some  65  workers  produce  an 
average  of  2,000  different  flags  per  day. 

At  least  12  employees  have  a  hand  in  the  production  of  a 
standard  sewn  American  flag  before  it  is  completed  for  the 
market.  Their  jobs  consist  of  cutting  the  materials,  cutting 
stars,  sticking  stars  in  place,  sewing  stars,  clipping,  sewing 
stripes,  hooking,  heading  the  flag,  hemming,  folding  and 
"rustling",  or  moving  the  material  from  one  assembly  section 
to  another. 

Already  thousands  of  orders  have  been  received  for  the 
fifty-star  flag.  The  Hawaiian  star  may  only  be  another  patch 
of  white  material  to  flag  manufacturers,  but  to  many  of  us  on 
the  mainland  the  new  star  signifies  "Aloha",  which  means 
"hello,  goodby,  love  or  affection"  in  Hawaiian.

Laborers  Dedicate  New  Headquarters 


The  new  headquarters  building  of  the  Laborers'  was  dedi- 
cated last  month  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

In  a  speech  at  the  dedication  ceremonies,  AFL-CIO  Pres. 
George  Meany  reaffirmed  labor's  faith  that  America's  strength 
rests  in  a  trade  union  movement  "that  represents  the  human 
being  rather  than  in  the  faceless  corporations  that  represent 
material  wealth." 

Laborers'  Pres.  Joseph  V.  Moreschi,  Sec.-Treas.  Peter  Fosco 
and  Under  Sec.  of  Labor  James  T.  O'Connell  were  other 
speakers  at  ceremonies  attended  by  several  hundred  local 
union  delegates  and  guests. 

Meany  observed  that  the  Laborers  in  early  days  were  made 
up  of  immigrant  groups — the  union's  journal  at  the  time  was 
published  in  English.  Italian  and  German. 

"America  has  always  been  the  haven  of  the  oppressed,"  the 
federation  president  declared,  .  .  for  political  reasons, 
religious  reasons  and  for  reasons  of  economic  oppression,  and 
let  us  hope  it  will  always  remain  a  haven  for  the  oppressed." 

He  said  the  union's  new  headquarters  building  stands  as  a 
symbol  of  its  achievements  in  bringing  a  better  life  to  its 
members,  and  said  he  hoped  it  would  be  a  kind  of  "half-way 
house." 

White  House  IVIessage 

Moreschi,  after  whom  the  eight-story  structure  was  named, 
said  in  brief  dedicatory  remarks  that  the  union  believes  that 
"in  order  to  have  a  strong  America  we  need  a  strong  labor 
movement."  Moreschi  has  headed  the  union  since  1926. 


O'Connell  said  the  granite  of  the  new  building  symbolically 
reflects  "the  great  strengths  of  the  many  national  strains" 
which  make  up  the  Laborers  and  the  American  labor  move- 
ment. 

Vincent  F.  Morreale,  the  union's  general  counsel,  read  a 
congratulatory  message  from  the  White  House  and  presented 
a  gold-plated  trowel  to  Fosco  for  the  cornerstone  laying. 

Fosco  read  a  list  of  the  contents  of  a  box  placed  inside  the 
cornerstone — a  history  of  the  union,  the  1951  convention 
proceedings  authorizing  the  new  building,  copies  of  the  union's 
charters  and  other  historical  documents. 

General  Secretary-Treasurer  Harold  Mills  attended  the  ded- 
ication, representing  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  In- 
ternational Union. 

The  Laborers'  headquarters  building  was  designed  in  modi- 
fied federal-style  architecture  by  Eggers  and  Higgins  of  New 
York.  It  is  faced  with  Indiana  limestone,  with  bronze  spandrels 
and  window  frames. 

An  18-foot  mural  by  Louis  Ross  in  the  lobby  is  dedicated 
to  "laborers  through  history"  and  depicts  the  activity  of 
laborers  from  the  time  of  the  pyramids  to  the  present. 

The  spirit  of  the  laborer  is  provided  by  this  quotation  from 
William  Shakespeare's  "As  You  Like  It,"  mounted  in  metal 
in  the  vestibule: 

"I  am  a  true  laborer:  I  earn  that  I  eat,  get  that  I  wear,  owe 
no  man  hate,  envy  no  man's  happiness,  glad  of  other  men's 
good." 
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A.  GiosseBry  at  I^ahttr  Verms 


ARBITRATION — A  way  of  settling  disputes  by  calling  in  an 
impartial  third  party,  whose  decision  is  final  and  binding. 

AUTOMATION — Production  and  supervision  of  work  by 
means  of  mechanical  "muscles"  and  electric  "brains"  and 
without  the  direct  use  of  human  energy,  skill  or  control. 

BARGAINING  UNIT — A  group  of  employees  who  bargain 
collectively  with  their  employer.  The  unit  may  include  all 
the  workers  in  a  single  plant  or  in  a  number  of  plants;  or  it 
may  include  only  the  workers  in  a  single  craft  within  one 
plant. 

CHECKOFF — A  clause  in  the  union  contract  providing  that 
the  Company  deducts  union  dues  from  members'  paychecks 
and  transfers  them  to  the  union. 

CENTRAL  LABOR  BODY — A  central  organization  of  AFL- 
CIO  unions  on  a  city,  county  or  state  basis.  For  example, 
local  unions  in  a  city  may  be  affiliated  with  many  different 
internationals,  but  they  band  together  in  a  city  central  labor 
body. 

CLOSED  SHOP — A  plant  which  hires  and  employs  union 
members  only.  The  closed  shop  is  illegal  under  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Act. 

COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING— The  process  of  working  out 
a  contract  or  settling  grievances  between  management  and 
employees,  with  one  agency  (the  union)  speaking  for  all  the 
workers  in  the  bargaining  unit. 

COMPANY  UNION — A  union  dominated  by  the  employer, 
giving  workers  no  real  protection  while  keeping  them  from 
organizing  a  real  union.  It  is,  therefore,  worse  than  no 
union  at  all. 

CONCILIATION  OR  MEDIATION— Efforts  by  a  neutral 
third  party  to  get  union  and  management  to  agree  when 
there  is  a  dispute.  The  conciliator  or  mediator  acts  as  a 
friend  of  both  sides  and  tries  to  find  a  basis  on  which  the 
union  and  the  company  can  work  things  out. 


COST-OF-LIVING  INDEX— The  commonly-used  name  for 
the  Consumers'  Price  Index,  which  is  prepared  by  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.  .S.  Cjovernment.  This 
Index  shows,  from  month  to  month,  and  year  to  year,  the 
change  in  prices  of  a  number  of  items  which  it  is  assumed 
that  most  families  buy — food,  clothing,  rent,  furniture,  etc. 
This  price  index  is,  therefore,  a  rough  measure  of  changes 
in  the  cost-of-living. 

DIRECTLY  AFFILIATED  LOCAI^A  local  union  char- 
tered by  and  afhliated  directly  with  the  AFL-CIO  rather 
than  an  international  union. 

DISCRIMINATION — Unequal  treatment  of  workers  because 
of  race,  religion,  nationality  or  union  membership.  Dis- 
crimination may  occur  in  hiring,  types  of  jobs  given,  rates 
of  pay,  promotion,  layoffs  or  other  cases. 

ESCALATOR  CLAUSE — Clause  in  the  union  contract  which 
provides  for  increases  or  decreases  in  wages  as  the  cost-of- 
living  goes  up  or  down.  The  "cost-of-living"  Index  of  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  is  usually  used  as  the  way  to 
measure  these  changes. 

FREE  RIDER — A  worker  who  won't  pay  his  own  way.  He 
refuses  to  join  the  union  but  takes  all  the  benefits  which 
his  fellow  workers  in  the  union  fight  for. 

FRINGE  BENEFITS— All  the  money  benefits  in  the  union 
contract  except  actual  wages — shift  bonus,  paid  holidays 
and  vacations,  reporting  pay,  insurance,  pensions,  etc. 

GUARANTEED  ANNUAL  WAGE— An  agreement  guar- 
anteeing workers  a  certain  amount  of  income  every  week 
in  the  year,  regardless  of  layoffs  or  short-time. 

IMPROVEMENT  FACTOR— Clause  in  the  union  contract 
which  provides  an  automatic  yearly  wage  increase  based 
on  the  fact  that  the  average  production  per  worker  per  hour 
increases  every  year  in  our  economy. 
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INCENTIVE  PAY— A  s\  stem  of  pay  based  on  the  amount 
of  production  a  worker  or  group  of  workers  turns  out.  Pay 
must  be  figured  directly  on  the  number  of  pieces  or  jobs 
completed,  or  bonuses  may  be  given  to  individual  workers 
or  departments  for  increased  output. 

LOCKOUT — A  strike  by  an  employer  against  his  employees. 
The  employer  "locks  his  workers  out"  of  the  plant  until 
they  agree  to  his  demands. 

M.\INTENANCE  OF  MEMBERSHIP— A  union  security 
provision  in  a  contract  which  says  that  a  worker  who 
voluntarily  joins  the  union  must  remain  a  member  until  the 
end  of  the  contract. 

MINIMU.M  W.VGE — The  lowest  rate  of  pay  an  employer  is 
permitted  to  pay  by  law  or  the  union  contract.  This  usually 
does  not  apply  to  rates  which  may  be  paid  to  learners. 

NATIONAL  LABOR  RELATIONS  BOARD— The  five  man 
Board  set  up  by  the  Wagner  Act,  and  continued  by  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act,  which  administers  and  enforces  the  Act. 

OPEN  SHOP — A  plant  where  there  is  no  union  recognized 
by  the  employer,  or  where  there  is  no  union  security  clause 
in  the  contract. 

REAL  WAGES — What  your  wages  will  buy.  For  example, 
if  a  worker  receives  10  per  cent  more  pay  but  the  cost-of- 
living  goes  up  10  per  cent  in  the  same  period,  his  real 
wages  have  not  increased. 

SENIORITY — A  worker's  length  of  service  with  an  em- 
ployer. Seniority  often  determines  layoffs,  promotions,  re- 
calls or  transfers.  In  case  of  layoff,  seniority  usually  means 
that  the  last  worker  hired  is  the  first  to  be  laid  off. 

SEVERANCE  OR  DISMISSAL  PAY— Lump  sum  payment 
by  the  employer  to  a  worker  who  is  laid  off  permanently 
through  no  fault  of  his  own. 

SICK  PAY  OR  SICK  BENEFITS— Weekly  benefits  paid  a 
worker  while  he  is  out  sick.  Sick  pay  may  be  provided 
under  the  union  contract,  or,  in  some  states,  by  state  law. 


SPEED-UP  AND  S IRETCH-OUT— An  unbearable  increase 
in  the  amount  of  work  an  employee  is  expected  to  do.  The 
speed  of  the  machines  may  be  increased  (speed-up),  or  one 
worker  may  be  required  to  tend  to  a  greater  number  of 
machines  (stretch-out). 

STRIKEBREAKER  OR  SCAB— A  person  who  goes  to  work 
in  a  plant  or  shop  or  on  a  job  while  the  workers  are  on 
strike.  By  filling  their  jobs,  he  may  weaken  or  break  the 
strike. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  UNEMPLOYMENT  BENEFITS  (SUB) 

— A  program  which  provides  laid-off  workers  benefits  in 
addition  to  their  unemployment  insurance.  This  program 
developed  from  the  campaign  for  a  guaranteed  annual 
wage. 

TECHNOLOGICAL  DISPLACEMENT  OR  UNEMPLOY- 
MENT— Elimination  of  a  job  because  a  new  machine  or  a 
new  production  process  removes  the  need  for  a  worker. 

TIME-STUDY — ^Timing  a  worker  doing  a  job,  with  a  stop- 
watch, in  order  to  set  the  required  time  for  doing  that  job. 
Unions  should  insist  on  taking  part  if  time  studies  are  made, 
to  insure  that  the  average  rather  than  the  fastest  worker 
is  timed,  that  allowances  are  made  for  fatigue,  waiting  time, 
etc. 

UNION  LABEL — A  stamp  or  tag  on  a  product  to  show  that 
it  has  been  made  by  union  labor. 

UNION  SECURITY— Section  in  the  union  contract  that  pro- 
tects the  union  by  requiring  workers  to  join  the  union  or  to 
maintain  their  membership  in  it  for  a  certain  length  of  time 
once  they  have  joined.  The  "union  shop,"  "modified  union 
shop,"  or  "maintenance  of  membership"  clause  is  an  ex- 
ample of  a  union  security  provision. 

UNION  SHOP — A  plant  in  which  every  worker  covered  by 
the  contract  must  become  a  member  of  the  union.  New 
workers  need  not  be  union  members  to  be  hired,  but  must 
join  after  a  certain  number  of  days.

WAGE  LAW 
FOR 
WOMEN 

MASSACHUSETTS 
1912 


In  1912  the  state  of  Massachusetts  passed  a  minimum  wage  law  governing 
working  women.  This  law  was  enacted  following  an  investigation  initiated  in 
1910.  After  the  Bay  State  passed  its  law  eight  other  states  followed  suite  in 
the  following  year. 

The  Massachusetts  law  was  based  upon  the  needs  revealed  in  the  investi- 
gative findings.  Minimum  wage  protections  by  statute  were  real  advances, 
but  they  came  at  a  time  when  state  legislators  were  giving  attention  to  a 
wide  range  of  topics  in  the  interest  of  bettering  the  conditions  of  the  working 
people. 

At  the  time  of  the  minimum  wage  law  enactment,  there  was  strong  opposi- 
tion from  the  entrenched  employer  interests.  But  the  investigation  in  Massa- 
chusetts had  been  thorough  and  the  facts  literally  spoke  for  themselves. 

Women  are  indebted  to  the  action  of  the  National  Consumers'  League 
which  made  minimum  wage  for  women  a  part  of  their  ten-year  program 
beginning  in  1910.  A  year  later  the  Women's  Trade  Union  League  took 
parallel  action. 

The  momentum  set  up  by  Massachusetts  has  continued  to  move  giving 
women  a  continuing  progress  in  decent  wages.  That  early  law  was  indeed  a 
landmark  of  labor — especially  of  women  in  the  labor  force.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


In  this  issue  of  the  Journal  1  want  to  discuss  with  you  the 
importance  of  State.  Provincial  and  District  Councils, 
their  functions  and  how  they  may  assist  us  in  obtaining  the 
objectives  set  forth  in  Section  20  of  the  L.I.U.  Constitution. 
The  purpose  of  the  State,  Provincial  and  District  Council  is 
to  coordinate  the  afHliated  local  unions  on  that  level. 

In  1955  the  Constitution  was  amended  to  give  more  au- 
thority to  these  Councils,  first  to  attempt  to  get  uniform  wages, 
hours  and  conditions  as  well  as  dues,  working  dues,  and  other 
things  which  could  be  mutually  agreed  to  or  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  affiliated  local  unions,  and,  of  course,  approved  by 
Headquarters,  such  as  permitting  the  members  within  a 
Council  to  work  without  the  necessity  of  transferring  which 
would  eliminate  the  possibility  of  a  member  losing  his  stand- 
ing, his  voting  privilege,  foreman  privileges,  etc. 

There  are  many  other  functions  that  can  be  performed  by 
the  Council,  by  majority  vote,  that  cannot  be  done  by  the 
International  Union  such  as  mutual  agreement  on  territorial 
jurisdictional  lines.  This  particular  one  is  of  paramount  im- 
portance at  the  present  time.  There  are  a  number  of  States 
who  have  prevailing  wage  laws  who  have  passed  a  law  in  which 
they  will  predetermine  union  wage  rates  by  County  only. 
This  complicates  our  position  since  the  International  Consti- 
tution specifically  provides  that  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
one  local  union  shall  extend  half-way  to  the  nearest  local 
union.  Most  all  of  these  cross  State  and  County  lines.  At  the 
present  time  I  have  been  officially  advised  that  Florida,  Ken- 
tucky, North  Carolina  and  Missouri  have  already  passed  this 
law.  Since  I  have  no  authority  to  change  the  International 
Constitution  and  in  order  to  conform,  the  responsibility  rests 
upon  the  Councils.  Under  Section  20d,  Page  47,  the  Councils 
would  have  this  authority  because  if  territorial  jurisdictional 
lines  were  drawn  up  by  County  within  the  State  and  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  the  atliliated  local  unions  this  could  solve 
the  problem.  I  understand,  although  I  have  not  been  officially 
advised,  that  North  Carolina  and  Missouri  State  Councils 
have  done  this. 

The  procedure  for  the  Council  is  complicated  by  the  fact 
that  in  many  cases  local  unions  outside  of  the  State  have 
jurisdiction  within  the  .State  where  it  extends  over  the  State 
line.  In  this  event  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to 
obtain  the  consent  of  the  other  local  union  and  this  is  made 
more  difficult  because  the  local  union  would  not  be  bound 
by  the  majority  vote  of  the  affiliated  local  unions. 

Beside  the  things  that  have  been  enumerated  above  that 
a  good  Council  can  perform  there  a  number  of  others.  There 
is  a  great  potential  for  Council  activities  in  the  legislative  and 
political  field.  After  the  passage  of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act  and 
the  I.andrum-Grifiin  Act  there  is  no  doubt  in  anyone's  mind 
that  the  legislative  and  political  field  is  as  important  as  the 
economic  field.  Our  International  Union,  as  well  as  others, 
have  made  great  strides  in  the  economic  field  in  the  past 
decade  and  because  of  that  the  political  and  legislative  field 
have  been  used  to  take  away  some  of  those  gains. 


Many  local  unions  individually  are  doing  an  outstanding 
job  in  this  field  but  many  are  not  but  by  the  coalition  of  all 
the  local  unions  within  a  particular  area  they  can  do  a  much 
more  effective  job  through  our  functioning  Councils. 

Too  many  of  our  local  unions  are  affiliated  with  our  Coun- 
cils in  name  only  and  while  they  are  compelled  to  pay  their 
tax  they  do  not  actively  participate  in  the  affairs  and  functions 
of  our  Councils.  In  all  areas  where  we  have  good  Councils, 
and  there  are  a  number,  the  local  unions  are  responsible  be- 
cause they  participate  actively  and  financially  in  all  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Council.  However,  a  number  of  our  Councils 
are  not  functioning  because  the  local  unions  fail  to  attend 
and  to  actively  participate. 

I  have  called  a  'Special'  meeting  of  the  Georgia  State  Coun- 
cil for  this  coming  weekend  and  hope  that  all  of  the  delegates 
will  be  present  so  that  I  will  have  an  opportunity  to  explain 
to  them  the  very  valuable  function  that  the  Council  can 
render  to  them  and  to  their  members  if  they  will  attend  and 
actively  participate. 

I  hope  in  the  coming  months  on  various  week  ends,  which 
is  the  only  time  our  unions  can  attend  and  the  only  time  I 
have,  to  call  'Special"  meetings  of  Councils  to  attempt  to  get 
them  to  function  on  broader  aspects  and  under  the  authority 
granted  to  them  by  the  1955  Convention.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  many  of  our  local  unions,  and  even  some  of  the  officers 
of  our  councils  have  not  seriously  read  or  properly  interpreted 
vSection  20  and  I  would  urge  you  to  do  so  as  promptly  as  pos- 
sible. If  Council  meetings  can  be  called  where  I  can  attend  I 
will  be  happy  to  do  so  because  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant steps  that  can  be  taken  at  the  present  time. 

I  have  urged  Councils  to  set  up  their  finances  so  they  might 
be  able  to  employ  at  least  one  man  in  the  field  for  the  Council. 
We  have  twelve  representatives  for  the  whole  United  States 
and  Canada.  Some  of  our  International  representatives  have 
as  many  as  eight  states  and  without  one  paid  local  union 
representative  in  their  region  so  you  can  readily  see  that 
with  the  large  amount  of  territory  to  cover  the  International 
representative  does  not  have  enough  time  to  do  an  effective 
job.  If  the  Council  also  had  a  man  in  the  field  to  assist  we 
probably  could  assist  more  thoroughly  the  local  unions  in 
policing  their  craft  jurisdiction  as  well  as  taking  care  of  the 
many  other  problems  that  arise. 

The  things  I  have  mentioned  are  only  a  few  of  the  things 
that  our  well  functioning  Councils  are  doing  and  I  sincerely 
hope  that  the  Councils  who  are  not  functioning  in  this  man- 
ner will  start  to  plan  to  accomplish  these  objectives  as  well 
as  other  things  that  will  come  to  mind;  such  as  the  pooling 
of  welfare  plans,  pension  plans,  promotional  plans  and  things 
of  this  type.

Worth  Defending

A  long  time  ago,  Daniel  Webster.  American  statcman  and 
orator,  insisted  that  "God  grants  liberty  only  to  those  who 
love  it.  and  are  always  ready  to  guard  and  defend  it."  Here 
in  the  mid-Summer  heat  of  July.  1960 — with  the  world  all 
upset  by  international  tensions  and  our  own  nation  readying 
itself  for  the  throes  of  a  hot  political  battle — we  are  reminded 
that  this  thought  is  just  as  real  and  just  as  significant  today 
as  when  it  was  first  uttered  so  many  decades  ago. 

With  the  observance  of  another  anniversary  of  our  coun- 
try's first  Independence  Day.  we  realize  all  over  again  that 
freedom  and  liberty  are  not  things  that  come  about  just  as  a 
natural  course  of  events.  Thomas  JefTerson  put  it  only  too 
well  when  he  said,  "We  are  not  to  expect  to  be  translated 
from  despotism  to  liberty  in  a  feather  bed."" 

Above  all  else,  members  of  the  organized  labor  movement 
certainly  do  not  need  to  be  told  that  the  many  benefits  we 
enjoy  today  because  of  union  organization  and  collective  bar- 
gaining were  brought  about  at  the  great  cost  of  sacrifice  and 
struggle  on  the  part  of  those  who  went  before  us.  We  do 
perhaps  need,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  reminded  that  we 
must  be  "always  ready  to  guard  and  defend""  these  precious 
union  liberties  and  freedoms  and  benefits  so  that  we  might 
preserve  them  not  only  for  ourselves  but  also  for  our  children 
and  for  our  children's  children. 

Recent  months  have  seen  a  measure  of  success  go  to  those 
in  our  land  who  would  destroy  the  labor  movement  and  take 
away  from  those  who  toil  their  just  rewards  for  skill,  crafts- 
man ship  and  service.  Landrum-Griffin,  with  its  union-shack- 
ling provisions,  lists  itself  as  the  official  law  of  the  land — 
thanks  to  a  certain  number  of  reactionary  politicians  who 
seemingly  place  their  dedication  to  special  interest  and  hatred 
for  labor  above  their  obligations  to  their  fellow  Americans. 

How  closely  this  situation  in  our  national  labor  scene  today 
parallels  the  struggles  our  forefathers  faced  in  bringing  a  new 
nation  into  being  with  the  goal  of  freedom,  liberty  and  iustice 
for  all. 

How  similar  are  the  democratic  processes  of  our  free 
trade  union  movement  and  our  free  American  form  of 
government!  No  surprise  to  anyone,  then,  that  members  of 


America's  free  trade  unions  are  among  the  finest  and  most 
dedicated  citizens  in  every  community  in  all  our  fifty  States. 

Our  labor  movement,  like  our  own  great  nation  itself,  has 
faced  problems  and  oppression  before.  Like  our  freedom- 
loving  land  itself,  the  American  trade  union  movement  will 
continue  to  rise  above  these  problems  and  overcome  injustice 
and  go  on  to  its  future  history  of  forcefully  dedicated  service 
not  only  to  its  own  membership  but  to  all  others  who  toil 
alike. 

We  must  continue  to  guard  and  protect  the  priceless 
liberties  and  benefits  accomplished  for  us  by  our  trade  unions. 
One  very  real  way  in  which  we  can  help  insure  this  perma- 
nence of  job  security,  decent  wages  and  hours,  excellent 
fringe  benefits  is  to  buy  union  goods  and  use  union  services. 
Here  is  the  true  democratic  way  to  help  ourselves  and  support 
our  fellow  trade  unionists.

The  players  are  you  and  I,  in  our 
everyday  life  and  activities.  Our  parts  are  natural  and  in- 
stinctive. Our  qualifications  are  living  and  working  for 
democracy.  Our  compensation  is  the  evident  happiness  and 
satisfaction  in  knowing  our  example  is  a  benefit  to  mankind 
around  the  world.  Our  goal:  to  present  a  living,  working 
example  of  democracy;  to  show  the  advantages  of  our 
script  above  all  others. 

We  players  have  been  increasingly  joined  by  escapees  who 
seek  the  benefits  and  privileges  not  found  in  puppet  shows 
and  other  false  representations  of  government.  Directors  of 
our  pageant  have  been  many  and  outstanding.  They  have 
built  our  production  up  to  a  world-wide  attraction.  Wash- 
ington. Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Jackson,  and  Roosevelt  are  just 
a  few  of  the  directors.  Although  their  guidance  contributed 
to  its  democratic  success,  we  players  feel  the  guidance  of  an 
even  greater  force. 

Let's  review  how  it  was  when  the  curtain  first  rose. 

Although  our  parts  are  easy  today  those  of  performers  be- 
fore us  have  not  always  been  so.  The  very  first  players  who 
gave  birth  to  the  present  masterpiece  were  pioneers — 
uncertain — for  they  were  the  radicals  who  separated  our 
play  from  one  controlled  by  a  monarch.  As  is  true  of  the 
beginning  of  many  great  things,  our  pageant  opened  with 
struggle — one  of  the  greatest  acts  the  world  has  ever 
seen — the  American  Revolution.  The  inspiration  for  this 
first  act  was  brought  about  by  an  article  of  popular  belief 
written  by  a  young  aspirant,  Thomas  Jefferson.  His  work 
now  known  to  all  of  us  as  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
The  aftermath  of  this  Revolution  brought  many  difficulties; 
but  through  the  wisdom  and  guidance  of  such  leaders  as 


Washington,  Jefferson,  and  many  others  the  play  continued 
and  the  future  looked  hopeful.  It  soon  became  evident  that 
there  was  a  need  for  a  foundation  to  guide  and  a  means  of 
solution  for  future  problems.  A  guide  that  would  protect  the 
true  meaning  of  the  play  from  those  who  would  seek  to 
destroy  it.  This  lead  to  the  formulation  of  the  Constitution 
which  in  the  past  and  for  years  to  come  will  be  recognized  as 
the  adhesive  force  that  holds  the  project  together. 

In  the  second  act  came  a  split  in  the  cast  over  differences  of 
opinions  and  beliefs  which  almost  resulted  in  a  closedown  of 
performances.  This  was  the  Civil  War.  But  the  director  at 
the  time,  Abe  Lincoln,  a  shrewd  and  able  strategist  managed 
with  the  help  of  thousands  of  supporters  to  restore  the 
previous  union. 

As  the  play  became  more  popular  the  stage  grew  larger 
until  it  stretched  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  People 
began  to  come  from  afar  to  take  part  in  this  prosperous 
endeavor  for  it  has  much  to  offer. 

In  the  third  act  many  players  left  to  volunteer  their  serv- 
ices for  a  great  cause  which  would  insure  the  pageant  a 
future.  Three  times  they  went — -World  War  I,  World  War  II, 
and  the  Korean  Crisis  and  each  time  their  feats  were  ap- 
plauded by  peoples  of  other  lands. 

The  successfulness  of  the  present  act  will  be  the  decisive 
factor  of  tomorrow's  world — whether  it  is  peaceful  or  turbu- 
lent— democratic  or  communistic.  This  is  the  act  that  is  being 
followed  intensely  and  many  times  breathlessly  by  the  audi- 
ence. There  is  much  potency  in  the  performance  because 
it  is  not  deceptive  or  unrealistic,  but  true  to  life  as  history 
has  proved.  Nowhere  in  the  world  is  such  a  play  enacted  that 
can  equal  the  enthusiasm,  and  brotherhood  of  purpose 
combined  with  freedom  displayed  on  our  stage.  There  is  no 
climax — each  sequence  is  as  important  as  the  previous  one. 
With  each  performance  it  proves  its  ability  to  meet  the  pres- 
ent and  its  stability  to  meet  the  future. 

Throughout  the  world  its  emblem  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
flies  as  a  waving  advertisement  of  a  democratic  nation, 
America,  the  Land  of  the  Free.

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RIGHT  TO- WORK'  STATES  HAVE  LOWEST 
PER  C  APITA  INCOME 

Only  1  of  the  19  ■"right-to-work."  states  had  a  per  capita 
personal  income  higher  than  the  national  average  in  1958, 
the  latest  year  for  which  figures  are  available.  That  state  was 
Nevada  where,  of  course,  legalized  gambling  jacks  up  the 
income  tremendously.  The  bottom  five  states  in  per  capita 
income  all  had  "right-to-work"  law.s,  as  did  10  of  the  bottom 
13. 

Here  is  the  relative  standing  of  "right-to-work"  states  in 
annual  per  capita  income  for  1958  measured  against  the 
national  average  (including  the  District  of  Columbia)  of 
$2,057. 

4th— Nevada,  $2,569;  18th— Kansas,  $2,001;  19th— In- 
diana, $1,990;  22nd— Arizona,  $1,932;  25th— Nebraska,

The  moral  to  all  this:  If  you  want  to  keep  per  capita 
income  low  in  your  state,  pass  a  "right-to-work"  law  that  will 
cripple  trade  unions'  bargaining  power  for  better  wages  for 
their  members. 

HOW  DOES  YOUR  BUDGET  COMPARE? 

The  annual  cost  of  maintaining  a  "commonly  accepted" 
standard  of  living  for  a  wage  earner's  family  has  been  com- 
puted by  the  Bureau  of  National  Affairs  for  33  "key  cities. 
BNA  updated  intercity  differences  in  living  costs  estimated 
by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  in  1953  and  applied  them 
to  the  Heller  Budget  (University  of  California)  for  a  wage 
earner,  wife  and  two  children  renting  a  home  in  the  San 
Francisco  area  in  September  1959.

"Project  HOPE"  is  a  new  program  of  the  People-to-People 
Health  Foundation.  Inc.  Its  purpose  is  to  bring  the  skills  of 
the  American  medical  and  health  professions  to  the  people 
of  other  nations  of  the  world. 

Similar  to  other  parts  of  the  People-to-People  program 
which  was  formed  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  promote  world  peace,  "Project  HOPE"  is 
based  on  the  belief  that  individuals  reaching  out  to  help  others 
can  cross  barriers  that  are  insurmountable  to  governments 
and  international  organizations. 

Through  the  contributions  of  American  citizens.  "Project 
HOPE"  is  attempting  to  equip  and  staff  a  hospital  ship — 
a  floating  medical  center  and  school — which  will  carry  health 
opportunity  to  the  people  of  the  world  who  most  need  it. 
Project  HOPE  will  be  a  teaching  operation,  rather  than  a 
vehicle  for  widespread  treatment.  In  this  way.  it  will  have 
lasting  and  significant  results  as  hundreds  of  doctors,  nurses 
and  medical  technicians  from  other  lands  learn  and  pass 
along  new  knowledge  and  skills  to  their  associates. 

Long  after  the  Project  HOPE  ship  has  left  a  foreign 
shore,  its  benefits  will  be  in  evidence  throughout  the  country 
it  has  visited. 


AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany,  who  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  People-to-People  Health  Founda- 
tion, has  termed  "Project  HOPE"  "a  truly  humanitarian  pub- 
lic service  at  its  finest  and  evidence  to  the  world  of  America's 
good  will." 

The  AFL-CIO  officially  endorsed  the  project  at  its  1959 
convention  in  San  Francisco,  recommending  that  all  inter- 
national unions  contribute  generously  to  the  project.  Local 
unions  are  requested  to  make  a  donation  out  of  their  local 
treasuries  equal  to  10  cents  for  every  member. 

Cost  of  Project  HOPE  for  the  first  year  will  come  to 
about  $3,500,000.  Its  financing  will  depend  entirely  upon 
donations  from  private  sources,  among  these  the  men  and 
women  of  the  labor  movement. 

Trade  union  contributions  will  be  especially  meaningful  to 
Project  HOPE,  inasmuch  as  they  will  reflect  the  American 
worker's  concern  for  his  fellow-worker  in  less  fortunate 
nations — the  essence  of  the  People-to-People  program. 

Southeast  Asia  has  been  selected  as  the  first  area  to  be 
visited  by  Project  HOPE'S  hospital  ship  because  the  oppor- 
tunities to  aid  in  raising  the  level  of  medical  care  are  so  great 
there. 

Urging  all-out  support  for  Project  HOPE,  Lloyd  A.  Mash- 
burn,  president  of  the  Wood,  Die  and  Metal  Lathers,  said: 
"What  better  way  can  we  strengthen  the  cause  of  world  peace 
than  to  help  put  physical  strength  back  into  the  hands  of  a 
stricken  child  in  a  far-off  land.  When  an  Asian  doctor  makes 
a  youngster  strong  and  well  again  because  of  Project  HOPE, 
the  peoples  of  the  world  will  come  to  know  the  United  States 
as  we  know  it:  a  peace-loving  nation  trying  to  be  partners 
with  our  friends."

 ,  whom  the  document  indicted  of  tyranny. 


The  American  colonies  had  an  official  flag  before  they  became  the  United  States. 

In  place  of  the  stars  there  was  a  (12)   .  On  June  14,  1777, 

Congress  authorized  a  new  one  to  consist  of  13  red  and  white  stripes  and  13  stars 

colored  (13)    on  a  field  of  (14)  The 

stars  were  generally  arranged  in  a  (15)  . 

There  are  many  stories  about  the  first  flag.  One  of  the  most  cherished  is  the 

tale  of  Betsy  (16)  ,  who  ran  a  small  (17)  

shop  in  Philadelphia.  One  day  a  delegation  headed  by  (18)   , 

came  in.  At  their  request,  Betsy  sewed  the  first  flag.  The  flag  now  has  49  stars,

stands;  one  nation  (21)   ,  indivisible,  with  liberty  and  jus- 
tice for  all."

The  two  midnight  riders  who  alerted  the  Minutemen  to  the  British  advance  on 
Concord.  One,  of  course,  was  Paul  Revere,  but  do  you  remember  the  other?  He 
was  (23)  

The  eloquent  Virginia  lawyer,  Patrick  Henry,  who  sounded  the  war  cry  of  the 
colonials  with  the  immortal  words:  "Give  (24)  " 

There  was  the  inspired  pamphleteer,  Tom  (25)  ,  who  wrote, 

"These  are  the  times  that  try  men's  souls."  And  there  were  the  embattled  farmers 

who  "fired  the  (26)  heard  round  the  world,"  the  citizens  who 

dumped  the  (27)  into  Boston  harbor,  and  the  "Continentals," 

who  followed  such  leaders  as  "Mad  (28)   "  of  Pennsylvania. 

And  from  Vermont  came  Ethan  Allen  and  his  Green  (29)  


There  were  glorious  events  and  terrible  ones:  The  battle  opposite  Boston  which 
thrilled  the  colonies  because  raw  American  militiamen  twice  repulsed  crack  British 

troops  before  lack  of  ammunition  forced  them  to  abandon  (30)   

to  the  enemy.  Washington's  crossing  of  the  Delaware  River  on  Christmas  night, 
1776,  to  surprise  a  garrison  of  about  1,000  (31)    at  Trenton. 

The  crucial  victory  of  Colonial  forces  over  Gentleman  Johnny  Burgoyne's 
men  at  (32)  The  suffering  of  Washington's  army  that  un- 
forgettable winter  at  (33)  The  winning  of  the  west  for  the 

colonies  by  the  intrepid  Gen.  George  (34)    with  his  victories 

at  Vincennes  and  other  critical  areas. 

The  sea  battle  between  America's  Bonhoinme  Richard  and  Britain's  Serapis, 
during  which  John  Paul  Jones  was  asked  to  surrender  his  ship.  And  his  defiant 
reply  which  still  stirs  the  blood:  (35)  . 

The  Fourth  of  July  means  those  "unalienable  rights"  summed  up  in  those  seven 
words  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence:  "Life,  (36)

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


In  this  Report  I  had  intended  to  follow  up  more  specifi- 
cally my  last  Report  in  things  that  the  Councils  could  do  to 
assist  us  not  only  in  organization  but  to  assist  in  promo- 
tion of  our  product  and  in  administering  provisions  of  the 
L.I.U.  Constitution.  However,  developments  during  the  past 
month  in  the  promotional  field  are  much  more  important 
for  the  time  being. 

You  will  recall  that  the  Plasterers  International  Union, 
for  the  past  year,  has  not  been  active  from  the  standpoint 
of  promotion  and  has  not  participated  on  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  National  Bureau  even  though  they  have 
given  some  assistance  particularly  on  agreements  already 
containing  the  promotional  clause.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  Wednesday. 
August  3,  the  Plasterers  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  again 
became  active  and  pledged  full  support  and  cooperation  to  the 
promotion  of  lath  and  plaster.  An  aggressive  and  harmonious 
meeting  was  held  and  many  plans  discussed  for  the  coming 
year.  Some  of  the  plans  had  been  initiated  before  but  had  been 
dormant  until  such  time  as  there  could  be  full  and  complete 
cooperation  by  all  segments  of  the  industry  as  we  now  have. 
This  should  be  a  good  year  for  not  only  the  National  Bureau 
but  the  Local  Bureaus  as  well. 

In  addition  to  the  progress  made  in  the  National  Bureau 
itself  in  the  meeting  just  mentioned,  we  are  able  to  report  to 
you  that  after  a  series  of  meetings  the  controversies  over  the 
publishing  of  the  Architect's  Manual  have  been  ironed  out  and 
the  Manual  is  at  the  printers  at  the  present  time  and  will  be 
available  about  the  First  of  October.  The  National  Bureau 
has  purchased  12,500  copies  which  will  be  available  for 
purchase  by  the  Local  Bureaus  from  the  National  Bureau, 
at  a  price  to  be  determined.  It  is  intended  that  we  should 
have  as  wide  a  distribution  of  this  Manual  as  possible  to 
all  governmental  agencies,  to  all  architects,  and,  we  hope, 
to  as  many  people  as  possible  in  our  own  industry.  We 
realize  that  this  first  Manual  is  not  a  perfect  document  and 
we  intend  to  proceed  immediately  with  a  second  edition 
which  will  be  more  specific  and  not  quite  so  general.  It  has 
been  a  tremendous  job  to  gather,  correlate  and  put  into 
writing,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  industry, 
all  of  the  material  which  had  to  be  obtained  from  all  seg- 
ments of  our  industry.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  now  that 
we  have  the  material,  that  another  edition  will  be  more 
helpful. 

The  manufacturers  in  our  industry  have  financed  this 
project  and  our  thanks  should  go  to  them  for  their  finan- 


cial assistance  since  the  project  has  cost  around  one-quarter 
million  dollars. 

In  addition  to  the  above  happenings,  at  a  meeting  over 
the  last  week  end,  which  was  composed  of  all  the  repre- 
sentatives of  labor  and  industry,  in  the  State  of  Ohio  the 
Ohio  State  Bureau  was  reactivated  and  the  controversies  which 
almost  caused  the  demise  of  this  Bureau  were  ironed  out  and 
we  had  a  unanimous  pledge  from  all  present  that  the  Local 
Bureaus  would  be  reactivated  as  well  and  they  would  again 
participate  in  the  State  and  National  Bureaus. 

Another  important  event  is  that  the  Chicago  Bureau 
situation,  and  the  controversy  which  caused  it,  has  now,  ap- 
parently, been  straightened  out  and  we  will  have  active 
participation  by  The  Contracting  Plasterers  and  the  Plasterers 
Local  No.  5  in  Chicago  which  should  be  helpful  on  the  local 
level  as  well  as  the  national  level. 

A  new  bureau  has  been  formed  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia with  all  segments  of  the  industry  pledging  their 
cooperation  both  on  a  local  and  national  level.  This,  again, 
should  assist  in  financing  and  crystalizing  some  of  the  plans 
which  the  National  Board  of  Governors  want  to  put  into 
elTect  as  soon  as  it  is  financially  able  to  do  so.  While  the  last 
year  or  so  has  been  rather  difficult  it  looks  as  if  the  next  year 
can  be  an  extremely  bright  one  for  our  promotional  activities. 

Many  of  the  local  bureaus  who  have  been  more  or  less 
dormant  for  the  past  few  months  are  now  reactivating 
their  plans  and  it  is  hoped  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
that  our  Regional  Conferences  which  were  planned  and 
started  a  year  ago  can  soon  become  a  reality  since  the 
two  Conferences  which  were  held  were  so  very  successful. 

In  conclusion  I  would  ask  all  locals  and  contractors 
who  have  been  holding  back  on  their  activities  to  im- 
mediately reactivate  their  plans  in  order  that  we  can  pro- 
mote the  use  of  lath  and  plaster,  and  further  that  our 
contractors  and  unions  forget  their  petty  differences  and 
think,  eat  and  sleep  INDUSTRY.  As  one  delegate  said 
at  the  Ohio  meeting  "let's  not  procrastinate  in  promoting 
our  industry  to  the  point  where  we  drive  the  hearse  to 
our  own  funeral."

Pictured  below  is  Vice  President  Sal 
Maso  (extreme  right),  journeyed  down 
from  New  Jersey,  to  pay  tribute  to 
Secretary  of  Labor  Mitchell.  Vice  Pres- 
ident Maso  is  also  President  of  the 
Nev/  Jersey  State  Building  Trades  and 
is  a  personal  friend  of  Secretary 
Mitchell. 


deed  has  been  on  the  positive  side  of  working  to  destroy 
such  illusions  and  delusions  in  this  country." 

George  Harrison,  President  of  the  Railway  Clerks,  pre- 
sented Mitchell  with  a  scroll  which  read: 

"In  appreciation  .  .  .  this  testimonial  is  presented  on  be- 
half of  the  working  men  and  women  of  the  United  States 
as  a  symbol  of  alTection  and  esteem  to  their  friend,  The 
Honorable  James  P.  Mitchell,  in  grateful  appreciation  and 
recognition  of  his  untiring  and  selfless  devotion  to  their 
welfare,  in  tribute  to  his  intelligent  statesmanship,  and  for 
his  human  understanding,  wise  counsel  and  good  sense  in 
providing  extraordinary  leadership  as  Secretary  of  Labor  in 
advancing  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  United  States." 

On  the  dias  witnessing  the  tribute  to  the  Labor  Secretary 
was  his  wife  and  his  84-year-old  mother,  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Retail  Clerks  in  1895. 

Mitchell  said  he  wanted  to  name  some  of  the  people  who 
were  a  major  influence  on  his  life  who  are  no  longer  living. 
He  named  "Bill  Green,  Phil  Murray,  Sidney  Hillman,  Mat- 
thew Woll,  Bill  Hutcheson  and  Marty  Durkin"  among 
others. 

He  called  for  an  expanding,  strong  America,  saying  that 
"in  time  of  crisis  free  trade  unions  of  America  can  be 
depended  upon  to  meet  the  crisis  in  the  national  interest." 


Although  he  has  been  mentioned  as  a  possible  Vice  Presi- 
dential candidate  on  the  Republican  ticket,  Mitchell  said 
after  January  20,  1961  he  would  be  a  "private  citizen"  and 
would  work  to  improve  civil  rights,  farm  labor  conditions 
and  labor-management  relations.

Situs  Picket  Bill 
Faces  Congress 


Passage  Plea 
Made  By 
Haggerty 


The  fate  of  a  drive — spurred  in 
large  part  by  the  AFL-CIO  Building 
and  Construction  Trades  Department 
— to  amend  the  Taft-Hartley  Act's  re- 
strictions on  secondary  boycotts  so 
as  to  permit  picketing  on  common 
construction  sites  has  been  left  in 
doubt  as  Congress  began  its  pre-con- 
vention  recess. 

While  a  Senate  Labor  subcommit- 
tee heard  organized  labor  and  the 
Eisenhower  Administration  appeal  for 
passage  of  the  Kennedy-Thompson 
bill,  a  group  of  Southern  Democrats 
in  the  House  torpedoed  efforts  to  get 
the  House  bill  to  a  floor  vote. 

The  legislation  sponsored  by  Sena- 
tor John  F.  Kennedy  (D-Mass.)  and 
Rep.  Frank  Thompson,  Jr.  (D-N.  J.), 
in  effect  would  overturn  a  1951  Su- 
preme Court  ruling  that  the  Denver 
building  trades  unions  violated  T-H 
in  picketing  non-union  work  on  an 
otherwise  all-union  project. 

Chairman  Howard  W.  Smith  (D- 
Va.),  of  the  powerful  House  Rules 
Committee,  reportedly  demanded  that 
the  Thompson  bill  be  scuttled  in  ex- 
change for  clearing  a  minimum  wage 
bill  for  floor  action. 

Chairman  Graham  A.  Barden 
(D-N.  C),  of  the  House  Labor  Com- 
mittee— which  last  April  okayed  the 
Thompson  bill  by  a  21-5  vote — then 
permitted  a  filibuster  to  consume  an 


entire  committee  meeting. 

This  prevented  liberal  Democrats 
from  forcing  the  picketing  bill  directly 
to  the  floor. 

On  the  Senate  side,  AFL-CIO 
Building  and  Construction  Trades 
Department  President  C.  J.  Hag- 
gerty urged  a  floor  vote  on  the 
basis  of  legislative  hearings  over  the 
years  and  a  leadership  pledge  re- 
peatedly reported  by  Kennedy. 
Haggerty  quoted  Kennedy  as  telling 
the  Senate  late  in  May  that  "commit- 
ments have  been  made  by  the  leader- 
ship on  both  sides  of  the  aisle  in  both 
Houses  to  bring  the  situs  picketing 
bill  to  a  vote  this  session." 

Haggerty  told  the  Senate  group  that 
the  Denver  rule  had  adversely  affected 
the  building  trades. 

In  Baltimore,  he  said,  the  number 
of  all-union  general  contractors  plum- 
meted from  58  in  1951  to  five  in 
1959,  with  "substantial  differentials" 
created  between  union  and  non-union 
rates. 

Haggerty  pointed  out  that  it  is  be- 


cause the  Taft-Hartley  Act  did  not 
concede  the  nature  of  the  building  and 
construction  industry  that  employes 
in  the  industry  are  denied  the  right  of 
peaceful  picketing  enjoyed  by  other 
workers. 

In  the  Denver  case,  a  general 
contractor  on  a  commercial  project 
sublet  work  to  a  non-union  electri- 
cal contractor  who  was  pajing  his 
workers  42.5  cents  an  hour  less 
than  the  union  scale. 
The  Denver  building  trades  pick- 
eted the  site  as  "unfair." 

The  lower  court  took  the  view  that 
the  union  action  was  focused  on  the 
non-union  aspect  of  the  project  and 
thus  was  legal.  The  Supreme  Court, 
by  a  6-3  decision,  reversed  this  judg- 
ment. 

Haggerty  quoted  from  past  com- 
mittee reports  which  recommended 
that  the  secondary  boycott  be  rede- 
fined to  recognize  that  the  typical  con- 
struction project  is  an  "integrated  eco- 
nomic enterprise"  involving  different 
employers.

METAL  STUD,  NON-BEARING  HOLLOW  PARTITIONS 


Non- Bearing 

These  details  and  specifications  are  for 
a  non  -  bearing  type  of  metal  stud 
hollow  partition  for  use  where  a  more  ex- 
pensive load-bearing  partition  is  not 
required.  For  a  load  bearing  metal  stud 
partition,  all  requirements  for  the  metal 
lath,  its  attachment  and  plastering,  remain 
the  same.  The  only  variation  will  be  in  the 
type  of  metal  stud  to  be  used  and  the 
method  of  erection. 

N  ine  types  of  metal  studs  used  for  the 
construction  of  non-load  bearing  partitions 
are  shown  on  the  cover  of  this  bulletin.  All 
of  them  are  factory  fabricated  from  steel 
in  2",  2  3^  3  ",  4 "  and  6 "  widths  Hollow 
partitions  built  with  these  steel  studs  and 
metal  lath  have  many  outstanding  features 
that  make  them  popular  with  architects, 
contractors  and  building  owners. 

Easy  to  Erect 

Metal  stud  partitions  can  be  erected 
with  ordinary  lather's  tools.  All  connections 
are  made  with  wire  ties.  Construction  can 
be  done  by  one  man  since  the  materials  are 
light  in  weight  and  easy  to  handle. 

Lightweight 

In  remodeling  older  buildings,  light- 
weight partitions  can  be  added  with  less 
danger  of  overloading  existing  floors  and 
beams.  In  new  buildings,  dead  load  sav- 
ings can  often  be  converted  into  savings  in 
structural  framing.  Metal  stud  and  metal 
lath  hollow  partitions  weigh  only  1 8  pounds 
per  square  foot  compared  with  28  pounds 
for  an  equal  area  of  4 "  masonry  units 
plastered  on  both  sides. 

Conceal  Utilities 

Metal  studs  are  manufactured  with  gen- 
erous openings  in  the  web  to  accommodate 


liorizontal  as  well  as  vertical  runs  of  ducts 
and  pipes.  In  a  hollow  partition  pipes  are 
free  to  mo\'e  and  are  not  embedded  in 
solid  mortar  as  they  may  be  in  a  masonry 
partition.  Expansion  and  contraction  of 
steam  and  hot  water  lines  can  occur  with- 
out cracking  the  plaster. 

Fire  Safety 

In  addition  to  being  non-combustible, 
hollow  partitions  of  metal  studs,  metal 
lath  and  plaster  are  outstanding  barriers 
to  the  spread  of  fire.  Fire  resistive  ratings 
from  1  hour  to  2}^  hours  may  be  obtained 
by  a  proper  choice  of  plaster.  All  of  the 
following  fire  tests  of  metal  stud  hollow 
partitions  were  conducted  at  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  with  the  exception  of 
the  second  one.  This  test  was  conducted 
at  the  University  of  California.

Sound  Insulation 

Recent  tests  show  that  metal  stud  hollow 
partitions  are  equal  to,  or  better,  sound 
insulators  than  wood  stud  partitions  or  3 " 
masonry  units  plastered  on  both  sides. 
They  have  been  used  with  complete  satis- 
faction in  such  types  of  buildings  as  hotels 
and  apartments,  where  sound  privacy  is 
often  a  problem.

Where  conditions  warrant  the  use  of  a  par- 
tition with  a  higher  sound  transmission  loss, 
the  sound  insulating  double  metal  lath  and 
plaster  partition  should  be  used.  This  con- 
struction has  ratings  from  48  to  55  decibels. 

Resilient  and  Strong 

The  resiliency  of  steel  studs  and  metal 
lath  makes  hollow  partitions  of  these  ma- 
terials highly  resistant  to  sudden  shocks  and 
vibrations.  Experience  has  shown  that 
metal  lath  partitions  can  be  jolted  by 
earthquakes  without  disintegrating  into 
dangerous  falling  debris.  Metal  lath  em- 
bedded in  plaster  provides  steel  reinforce- 
ment against  cracking. 
Sanitary 

A  smooth  plastered  surface  has  no  joints 
in  which  dust  can  collect  or  vermin  can 
hide.  Plaster  can  be  decorated  as  often  as 
necessary  and  washed  with  ease. 

Economical 

Materials  for  a  metal  stud  and  metal 
lath  partition  have  great  strength,  are  rela- 
tively light  in  weight,  yet  not  bulky,  thus 
resulting  in  sa\  ings  in  breakage,  handling 
and  storage.  They  are  quick  and  easy  to 
erect  with  practically  no  cleaning  up  costs 
after  installation.  And,  of  course,  the  need 
for  costly  cutting  of  pipe  chases,  which  also 
weaken  the  partition,  is  eliminated.  Access 
to  the  hollow  space  for  repairs  or  modern- 
izing of  utilities  is  easy  and  inexpensive. 
Part  of  the  plaster  surface  is  removed,  and 
after  the  work  is  completed,  a  new  piece 
of  metal  lath  is  wired  to  the  edges  of  the 
opening  to  provide  a  base  for  replastering 
at  minimum  cost. 


Floor  and  ceiling  tracks  are  fastened  to  concrete 
slabs  with  ^o"  long  stub  nails  every  24  inches. 


Ceiling  tracks  are  easily  attached  to  steel  or 
concrete  soffits  with  power  driven  fastener. 


Studs  are  set  in  place  and  attached  to  floor  and 
ceiling  tracks  with  shoes  and  two  loofw  of  wire.

2.0- ERECTION  OF  STUDS 

Runner  tracks  shall  be  aligned  accur- 
ately to  the  partition  layout  at  both  floor 
and  ceiling.  They  shall  be  secured  to  con- 
crete slabs  with  J^'  concrete  stub  nails  at 
2'  intervals,  or  wired  to  the  runner  or 
furring  channels  of  ceilings. 

Each  stud  shall  be  secured  to  runner 
tracks  with  two  attachment  shoes  at  both 
top  and  bottom,  each  wired  or  crimped  to 
the  stud. 


Other  methods  of  fastening  studs  to  floor 
and  ceiling  will  be  permit  led  provided 
they  have  equivalent  strength  and  are  ap- 
proved by  the  architect. 

Partitions  more  than  10'  long  or  9'  high 
shall  be  stiHened  with  %"  cold-rolled 
channels  placed  horizontally  and  not  more 
than  6'  apart  vertically.  Stiflfeners  shall  be 
permanently  wired  on  the  inside  of  the 
partition.  For  unsupported  height  of  20' 
or  more,  horizontal  stiffeners  .shall  be  X]// 
cold-rolled  channels. 


3.0— METAL  DOOR  FRAMES 

For  specifications  concerning  the  instal- 
lation of  metal  door  frames,  see  Technical 
Bulletin  No.  7,  Supplement  No.  3,  page  4, 
supplementary  specification  No.  3-A. 

4.0— WOOD  DOOR  FRAMES 

Door  openings  shall  have  a  metal  stud, 
continuous  from  floor  to  ceiling,  at  each 
side  of  the  buck.  Such  studs  shall  be  secure- 
ly fastened  to  the  bucks  with  screws,  or 
pairs  of  8d  nails  shall  be  driven  at  intervals 
of  2',  beginning  9"  above  the  floor,  into  the 
buck  and  clinched  over  the  studs  to  hold 
them  securely. 

5.0— ERECTION  OF  METAL  LATH 

All  Metal  Lath  shall  be  specified  by 
weight  per  square  yard  in  accordance  with 
the  spacing  of  supports  as  given  in  Table  II. 

Metal  Lath  shall  be  applied  with  the 
long  dimension  of  the  sheet  across  the 
studs;  Rib  Metal  Lath  with  the  ribs  against 
the  studs. 

Metal  Lath  shall  be  secured  to  supports 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  6",  a  tie  shall  be 
placed  where  sides  of  sheets  lap  at  supports, 
and  at  side  laps  of  sheets  between  supports. 
Tie  wire  shall  not  be  less  than  No.  18 
gage  galvanized  annealed  wire. 

Equivalent  clips  or  other  attachment 
devices  may  be  used  instead  of  wire  ties. 

Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath  shall  be 


lapped  at  sides  not  less  than  Y/' ,  and  at 
ends  not  less  than  1 ". 

Rib  Metal  Lath  and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be 
lapped  at  sides  by  nesting  outside  ribs  or 
selvage.  Rib  Metal  Lath  shall  be  lapped 
l"at  ends  and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be  lapped 
1 "  at  ends  or  nested. 

End  laps  of  sheets  should  generally  occur 
only  over  supports;  if  between,  ends  of 
sheets  shall  be  laced  or  adequately  tied 

with  No.  1 8  gage  galvanized  annealed  wire. 

Where  the  adjoining  surface  is  to  be 
plastered.  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath 
shall  be  started  one  stud  away  from  corner 
and  be  bent  into  the  corner  and  carried 
on  to  the  abutting  wall  to  avoid  a  joint 
at  juncture  of  walls.  Where  Rib  Metal 
Lath  or  Sheet  Lath  is  used  it  shall  be 
butted  into  all  corners  and  Corneritc  shall 
be  applied  over  abutting  lath  in  such 
angles  and  shall  be  wired  at  6"  intervals 
along  each  edge  in  all  corners.  (Cornerite 
shall  not  be  fastened  at  its  corner,  but 
only  along  each  edge.  Cornerite  is  not 
required  for  Diamond  Mesh  Metal  Lath.) 

6.0— WOOD  GROUNDS  AND 
NAILING  STRIPS 

Wood  grounds  and  wood  nailing  strips 
shall  be  set  true  to  the  plaster  line  and 
wired  to  studs,  or  nailed  to  blocks  which 
shall  be  securely  wired  or  clamped  to  stud<; 

7.0-  METAL  BASE  SCREED,  PICTURE 
MOLD,  INTEGRAL  METAL  TRIM, 
CORNER  BEAD 

7.1  — Metal  base  screed,  picture  mold, 
or  integral  metal  trim  shall  be  wired  to 
studs  or  Metal  Lath  through  holes  pro- 
vided in  the  screed,  mold,  or  trim,  and, 
where  necessary,  shimmed  to  line. 

7.2 — All  external  angles  to  be  plastered 
shall  be  protected  with  galvanized  ex- 
panded wing  or  perforated  corner  beads. 
Corner  bead  shall  be  attached  securely  in 
such  manner  as  to  assure  proper  align- 
ment during  application  of  plaster,  and 
for  proper  plaster  thickness.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


■^'ou  will  note  on  the  front  of  this  Joiinuil  the  urgent  request  to 
register  and  to  vote  regardless  of  Party.  The  AFL-CIO  Executive 
Council,  through  its  spokesman.  President  Meany,  has  advised  us 
of  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  in  Chicago  at  its  last  meeting 
wherein  a  program  has  been  set  up  to  attempt  to  overcome  the 
failure  of  the  members  of  Labor,  and  their  families  and  friends, 
to  register  and  vote.  He  has  asked  every  International  Union  to 
do  everything  possible  through  their  local  unions  to  stimulate 
interest  in  the  coming  elections.  The  following  statement  by  Presi- 
dent Meany  should  be  of  concern  to  every  free  American: 

"  "Regardless  of  our  individual  preference  for  parties  and  candi- 
dates we  can  all  unite  upon  one  basic  objective — the  greatest  pos- 
sible participation  in  the  election  by  all  qualified  Americans.' 

"The  AFL-CIO  President  declared  that  'it  should  be  a  matter  of 
deep  concern  to  us  all  that  hardly  more  than  a  bare  majority  of 
the  potential  voters  actually  cast  ballots  at  election  time.'  He 
added: 

"  'There  are  today  more  than  40  million  citizens  who  are  not 
even  registered  to  vote  in  their  respective  states.  I  submit  that  this 
is  a  betrayal  of  Democracy.'  " 

President  Meany  referred  to  figures  compiled  by  the  American 
Heritage  Foundation,  a  non-profit  institute  devoted  to  encouraging 
an  increase  in  registration  and  voting,  which  showed  that  the 
highest  percentage  turnout  of  voters  in  the  United  States  came 
in  1952  when  62.7  per  cent  of  the  nation's  voters  participated  in 
the  presidential  election. 

"This  turnout  is  far  below  the  records  achieved  by  other  nations 
of  the  free  world.  A  Heritage  Foundation  analysis  of  the  free 
world's  voting  patterns  shows  that  Austria  leads  with  95  per  cent 
voter  participation;  Italy,  93.8  per  cent;  France  89  per  cent; 
Turkey,  87.7  per  cent;  West  Germany,  86  per  cent;  Greece  and 
Indonesia,  85  per  cent;  and  Israel  82.8  per  cent." 

The  above  quote  is  an  indication  of  the  laxity  of  the  American 
people  in  registering  and  voting. 

When  I  became  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Los  Angeles  Build- 
ing and  Construction  Trades  Council  I  found  that  only  32  percent 
of  our  membership  and  their  families  were  registered  to  vote  and 
this,  after  the  great  depression  which  was  attributed  to  politicians, 
seemed  to  me  to  be  appalling.  Together  with  other  members  of 
the  Council  we  started  to  find  out  why  and  try  to  correct  this  situa- 
tion. 

Our  investigation  revealed,  first  of  all,  an  antipathy  towards 
politics  and  we,  therefore,  determined  that  we  must  stimulate  in- 
terest in  registering  and  voting.  It  also  revealed  that  many  of  our 
members  and  their  families  resented  outright  endorsements  on  the 
part  of  a  few  labor  officers  so  we  decided  that  in  the  future  the 
policy  of  our  Council  would  be  no  endorsement.  We  would,  how- 
ever, furnish  the  issues  in  which  we  were  interested  as  Labor  peo- 
ple to  our  membership  and  would  also  furnish  to  the  membership 
the  position  or  vote  of  the  candidate  on  those  issues  letting  them 
make  their  own  choice  as  to  whom  they  should  vote  for. 

We  then  urged  our  local  unions  and  councils  to  develop  pro- 
grams to  register  and  vote.  On  the  registering  we  suggested  con- 
tests by  the  members  and  local  unions  with  prizes  to  be  given  to 
the  members  or  local  unions  dependent  upon  how  their  program 
was  set  up.  A  great  deal  of  literature,  of  course,  was  sent  to  our 
local  unions  in  addition  to  all  of  the  labor  papers  carrying  the 
various  messages  and  reports  to  the  membership.  Many  other 
things  were  done  which  neither  time  nor  space  will  permit  discus- 
sion of  here  but  which  can  be  instituted  by  an  individual  commit- 


tee from  these  basic  policies  which  have  been  enumerated.  Our 
registration,  in  the  first  five  years  of  this  program,  increased  from 
32  per  cent  to  72  per  cent.  The  voting  was  increased  even  more  by 
this  type  of  program  which  stimulated  the  interest  of  not  only  our 
membership  but  their  families  and  neighbors.  If  this  could  be  done 
at  that  time  without  the  strong  national  and  local  political  organi- 
zations, it  can  certainly  be  done  with  the  strong  virile  national  and 
local  political  organizations  which  we  have  today. 

I  urge  each  and  everyone  of  our  members  and  affiliated  local 
unions  to  develop  not  only  their  local  union  program  but  to  par- 
ticipate, in  conjunction  with  the  local  COPE  organization,  in  every 
phase  of  this  program  which  will  be  given  wide  publicity  through 
our  national  and  local  labor  papers  and  central  bodies.

Cash  in  bank  was  reconciled  with  direct  confirmation  received  from  the  Suburban 
Trust  Company,  Hyattsville.  Maryland. 

Bonds  owned  as  described  in  Exhibit  A-1  and  Stock  Certificate  Number  47-290  for 
560  shares  of  Union  Labor  Life  Insurance  Company  Stock  were  examined  in  the  pres- 
ence of  General  Secretary-Treasurer  Harold  Mills.  These  securities  are  held  for  safe- 
keeping in  a  safe  deposit  box  in  the  Suburban  Trust  Company. 

Th  gross  assets  of  your  organization  have  increased  from  $866,170.50  on  July  31, 
1959,  as  shown  by  the  previous  audit  to  $988,060.52  on  July  31,  1960,  an  increase  of 
$121,890.02.  The  net  increase  in  cash  totaled  $76,322.63  and  the  balance  of  $45,567.39 
was  distributed  among  the  other  assets. 

Inventory  values  were  based  on  an  estimated  figure  determined  from  your  records. 

Since  the  examination  was  confined  to  receipts  and  disbursements,  any  amounts 
which  may  be  due  from  local  unions  or  other  sources,  and  any  unpaid  bills,  as  for  serv- 
ices and  supplies,  were  not  considered  in  the  compilation  of  this  report. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  above  comments,  the  accompanying  statements  pre- 
sent fairly  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  International 
Union  at  July  31,  1960,  and  its  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  procedures  generally  followed  by  the  organization,  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  previous  year.

Report  of  the 

GENERAL  SECRETARY -TREASURER 


I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  advise  all  the  local 
secretaries  that  we  have  purchased  an  Addressograph  System, 
which  will  be  delivered  to  us  sometime  in  December,  and 
which  we  expect  to  have  in  operation  by  January  1,  1961.  By 
using  this  Addressograph  System,  we  will  be  furnishing  the 
local  secretaries  with  their  monthly  per  capita  tax  statement 
in  duplicate,  listing  every  member,  and  every  apprentice,  and 
then  the  local  secretary  will  merely  fill  out  the  necessary 
spaces,  and  return  the  original  copy  to  Headquarters  for  proc- 
essing. This  system  will  allow  us  to  give  a  better,  and  quicker 
service  than  we  have  been  able  to  give  in  the  past.  Because  of 
using  this  system,  we  will  not  be  using  the  old  short,  or  long 
report  forms,  therefore,  you  will  only  need  a  supply  that 
would  get  you  through  December  of  1960.  In  ordering  these 
forms  from  Headquarters,  please  order  accordingly,  so  that 
you  do  not  have  a  large  number  left  over  when  we  start  using 
this  new  system.  At  a  later  date,  we  will  supply  the  local  secre- 
taries with  whatever  information  is  necessary  in  reference  to 
the  use  of  the  new  forms. 

Because  of  financial  difficulties  in  some  of  the  locals,  it  has 
become  obvious  that  all  locals  are  not  adhering  to  Section  19a 
of  the  L.I.U.  Constitution,  which  requires  that  the  president 
of  each  local  cause  the  trustees  of  the  local  to  audit  the  books 
semi-annually.  This  section  of  the  Constitution  is  very  im- 
portant in  order  to  see  that  the  books  are  kept  correctly,  and 
also  to  advise  the  membership  of  the  financial  standing  of  the 
local  union.  If  the  books  are  audited  as  required  by  Section 
19a  of  the  L.I.U.  Constitution,  I  am  sure  that  some  of  the 
problems  that  we  are  presently  having  would  be  eliminated. 

I  have  requested  before  that  all  checks  or  money  orders  or 
payments  of  any  kind  to  the  L.I.U.  should  be  made  out  to 
the  L.I.U.,  and  not  to  me  personally.  Even  though  I  have 
advised  you  of  this  before,  I  am  still  receiving  occasional  pay- 
ments made  out  to  myself.  Please  make  all  future  payments 
for  per  capita  tax,  etc.,  payable  to  the  L.I.U. 

In  receiving  filing  forms  for  jurisdictional  disputes,  either 
filed  by  us  or  by  some  other  craft  against  us.  I  still  in  many 
instances,  lack  a  complete  description  of  the  work  involved, 
and  am  requesting  again  that  when  you  fill  out  a  filing  form, 
please  give  a  complete  description  of  the  way  the  work  is 
being  installed,  and  the  materials  used  on  the  back  of  the  filing 


form.  Many  times  this  description  could  change  the  decision 
being  rendered  by  the  Joint  Board. 

If  there  are  any  locals  that  still  have  extra  copies  of  the 
Long  Beach  Convention  Proceedings,  I  would  appreciate  it  if 
they  would  return  any  extra  copies  to  the  L.I.U. 

When  secretaries  write  in  reference  to  problems  involving 
members,  we  request  that  in  each  case  they  give  the  Interna- 
tional number  or  Social  Security  number  of  the  person  in- 
volved, so  that  we  may  be  sure  that  we  have  the  right  person, 
and  do  not  have  him  confused  with  another  person  having  a 
similar  name.  Sending  these  numbers  also  makes  it  easier  for 
us  to  give  a  prompt  reply  to  any  request. 

I'M  REGISTERED  TO  VOTE!  ARE  YOU? 

A  little  over  a  year  ago  I  moved  to  Maryland,  and  because 
you  have  to  be  a  resident  of  Maryland  for  a  year  before  you 
may  vote,  I  was  not  allowed  my  privilege  of  voting  last  year. 
However,  I  did  register,  and  will  be  able  to  perform  my  obliga- 
tion, and  duty  of  voting  in  the  November  elections  this  year 
It  is  very  important  for  everyone  eligible,  to  register,  so  that 
they  may  be  able  to  vote,  and  then,  even  more  important, 
that  they  vote.  Union  members  should  realize  this  importance 
because  of  the  obvious  necessity  for  combating  detrimental 
legislation,  which  already  has  been  put  into  effect.  Everyone 
seems  to  think  that  his  individual  vote  doesn't  make  any  dif- 
ference, but  this  thought  is  very  wrong.  The  individual  vote 
does  make  a  difference.  Think  of  how  many  votes  would  be 
gained  if  only  one  added  person  voted  in  each  precinct 
throughout  the  United  States.  Another  reason  that  we  need 
to  vote  is  to  prove  to  all  other  nations  that  this  democracy  of 
ours  is  all  that  we  boast  of  it  being.  If  we  do  not  use  the 
benefits  of  our  democracy,  the  people  of  other  countries  begin 
to  believe  that  it  isn't  all  we  try  to  make  of  it.  The  voting 
records  show  that  only  between  60  and  70%  of  the  eligible 
voting  population  has  voted  in  elections.  Although  I  know  we 
can  not  make  it  100%,  lets  all  register,  and  all  vote  in  the 
hopes  of  making  it  almost  100%.  Please  exercise  the  duty, 
the  obligation,  and  the  privilege,  by  voting  in  November.

These  brothers  appealed  against  the  action  of  Local  454  in  fining  them  $30  each  for  a  violation  of  Section  79  of  the 
local's  By-Laws  and  Section  25  of  the  International  Constitution.  After  carefully  considering  all  evidence  presented  in 
these  cases  the  General  President  found  these  brothers  guilty  and  upheld  the  fines  as  placed. 

George  Scala,  43638  Versus  Local  42-A 

Brother  George  Scala  appealed  against  the  action  of  Local  42-A  in  fining  him  $25  for  a  violation  of  Section  21Q  of  the 
local's  By-Laws,  and  .Section  17j  (14)  of  the  International  Constitution.  After  carefully  considering  all  evidence  presented 
in  this  case,  and  a  special  hearing  and  recommendation  by  the  Southern  California  District  Council  of  Lathers,  the  Gen- 
eral President  found  this  brother  guilty  and  upheld  the  fine  as  placed.

Although  these  laws  vary  from  State  to  State,  they  usually  follow  a  general  pattern.  Ordinarily  they  provide  that 
an  employee  who  is  entitled  to  vote  in  an  election  may,  upon  prior  application  to  the  employer,  absent  himself  from 
work  for  a  specified  period,  without  penalty,  and  without  deduction  from  wages,  the  time  of  absence  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  employer.  The  laws  indicate  the  employes  covered,  the  amount  of  time  that  may  be  taken  off,  and  the 
conditions  under  which  time  off  is  permitted.  In  recent  years,  there  has  been  a  trend  toward  permitting  time  off 
only  if  there  is  insufficient  time  outside  working  hours  during  which  the  employe  may  vote.  The  laws  usually  also 
provide  penalties  in  case  an  employer  refuses  an  employe  any  of  the  privileges  conferred  under  the  laws.

National  Building  Program  Vital 

To  Push  Economy  Ahead  Now 


Labor  looks  forward  to  the  dynamic  expansion  of  the 
national  economy  in  the  year  ahead. 

This  goal  must  be  achieved  if  America  hopes  to  provide 
effective  leadership  in  the  world  struggle  for  peace  and 
freedom. 

Our  national  defense  cannot  be  adequately  reinforced 
unless  it  is  backed  up  by  a  strong,  healthy  and  growing 
economy.  Prolongation  of  high  unemployment,  low  produc- 
tion and  inadequate  purchasing  power  is  bound  to  impair 
the  ability  of  our  country  to  resist  and  prevent  further 
Communist  aggression. 

How  can  we  assure  the  growth  of  our  gross  national 
product  at  the  rate  of  at  least  4  per  cent  a  year — the  mini- 
mum necessary  to  provide  jobs  for  our  growing  population? 

The  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Department  sug- 
gests a  program  that  will  go  a  long  way  toward  bringing 
about  the  industrial  revival  of  our  country's  needs. 

1.  We  believe  the  Government's  "tight  money"  policy 
must  be  shelved  in  favor  of  a  new  policy  which  will  encourage 
private  enterprise  to  invest  in  an  expanding  economy. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  Federal  Government  must  meet  its 
responsibility  to  invest  in  the  construction  of  urgently  needed 
schools,  hospitals,  research  facilities,  low  cost  housing,  urban 
renewal,  better  roads,  modern  airports  and  projects  for  the 


improvement  of  our  communities. 

From  past  experience,  we  know  that  the  inauguration  of 
a  large-scale  building  program,  both  privately  and  publicly 
financed,  will  give  the  entire  national  economy  the  forward 
push  it  so  badly  needs  today. 

It  would  be  a  mistake  to  assume  that  only  the  construction 
industry  would  benefit.  On  the  contrary,  basic  industries  like 
steel,  lumber,  electrical  appliances,  textiles,  furniture,  autos 
and  many  others  would  get  a  shot  in  the  arm. 

This  is  not  a  boondoggling  program. 

Our  country  has  fallen  far  behind  in  its  physical  plant. 
Nor  can  it  be  truthfully  criticized  as  a  "spending"  program. 
There  is  a  vast  difference  between  spending  and  wise  invest- 
ment. Investment  of  private  and  public  funds  in  construction 
of  homes  and  facilities  that  our  country  and  its  people  need 
will  pay  off  dividends — now  and  in  the  future. 

It  will  provide  millions  of  new  jobs.  It  will  spur  industrial 
production  over  a  long-range  period.  And,  finally,  it  will 
produce  greater  tax  revenues  that  will  make  the  program 
pay  for  itself  and  for  higher  defense  expenditures,  to  boot. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome  of  this  year's  national  elections, 
we  are  convinced  that  our  Government  will  have  to  take 
these  steps  toward  a  more  progressive  and  more  rewarding 
future.

A3.1  — METAL  DOOR  FRAMES 

A 3. 1.1 — Metal  door  frames  shall  be  fabricated  in 
accordance  with  manufacturers'  details  and  all  welds 
or  other  fastenings  shall  be  secure.  Returns  on  flanges 
of  door  frames  shall  not  prevent  intrusion  of  lath  and 
plaster  into  frames. 

A3. 2— ANCHORS 

A 3. 2.1  —  Floor  anchors  shall  be  at  least  16  gage 
steel,  welded  to  frames  and  have  two  holes  provided 
for  fastenings,  spaced  a  minimum  of  three  inches 
apart. 

A 3. 2. 2  —  Jamb  anchors  shall  "be  of  16  gage  steel 
minimum,  notched  or  formed  to  receive  the  stud;  of 
a  size  to  fit  snugly  within  the  interior  of  the  jamb,  with 
no  part  extending  more  than  ^4  inch  beyond  the  back 
of  the  jamb;  located  near  the  top  of  the  jamb,  approxi 
mately  12  inches  from  the  top,  and  a  maximum  of  24 
inches  on  centers;  and  securely  attached  to  the  frame. 
Metal  studs  shall  be  wire-tied,  bolted  or  welded  to 
the  jamb  anchors. 

A 3. 2. 2.1 — If  jamb  anchors  which  are  notched  or 
formed  to  receive  metal  studs  are  not  available,  jamb 
anchors  which  adhere  to  all  other  requirements  may 
be  used  provided  they  are  welded  or  bolted  to  the  stud. 

A 3. 2. 3  —  Metal  studs  shall  be  installed  at  each 
jamb  as  follows:  one  metal  stud  shall  be  attached  to 
jamb  anchors  as  noted  in  paragraph  A3. 2. 2  and  a 
second  metal  stud  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  two 
inches  away  from  the  first  stud,  using  adequate  means 
of  attachment  between  the  two,  or  two  metal  studs 
shall  be  attached  to  jamb  anchors  and  securely 
fastened  back  to  back. 

A 3. 2. 3.1 — Where  metal  door  frames  have  an 
adjustable  strut  running  from  each  jamb  to  the  ceil- 


ing, one  metal  stud  shall  be  installed  at  each  jamb  as 
previously  noted. 

A3. 2. 4  -Metal  jack  studs  shall  be  installed  over 
the  head  of  the  frame,  spaced  16  inches  on  centers 
maximum,  and  attached  to  metal  floor  track  located 
within  the  interiors  of  the  frame.  They  shall  be  rein- 
forced with  a  -^4 -inch  cold-rolled  channel  stiffener 
placed  inside  the  partition  and  not  more  than  6 
inches  above  the  frame.  Floor  track  may  be  omitted 
if  one  '^4 -inch  cold-rolled  channel  stiffener  is  placed 
on  each  interior  face  of  the  studs  and  not  more  than 
6  inches  above  the  frame.  Channel  stiffeners  shall  ex- 
tend at  least  two  full  stud  spaces  beyond  the  opening 
and  shall  be  saddle  tied  to  each  stud  they  cross. 

A3. 3— METAL  LATH 

A 3. 3.1  —  Metal  lath  shall  be  inserted  into  jambs 
as  far  as  possible  and  notched  to  pass  jamb  anchors. 
Plaster  shall  be  forced  into  openings  between  metal 
lath  and  frame  reveals  and  frames  shall  be  grouted 
full  where  so  indicated  on  the  drawings. 

A3.4— CONTROL  JOINTS 

A 3. 4.1 — Long  partition  assemblies  may  require 
the  installation  of  control  joints  aver  the  head  of  door 
frames  to  relieve  stresses  within  the  assemblies.  Con- 
trol joints  may  be  installed  in  the  following  manner: 

A3. 4. 1.1 — Install  two  metal  jack  studs  over  the 
head  of  the  frame,  each  stud  approximately  3  inches 
from  the  center  of  the  span  with  a  vertical  lath  joint 
occurring  between  the  two  studs.  Tie  either  a  pair 
of  casing  beads  edge  to  edge,  or  prefabricated  expan- 
sion joint,  onto  the  metal  lath,  centered  over  and 
parallel  with  the  metal  lath  joint. 

A 3. 4. 1.2 — Where  it  is  desirable  to  locate  control 
joints  at  the  outer  edge  of  the  jamb,  the  procedure 
outlined  in  paragraph  A3. 4. 1.1  may  be  followed 
except  that  supporting  members  will  consist  of  a  metal 
jack  stud  and  a  partition  stud.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


We  have  previously  advised  you  in  these  Reports  that  we 
were  taking  bids  from  various  bonding  companies  which 
would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  I.andrum-Gritfin  Act  and 
as  well  the  bonding  requirements  set  up  in  our  L.I.U.  Consti- 
tution. 

You  will  recall,  when  we  first  started  to  resolve  this  prob- 
lem we  had  quotes  from  various  bonding  companies  of  $9 
per  $1000  per  year  to  $1 1.25  per  $1000  per  year  without  the 
kind  of  coverage  that  we  felt  would  meet  our  needs.  We  were 
fortunate  to  have  been  bonded,  at  least  under  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  gave  us  sutlicient  time  to  continue  to  work  on  the 
problem  and  this  has  been  for  a  period  of  the  last  year  since 
the  Landrum-Grittin  Act  was  passed.  I  have  attended  a  num- 
ber of  conferences  relating  to  this  problem  and  up  until  a 
month  ago  was  quite  discouraged  because  it  appeared  that 
the  price  of  the  necessary  coverage  would  be  prohibitive  to 
our  smaller  local  unions. 

We  have  now,  however,  completed  negotiations  with  an  ac- 
credited bonding  company  with  less  cost  than  we  were  paying 
before  and  with  greater  coverage  than  we  had  and  the  bond 
also  meets  the  requirements  of  the  law  as  well  as  the  L.I.U. 
Constitution.  The  bond  is  with  the  Pennsylvania  Threshermen 
and  Farmers"  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company.  The  bond 
provides  for  the  necessary  coverage  under  the  Act  for  the 
General  President  and  General  Secretary-Treasurer  which 
amounts  to  $45,000  each  and  provides  for  coverage  for  all 
locals  and  councils  in  the  amount  of  $7500  instead  of  $2500. 
This  sounds  strange  to  bond  for  $7500  instead  of  $2500  but 
the  cost  is  less  to  be  bonded  this  way  than  the  other  way  and 
we  get  greater  coverage.  We  were  paying  $9.54  a  year  for 
$2500.  The  cost  of  the  bond  now  will  be  $9  per  year  for 
$7500.  It  will  be  a  'Faithful  Performance'  bond  rather  than  an 
'Honesty  Bond'  and  will  cover  all  officers  of  the  locals  and 
councils  who  handle  finances.  The  cost  for  the  locals  and 
councils  required  to  have  excess  bonding  will  be  $6  per 
$1000  per  year. 

Another  advantage  of  being  able  to  obtain  $7500  minimum 
coverage  instead  of  the  $2500  is  that  it  reduces  the  number 
of  local  unions  and  councils  who  will  require  excess  bond- 
ing. As  a  matter  of  fact,  less  than  twenty  locals  and  councils 
will  be  required  under  the  law  to  take  more  than  $7500 
which,  of  course,  again  reduces  the  cost  because  excess  bond- 
ing is  higher  than  the  regular  bonding  as  may  be  noted  by 
the  quote  above.  Under  this  bond  we  do  not  have  to  name 
the  officers  covered  except  in  a  case  of  excess  bonding  then 
the  officer  to  be  named  only  in  the  first  instance.  If  there  is  a 
change  in  officers  they  do  not  have  to  be  named. 

When  receiving  your  next  Report  from  the  office  of  the 
General  .Secretary-Treasurer  you  will  also  receive  an  applica- 
tion to  be  filled  out  for  the  new  bond.  This  is  a  very  simple 
application  and  nothing  like  the  one  you  had  to  fill  out  in 


the  Questionnaire  which  we  sent  you  some  time  ago.  You  will 
also  receive  any  necessary  instructions  along  with  your  bond 
application.  Our  bond  was  cancelled  by  the  former  bonding 
company  as  of  October  1,  1960,  and  we  have  already  in- 
structed the  new  bonding  company  to  put  a  'Binder'  on  so 
that  you  are  now  covered  under  the  new  bond.  The  Interna- 
tional will  pay  the  cost  of  bonding  of  locals  and  those  coun- 
cils who  were  previously  bonded  and  who  want  to  be  bonded 
in  the  future.  In  the  case  of  the  local  unions  it  will  be  de- 
ducted from  their  credit  and  in  the  case  of  the  councils — 
they  will  be  billed  for  it. 

I  want  to  emphasize  again  that  this  bond  covers  all  officers 
regardless  of  name  who  are  responsible  for  handling  of  fi- 
nances. Since  there  is  only  a  small  number  of  locals  and  coun- 
cils, as  I  said  before,  who  require  excess  coverage  to  meet 
the  law  I  will  write  to  them  individually.  We  ask  that  you 
fill  out  your  bond  application  as  promptly  as  possible  upon 
its  receipt. 

Shortly,  in  the  mail,  you  will  be  receiving  copies  of  sample 
agreements  which  have  been  printed,  copies  of  which  will 
be  available  here  at  Headquarters  upon  your  request.  We 
find,  since  we  sent  out  the  mimeographed  copies  of  the  sample 
agreement,  that  many  of  our  smaller  local  unions  were  able 
to  negotiate  this  agreement  with  their  contractors  with  very 
minor  changes  which  has  made  for  a  great  deal  of  uniformity 
in  the  agreements  of  local  unions.  It  has,  also,  enabled  them, 
without  legal  counsel,  to  have  a  legal  agreement.  However, 
I  want  to  caution  that  this  agreement,  particularly  its  Union 
Clause  and  Hiring  Clause,  is  illegal  in  the  'right-to-work' 
states.  These  two  clauses  have  to  be  changed  in  the  seven- 
teen states  that  have  a  'right-to-work'  law.  There  are  three 
of  the  seventeen  states  that  have  'right-to-work'  laws  where 
it  is  legal  to  have  an  Agency  Clause  in  your  agreement.  The 
three  states  are  Florida,  Indiana  and  Kansas.  A  sample  of  the 
Agency  Clause  is  available  here  at  Headquarters  as  drawn  by 
our  attorney  for  those  who  wish  it.  The  Agency  Clause,  for 
the  information  of  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  it,  permits 
you  to  charge  the  non-union  man  the  same  monies  that  are 
paid  by  the  union  man  but  does  not  require  those  who  do  not 
want  to  become  union  members  to  become  union  members, 
even  though  they  pay  this  fee.  We  do  find,  however,  in  the 
local  unions  that  have  this  Agency  Clause  that  all  of  the  em- 
ployees eventually  become  union  members  in  order  to  obtain 
the  benefits  of  the  International  Union.

Report  of  the 

GENERAL  SECRETARY-TREASURER 


OCTOBER  24-lNITEII  NATIONS  DAY 


SINCE  THE  FOUNDING  of  the  United  Nations  fifteen  years 
ago  our  world  has  witnessed  many  significant  changes.  Every- 
where there  has  been  an  upsurge  in  population — a  phenom- 
enon to  which  we  apply  the  term  "explosion."  We  have 
probed  the  atom's  secrets — but  have  still  to  discover  how  to 
use  this  tremendous  force  for  humanity's  well-being  rather 
than  for  its  annihilation.  The  creation  of  new  Asian  and  Afri- 
can states  has  swelled  UN  membership  to  82;  as  new  nations 
have  come  into  being  the  gaps  in  time  and  space  between  the 
world's  peoples  have  virtually  disappeared — in  fact,  man's 
researches  and  his  increasing  technological  advances  are  now 
reaching  into  an  unexplored  dimension — space. 

In  these  eventful  fifteen  years  we  have  seen  the  expansion 
of  Communism  to  embrace  nearly  one  billion  men  and 
women.  And  we  have  watched  with  growing  uneasiness  and 
frustration  the  shifting  patterns  of  the  "cold  war"  and  the  fail- 
ure to  reach  a  workable  disarmament  agreement. 

As  we  prepare  to  observe  UN  Day  this  year  let's  "look  at 
the  record."  What  has  the  UN  accomplished  since  1945? 
Where  have  been  its  most  important  areas  of  achievement? 
In  what  ways  has  it  failed? 

On  November  3,  1950,  five  months  after  the  invasion  of 
Korea,  the  first  collective  international  military  action  in  his- 
tory was  undertaken  through  the  "Uniting  for  Peace"  resolu- 
tion. UN  intervention  since  then  has  on  several  occasions 
settled  disputes  which  might  have  flared  up  into  major  con- 
flicts— between  the  Netherlands  and  Indonesia,  between  India 
and  Pakistan  over  Kashmir,  between  Egypt  and  Israel,  when 
the  United  Nations  Emergency  Force  (UNEF)  was  set  up 
to  patrol  the  Middle  East,  one  of  the  world's  most  sensitive 
areas.  Creation  of  a  second  UNEF  was  voted  last  month  to 
help  restore  order  in  the  riot-torn  Congo. 

The  UN  has  provided  a  continuing  forum,  a  "permanent 
diplomatic  conference,"  where  nations  could  meet  and  talk 
through  problems  for  which,  in  former  years,  war  was  the 
only  possible  solution.  In  the  words  of  Secretary-General 
Hammarskjold,  the  UN  is  "an  organ  which  offers  the  frame- 
work and  the  foundations  for  negotiations.  .  .  .  Only  to  a 
limited  extent  does  the  UN  have  an  existence  and  possibilities 
of  action  independent  of  the  will  of  the  member  govern- 
ments." Perhaps  its  work  in  preventing  crises  from  develop- 
ing into  conflicts  constitutes  the  UN's  most  significant  ac- 
complishment— one  which  we  still  lack  the  perspective  to 
evaluate  fully. 

The  UN  is  engaged  in  a  global  struggle  against  mankind's 
age-old  enemies — poverty,  ignorance  and  disease.  Through  its 
specialized  agencies— WHO,  UNICEF,  UNESCO— health 
standards  are  being  raised,  ancient  diseases  like  yaws,  tra- 
choma, malaria  and  leprosy  are  being  eradicated,  infant  mor- 
tality rates  are  dropping,  millions  of  children  and  adults  are 


learning  to  read  and  write  their  own  language. 

UN  technical  assistance  programs  have  meant  social  and 
economic  progress  and  advancement  for  the  world's  under- 
developed areas.  Regional  commissions  have  been  set  up  for 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Latin  America;  FAO  is  bringing  mod- 
ern agricultural  techniques  to  the  most  primitive  areas,  there- 
by increasing  the  world's  food  supply  and  raising  living  stand- 
ards. Through  financing  construction  of  projects  like  hydro- 
electric dams  and  power  stations,  the  World  Bank  is  creating 
a  tremendous  future  industrial  potential  in  many  underde- 
veloped areas. 

International  cooperation  in  the  study  and  use  of  outer 
space  for  peaceful  purposes  was  initiated  by  UN  action,  and 
under  UN  auspices  3,000  scientists  from  69  countries  came 
together  to  exchange  information  regarding  peaceful  uses  of 
nuclear  energy. 

In  the  area  of  human  rights  the  UN's  achievements  have 
been  most  significant.  First — the  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights  itself,  the  unified  expression  of  58  nations,  which  pro- 
vides the  world  with  a  "common  standard  of  achievement 
for  all  peoples  and  all  nations,  to  the  end  that  every  individual 
and  every  organ  of  society,  keeping  this  Declaration  con- 
stantly in  mind,  shall  strive  ...  to  promote  respect  for  these 
rights  and  freedoms  and  .  .  .  secure  their  universal  and  effec- 
tive recognition  and  observance."  Since  this  was  first  pro- 
claimed by  the  General  Assembly  in  Paris,  December  10, 
1948,  each  succeeding  anniversary  of  Human  Rights  Day  has 
given  both  the  day  and  the  document  an  added,  richer  mean- 
ing. Next — the  work  of  special  commissions,  notably  the  one 
on  Status  of  Women,  whose  efforts  have  greatly  improved 
the  lot  of  millions  of  the  world's  women  by  changing  mar- 
riage and  property  laws,  and  have  secured  for  women  every- 
where greater  dignity  and  integrity  and  a  larger  measure  of 
personal  and  political  independence.  Through  effective  opera- 
tion of  its  Trusteeship  System  a  dozen  nations  were  prepared 
to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  independent  statehood.  And 
finally,  by  designating  1959-60  as  World  Refugee  Year,  the 
UN  helped  focus  universal  attention  on  the  plight  of  15  mil- 
lion homeless  and  stateless  persons,  and  marshalled  interna- 
tional public  support  to  seek  a  speedy  end  to  this  problem. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  great  humanitarian  enterprise 
which  ended  June  30,  1960,  did  not  fully  realize  the  high 
purpose  for  which  it  was  created.  Even  the  minimum  objec- 
tive set  by  UN  High  Commissioner  for  Refugees  August  Lindt 
will  not  be  achieved  unless  an  additional  $1  million  is  forth- 
coming; at  best  clearing  refugee  camps  will  run  a  year  behind 
the  proposed  schedule.  Only  39  out  of  88  "nominal"  par- 
ticipants worked  actively;  proportionately,  the  United  States 
did  less  than  its  size,  wealth  and  national  traditions  would  per-

A  Special  Message 

To  Building  Tradesmen 


From  President,  C.  J.  HAGGERTY 
of  the  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department,  AFL-CIO 

We  can  have  a  firm  and  just  foreign  policy  which  will  lead 
to  an  enduring  peace.  We  can  have  a  stabilized  economy  with 
full  employment  creating  the  production  needed  to  fill  the 
needs  of  our  people.  We  can  have  decent  homes  for  every 
American  family.  We  can  have  the  necessary  classrooms  to 
accommodate  our  booming  school  age  population  with  ade- 
quately-trained and  adequately-paid  teachers  at  all  levels  of 
education.  We  can  attain  wage  levels  that  will  meet  the  cost  of 
living  to  provide  for  all,  the  purchasing  power  necessary  to 
at  least  maintain  a  basic  American  standard  of  living. 

These  are  goals  which  we  should  aim  for.  They  can  only 
be  achieved  through  legislation.  Only  by  electing  legislators 
who  believe  these  goals  are  right  and  believe  we  can  reach 
these  goals  will  they  become  a  reality. 

Probably  at  no  previous  time  in  the  history  of  our  country 
or  of  our  trade  union  movement  have  the  National  elections, 
Presidential  and  Congressional,  been  of  such  importance.  We 
are  faced  with  critical  problems  in  the  field  of  International 
relations  and  seriously  involved  in  a  cold  war  costing  billions 
of  dollars  annually.  On  the  domestic  front  we  have  witnessed 
an  increasing  percentage  of  our  work  force  becoming  unem- 
ployed or  working  the  short  week  while  our  economy  has 
slowed  to  a  point  of  stagnation. 

We  have  a  shortage  of  adequate  housing,  a  shortage  of 
school  teachers,  a  shortage  of  classrooms.  We  have  an  in- 
creasing number  of  depressed  areas  throughout  the  country. 
We  have  an  ever  increasing  cost  of  living  with  an  ever  in- 
creasing portion  of  our  work  force  earning  less  than  $1.00 
per  hour.  We  have  an  increasing  population  of  elders  over 
65  with  inadequate  Social  Security  payments  and  no  adequate 
provisions  for  health  care. 

We  have  these  conditions  in  1960  in  the  wealthiest,  most 
productive  nation  in  the  world.  There  is  absolutely  no  reason 
for  this  paradox  to  exist  except  for  the  lack  of  vision,  lack  of 
planning,  and  lack  of  leadership  which  exists  among  too 
many  of  our  elected  officials.  In  addition,  there  is  a  lack  of 
awareness  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  people  that  only 
through  the  legislative  processes  of  our  Congress  coupled  with 
adequate  Executive  branch  leadership  can  each  problem  men- 
tioned above  be  solved  in  the  months  and  years  ahead. 


Bad  Politicians  Are  Elected 
By  Good  People  Who  Do  Not  Vote 


Only  a  short  time  remains  before  the  crucial  election  day 
of  November  8,  1960.  In  a  few  areas,  registration  is  still  open. 
I  would  strongly  urge  that  wherever  possible  those  who  have 
not  yet  done  so,  make  every  effort  to  get  themselves,  their 
families  and  their  friends  registered. 

Our  duty  does  not  end  with  registration.  Our  responsibility 
does  not  end  until  we  have  each  cast  our  ballot  for  those  leg- 
islators who  we  feel  will  best  serve  our  country  and  all  of  its 
people. 

There  are  145,723  election  districts  or  precincts  in  the 
United  States.  We  in  the  Building  Trades,  among  all  labor, 
are  in  the  unique  position  of  having  membership  in  the  vast 
majority  of  these  precincts.  In  some,  many  thousands  of 
members;  in  others,  only  a  small  number  of  members;  but  a 
nucleus  for  election  day  activity. 

Election  statistics  show  that  in  the  average  precinct  only 
40  out  of  every  65  registered  voters  actually  vote  on  election 
day. 

What  better  contribution  could  we  make  to  the  cause  of 
good  government  than  to  use  our  resources,  our  time  and  in- 
fluence between  now  and  election  day  to  plan  a  program  and 
work  to  make  that  program  effective,  to  help  get  every  regis- 
tered voter  out  on  election  day  to  cast  his  or  her  ballot.  Every 
local  union,  every  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Coun- 
cil should  lend  its  support  to  COPE  and  the  Central  Bodies 
to  see  that  such  a  program  is  undertaken  immediately. 

On  election  day  our  friendly  candidates  need  manpower 
and  womanpower — they  need  volunteer  poll  workers  and  poll 
watchers,  automobiles  to  transport  people  to  the  polls,  baby 
sitters  to  take  over  while  mothers  vote  early  to  avoid  the 
rush — they  need  telephone  teams  to  keep  a  constant  barrage 
of  calls  going  to  the  registered  voters  urging  that  they  be  sure 
to  vote.  These  and  many  other  election  day  activities  could 
and  should  be  undertaken  by  our  building  tradesmen  and 
their  wives  and  children  to  ensure  the  biggest  possible  vote 
for  Labor's  endorsed  candidates — let  each  of  us  volunteer  to- 
day to  give  time  to  this  effort — let  our  Building  Trades  slogan 
be: 

GET  OUT  THE  VOTE 
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THE 
WHITE 
HOUSE 

V'^OR  MORE  THAN  A  CENTURY  AND  A  HALF,  the  White  HoUSe 

^  has  been  the  home  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States. 
Here  have  Mved  the  men  chosen  by  the  people  to  guide  the 
affairs  of  the  Nation.  It  has  been  the  scene  of  many  brilHant 
social  art'airs — weddings,  fetes,  receptions — and  also  of  sor- 
rowful events.  Like  the  Nation  itself,  it  bears  the  imprint  of 
successive  chief  executives.  Designed  originally  to  avoid  for- 
mal display,  it  has  an  air  of  dignity  and  charm.  Now  rebuilt 
to  last  for  centuries,  the  White  House  retains  the  simplicity 
of  its  original  appearance  and  its  rich  historical  associations. 

The  cornerstone  of  the  White  House,  the  first  public  build- 
ing to  be  erected  in  Washington,  was  laid  on  October  13, 
1792.  President  Washington  selected  the  site,  which  was  in- 
cluded on  the  plan  of  the  Federal  City  prepared  by  the 
French  engineer.  Maj.  Pierre  L'Enfant.  The  plans  for  the 
house,  approved  by  Washington,  were  drawn  by  James 
Hoban.  an  Irish-born  architect.  Hoban  superintended  the 
construction  of  the  house,  its  rebuilding  after  burning  by 
British  forces  in  1814,  and  the  erection  of  the  north  and 
south  porticoes  some  years  later. 

In  the  classical  style  of  architecture,  the  main  facade  of 
the  White  House  resembles  the  Duke  of  Leinster's  house  in 
Dublin,  on  which  the  design  was  supposedly  based.  Details 
of  other  faces  and  the  interior  arrangement  were  probably 
derived  from  contemporary  houses  in  England  and  Europe. 
Built  of  sandstone  quarried  on  Aquia  Creek,  Va.,  the  exterior 
walls  were  painted  during  the  course  of  construction,  causing 
the  building  to  be  termed  the  "White  House"  from  an  early 
date.  For  many  years,  however,  it  was  generally  referred  to 
as  the  "President's  House"  or  the  "President's  Palace." 

Early  History 

The  White  House  was  first  occupied  by  President  and  Mrs. 
John  Adams  in  November,  1800.  Some  of  its  interior  had  not 
been  completed  and  Mrs.  Adams  used  the  unfinished  East 
Room  to  dry  the  family  wash.  During  Jefferson's  administra- 
tion, the  east  and  west  terraces  were  constructed.  Jefferson 
practiced  democratic  simplicity  in  his  social  life,  and  it  was 
his  custom  to  open  the  house  each  morning  to  all  arrivals. 
When  James  Madison  became  President  in  1809.  his  wife, 
the  famous  Dolly  Madison,  introduced  some  of  the  brilliance 
and  glitter  of  old-world  courts  into  the  social  life  of  the 
White  House.  Then,  on  August  24,  1814,  British  forces 
captured  Washington  and  burned  the  building  in  retaliation 
for  the  destruction  by  American  troops  of  some  public  build- 
ings in  Canada.  Although  only  the  partially  damaged  sand- 
stone walls  and  the  interior  brickwork  remained  when  the 
work  of  reconstruction  was  begun  in  the  spring  of  1815,  the 
building  was  ready  for  occupancy  by  President  Monroe  in 
December.  1817.  The  south  portico,  the  dominant  architec-

tural  feature  of  that  side  of  the  house,  was  built  in  1824;  the 
large  north  portico  over  the  entrance  and  driveway,  in  1829. 

Improvements,  1830-1902 

Throughout  its  history  the  White  House  has  kept  pace 
with  modern  improvements.  Spring  water  was  piped  into  the 
building  in  1834.  and  gas  lighting  was  introduced  in  1848. 
A  hot  water  heating  system  was  installed  five  years  later.  Dur- 
ing Johnson's  administration  the  east  terrace  was  entirely 
removed.  In  1882.  the  first  elevator  was  put  in.  and  the 
house  was  wired  for  electricity  a  decade  later,  during  the 
administration  of  Benjamin  Harrison. 

Restoration  of  1902 

No  other  important  structural  changes  were  made  in  the 
house  until  1902,  in  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  administration. 
By  this  date  the  interior  of  the  house  had  become  something 
of  a  conglomeration  of  styles  and  periods  because  of  the 
many  changes  made  at  various  times  in  decorations  and 
arrangements.  The  house  was  also  badly  in  need  of  extensive 
structural  repairs.  To  correct  these  conditions,  Congress  ap- 
propriated more  than  half  a  million  dollars  to  repair  and 
refurnish  the  house  and  to  construct  new  offices  for  the 
President.  Work  was  begun  in  June,  1902,  by  McKim,  Meade 
and  White,  architects,  of  New  York,  and  was  virtually  finished 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  improvements  included  rebuild- 
ing and  strengthening  much  of  the  interior  of  the  house; 
redecorating  and  refurnishing  the  entire  main  floor;  removing 
the  main  stairway  from  the  west  end  of  the  corridor  to  the 
east  of  the  entrance  lobby  and  using  the  space  thus  made 
available  for  enlarging  the  State  Dining  Room;  providing  a 
few  rooms  for  servants  in  the  attic;  erecting  an  office  building 
at  the  end  of  the  west  terrace;  and  reconstructing  the  east 
terrace. 

Alterations,  1903-48 

Few  important  changes  were  made  in  the  White  House 
during  this  period.  The  Executive  Office  building  was  en- 
larged in  1910;  several  guest  rooms  were  made  in  the  attic 
during  President  Wilson's  administration;  and  the  roof  and 
third  story  were  remodeled  in  1927.  Early  in  the  administra- 
tion of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  funds  were  raised  by  public 
subscription  for  the  construction  of  a  swimming  pool.  A  few 
years  later  a  modern  electric  kitchen  was  installed,  and  a 
basement  was  dug  under  the  north  portico  to  provide  space 
for  maintenance  shops  and  storage.  World  War  II  saw  an 
air  raid  shelter  constructed  off  the  new  East  Wing,  a 
motion  picture  theater  put  in  under  the  east  terrace,  and  a 
small  gymnasium  set  up  adjoining  the  swimming  pool.  In 
1946  a  balcony  was  built  off  the  second  floor,  behind  the 
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columns  of  the  south  portico,  to  provide  a  porch  for  the 
President's  family  and  also  to  improve  the  appearance  of 
the  portico,  the  columns  of  which  appeared  too  tall  and 
slender  for  such  an  important  architectural  feature. 

White  House  Renovation,  1948-52 

Over  the  years,  piecemeal  alterations  had  weakened  many 
of  the  old  wooden  beams  and  interior  walls,  but  not  until  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  structure  was  made  in  1948  was 
the  really  alarming  condition  of  the  house  revealed.  Beams 
were  found  to  be  inadequately  supported;  heavy  ceilings  had 
dropped  several  inches;  and  even  the  foundations  were  found 
too  weak  to  support  the  walls  erected  on  them.  Consequently, 
a  Commission  on  Renovation  of  the  Executive  Mansion  was 
established,  according  to  an  act  of  Congress  approved  April 
14,  1949,  to  decide  whether  to  erect  an  entirely  new  building 
or  preserve  as  much  as  possible  of  the  old  structure.  After 
careful  consideration,  the  Commission  decided  that  the  old 
sandstone  walls  would  be  retained,  thus  preserving  the 
historical  appearance  of  the  famous  old  structure. 

In  order  to  make  preliminary  surveys.  President  Truman 
and  his  family  moved  across  the  street  into  the  historic  Blair 
House,  and  all  of  the  furnishings  were  removed  and  placed 
in  storage  in  December,  1948.  The  actual  work  of  recon- 
struction was  begun  a  year  later,  and  by  the  fall  of  1950  the 
most  critical  phase  of  the  work  had  been  accomplished.  The 
old  walls  were  now  supported  by  concrete  foundations,  and 
the  wooden  beams  and  brick  supporting  walls  of  the  interior 
were  replaced  by  a  modern  steel  framework.  Concrete  floors 
were  then  laid  and  partition  walls  erected. 

Space  for  electrical  and  refrigeration  equipment  was  pro- 
vided by  excavating  an  area  northeast  of  the  White  House.  A 
new  floor  and  steps  for  the  north  portico  were  constructed  of 
Tennessee  marble.  Georgia  marble  was  used  for  the  floor  of 
the  south  portico  and  Missouri  limestone  for  the  steps. 

During  1951  the  exterior  was  painted  white,  walls  and  ceil- 
ings were  plastered,  and  the  interior  woodwork  was  installed. 

In  addition  to  making  the  White  House  as  fireproof  and 
durable  as  possible,  every  effort  was  made  during  the  renova- 
tion to  retain  or  restore  the  original  atmosphere  and  at  the 
same  time  to  provide  a  more  livable  and  efficient  home  for 
the  President  and  his  family.  Where  there  were  formerly  48 


rooms  and  14  baths  in  the  part  of  the  house  used  as  living 
quarters,  there  are  now  54  rooms  and  16  baths.  In  all,  the 
White  House  now  has  132  rooms  and  20  baths  and  showers, 
compared  with  62  rooms  and  14  baths  prior  to  the  renova- 
tion. Formerly,  there  was  but  one  elevator;  now  there  are 
five — a  main  elevator,  a  service  elevator,  and  three  freight 
elevators.  Altogether,  Congress  appropriated  $5,761,000  for 
the  renovation,  which  was  scheduled  to  be  completed  in 
1951,  but  various  difficulties  delayed  its  completion.  The 
Presidential  family  resumed  residence  in  the  White  House 
on  March  27,  1952. 

The  First  Floor 

In  general,  furnishings  and  decorations  are  predominantly 
18th-century  Georgian  in  style,  but  furnishings  of  historic 
interest  have  been  retained,  and  much  of  the  old  furniture 
has  been  refinished  and  re-covered  to  harmonize  with  the 
color  scheme  of  various  rooms.  Some  of  the  new  furnishings 
were  given  by  anonymous  donors.  Portraits  of  several  Presi- 
dents hang  from  the  walls  of  the  lobby,  main  corridor,  and 
rooms  of  the  first  floor,  except  in  the  Blue  Room. 

Entrance  Lobby  and  Main  Corridor 

Six  classic  columns  separate  the  entrance  lobby  from  the 
main  corridor.  The  columns  and  the  pilasters  spaced  along 
the  walls  are  of  vari-colored  Vermont  marble;  floors  are  of 
grey  and  pink  Tennessee  marble.  The  entrance  to  the  main 
stairway,  which  was  formerly  from  the  corridor,  is  now  from 
the  east  side  of  the  lobby.  Seals  of  the  thirteen  original  states 
are  carved  on  the  marble-faced  opening  of  the  stairway.  On 
the  opposite  wall,  a  large  mirror  reaches  from  floor  to  ceiling. 
A  red  rug  extends  the  length  of  the  corridor. 

The  East  Room 

Used  for  state  receptions  and  balls,  the  East  Room  is  the 
largest  room  in  the  White  House.  It  has  been  the  scene  of 
several  famous  weddings,  including  those  of  Nellie  Grant 
and  Alice  Roosevelt.  Funeral  services  were  held  here  for 
William  Henry  Harrison,  Zachary  Taylor,  Abraham  Lincoln, 
Warren  G.  Harding  and  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt. 

The  East  Room  is  decorated  in  white  and  gold.  Window 
draperies  are  of  lemon-gold  and  white  silk  damask.  White 
enameled  wood  paneling  covers  the  walls,  in  which  are  set 
six  low-relief  panels  done  in  1902  by  the  Piccirilli  Brothers. 
The  large  crystal  chandeliers  hanging  from  an  elaborately 
decorated  plaster  ceiling  also  date  from  1902.  The  floor  is 
oak  parquetry.  On  the  east  wall  is  seen  the  most  notable 
portrait  in  the  White  House,  that  of  George  Washington 
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painted  by  Gilbert  Stuart.  It  is  the  one  Dolly  Madison 
ordered  removed  when  the  British  burned  the  White  House 
in  IS  14.  ,A  portrait  ot  Martha  Washington  also  hangs  on 
the  east  wall. 

The  Green  Room 

This  room  is  used  for  informal  receptions.  The  walls  are 
covered  with  green  silk  damask,  and  the  draperies  are  of  the 
same  material.  The  white  marble  mantel,  imported  from 
Italy  when  the  White  House  was  rebuilt  after  the  War  of 
1812.  was  originally  in  the  State  Dining  Room.  The  Hannibal 
clock  and  gilt  vases  on  the  mantel  were  purchased  in  France 
during  Monroe's  administration.  On  the  oak  floor  is  a 
Savonnerie  rug  bearing  the  President's  seal  in  its  center.  The 
crystal  chandelier  was  presented  by  an  anonymous  donor 
during  Herbert  Hoover's  administration. 

The  Blue  Room 

Famous  for  its  elliptical  shape,  this  room  has  usually  been 
considered  the  most  beautiful  room  in  the  White  House.  The 
walls  above  the  white  enameled  wainscoting  are  covered  with 
bright  blue  silk  damask  with  a  gold  motif.  Draperies  and 
upholstery  are  of  the  same  material.  The  furniture  is  white, 
matching  the  woodwork.  The  uncovered  oak  floor  is  laid  in 
herringbone  design.  On  the  white  marble  mantel,  which  dates 
from  1902,  are  a  French  Minerva  clock  and  gilt  candlesticks 
purchased  by  President  James  Monroe.  The  crystal  chande- 
lier was  anonymously  presented  several  years  ago.  In  this 
room  the  President  receives  guests  at  state  dinners  and  recep- 
tions. Grover  Cleveland  and  Frances  Folsom  were  married  in 
the  Blue  Room  on  June  2,  1886,  the  only  wedding  of  a 
President  to  take  place  in  the  White  House. 

The  Red  Room 

In  size  and  shape  the  Red  Room  is  identical  to  the  Green 
Room.  It  has  white  enameled  wainscoting  and  woodwork, 
wall  covering  and  draperies  of  red  silk  damask,  and  a  red 
chenille  rug  on  the  oak  floor.  The  white  marble  mantel  is  a 
duplicate  of  that  in  the  Green  Room.  On  it  are  two  18th- 
century  candelabra  and  a  musical  clock  presented  in  April, 
1952,  by  the  President  of  France.  A  new  crystal  chandelier 
hangs  from  the  ceiling.  This  room  is  used  by  the  First  Lady 
to  receive  guests,  and  also  as  a  reception  room  for  small 
dinners.  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  took  his  oath  of 
office  here  on  March  3,  1877. 

The  State  Dining  Room 

Except  for  the  East  Room,  this  is  the  largest  room  in  the 
White  House  and  can  comfortably  seat  100  guests  at  large 
dinners  or  luncheons.  Paneling  of  English  oak  extends  from 
floor  to  ceiling.  Originally  installed  in  1902,  it  was  painted 
pale  green  during  the  course  af  the  renovation,  providing  an 
effective  background  for  the  gold  silk  damask  window  drap- 
eries. The  fireplace  is  of  verd  antique  Vermont  marble.  A 
green  chenille  rug  covers  the  oak  floor.  In  the  center  of  the 
room  is  an  antique  mahogany  table.  Hanging  from  the  elabo- 
rately decorated  stucco  ceiling  is  a  silver  chandelier  which 
dates  from  1902.  On  the  north  wall  is  an  "over  mantel",  a 
painting  of  flowers  framed  in  gilt  over  a  mirror,  presented 
for  the  late  King  George  VI  of  England  by  the  present 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  when  she  was  a  Princess. 

The  Private  Dining  Room 

This  room  has  a  vaulted  ceiling,  white  enameled  wains- 
coting, and  walls  paneled  in  plaster.  The  mantel  is  of  marble 
with  a  mirror  above.  A  new  crystal  chandelier,  lighted  with 
candles,  hangs  in  this  room.  To  the  west  is  the  butler's  pantry, 
which  opens  also  into  the  .State  Dining  Room,  and  is  con- 


nected with  the  kitchen  on  the  ground  floor  by  a  servants' 
elevator,  dumbwaiters,  and  a  staircase. 

The  Second  Floor 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  reserved  for  the  family 
and  guests  of  the  President.  Several  changes  were  made  to 
make  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor  more  livable,  but  per- 
haps the  greatest  single  improvement  was  to  provide  much- 
needed  closet  space.  The  Lincoln  bedroom,  in  which  stands 
the  enormous  bed  used  by  the  Civil  War  President,  was 
restored  in  the  Victorian  period. 

The  Third  Floor 

During  the  renovation,  the  roof  was  re-covered  with  green 
slate  and  raised  at  the  corners  to  provide  additional  rooms 
on  the  third  floor.  There  are  several  guest  rooms  on  this 
floor,  most  of  them  furnished  with  reproductions  of  18th- 
century  pieces.  A  ramp  leads  to  the  new  sun  parlor,  or  solar- 
ium, over  the  south  portico. 

The  Ground  Floor 

A  corridor  with  vaulted  ceiling  and  vari-colored  Vermont 
marble  walls  gives  access  to  the  rooms  on  this  floor.  The 
library,  china  room,  and  cloakrooms  are  paneled  in  pine 
from  the  old  beams  of  the  White  House,  and,  in  places, 
show  old  nail  holes.  Across  the  hall  is  the  original  kitchen 
of  the  White  House,  in  which  the  old  sandstone  fireplaces 
have  been  restored,  some  stones  on  display  bearing  the 
Masonic  symbols  cut  by  the  original  workmen.  This  room 
is  now  used  for  conferences  and  for  television  and  radio 
broadcasting,  and  has  soundproof  walls  and  ceiling.  Adjoin- 
ing it  is  the  present  modern  electric  kitchen,  in  which  almost 
all  the  equipment  is  of  stainless  steel. 

Basement  and  Mezzanine  Floors 

Excavating  done  in  the  course  of  renovation  provided 
these  additional  floors.  Here  are  the  machinery  and  electrical 
equipment  for  heating,  lighting,  and  air  conditioning  the 
building,  and  space  for  storage  and  service  facilities. 

Grounds 

The  impression  of  simple  dignity  conveyed  by  the  White 
House  is  enhanced  by  the  natural  beauty  of  its  informal  but 
carefully-landscaped  grounds.  Many  of  the  trees  are  of  his- 
torical interest,  such  as  the  magnolias  planted  by  Andrew 
Jackson.  In  front  of  the  north  portico,  English  boxwood,  as 
old  as  the  White  House  itself,  has  been  planted.  New  trees 
have  been  selected  for  their  beauty  and  variety.  Flower 
gardens  and  well-kept  lawns  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds 
about  the  White  House. 
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Representing  over  300  years  in  the  lathing  industry,  this 
group  of  lathers,  pictured  with  their  local  union  repre- 
sentatives, received  their  first  retirement  checks  provided 
by  the  Lathing  Industry  Pension  Plan  of  California.

Lathing  Industry  Pension  Plan  of 
California  Pays  First  Pension  Checks 


First  benefactors  in  a  new  pension  plan  for  union  lathers 
in  California  were  recipients  of  retirement  certificates  and 
pension  checks  recently.  The  presentation  was  made  in  the 
offices  of  Lathers  Local  172,  Long  Beach,  with  Clarence  B. 
Gariss,  chairman  of  the  pension  board  of  trustees  (and  busi- 
ness agent  for  Local  172)  officiating. 

The  first  pension  plan  exclusively  for  lathers  was  nego- 
tiated by  Lathers'  Locals  172,  252  and  366  and  the  Lathing 
Contractors'  Association  of  Southern  California  in  May,  1958. 
The  plan  was  designed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  encourage 
easy  expansion  into  a  state-wide  operation.  The  program  has 
grown  recently  by  the  addition  of  Locals  42-A,  81  and  440  to 
cover  over  2,500  lathers. 

Working  with  the  contribution  that  was  available  for  pen- 
sions per  hour  paid  by  the  employer),  the  board  of  trus- 
tees was  able  to  provide  a  minimum  pension  of  $25.00  per 
month  for  those  workmen  over  65  years  of  age  who  quali- 
fied for  retirement  on  May  1,  1960,  and  who  wished  to  draw 
this  pension  immediately  without  adding  further  credit  by  ad- 
ditional years  of  work.  Hope  has  been  expressed  by  the  board 
that  favorable  return  on  investment  of  pension  funds  and 
growth  of  the  group  will  provide  increased  retirement  bene- 
fits in  the  future. 

In  making  the  presentation  Chairman  Gariss  declared: 
"  'The  injury  to  one  is  the  concern  of  all.'  This  motto  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers'  International  Union  may  well 
be  paraphrased  to  read  'The  welfare  of  one  is  the  concern 
of  all.'  In  the  struggle  for  a  higher  standard  of  living  and  in- 
creased benefits  for  the  laboring  man  the  older  workman  is 
often  overlooked.  But,  we  must  not  forget  the  pioneers  who 
laid  the  foundation  for  this  prosperity  nor  their  struggles  for 
the  greater  benefits  which  the  younger  men  enjoy  today.  The 
lathing  industry  has  not  forgotten  the  welfare  of  these  pio- 
neers."

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Uobert  a.  Judson 


Robert  A.  Judson,  prominent  in  San  Jose  union  affairs  for 
nearly  50  years,  died  in  a  San  Jose  hospital  on  July  14  after 
a  long  illness  which  had  forced  his  retirement  as  secretary  of 
the  county  Building  Trades  Council  in  1948. 

Born  in  Junction  City,  Oregon,  Bro.  Judson  would  have 
been  81  in  Aug.  23.  He  had  been  a  union  member  since  1903, 
first  in  the  Teamsters  Union  and  since  1906  in  the  Lathers 
Union.  Recently  he  was  presented  a  50-year  membership  em- 
blem by  Lathers  Union  144  of  San  Jose. 

Bro.  Judson's  labor  career  started  in  the  Pacific  Northwest 
where  he  became  a  member  of  an  independent,  mixed  council 
of  workers  at  Salem,  Ore.  He  next  became  a  member  of  the 
Teamsters  Union,  in  Aberdeen,  Wash.,  for  six  years  serving 
as  secretary  for  a  time,  then  returning  to  his  trade  as  a  lather. 

It  was  in  June,  1906,  that  Bro.  Judson  moved  to  San  Jose. 
For  about  20  years  he  was  secretary  of  Lathers  Union  144 
and  was  union  president  about  10  years.  During  the  bitter 
"American  Plan"  campaign  in  the  1920s,  he  served  as  sec- 
retary-treasurer and  business  agent  for  the  San  Jose  Mortar 
Trade  Alliance. 

He  was  elected  secretary  of  the  county  Building  Trades 
Council  in  1936,  serving  12  years.  During  the  years  as  a  union 
official  he  was  delegate  to  the  Golden  Gate  District  Council  of 
Lathers,  to  the  California  State  Federation  of  Labor,  and  to 
many  conventions,  local  and  national. 

During  the  World  War  II  years,  he  served  on  the  board 


of  appeals  for  the  selective  service  office.  He  was  active  on 
numerous  civic  commissions  and  in  community  affairs. 

A  strong  unionist  with  a  strong  philosophy  about  Organized 
Labor  Bro.  Judson  urged  newer  union  members  to  become 
active  in  their  unions,  attend  meetings,  hold  office,  and  always 
support  union  projects.  He  was  active  in  the  Eagles  lodge  and 
in  the  First  Christian  Church  of  San  Jose. 

Bro.  Judson  and  his  wife,  Marie,  were  married  in  1909. 
Mrs.  Judson  is  widely  known  in  union  circles. 

A  son.  Master  Sergeant  Leslie  C.  Judson,  who  has  been  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Ord  and  living  at  Mariana,  also  survives.  In  ad- 
dition Bro.  Judson  leaves  three  grandchildren,  Mrs.  Beverly 
Smith,  of  Hayward;  Robert  William  Judson,  of  Corvallis,  and 
James  Lewis  Judson,  of  Corvallis,  and  four  great-grandchil- 
dren. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Darling-Fisher  mortuary 
in  San  Jose  with  many  union  members  and  officials  paying 
final  tribute  to  Bro.  Judson.  Interment  was  at  Oak  Hill  Me- 
morial Park. 

Pall  bearers  were  Otto  E.  Sargent,  secretary  of  the  build- 
ing trade  council;  William  Longaker,  acting  business  agent 
of  Lathers  Union  144;  Vernon  S.  Swain,  business  agent  of 
Carpenters  Union  3 1 6;  Fred  Volkers,  former  secretary  and 
business  agent  of  the  building  council;  Dominic  Orlando, 
lathing  contractor,  and  Bill  Pedigo,  news  editor  of  The 
Union  Gazette.

Evening  Off  For  Courtin' 

An  evening  off  for  courting  was  considered  an  important 
"employee  benefit"  by  the  Mt.  Cory  Carriage  Wagon  Works 
in  1872.  A  copy  of  its  employee  benefit  chart  follows: 

1.  Office  employees  will  daily  sweep  the  floors,  dust  the 
furniture,  shelves  and  showcases. 

2.  Each  day  fill  lamps,  clean  chimneys,  and  trim  wicks. 
Wash  the  windows  once  a  week. 

3.  Each  clerk  will  bring  in  a  bucket  of  water  and  a  scuttle 
of  coal  for  the  day's  business. 

4.  Make  your  pens  carefully.  You  may  whittle  nibs  to  your 
individual  taste. 

5.  This  office  will  open  at  7  a.m.  and  close  at  8  p.m.  daily, 
except  on  the  Sabbath,  on  which  day  it  will  remain  closed. 

6.  Men  employees  will  be  given  an  evening  off  each  week 
for  courting  purposes,  or  two  evenings  a  week  if  they  go  to 
church  regularly. 

7.  Every  employee  should  lay  aside  from  each  day  a  goodly 
sum  of  his  earnings  for  his  benefits  during  his  declining  years, 
so  that  he  will  not  become  a  burden  upon  the  charity  of  his 
betters. 

8.  Any  employee  who  smokes  Spanish  cigars,  uses  liquor 
in  any  form,  gets  shaved  at  a  barber  shop,  or  frequents  pool 
or  public  halls,  will  give  me  good  reason  to  suspect  his  worth, 
intentions,  integrity,  and  honesty. 

9.  The  employee  who  has  performed  his  labours  faithfully 
and  without  faults  for  a  period  of  five  years  in  my  service, 
and  who  has  been  thrifty  and  attentive  to  his  religious  duties, 
is  looked  upon  by  his  fellowmen  as  a  substantial  and  law 
abiding  citizen,  will  be  given  an  increase  of  five  cents  per  day 
in  his  pay,  providing  a  just  return  in  profits  from  the  busi- 
ness permits  it.

mit.  Although  our  Congress  appropriated  $10  million  to  be 
spent  at  the  Administration's  discretion  for  World  Refugee 
Year,  only  $5,049,375— about  50%— has  actually  been 
turned  over.  The  rest  has  been  withheld,  or  used  in  other 
ways. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  shield,  the  UN  has  failed  to 
achieve  disarmament.  It  has  been  unable  to  put  an  end  to 
nuclear  testing,  and  in  certain  political  areas — notably  in  the 
struggle  between  Algeria  and  France — it  has  not  affected  a 
solution  acceptable  to  both  sides.  And  it  was  unable  to  pre- 
vent the  Soviet  Union  from  putting  down  the  Hungarian  re- 
volt in  1956 — although  the  General  Assembly's  vote  of  cen- 
sure against  Russia  did  much  to  fix  the  blame  in  the  court 
of  world  opinion.  Many  tensions  still  exist  despite  UN  efforts 
to  relieve  them;  many  problems  still  await  resolution. 

The  United  States  has  consistently  regarded  the  United  Na- 
tions as  a  major  instrument  of  our  foreign  policy — indeed, 
the  late  George  C.  Marshall,  then  Secretary  of  State,  declared 
in  1947,  "Support  for  the  UN  is  the  cornerstone  of  our  for- 
eign policy",  and  Vice  President  Nixon  stated  in  1956,  "the 
architect  ...  of  peace  must  be  the  UN,  fully  supported  by 
the  nation."  To  achieve  this  support  it  is  vital  that,  as  a  na- 
tion and  as  individual  citizens,  we  do  all  we  can  to  learn  about 
the  UN — how  it  works,  what  it  is  set  up  to  do,  what  it  cannot 
effectively  undertake  to  accomplish. 

Fears  are  sometimes  expressed  that,  as  UN  membership 
grows,  we  may  face  the  possibility  of  being  outvoted.  To  pre- 
vent this  we  must  accept  the  challenge  realistically,  and  try  to 
understand  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  other  peoples,  par- 
ticularly the  new  nations.  And  in  shaping  our  foreign  policy 
we  must  recognize  that  such  problems  as  colonialism,  racial 
discrimination,  better  living  and  working  standards  may  well 
be  of  greater  concern  to  the  majority  of  UN  members  than 
many  of  the  problems  which  preoccupy  us  today. 

Over  the  years  the  UN's  achievements  have  been  positive, 
significant,  hopeful.  In  a  world  disturbed  by  conflicting  ideol- 
ogies, shaken  by  aggressive  nationalism,  the  work  of  the 
United  Nations  for  peace,  international  cooperation  and  mu- 
tual security  stands  proudly,  proclaiming  the  basic  unity  of 
the  Family  of  Man  and  the  fundamental  kinships  and  inter- 
dependencies  which  are  the  very  fabric  of  our  common  hu- 
manity.

MENDED  CONSTRUCTION  TECHNIQ 


Optimum  Height  8'-4"  or  less 


Installation  of  electrical  equipment— A  complete  line  of  shallow  electrical  switches  and 
outlets  is  manufactured  for  use  in  solid  metal  lath  and  plaster  partitions.  Minimum 
thickness  of  plaster  o\er  conduit  and  pipe  should  be  Yz",  and  it  is  therefore  recominended 
that  where  it  is  necessary  to  conceal  piping  of  greater  than  1"  diameter,  that  solid 
partitions  thicker  than  2"  be  used.  Metal  lath  hollow  or  double  partitions,  or  pipe  chases 
are  ideally  suited  for  such  situations.  Electrical  outlets  shall  not  exceed  I1/2"  in  depth 
for  2"  solid  partitions.  The  back  of  outlet  and  switch  boxes  shall  be  covered  with  metal 
lath. 

For  economy  it  may  be  desirable  to  place  fixtures  back  to  back,  or  side  by  side  to  serve 
adjoining  rooms  so  that  only  a  single  conduit  will  be  required. 

Note:  To  minimize  sound  conduction  it  is  recommended 
that  telephone  boxes,  etc.,  in  adjoining  hotel  rooms, 
apartments,  etc.,  be  installed  on  outside  walls  of  the 
room  or  on  non-communicating  partitions. 


Grouting  metal  base  assemblies— For  highest  resistance 
to  sound  transmission  and  maximum  fire  protection,  fill 
metal  base  assemblies  with  a  grout  of  gypsum  plaster. 
If  the  metal  lath  is  set  in  a  V-shaped  notch  in  the 
base  clip,  the  base  can  be  filled  full  with  the  plaster 
grout  so  that  it  flows  around  and  anchors  the  lath. 
■Another  method  is  to  fill  the  metal  base  with  grout 
before  the  lath  is  installed.  A  V-shaped  trough  is  formed 
in  the  grout  to  receive  and  center  the  metal  lath. 

If  diamond  mesh  metal  lath  is  used,  it  may  be  attached 
to  a  horizontal  rod  tied  to  the  top  of  the  base  clips, 
so  that  it  is  anchored  in  the  center  of  the  partition. 


Temporary  bracing  of  partition-Only  purpose  of  temporary  bracing  is  to  keep  the 
partition  in  alignment  while  it  is  being  plastered.  The  amount  and  method  of  bracing 
when  required  is  usually  a  practical  problem  for  the  contractor  to  decide.  As  a  result, 
several  very  inexpensive  and  satisfactory  methods  of  temporary  bracing  have  been  de- 
veloped. 

One  popular  method  is  to  tie  to  the  metal  lath  horizontal  Yi"  furring  channels  at  mid- 
height  or  third  points  of  the  partition.  These  furring  channels  are  then  backed  with  1 1/2" 
channels  placed  vertically  at  approximately  6'-0"  spacings  and  anchored  at  the  ceiling 
and  floor.  If  metal  base  is  used,  the  vertical  stiffeners  can  be  notched  so  that  they  hook 
over  the  base.  The  top  can  be  wire-tied  to  the  ceiling  runner.  Some  contractors  prefer 
to  use  wood  vertical  stiffeners  which  are  wedged  between  the  floor  and  ceiling.

SPECIFICATIONS 


for  studless  Metal  Lath  and 
Piaster  solid  partitions 


1.0 — MATERIALS 

Metal  Lath  shall  be  Diamond  Mesh  weighing  not  less  than 
3.4  lbs.  per  square  yard.  Flat  Rib  Lath  weighing  not  less  than 
2.75  lbs.  per  square  yard,  Ys"  Rib  Lath  weighing  not  less  than 
3.4  lbs.  per  square  yard,  or  Sheet  Lath. 

Metal  runners  shall  be  perforated,  slotted,  or  formed  of  ex- 
panded metal.  Legs  of  angle  runners  shall  be  not  less  than 
1/2"  by  2",  formed  of  not  less  than  28  gage  steel. 

Wood  floor  runners  shall  be  well  dried,  prime  painted  and 
a  full  2"  wide  by  1%"  high.  For  one-hour  fire  resistive  parti- 
tions, wood  runners  shall  be  treated  with  a  fire  retardant 
material  approved  by  the  architect. 

Metal  base  and  metal  clips  shall  be  appro\ed  by  the  archi- 
tect. (Note:  See  catalogs  of  metal  lath  manufacturers  for  vari- 
ous types  of  metal  base  assemblies.) 

Tie  wire  shall  be  not  less  than  No.  18  gage  galvanized  an- 
nealed wire. 

2.0-  METAL  LATHING 

Metal  base  clips  or  wood  floor  runners  shall  be  attached  to 
the  floors  to  locate  the  partitions  accurately  according  to  plan 
drawings.  Fastenings  suitable  to  floor  materials  shall  be  used. 

Ceiling  runners  shall  be  located  so  that  the  Metal  Lath  will 
be  in  the  center  of  the  partitions  and  plumb.  Runners  shall 
be  fastened  to  concrete  ceilings  with  stub  nails,  expansion 
drives  or  other  equivalent  means.  Runners  shall  be  fastened 
to  Metal  Lath  ceilings  with  wire  ties  at  approximately  12  " 
spacings. 

Metal  Lath  shall  be  erected  with  the  long  dimension  of  the 
sheet  vertical.  Sheets  shall  be  secured  first  to  ceiling  runners 
with  wire  ties  at  8"  o.c.  and  either  attached  to  floor  runners, 
or  metal  base  clips,  or  suitably  anchored  in  a  grouted  metal 
base  assembly.  A  wire  tie  shall  be  placed  where  sheets  lap  at 
runners. 

Diamond  Mesh  Lath  shall  be  lapped  at  sides  not  less  than 
1/0".  Rib  Metal  Lath  and  Sheet  Lath  shall  be  lapped  by  nesting 
outside  ribs  or  selvage.  Vertical  laps  shall  be  tied  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  12". 

Where  studless  partitions  intersect  walls  to  be  plastered, 
Cornerite  shall  be  used  to  reinforce  the  juncture.  It  shall 
be  tied  at  each  edge,  not  at  the  angle,  to  the  intersecting  lath 
at  6"  vertical  spacings.  When  Diamond  Mesh  Lath  is  used  in 
the  studless  partition,  Cornerite  can  be  omitted  by  returning 
the  partition  laili  and  fastening  it  to  the  intersecting  surface. 
L-type  runner  shall  be  lastened  to  abuiting  walls  which  are 
not  to  be  plastered,  and  the  Metal  Lath  wired  to  the  rimner 
so  that  the  complete  assembly  is  embedded  in  the  plastered 
partition. 


3.0-  TEMPORARY  BRACING 

Partitions  shall  be  temporarily  braced  until  such  time  as 
the  scratch  and  brown  coats  of  plaster  on  the  unbraced  side 
have  been  applied  and  are  set. 


4.0 — DOOR  FRAMES 

A  channel  stud  shall  be  wire  tied  or  bolted  to  anchor  clips  on 
each  side  of  metal  door  frames  or  wire  tied  to  pairs  of  8d  nails  driven 
into  wood  bucks  or  screwed  to  wood  bucks;  and  so  placed  as  to 
provide  space  for  tying  Metal  Lath  to  the  stud.  These  studs  may 
be  continuous  from  floor  to  ceiling  or  they  may  be  anchored  to 
and  extend  only  from  the  upper  portion  of  the  frame  to  the 
ceiling.  (.Alternate:  If  desired,  studs  need  not  extend  to  ceiling, 
or  may  be  omitted  if  other  means  of  attaching  lath  is  provided 
and  frame  is  braced.) 


5.0 — METAL  BASE  SCREED,  PICTURE  MOLD,  INTEGRAL  METAL 
TRIM,  CORNER  BEAD 

5.1 —  Metal  base  screed,  picture  mold,  or  integral  metal  trim 
shall  be  wired  to  Metal  Lath  through  holes  provided  in  the 
screed,  mold,  or  trim,  and,  where  necessary,  shimmed-out  to 
line.  Metal  base  shall  be  installed  according  to  manufacturer's 
specifications. 

5.2 —  .All  external  angles  to  be  plastered  shall  be  protected 
with  galvanized  expanded  wing  or  perforated  corner  beads. 
Corner  bead  shall  be  attached  securely  in  such  manner  as  to 
assure  proper  alignment  during  application  of  plaster,  and  for 
proper  plaster  thickness. 

5.3 —  Position  edges  at  openings  and  ends  shall  be  protected 
by  galvanized  metal  partition  caps  or  suitable  casing  beads. 


6.0 — PLASTERING 

Plastering  shall  be  five-coat  work.  First  apply  scratch  coat  on 
side  opposite  temporary  braces  and  allow  it  to  set  and  partially 
dry.  Then  apply  brown  coat  to  unbraced  side,  and  when  it  has 
set  firm  remove  the  temporary  bracing.  Next  apply  brown  coat 
to  previously  braced  side,  bringing  it  out  to  make  overall  partition 
thickness  2"  when 'finish  coats  are  applied  to  both  sides.

Report  From  the 

GENERAL  PRESIDENT 


On  previous  occasions  I  have  pointed  out  some  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  apphcable  to  local  unions  in  notifying 
and  negotiating  agreements.  Apparently,  some  of  our  Business 
Agents  and  Secretaries  did  not  read  those  Reports  because 
we  have  had  a  number  of  local  unions  who  failed  to  notify 
under  the  law  and  under  the  terms  of  their  agreement  in 
order  to  keep  themselves  in  a  position  where  they  could  com- 
plete their  negotiations  without  difficulty. 

Some  local  unions  have  failed  to  notify  at  all  and  their 
agreement  had  a  continuing  provision  in  it  that  unless  notifi- 
cation was  given  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  they  were  "stuck"  for  another 
year  with  the  agreement  unless  the  contractor  would  mu- 
tually agree  to  open  and  renegotiate  the  agreement.  We  have 
had  other  instances  where  proper  notice  has  not  been  given 
in  compliance  with  the  law,  the  agreement,  the  International 
Constitution  and  the  Mediation  and  Conciliation  Service  and 
after  negotiations  were  started,  in  some  cases  even,  where  our 
members  were  on  strike  they  have  had  to  return  to  work  and 
go  through  the  proper  procedure  of  notifications,  negotia- 
tions, etc. 

Every  Secretary  and  Business  Agent  should  first  look  at 
their  agreement  to  see  what  the  required  notification  is  under 
the  provision  of  the  agreement  and  not  in  less  than  sixty 
days  a  notice  must  be  served  upon  the  employer,  at  least 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  termination  date  because  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Taft-Hartley  Act  and  our  International 
Constitution.  As  an  example,  if  the  notification  provision  in 
your  agreement  was  thirty  days  instead  of  sixty  days  you 
would  still  have  to  give  a  sixty  day  notice  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  International  Constitution  and  the  Taft-Hartley  Act. 

I  would  recommend  that  when  notice  is  sent  to  the  em- 
ployer that  a  copy  be  sent  to  Mr.  Joseph  Finnegan,  Director, 
Federal  Mediation  and  Conciliation  Service,  U.  S.  Labor  De- 
partment, Washington  25,  D.  C,  to  me,  as  General  President 
of  the  International  Union,  and  to  your  State  Mediation  and 
Conciliation  Service  then  you  will  have  complied  with  the  law 
in  all  respects  in  regard  to  notification. 

If  you  have  a  collective  bargaining  representative;  in  other 
words,  if  you  have  been  bargaining  with  a  Contractors'  As- 
sociation, then  you  must  bargain  with  them  in  good  faith. 
This  does  not  mean  that  you  have  to  reach  an  agreement  or

that  you  could  not  break  off  and  deal  with  someone  else  but 
you  must  have  negotiated  in  good  faith  and  have  good  and 
sufficient  reason  before  you  break  ofT  negotiations  and  deal 
with  another  group  or  even  with  individuals.  You  cannot,  as 
some  local  unions  have  done,  just  give  notification  to  the  bar- 
gaining agent  of  your  desire  to  negotiate  and  then  break  off 
negotiations  and  sign  individual  agreements  with  individual 
contractors  or  other  groups.  If  notice  is  given  in  the  manner 
heretofore  stated  then  you  are  not  required  to  give  another 
notice  to  the  Mediation  and  Conciliation  Service  if  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  take  a  strike  vote.  The  first  notice  would 
be  sufficient  if  a  copy  had  been  sent  to  the  Mediation  and 
Conciliation  Service. 

In  respect  to  taking  a  strike  vote,  if  such  is  contemplated, 
you  must  give  notice  to  every  member  of  the  local  union,  at 
their  last  known  address,  setting  for  the  time,  place,  and  pur- 
pose of  the  action  and  this  notice  should  be  mailed  at  least 
fifteen  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting. 

1  have  just  received  a  book,  "Electing  Union  Officers", 
from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Labor-Man- 
agement Reports.  Technical  Assistance  Aid  No.  5,  which  is 
on  the  requirements  for  electing  union  officers.  I  would  like 
to  recommend,  since  many  elections  are  coming  up,  that  each 
local  union  obtain  a  copy  of  this  book.

Above  is  a  copy  of  the  new  per  capita  tax  form,  which  is 
to  be  used  starting  with  January  of  1961  in  place  of  the  per 
capita  tax  forms  that  have  been  used  for  some  years.  Instead 
of  the  locals  purchasing  these  forms,  we  will  mail  them  out 
to  the  Local  Secretary  with  an  entire  list  of  their  membership 
printed  on  them  showing  the  back  per  capita  tax,  and  current 
per  capita  tax  owed  on  each  member.  The  Local  Secretary 
would  then  check  the  back  tax  if  it  were  paid,  and  the  cur- 
rent tax  if  it  were  paid  or  would  note  whatever  was  paid  on 
the  original  copy  of  the  form,  and  return  it  to  us  with  any 
necessary  remarks,  and  with  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  cover  the  tax  checked.  As  you  will  note  by  the  above  pic- 
ture of  the  forms,  that  there  will  be  three  copies  of  each  form. 
The  original,  and  one  copy  will  be  sent  to  the  Local  Secre- 
tary, and  after  he  has  filled  it  out,  he  will  retain  the  copy  for 
his  record,  and  will  send  the  original  to  Headquarters  for 
processing.  The  second  copy  we  will  retain  here  at  Head- 
quarters until  the  original  copy  has  been  returned  by  the 
local. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  form  you  will  note  a  place  for  the 
total  owed  for  this  report,  a  place  to  deduct  the  credit  balance 
from  the  last  report  or  a  place  to  add  the  shortage  from  the 
last  report,  and  a  place  to  mark  the  amount  of  remittance  en- 
closed, and  also  a  space  for  the  financial  secretaries  name, 
and  address.  If  a  local  has  35  members  or  less  they  will  re- 
ceive this  type  of  sheet  only.  If  a  local  has  36  members  or 


more,  they  will  receive  this  report  as  a  first  sheet,  and  then 
all  of  the  following  sheets  that  are  necessary  to  list  the  entire 
membership  will  not  have  the  space  for  the  totals  at  the  bot- 
tom or  the  space  for  the  name,  address,  and  city  of  the  fi- 
nancial secretary.  So,  the  amount  remitted,  and  the  financial 
secretaries  name,  and  address  will  only  be  shown  on  the  first 
sheet. 

We  have  printed  numbers,  and  names  on  this  form  to  give 
you  an  idea  of  what  it  will  look  like  when  you  receive  it.  The 
first  form  that  you  will  receive  from  us  will  be  the  one  for 
your  January  1961  tax.  If  your  local  is  delinquent  in  its  tax

It  may  be  that  we  will  have  a  little  difficulty  in  making  the 
change  over,  and  it  may  be  that  processing  of  some  of  the 
reports  may  be  delayed  for  a  short  time  until  we  can  get  in 
complete  operation  with  the  new  equipment.  Please  bear 
with  us  for  this  short  time,  as  I  am  sure  the  change  to  the 
new  equipment  will  be  well  worth  it. 

I  hope  that  I  have  covered  everything  clearly,  and  com- 
pletely enough,  but  if  there  is  anything  that  I  have  missed, 
which  comes  to  my  attention  prior  to  the  publishing  of  the 
December  issue  of  the  Lather,  I  will  enter  it  in  my  article  at 
that  time.

Truly,  as  the  sun  is  the  nucleus  of  our  solar  system,  apprenticeship  is  the  nucleus  of  our  craftsmanship. 


We  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  approve  and 
applaud  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Idaho  State 
AFL-CIO  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  Apprenticeship 
and  Training,  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  in  promoting  the 
printing  of  a  U.  S.  postage  stamp  using  the  design  appearing 
elsewhere  on  this  page.  For  we  believe  this  stamp  will  help  to 
give  recognition  to  an  important  segment  of  the  Trade 
Union  Movement  Apprenticeship. 

Basically,  apprenticeship,  is  the  life  blood  of  craftsman- 
ship and  we  feel  that  all  efforts  to  further  the  promotion  of 
apprenticeship  should  be  given  our  wholehearted  support. 

Presently  there  are  125  senators  and  congressmen  who  have 
endorsed  the  printing  of  this  U.  S.  postage  stamp.  Also, 
endorsements  from  78  central  bodies,  68  building  and  con- 
struction trades  councils,  and  a  large  number  of  international 
unions,  have  been  received.  And  they  have  also  written  to 
their  Congressional  Delegations,  and  Postmaster  General 
Arthur  E.  Summerfield. 

We  believe  such  a  stamp  will  give  recognition  to  the 
Trade  Union  Movement,  and  to  the  thousands  of  individuals 
from  both  Labor  and  Management  who  have  given  of  their 
time  freely,  without  remuneration,  in  the  promotion  of  bona 
fide  apprenticeship.  And  again,  the  printing  of  this  stamp 
would  tend  to  make  the  public  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
competent  craftsmen  are  as  important  to  the  development 
of  our  defenses  as  are  scientists,  engineers,  and  military 
leaders. 


It  becomes  apparent  that  we  will  need  as  great  a  number 
of  endorsements  for  this  worthwhile  project  as  we  can 
possibly  get.  Although  an  excellent  job  has  been  done  in 
acquainting  members  of  Labor  and  Management  with  the 
merits  of  apprenticeship,  much  remains  to  be  done  in  ap- 
prizing the  lay  public  of  the  gigantic  strides,  activities, 
and  efforts  that  are  being  taken  by  Labor  and  Management 
to  assure  the  consuming  public  is  provided  the  highest  pos- 
sible grade  of  products  and  services  in  conformity  with 
approved  practices  of  safety  and  skilled  craftsmanship. 

We  believe  that  apprentices  in  the  skilled  trades  are  just 
as  important  to  our  national  economy  and  defenses  as  those 
who  are  preparing  to  be  doctors,  scientists,  or  engineers. 
Only  America's  productive  ability  stands  between  the  free 
nations  of  the  world  and  enslavement.  Skilled  hands  and 
minds  will  spell  out  the  difference  between  victory  and 
defeat.

First  Strike  in  America 
Called  by  Glass  Workers 


Glass  workers  can  claim  the  distinction  of  staging  this  na- 
tion's first  strike. 

Three  hundred  and  forty  years  ago,  Polish  glass  blowers  in 
the  struggling  colony  of  Jamestown  went  on  strike  for  the 
right  to  vote,  and  they  won. 

The  Poles  had  set  up  glass  furnaces  eleven  years  earlier, 
in  1608.  Their  wares  were  particularly  important  to  the  colony 
because  the  trinkets  and  beads  they  produced  were  valuable 
in  trading  with  the  Indians. 

By  1619,  the  Jamestown  colony  had  some  2000  settlers. 
That  year,  the  election  of  the  first  American  legislative  as- 
sembly was  set.  It  was  decreed  that  representation  in  the  as- 
sembly would  be  limited  to  "those  of  English  stock."  This,  of

course,  meant  the  Polish  glass  workers  would  be  denied  the 
right  to  vote. 

Rightfully,  the  Poles  considered  this  an  outrage.  They  were 
loyal  and  productive  members  of  the  colony;  in  fact,  in  many 
cases,  they  contributed  more  to  the  colony's  progress  and  well- 
being  than  some  of  the  British. 

The  glass  workers  got  together  and,  after  two  conferences, 
decided  to  strike  in  support  of  their  demands  for  the  right  to 
vote.  They  elected  a  delegation  to  call  on  Governor  George 
Yeardley  and  present  their  position.  The  statement  handed 
the  governor  declared  the  glass  workers  would  cease  work 
■'till  injustice  would  be  removed." 

Under  terms  of  the  Great  Charter  of  1618,  the  Governor 
actually  had  no  power  to  grant  the  glass  workers  their  de- 
mands. The  charter  was  the  sole  guide  to  the  first  election, 
and  any  change  in  its  provisions  would  have  to  be  made  by 
England. 

The  strike  of  the  Poles,  however,  was  so  successful  that  the 
Governor  was  compelled  to  report  its  effects  to  London. 

Election  of  the  first  assembly  had  been  set  for  July  30.  On 
July  3,  the  London  Company's  Court  Book  made  this  report: 

"Concessions  were  made  to  the  Polanders  and  ordered 
them  to  finish  their  strike." 

Thus,  the  first  strike  in  America  was  a  solid  success.  No 
doubt  its  implications  had  far-reaching  effects  on  the  course 
of  the  young  country's  development.  The  glass  workers  had 
demonstrated  the  spirit  and  determination  which  were  to  play 
such  an  important  part  in  the  new  world's  quest  for  self- 
government. 

A  more  complete  account  of  the  glass  workers'  successful 
strike  has  been  found  in  the  Records  of  the  Virginia  Com- 
pany. It  reported: 

"Upon  some  dispute  of  the  Polonians,  residents  of  Virginia, 
it  was  now  agreed  (notwithstanding  any  former  order  to  the 
contrary)  that  they  shall  be  enfranchised  and  made  as  free  as 
any  inhabitant  there  whatsoever.  And  because  their  skill  in 
making  glass,  soap  ashes,  pitch  and  tar  shall  not  die  with  them, 
it  is  agreed  that  some  young  men  shall  be  put  unto  them  to 
learn  their  skill  and  knowledge  therein  for  the  benefit  of  the 
country  hereafter." 

The  Polish  glass  workers  had  not  only  won  the  right  to 
vote,  but  also  had  succeeded  in  helping  to  establish  what  was 
the  new  world's  first  apprenticeship  program.

EARLY  HISTORY  OF  LATH 

Lath,  one  of  the  most  modern  forms  of  construction,  has 
an  interesting  history  which  goes  back  to  the  days  of  antiquity. 
Primitive  man,  who  first  found  that  he  could  tame  fire  for 
his  personal  use.  lathed  his  home  with  sticks  and  plastered  it 
with  mud.  Where  did  he  get  this  idea?  Perhaps  the  idea  oc- 
curred to  him  when  he  saw  birds  building  their  nests  of  twigs 
and  mud. 

Wood  lathing  is  one  of  the  oldest  forms  of  plaster  base. 
Reeds  were  used  by  the  early  Romans  as  a  base  over  which 
they  applied  plaster. 

Wood  lath  began  to  disappear  in  the  twenties,  due  to  a 
scarcity  of  quality  wood  that  would  not  warp  and  buckle. 

Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  there  appeared  a 
board  made  of  gypsum  plaster  covered  with  paper  on  two 
sides.  A  board  of  this  type  which  gained  wide  use  was  called 
Sackett  board.  This  board  was  constructed  of  four  layers  of 
paper  and  three  alternating  layers  of  plaster. 

Owing  to  their  great  weight,  these  boards  were  used  chiefly 
to  form  partitions.  Later  developments  reduced  the  weight 
and  size  of  the  board.  About  1920,  marked  progress  was  made 
in  the  fabrication  of  this  material.  At  this  time,  the  board  size 
was  fixed  at  16"  x  48".  This  was  found  to  be  the  most  practical 
size.  Thickness  was  set  at  Ys";  later  the  Vi"  size  was  added. 

Perforated  gypsum  lath  came  on  the  market  around  1932. 
Perforations  allow  for  an  increase  bond  in  addition  to  the 
adhesive  bond  caused  by  suction  that  takes  place  in  most 
plaster-board  products. 

The  "father"  of  metal  lath  in  the  United  States  was  Peter 
Naylor,  who  was  granted  a  patent  on  February  22,  1839  for 
his  claim  to  an  invention  as  an  improvement  in  the  mode  of 
providing  plastered  walls  and  ceilings  to  resist  fire.  His  crude 
perforated  metal  sheets  were  the  inception  of  modern  day 
metal  lath.

We  cannot  say  anything  new  and  would  not  if  we  could.  The  old  greetings 
and  prayers  are  the  best— PEACE  ON  EARTH,  GOOD  WILL  TO  MEN.

LEI 
PUT  THE 
X  BACK 


Let's  put  the  "X"  back  in  Christmas.  "What?,"  you  say. 
"Make  it  Xmas?  But  that's  not  respectful." 
A  year  ago  we  might  have  agreed  .  .  .  but  no  longer. 
We  say  what  was  good  enough  for  the  early  Christians 
is  good  enough  for  us.  Not  that  we're  trying  to  knock 
the  traditional  "Christ-mass";  all  we  say  is  that 
there's  a  reason  for  the  X  in  Xmas  .  .  .  and  it's  quite 
respectable.  In  fact,  it's  nearly  2,000  years  old  in  origin. 
We  have  to  go  back  in  time  to  a  point  where  Xmas 
wasn't  even  celebrated  to  find  the  beginnings  of  this 
shortening  of  Christmas  .  .  .  back  to  a  point  when  Rome 
was  trying  to  stamp  out  Christianity.  The  story  of 
the  church  founders  hiding  in  the  catacombs  is 
well  known  .  .  .  yet  it  was  here  that  the  story  of  the 
"X"  in  Christmas  starts. 

Because  of  the  persecution,  the  early  Christian  church 
took  on  many  of  the  trappings  of  a  secret  society. 
The  early  members  of  the  church  had  to  protect  them- 
selves by  using  signs  and  symbols  to  identify  each 
other.  And  it  was  here  that  the  "X"  appeared. 
It  is  important  to  realize  that  the  "X"  in  Xmas  is  not 
the  "X"  we  know  in  words  like  X-Ray.  Instead,  it  is 
the  Greek  "X"  .  .  .  called  "chi"  and  has  a  sound  like 
our  modern  "C".  It  has  added  significance  because  it  can 
also  stand  for  the  cross  on  which  Christ  was 
crucified. 

It  became  complicated  a  few  years  later  with  the  addi- 
tion of  the  second  letter  in  Christ's  name,  "rho"  or 
"P"  being  introduced  into  the  design  .  .  .  perhaps  to 
confuse  the  Romans.  A  bit  later,  the  symbol  of  the 
fish  came  into  use  as  an  acrostic  in  which  each  letter  in 
the  Greek  word  for  fish  (1X9X2)  begins  a  word  in  the 
full  title  of  Christ:  "Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  God,  Saviour." 
After  Christianity  became  the  official  religion  of 
Rome,  scholars  continued  through  the  Dark  Ages 
to  work  with  the  symbol  "X"  as  a  shorthand  form  for 
"Christ".  Then  in  the  11th  Century,  a  monk  started  re- 
ferring to  Christmas  as  Xmas  .  .  .  and  the  shortened 
version  was  launched.  In  1551,  E.  Lodge  put  out  a  book 
using  "Xmas"  as  part  of  the  title  .  .  .  and  the  move- 
ment was  accelerated. 

And  now,  some  four  hundred  years  later,  we  are 
resisting  "Xmas"  and  begging  that  "Christ"  be  put 
back  into  Christmas.  The  fact  is  that  Christ  has 
never  left  Christmas.  The  "X"  was  good  enough  for 
the  early  Christians  who  were  willing  to  die  for 
their  beliefs  .  .  .  who  are  we  to  fight  the  "X"  in  Xmas?

A.  EARLY  CHRISMONS,  OR  MONOGRAMS  OF  CHRIST,  as  found  in  the 
Roman  catacombs,  used  Greek  characters  .  .  .  one  of  the  dominant 
languages  of  the  times.  Here  the  Greek  "I"  and  "X"  are  used,  the 
first  letters  of  the  words  Jesus  Christ.  B.  CHI  (X)  AND  RHO  (P),  the 
first  two  letters  of  the  Greek  word  for  Christ  (XPISTOS),  formed  an- 
other popular  Chrismon,  the  Chi-Rho  (pronounced  like  Cairo).  It  came 
into  general  use  after  the  time  of  early  persecutions,  and  is  still  seen 
in  many  modern  churches.  C.  A  SYMBOL  ORIGINALLY  USED  BY  PAGAN 
WORSHIPERS,   the   Sun   Wheel    became   popular  with    early  Christians 


as  a  disguise  for  the  X  and  I.  They  viewed  the  surrounding  circle  as 
representing  Christ's  love  for  the  whole  world.  D.  NOT  STRICTLY  A 
CHRISMON,  the  fish  was  nevertheless  an  important  symbol  in  Identify- 
ing early  Christians.  Each  of  the  letters  in  the  Greek  word  for  fish 
begins  a  word  in  the  full  name  and  title  of  Christ.  E.  MOST  ANCIENT 
OF  ALL  CHRISTIAN  SYMBOLS,  is  the  anchor.  Often  the  only  ornament 
in  the  catacombs,  it  served  to  conceal  the  sign  of  the  cross  and  at 
the  some  time  indicated  the  early  Christians'  belief  that  their  lives 
and  hopes  were  anchored  in  Christ. 


MANY  YEARS  ACio,  there  lived  in  a  small  village  a 
cobbler  by  the  name  of  Conrad.  Day  by  day,  early 
and  late,  the  "tap,  tap,  tap"  of  his  hammer  could  be 
heard  as  he  mended  the  shoes  brought  to  him  by  the 
villagers.  Though  alone  and  poor,  this  kindly  old  man 
always  had  a  friendly  word  for  everyone,  and  many  took 
lighter  hearts  away  from  his  little  hut. 

Now  Christmas  is  a  time  when  families  draw  closer 
together.  But  for  Conrad  there  was  no  one. 

On  Christmas  morning,  some  neighbors,  thinking  how 
alone  he  was,  decided  to  pay  him  a  visit.  They  found 
him  sweeping  away  the  snow  in  front  of  his  dwelling  and, 
to  their  surprise,  his  face  was  radiant. 

As  they  entered  the  hut,  they  gazed  in  amazement. 
Instead  of  a  cheerless  room  they  saw  a  place  made 
festive  with  holly  and  evergreen.  Christmas  decorations 
brightened  the  walls  and  hung  gracefully  from  the 
rafters.  And  there  was  the  table — set  for  two,  with  even 
the  worn  dishes  taking  on  an  extra  sparkle.  It  was  plain 
Conrad  was  expecting  a  guest. 

"Who  is  coming  to  visit  you?"  the  neighbors  asked. 
"Last  night,"  Conrad  said,  "the  Lord  appeared  in  a 
dream  and  told  me  that  I  would  not  be  alone  on  Christmas 
Day,  for  He  Himself  was  coming  to  be  my  guest.  That 
is  why  I  have  prepared  so  joyfully.  Everything  is  ready 
now.  I  am  waiting  for  Him." 

After  the  neighbors  had  gone  home  to  tell  of  the 
wonderful  guest  he  was  expecting,  Conrad  sat  by  the 
window  quietly  waiting. 

While  he  watched,  a  beggar  passed  his  window,  ragged, 
weary,  almost  frozen  in  the  wintry  winds.  Conrad  called 
him  in — he  offered  him  warmth  of  his  dwelling  and 
gave  him  shoes  for  his  frozen  feet. 

After  the  beggar  had  left,  an  old  woman  hobbled  by, 
carrying  on  her  back  a  heavy  load  of  fagots.  Conrad  ran 
out,  lifted  the  load  from  her  back  and  helped  her  into 
his  little  hut.  There  he  gave  her  food  for  her  starved 
body  and  helped  her  on  her  way. 

Again  he  sat  by  the  window  to  wait.  Now  he  heard  the 
sound  of  a  child  sobbing.  Opening  the  door,  he  found 
a  small  child  wandering  in  the  snow,  lost  and  frightened. 
Some  warm  milk  and  soothing  words  stilled  the 
frightened  cries,  and  soon  afterward  he  restored  the  child 
to  its  mother's  arms. 

Once  more  he  returned  to  his  vigil.  But  now  the  sun  was 
sinking  and  the  winter  day  was  coming  to  an  end.  Where 
was  the  promised  guest? 

Anxious  and  weary,  Conrad  dropped  on  his  knees, 
"Oh,  Lord,  what  delayed  you?"  he  pleaded.  Then  out  of 
the  silence  came  a  beautiful  voice: 
"Conrad,  be  not  dismayed,  for 
Three  times  I  came  to  your  friendly  door, 
Three  times  my  shadow  crossed  your  floor. 
I  was  the  BEGGAR  with  frozen  feet, 
I  was  the  WOMAN  you  gave  to  eat, 
I  was  the  CHILD  in  the  homeless  street."

Union  people  always  traditionally  want  the  best — for  them- 
selves, for  their  families  and  friends  and  for  all  citizens  of 
our  land.  Unions  have  toiled  with  determination  and  dedica- 
tion throughout  their  history  to  make  it  possible  for  working 
men  and  women  to  enjoy  the  best  in  wages,  hours  and  condi- 
tions, the  finest  fringe  benefits.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

The  lack  of  a  comprehensive  national  program  of  blood  banking  is  a  major  concern  of 
organized  labor. 

This  concern  was  expressed  by  the  AFL-CIO  in  detail  in  a  resolution  adopted  at  our 
Third  Constitutional  Convention. 

The  growth  of  blood  banking  in  our  nation  during  the  last  ten  years  with  its  full-scale 
use  of  blood  and  blood  derivatives  has  given  rise  to  a  number  of  problems.  Standards  are 
needed  in  the  procurement,  processing  and  storage  of  blood.  Blood  should  be  available  to 
anyone  needing  it,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  preferably  without  charge.  There  is  a  need  for 
research  on  blood  and  its  products,  and  a  need  for  the  participation  of  organized  labor  and 
other  interested  citizen  groups  at  all  levels  in  order  to  establish  and  maintain  a  coordinated 
national  blood  effort. 

We  are  opposed  to  any  trend  towards  commercialism  in  blood  banking. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  blood,  only  a  lack  of  an  effective  means  of  providing  it  on  an 
equitable,  nationwide  basis. 

In  our  convention  resolution  the  AFL-CIO  pledged  its  support  to  the  Joint  Blood  Council 
and  its  cooperating  agencies  in  the  development  and  maintenance  of  a  national  ])lood  program. 

Among  the  Council's  member  agencies  is  the  American  National  Red  Cross  whose  sys- 
tem of  regional  blood  centers  has  received  the  commendation  of  the  AFL-CIO. 

In  line  with  this,  the  AFL-CIO  Community  Services  Committee  and  the  National  Blood 
Program  of  the  American  National  Red  Cross  have  developed  a  Statement  of  L'nderstanding. 
(Copy  attached.)  May  I  urge  all  affiliates  to  work  with  their  local  Red  Cross  blood  centers, 
wherever  possible,  to  sti'engthen  and  expand  existing  services  and  facilities  under  the  guides 
set  forth  in  the  Statement. 

Such  expansion  will  be  a  strong,  initial  step  in  the  direction  of  a  national  blood  pro- 
gram, inasmuch  as  the  Red  Cross  regional  center  system  provides  a  workable  pattern  for 
furnishing  blood  to  substantial  numbers  of  sick  and  injured  at  no  cost. 

In  some  areas  there  will  be  no  Red  Cross  blood  centers  and  AFL-CIO  affiliates  will  want 
to  cooperate  with  some  other  type  of  blood  bank.  In  these  instances,  I  want  to  urge  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  follow  the  blood  program  criteria  outlined  in  the  Statement. 

We  shall  keep  you  informed  of  further  developments  in  this  important  area  of  health 
protection.

Toys  Cheaper 


BEWARE  COSTLY  BANG  BAMG

This  is  a  poor  year  for  toy  manu- 
facturers but  a  better  one  for  parents 
and  other  gift  givers.  Trade  reports 
indicate  that  toys  are  selling  for  as 
much  as  20  per  cent  less  than  last 
Christmas.  One  reason:  everyone  is 
selling  toys  —  supermarkets,  drug 
stores,  discount  houses,  even  cloth- 
ing stores. 

For  example,  20-inch  vinyl  dolls 
with  rooted  hair  that  were  $10.98  last 
year  now  are  $9.98,  Twenty-piece  sets 
of  fiberboard  jumbo  blocks,  with  tri- 
angles and  squares,  are  available  for 
$2.65.  Even  such  standard  playthings 
as  the  "Playskool  Nok-Out  Bench" 
(for  ages  2-5)  now  sell  for  $1.79  and 
less. 

Toy  retailers  and  wholesalers  say 
in  their  trade  papers  that  the  biggest 
sales  increases  in  playthings  this  year 
will  be  in: 

•  .Science  toys,  games  and  kits. 

•  Dolls,  particularly  novelty  dolls. 

•  Games  of  all  types. 

Parents  still  need  to  watch  out  for 
durability  and  lasting  play  value,  and 
distinguish  between  genuinely  educa- 
tional playthings  and  commercial  toys 
which  explore  space-age  developments 
but  don't  really  teach  anything.  Some 
of  the  missile  toys  have  been  reduced 
sharply.  For  example,  a  "superthrust" 
two  stage  missile  set  that  cost  $8.95 
last  year  now  sells  for  $6.66.  But  such 
rocket-gun  and  rocket-launcher  toys 
have  only  fleeting  play  vahic,  and  add 
nothing  to  a  child's  development.  One 
widely-sold  rocket  launcher  sells  for 
$8-$  10  plus  the  extra  cost  of  bat- 
teries. It  blazes  rockets  25  feet  into 
the  air.  It  has  three  rockets.  You  can 
imagine  how  long  they  will  last. 


Hottest  seller  this  year  is  a  big 
Army  bulldog  tank  with  a  cannon  that 
shoots  shells.  It  costs  $5-$  10  depend- 
ing on  size,  and  you  also  have  to  buy 
four  "D"  batteries.  All  small  boys 
like  to  shoot,  but  this  is  not  much 
bang  for  the  buck. 

If  you  have  a  couple  of  hundred 
dollars  to  toss  around,  and  we're  sure 
most  of  our  readers  haven't  or  won't, 
you  can  even  buy  your  child  a  real 
motorized  car — this  year's  new  craze. 
These  cars  go  five  to  seven  miles  an 
hour,  steer,  reverse  and  brake.  They 
cost  from  $159  in  Montgomery 
Ward's  catalog  to  one  advertised  in 
the  IVdIl  Street  Journal  as  a  "real  bat- 
tery-powered child's  car."  This  one  is 
$249.50.  But  the  manufacturer  as- 
sures that  it  has  a  low  operating  cost. 

You  also  have  to  watch  out  for 
quality.  Many  rigid  plastic  toys  tend 
to  shatter  and  break  easily.  One  six- 
year-old  boy  was  given  the  widely-sold 
Cape  Canaveral  toy  with  figures  of 
scientists  and  engineers.  But  in  as- 
sembling the  platform,  the  edges  to  be 
interlocked  broke.  So  the  launcher 
couldn't  be  operated.  The  boy  finally 
played  with  the  little  figures  which 
could  be  bought  for  a  fraction  of  the 
$5.95  price. 

But  besides  the  rash  of  rocket  guns 
and  launchers,  there  also  is  an  in- 
crease in  genuine  scientific  and  educa- 
tional playthings,  such  as  astronomy, 
physics,  ultra-violet,  computer,  weath- 
er and  math  kits.  One  authoritative 
source  is  the  Science  Materials  Cen- 
ter, 59  Fourth  Ave.,  New  York  2,  N. 
Y.  It  will  send  you  a  catalog  which 
will  also  be  useful  as  a  guide  to  kits, 
games  and  books  recommended  by 
teaching  and  scientific  experts.  Among 
the  kits  and  playthings  the  science 
center  recommends  are: 


•  Pre-Electricity  Physics  Lab., 
$5.95,  for  ages  10  and  up. 

•  Static  Electricity  Lab,  $2.95 
(ages  11-17). 

•  Mobile  of  The  Planets  (and  their 
moons),  $3.95,  kindergarten  up. 

•  Magnetism  Lab,  $3.95  (ages  10- 
14). 

•  Beginner's  Microscope,  $7.25. 

•  D-Stix  Construction  Kits;  jun- 
iors, $3;  intermediate,  $5. 

•  Math  Magic,  a  game  and  kit, 
$3  (ages  9-14). 

The  center  also  recommends  a  new 
set  of  two  books,  "Intelligent  Man's 
Guide  to  Science",  by  Isaac  Asimov, 
at  $11.95,  for  high  school  level  and 
up. 

The  Gilbert  science  and  chemistry 
kits  are  considered  good  quality  and 
well-planned.  A  new  manufacturer  of 
science  and  chemistry  kits  is  the 
Porter  Company,  with  kits  priced 
competitively  with  the  Gilbert  sets. 
The  Porter  biochemistry  set  is  espe- 
cially good. 

With  board  games  expected  to  be 
big  sellers  this  year,  parents  will  need 
to  use  judgment  in  which  they  buy. 

There's  a  current  craze  for  games 
based  on  TV  programs  like  "Quick- 
Draw McGraw",  "77  Sunset  Strip", 
and  "Perry  Mason."  If  you  don't  want 
your  child  to  become  a  private  eye. 
Big  business  also  is  represented  by 
such  games  as  "Big  Business"  and 
"Stock  Market."  Some  of  these  games 
even  show  how  you  can  take  over  a 
night  club  or  "build  up  a  real  estate 
empire." 

Actually  many  of  these  games 
merely  depend  on  the  throw  of  the 
dice  and  have  only  limited  or  passing 
interest.  But  there  are  many  good 
board  games  which  children  have  been 
found  to  like  and  which  don't  change

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The  Bad  Effects  of  Tipt  Money 


Even  bankers  are  beginning  to  ad- 
mit the  bad  effects  of  tight  money. 
The  Federal  Reserve  Board  has  recent- 
ly authorized  a  reduction  of  Vi  per 
cent  in  the  re-discount  rate,  so  that 
banks  can  borrow  money  from  the 
Federal  Reserve  banks  a  little  more 
cheaply.  The  Federal  Reserve  Board 
also  reduced  the  amount  of  reserves 
which  the  banks  are  required  to  carry 
to  meet  the  demands  of  their  deposi- 
tors. The  net  effect  of  that  is  to  in- 
crease somewhat  the  ability  of  the 
banks  to  lend  money.  In  both  these 
ways,  money  has  been  made  a  little 
easier  and  a  little  cheaper  to  borrow. 

The  reason  given  for  these  actions 
is  that  there  is  a  "continued  relaxa- 
tion of  inflationary  pressure."  This 
should  be  translated  into  the  simpler 
and  more  descriptive  phrase,  "because 
there  is  too  much  unemployment." 
Unemployment  was  last  reported  at 
over  3,388,000,  which  is  considerably 
more  than  5  per  cent  of  the  labor 
force,  and  that  is  far  too  high. 

Yet  tight  money  with  high  interest 
rates  cannot  prevent  inflation  by  any 
other  method  than  causing  unemploy- 
ment. It  operates  to  increase  the  cost 
of  capital  expansion  by  business  firms, 
and  thus  causes  some  such  plans  to  be 
abandoned  or  at  least  postponed.  It 
increases  the  cost  to  the  consumer  of 
everything  bought  on  time,  including 
nearly  all  dwelling  units,  most  autos 
and  many  durable  consumers'  goods. 
By  increasing  the  cost,  it  has  some 
tendency  to  reduce  the  purchase  of 
them  by  consumers  and,  therefore,  the 
output  of  them.  In  both  these  ways 
high  interest  rates  cause  unemploy- 
ment: and  the  reduction  of  buying  by 
the  unemployed  and  by  those  who 
fear  that  unemployment  may  strike 
them  next,  tends  to  "relax  inflationary 
pressure." 

When  more  people  understand  that 


tight  money  cannot  combat  inflation 
except  by  causing  unemployment,  they 
will  react  against  this  economically 
restrictive  policy. 

In  this  case,  the  Democrats  are 
plainly  right  in  criticizing  the  restric- 
tive economic  measures  summed  up 
in  the  phrase  "tight  money,"  and  the 
Republicans  are  clearly  wrong  in  sup- 
porting such  measures. 

Most  inflation  is  due  to  "administ- 
ered prices,"  set  by  the  largest  firms 
in  lines  where  a  comparatively  few 
companies  efi'ectively  dominate  the 
industry.  Tight  money  has  little  effect 
on  such  prices.  Besides  causing  un- 
employment, therefore,  it  is  relatively 
inelTective  in  reducing  the  chief  cause 
of  inflation. 

The  tight  money  policy  has  been 
disastrous  in  slowing  up  our  rate  of 
economic  growth.  Goods  will  not  be 
produced  or  services  furnished  unless 
money  is  spent  to  buy  them.  President 
Eisenhower  and  the  Republicans  in 
Congress — with  the  backing  of  most 
of  the  Southern  Democrats  too — have 
steadily  followed  a  restrictive  policy. 
Funds  for  school  building  and  college 
classrooms:  homes  for  the  aged;  relief 
of  distressed  areas:  control  of  water 
pollution;  public  housing  and  slum 
clearance;  additional  missiles  and  sub- 
marines to  narrow  the  lead  which 
Russia  has  over  us  in  these  two  mili- 
tary areas;  and  additional  Federal 
funds  for  the  aged,  the  blind  and  the 
disabled  have  all  been  either  vetoed 
or  not  voted  through  a  combination  of 
solid  Republican  votes  plus  the  South- 
ern Democrats,  or  not  asked  for,  or 
even  ooposed  when  suggested  by  Dem- 
ocratic leaders  in  Congress. 

All  of  these  measures  in  some  de- 
gree, would  have  added  a  little  more 
zip  to  the  economy  by  increasing 
purchasing  power.  But  economic  re- 
striction due  to  fear  of  inflation,  rather 


than  expansion  of  the  economy  to 
make  the  total  output  higher  and  the 
total  tax  receipts  bigger  too,  has  been 
the  Republican  policy. 

The  President's  efl"ort  to  belittle  the 
importance  of  the  low  rate  of  steel 
output,  and  Mr.  Nixon's  eflTort  to  be- 
little the  emphasis  on  economic 
growth,  do  not  conceal  the  fact  that 
we  are  not  turning  out  the  goods  and 
services  we  should  and  could  produce 
with  difl:erent  policies.  With  our  popu- 
lation growth,  we  will  certainly  sufi'er 
a  per  capita  decline  in  the  average 
standard  of  living  unless  these  restric- 
tive policies  are  promptly  reversed  by 
a  new  administration.  The  figure  of 
2.4  per  cent  average  annual  increase 
in  the  gross  national  product  since 
President  Eisenhower  took  office,  is 
only  an  increase  of  6/  10  of  1  per  cent 
per  year  per  person,  when  the  increase 
in  the  population  is  taken  into  ac- 
count. 

We  have  had  a  big  increase  in  the 
birth  rate  compared  with  the  depres- 
sion years  ever  since  World  War  II. 
Also,  a  larger  proportion  of  young 
people  go  to  and  through  high  school 
than  ever  before,  and  a  larger  pro- 
portion go  on  to  college  also. 

These  two  factors  combined  make 
imperative  the  need  for  more  funds 
for  school  construction  and  for  col- 
lege classrooms  and  dormitories.  Also, 
we  face  an  acute  shortage  of  well- 
qualified  teachers  to  teach  more  stu- 
dents than  ever  before.  To  meet  this 
need,  and  to  attract  and  keep  good 
people  in  the  teaching  profession  we 
should  raise  teachers'  salaries. 

Theoretically  this  might  be  done  by 
the  cities,  towns  and  states.  But  the 
debt  of  these  governmental  bodies  has 
more  than  doubled  in  the  last  decade, 
mainly  for  educational  purposes,  while 
the  debt  of  the  Federal  Government

was  going  up  only  10  per  cent  in  that 
time.  So  the  Federal  Government 
should  shoulder  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  cost.  This  is  especially  true  be- 
cause only  the  Federal  Government 
can  levy  taxes  in  proportion  roughly 
to  ability  to  pay.  For  only  the  Federal 
Government  can  use  effectively  gradu- 
ated taxes  on  personal  incomes  and 
inheritances  and  stiff  corporation 
profits  taxes. 

The  American  Federation  of  Teach- 
ers, atfiliated  with  the  AFL-CIO,  has 
backed  bills  to  provide  Federal  funds 
for  school  construction  and  for  higher 
teachers'  pay.  But  so  strong  is  the 
reactionary  coalition  in  Congress,  con- 
sisting of  the  Republicans  and  most  of 
the  Southern  Democrats,  that  the  idea 
of  Federal  funds  for  increased  pay  for 
teachers  has  been  dropped,  and  a  bill 
for  Federal  aid  for  school  construction 


only  was  put  before  the  House  of 
Representatives.  Yet  the  Republicans 
and  Southern  Democrats  worked 
against  even  this  limited  measure. 
Here  is  how  they  operated. 

The  Southern  states,  except  Texas 
and  Florida,  have  a  lower  taxable 
capacity  than  the  average  for  the 
United  States,  and  their  Representa- 
tives, therefore,  would  be  likely  to 
vote  for  Federal  aid  to  education.  To 
prevent  this,  a  number  of  Republicans 
supported  the  Powell  Amendment  to 
deny  Federal  aid  to  school  districts 
that  continued  to  keep  white  and 
Negro  children  in  separate  schools. 
The  amendment  passed  with  the  aid 
of  the  liberal  Democrats  who  voted 
for  it  on  principle.  Then  Rep.  Charles 
Halleck  of  Indiana,  the  Republican 
leader,  with  75  other  Republicans  who 


had  voted  for  the  Powell  Amendment, 
voted  against  the  bill  with  the  Powell 
Amendment  included.  The  Southern 
Democrats  did  so  also,  for  most 
white  Southern  voters  favor  separate 
schools. 

But  this  year,  for  the  first  time, 
there  were  enough  liberal  Democrats 
from  the  North  and  West  to  get  the 
bill  past  the  House  with  the  aid  of  a 
scattering  of  Republicans. 

The  Senate,  however,  had  passed  a 
different  bill,  so  they  had  to  go  to 
Conference.  But  the  Rules  Commit- 
tee, by  a  vote  of  6-to-6,  through  a 
coalition  of  four  Republicans  and  two 
Southern  Democrats,  refused  to  send 
the  bill  to  Conference  with  the 
Senate's  conferees.  Thus  it  blocked 
any  aid-to-education  legislation  this 
year.

Not  only  should  electric  games  run 
by  house  current  be  checked  for  the 
Underwriters  Laboratories'  seal  of  ap- 
proval, and  inspected  for  shock  haz- 
ard, but  this  large  an  expenditure  for 
an  electrical  version  of  pinball  is  it- 
self questionable.

such  as  rock  specimens,  shells,  weath- 
er kits,  etc.  You  can  get  catalogs  and 
price  lists  from  local  museums  and 
also  from  the  Chicago  Natural  His- 
tory Museum  Book  Shop.
